r H  E  fubjeft  of  this  following  narrative.,  offering  itfelf  to 
your  friendly  perufal,relates  to  the  former  &  later  wars  of 
New-England,  which  Imyfelf  wus  not  a  little  concerned, 
in  :  For  in  the  year  i6y$,  that  unhappy  £f?  bloody  Indian  war 
broke  out  in  Plymouth  colony,  where  I  was  then  buildings 
and  beginning  a  plantation  at  a  place  called  by  the  Indians 
Sogkonate,  and  fine  e  by  the  Englifh  Little-Compton.  I  was 
the  firft  Engiilhman  that  built  upon  that  neck,  which  was 
full  of  Indtans.  My  .head  and  hands  were  full  about  fettling 
a  new  plantation  where  nothing  was  brought  to  no  prepa- 
ration of  dwelling-haufe,  or  out-  houfes,or  fencing  made.  Hor- 
fes  and  cattle  were  to  be  provided*  ground  to  be  clear' 'd  and 
broken  up  ;  and  theutmcfi  caution  to  be  ujed,  to  keep  iayfef 
free  from  offending  my  Indian  neighbours  all  round  about  me. 
While  I  was  thus  bujily  employed,  and  all  my  time  andftrength 
laid  cut  in  this  laborious  undertaking,  T  received  a  comniijfion 
from  the  government  to  engage  in  their  defence  :  And  with  my 
commiffion  I  received  another  heart,  inclining  me  to  put  forth 
my  jtrength  in  military  fervice :  And  tht  ough  the  grace  of 
GOD  T  was  fpirited  for  that  work,  and  direclion  in  it  was 
renewed  to  me  day  by  day.  And  although  many  of  the  actions 
that  I  was  concerned  in  were  very  difficult  &  danger -r.us \yet  my- 
felf,  &  .thofe  zv ho  went  with  me  voluntarily  in  the  fervice^  had 
A  2  our 
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cur  lives,  fvr  the  mofipari,  wonderfully  prefirved, by  the. over- 
ruling hand  of  the  Almighty,  from  firfi  to  laft  ;  which  doth 
aloud  befpeak  our  praifes  :  And  to  declare  his  wonderful 
works  is  our  indifpenfctble  duty.    I  was  ever  very  fenfible  of 

my  own  littlenefs,  and  unfitnefs  to  be  employed  in  juch  great 
fervices;  but  calling  to  mind  that  GOD  is  STRONG,  I  en- 
deavoured to  put  all  my  confidence  in  him,  and  by  his  almighty 
power  was  carried  through  every  difficult  atlion  :  And  my 
defire  is  that  his  name  may  have  the praife. 

It  was  ever  my  intent,  having  laid  my f elf  under  a  folemu 
promtfe,  that  the  many  and  repeated  favours  of  GOD  to  my- 
felf,  and  thofe  with  me  m  the  fervice,  might  he  publifhcd  for 
generations  to  come.  And  now  my  great  age  requiring  my 
difmiffion  from  fervice  in  ihejiililia,  and  to  put  off  my  armour, 
I  am  willing  that  the  greai^md  glorious  works  of  Almighty 
GOD,  to  us  children  of  men,  fhould  appear  to  the  world ;  and 
having  my  minutes  by  me,  my  fen  has  taken  the  care  and  pains 
to  collet!  from  them  the  eyfuing  narrative  of  many  pafjagej  re- 
lating to  the  f  ormer  and  latter  wars  ;  which  I  have  had  the 
perufal  of,  and  find  nothing  amifs  as  to  the  trutb  of  it  \  and 
with  as  little  refleclion  upan  any  particular  per fon  as  might  be, 
either  alive  or  dead. 

And  feeing  every  particle  of  hifiorical  truth  is  precious  ;  I 
hope  the  reader  will pa fs  a  favourable  cenjure  upon  an  old  foU 
dfer,  telling  of  the  many  rencounters  he  %as  had,  and  yet  is 
come  off  alive.  It  is  a  pleafure  to  remember  what  a  great 
number  of  families,  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  provinces  in 
New-England,  did,  during  the  war,  enjoy  a  great  meafure  of 
liberty  and  peace  by  the  hazardous  fiations  and  marches  of  thofe 
engaged  in  military  exercifes,  who  were  a  wall  unto  them  on 
this  fide  ana\.on  that  fide. 

Igefire  prayers,  that  I  may  be  enabled  well  to  accowplijh  my 
fpiritnal  warfare,  and  that  I  may  be  more  than  conquer cr 
through  JESUS  CHRIST  loving  of  me. 


Benjamin  Church. 
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The  entertaining  History  of 

Philips    W  A  R? 

Which  began  in  the  Year  1675. 

With  the  Proceedings  of 

Benjamin  Churchy  Efq; 

N  the  Year  1 674  Mr.  Benjamin  Churchy 
of  Duxbury^  being  providentially  at 
Plymouth ,  in  the  time  of  the  court,  fell 
into  acquaintance  v/ith  Capt.  John 
Slimy ,  of  Rhode-Ijland.  Capt.  ^/jwy, 
with  great  importunity,  invited  him 
to  ride  with  him,  and  view  that  part 
of  Plymouth  Colony  that  lay  next  to  Rbode-IJIand,  known 
then  by  their  Indian  names  of  Pocajfet  and  Scgkonate.  A- 
mong  other  arguments  to  perfuade  him,  he  told  him  the 
foil  was  very  rich,  and  the  fituation  pleafant  :  Perfects 
him  by  all  means  to  purchafe  of  the  company  fome  of  the 
court  grant  rights.  He  accepted  his  invitation,  views  the 
country,  and  was  pleafed  with  it  ;  makes  a  purchafe,  fet- 
tled a  farm,  found  the  gentlemen  of  the  Ifiand  very- civil 
and  obliging.  And  being  himfelf  a  perfon  of  uncommon 
activity  and  induftry,  he  foon  erected  two  buildings  upon 
his  farm,  and  ga'n'd  a  good. acquaintance  with  the  natives  :,

e:ot  much  into  their  favour,  and  was  in  a  little  time  in 
great  elteem  among  them. 

The  next  fpring  advancing,  while  Mr.  Church  was  dili- 
gently fettling  his  new  farm,  ftocking,  leafing  and  difpofing 
of  his  affairs,  and  had  a  fine  profpeCt  of  doing  no  finall 
things  5  and  hoping  that  his  good  fucceis  would  be  invi- 
ting unto  other  good  men  to  become  his  neighbours  :  Be- 
hold I  the  rumour  of  a  war  between  the  Englifi  and  the 
natives  gave  ch-ck  to  his  projects.  People  began  to  be 
very  jealous  of  fix. Indians,  and  indeed  they  had  noimall 
reafoii  to  mfpecYthat  they  .had  form'd  a  defign  ot  war 
upon  the  Engluh.  Mr.  Church  had  it  daily  fuggelted  to 
him  that  the  Indians  were  plotting  a  bloody  defign.  ^hat 
Philip,  the  great  Mount-Hope  Sachem,  was  leader  therein ; 
and  fo  it  prov'd,  he  (was  lending  his  meffengers  to  all  the 
neighbouring  Sachets,  to  engage  them  into  a  confederacy 
with  him  in  the  war.  , 

Among  the  reft  he  fent  fix  men  to  Aivajhonks,  Squaw- 
Sachem  of  the  Sagkonate  Indians,  to  engage  her  in  his  in- 
terest :  Awajhonks  fo  far  Hftened  unto  them,  as  to  call  her. 
fubjefts  together,  to  make  a  great  dance,  which  is  the 
cuftom  of  that  nation  when  they  advife  about  moment- 
ous affairs.  But  what  does  Awafionks  do,  but  lends  away 
two  of  her  men  that  well  underftood  the  Englifi  language, 
(Salfamon  and  George  by  name)  to  invite  Mr.  Church  to. 
the  dance.    Mr.  Church  upon  the  invitation,  immediately 
takes  with  him  Charles  Hazelton,  his  tenant's  fon,  who  well 
>od  rh'e  Indian  language,  and  rid  down  to  the  place 
ivhere  they  found  hundreds  of  Indians  gather- 
ed all  parts  of  her  dominion.  Azvajhonks 
he,  j                  ing  fweat,  was  leading  the  dance ;  but  me 
■                   enable  of  Mr.  Church's  arrival,  but  ihe 
•  broke  off,  iat  down,  calls  her  nobles  round  her,  orders  Mr. 
Church  to  be  invited  into  her  prefence-,  compliments  be- 
ing paft,  and  each  one  taking  feats,  ihe  told  him,  King 
P%lip  had  fent  fixxr.enof  his3  with  two_of  her  people.. 
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that  had  been  over  at  Mount-Hcpe,  *  to  draw  Iier  into  "a. 
confederacy  with  him,  in  a  war  with  the  Englijh,  ciefiring 
him  to  give  her  his  advice  in  the  cafe,  and  to  tell  her  die- 
truth,  whether  the  Umpame  men  (as  Philip  had  told  her) 
were  gathering  a  great  army  to  invade  Philip's  country  ? 
He  allured  her  he  would  tell  her  the  truth,  and  give  her 
his  beft  advice  ;  then  he  told  her  it  was  but  a  few  days  fine© 
he  came  from  Plymouth,  and  the  Englijh  were  then  making 
no  preparations  for  war ;  that  he  was  in  company  with 
the  principal  Gentlemen  of  the  government,  who  had  no 
difcourfe  at  all  about  war  and  he  believed  no  thoughts 
about  it.  He  alked  her,  whether  me  thought  he  would 
have  brought  up  his  goods  to  fettle  in  that  place,  if  he  ap- 
prehended an  entering  into  war  with  fo  near  a  neighbour  ? 
She  feemed  to  be  fomewhat  convinced  by  his  talk,  and 
faid  lhe  believed  he  fpoke  the  truth. 

Then  lhe  called  for  the  Mount-Hope  men,  who  made  a. 
formidable  appearance,  with  their  faces  painted,  and  their 
hair  trimmed  up  in  comb-famion,  with  their  powder- 
horns  and  mot- bags  at  their  backs;  which  among  that  na- 
tion is  the  pofture  and  figure  of  preparednefs  for  wan 
She  told  Mr.  Church  thele  were  the  perfons  that  had 
brought  her  the  jeport  of  the  Englijh  preparations  for  war* 
and  then  told  them  what.  Mr.  Church  had  faid  in  anfwer 
to  it. 

Upon  this  began  a  warm  talk  among  the  Indians, 
it  was  foon  quafhed,  and  Auodjhonks  proceeded  to  iOA  I 
Church,  that  Philip's  melTage  to  her  was,  that  vpMs  fhe 
would  forthwith  enter  into  a  confederacy  with  H:m,  in  a 
war  againft  the  Englijh,  he  would  fend  his  mm    ,  :  : 
vately,  to  kill  the  Englijh  cattel,  and  burn  th.  r  houils 
on  that  fide  the  river,  which  would  provoke  felie  Enfi. 
fall  upon  her,  whom  they  would  without  doubt  iuppofe 
the  author  of  the  mifchief.    Mr.  Church  told  her  he  was 
forry  to  fee  fo  threatning  an  afptct  of  affairs  ;  and  ftepping 
to  the  Mount-Hopes,  he  felt  of  their  bags,  and  finding  them

Then  Mr.  Church  turn'd  to  Awafhonks,  and  told  her  if 
Philip  was  refolved  to  make  war,  her  beft  way  would  be 
to  knock  thofe  fix  Mcunt~Hcp.es  on  the  head,  and  flicker 
herfelf  under  the  prote&ion  of  the  Bnglijh  :  Upon  which 
the  Mount-Hopes  were  for  the  prefent  dumb.  But  thofe 
two  of  AwaJbonFs  men,  who  had  been  at  Mount- Hope,  ex- 
preffed  themfelvds  in  a  furious  manner  againft  his  advice. 
And  Little-Eyes,  one  of  the  Queen's  council,  join'dVith 
them,  and  urged  Mr.  Church  to  go  afide  with  him  among 
the  buflies,  that  he  might  have  fome  private  difcourfe-  with 
him,  which  other  Indians  immediately  forbid,  being  fenfi- 
ble  of  his  ill  ciefign  :  But  the  Indians  began  to  fide  and 
arow  very  warm°  Mr.  Chittchjmth  undaunted  courage- 
told  the  Mount-Hopes  they  were*  bloody  wretches,  and; 
thirfted  after  the  blood  of  their  Englijb  neighbours,  who 
had  never  injured  them,  but  had  always  abounded  in  their 
kindnefs  to  them.  That,  for  his  own -part,  though  he  de- 
fired  nothing  more  than  peace,  yet,  if  nothing  but  war 
would  fatisfy  them,  he  believed  he  mould  prove  a  marp 
thorn  in  their  fides :  Bid  the  company  obferve  thofe  men 
that  were  of  fuch  bloody  difpofitions,  whether  providence 
■  would  fuffer  them  to  live  to  fee  the  event  of  the  war,  which* 
others,  more  peaceably  difpofed,  might  do. 

Then  he  told  Awajhonks  he  thought  it  might  be  molt 
advifable  for  her  to»fend  to  the  Governor  of  Plymouth^  and 
fhelter  herfelf  and  people  under  his  proteaion.  She  liked 
hi;  advice,  and  denied  him  to  goon  her  behalf  to  the  Ply- 
mouth government,  which  he  confented  to  :  And  at  parting 
aavifed  her,  whatever  fhe  did,  not  to  defert  the  Englifi  in- 
.  tereftj  to  :,oin  with  her  neighbours  in  a  rebellion  which 
would  certainly  prove  fatal  to  her.  [He  moved  none  of 
his  goods  from  his  houfe,  that  there  might  not  be  the  leaft 
umbrage  from  fuch  an  aclion.]  She  thanked  him  for  hys 
advicefand  fent  t\vo  of  her  men  to  guard  him  to  his  houfe-, 

which 
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Vaich  when  they  came  there,  urged  him  to  take  care  to  fe- 
cure  his  goods,  which  he  refufed  for  the  reafons  before- 
mentioned  :  But  defired  the  Indians,  that  if  what  they 
feared  mould  happen,  they  would  take  care  of  what  he 
left,  and  directed  them  to  a  place  in  the  woods  where  they 
mould  difpofe  of  them  ;  which  they  faithfully  obferved. 

He  took  his  leave  of  his  guard  and  bid  them  tell  their 
miflrefs,  if  Ihe  continued  fteady  in  her  dependance  or^  the 
Englijh,  and  kept  within  her  own  limits  pof  Sogkonate,,  he 
would  fee  her  again  quickly  ;  and  then  flattened  away  to 
Pocajfet*  where  he  met  with  Peter  Nunnuit,  the  hufband  of 
the 'Queen  of  Pocajfet,  who  was  j Lift  then  come  over  in  a 
canoe  from  Mount-Hope.  Peter  told  him  that  there  would 
certainly  be  war  ;  for  Philip  had  held  a  dance  of  feveral 
weeks  continuance,  and  had  entertain'd  the  young  men 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  :  And  added,  that  Philip  ex- 
pected to  be  fent  for  to  Plymouth,  to  be  examined  about 
Sajfamon's  death,  who  was  murder'd  at  Affawomfet-Ponds 
knowing  himfelf.  guilty  of  contriving  that  murder.  ^-The 
fame  Peter  told  him  that  he  faw  Mr.  James  Brown,  of 
Swanzey,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Gorton,  who  was  an  interpreter, 
and  two  other  men,  who  brought  a  letter  from  the  Gover- 
nor of  Plymouth  to  Philip.  He  obferv'd  to  him  further, 
that  the  young  men  were  very  eager  to  begin  the  war,  and 
would  fain  have  killed  Mr.  Brown,  but  Philip  prevented 
it ;  telling  them  that  his  father  had  charged  him  to  mew 
kindnefs  to  Mr.  Brown.  In  fhort,  Philip  was  forced  to 
promife  them  that,  on  the  next  Lord's-Day,  when  the  Eng- 
lijh were  gone  to  meeting,  they  mould  rifle  their  houfes, 
and  from  that  time  forward  kill  their  cattle. 

Peter  defir'd  Mr.  Church  to  go  and  fee  his  wife,  who 
was  but  up  the  hill ;  he  went  and  found  but  few  of  net 
people  with  her.  She  laid  they  were  all  gone,  againft  her 
will,  to  the  dances  and  fhe  much  feared  there  would  be

a  war .  Mr.  Church  advifed  her  to  go  to  the  Ifland  and  fc- 
cure  herfelf,  and  thofe  that  were  with  her  ;  and  fend  to  the 
Governor  of  Plymouth,  who  fhe  knew  was  her  friend  ;  and 
fo  left  her,  refolving  to  haften  to  Plymouth,  and  wait  on  the 
Governor  :  And  he  was  fo  expeditious  that  he  was  with  the 
Governor  early  next  morning,  though  he  waited  on  fome 
of  the  magiftrates  by  the  way,  who  wee  of  the  council  of 
war,  and  alfo  met  him  at  the  Governor's.  He  gave  them 
an  account  of  his  obfervations  and  difcoveries,  which  con- 
firmed their  former  intelligences,  and  haftened  their  prepa- 
ration for  defence.  (  . 

Philip,  according  to  his  promife  to  his  people,  permit- 
ted them  to  march  out  of  the  neck  on  the  next  Lord's-Day, 
when  they  plundered  the  nearcft  houfesthat  the  inhabitants 
had  deferted  :  But  as  yet  offer'd  no  violence  to  the  people, 
at  leaft  none  were  killed.  However  the  alarm  was  given 
by  their  numbers  and  hoftile  equipage,  and  by  the  prey 
they  made  of*what  they  could  find  in  the  forfaken  houfes. 

An  exprefs  came  the  fame  day  to  "the  Governor,  who 
immediately  gave  orders  to  the  Captains  of  the  towns  to 
march  the  greateft  part  of  their  companies,  and  to  rendez- 
vous at  Taunton,  on  Monday  night,  where  Major  Bradford 
was  to  receive  them,  and  difpofe  them  under  Capt.  (now 
made  Major)  Cuiworth,  of  Scituate.  The  Governor  deft- 
red  Mr.  Church  to  give  them  his  company,  and  to  ufe  his 
intereft,  in  their  behalf,  with  the  gentlemen  of  Rhode- Ifland. 
He  comply'd  with  it,  and  they  marched  the  next  day.— 
Major  Bradford  defired  Mr.  Church,  with  a  commanded 
party,  confifting  of  EngUJh  and  fome  friend  Indians,  to 
march  in  the  front,  at  fome  diftance  from  the  main  body. 
Their  orders  were  to  keep  fo  far  before  as  not  to  be  in  fight 
of  the  army.  And  fo  they  did,  for  by  the  way  they  killed 
a  deer,  fleed,  roafted,  and  eat  the  moft  of  him,  before  the 
army  came  up  with  them  but  the  Plymouth  forces  foon 
arrived  at  Swanzey,  &  were  chiefly  polled  at  Major  Brown's 
and  Mr.  Mile's  garrifons  ;  and  were  there  foon  joined 
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with  thofe  that  came  from  Majjachufetts,  who  had  entered 
into  a  confederacy  with  their  Plymouth  brethren,  againft 
the  perfidious  heathens. 

The  enemy,  who  began  their  hoftilities  with  plunder- 
ing, and  deitroymg  cattle,  did  not  long  content  themfeives 
with  that  game ;  they  thirfted  for  Englijh  blood,  and  they 
fuon  broached  it ;  killing  two  men  in  the  way  not  far 
fron  Mr.  Affiles  garrilbn  ;  and  focn  after,  eight  more  at 
Mattapoifet  :*  Upon  whofe  bodies  they  exercifedmore  than 
b'-utiih  barbarities  •,  beheading,  diiinembring  and  mang- 
ling diem,  and  expofing  them  in  the  moft  inhuman  man- 
ner ;  which  gamed  and  ghoftly  objects  ftruck  a  damp  on 
all  beholders. 

The  enemy,  fjufhed  with  thefe  exploits,  grew  yet  bol- 
der, and  fkulking  every  where  in  the  bufhes,  fhot  at  all 
palfengers,  and  killed  many  that  ventured  abroad.  They 
came  fo  near  as  to  moot  down  two  centinels  at  Mr.  Mile's 
garrifon,  under  the  very  nofes  of  moft  cf  our  forces, 
Thefe  provocations  drew  out  the  refentment  of  fome  of 
Captain  Prentices  troops,  whodefired  they  might  have 
liberty  to  go  out  and  feek  the  enemy  in  their  own  quarters. 
Quarter  Mailers  G///and  Belcher .commanded  the  parties 
drawn  out,  who  earneftly  defired  Mr.  Church's  company  : 
They  provided  him  a  horle  and  furniture  (his  own  being 
out  of  the  way  %)  he  readily  complied  with  their  defires, 
and  was  foon  mounted. 

This  party  was  no  foonerover  Mile's  bridge,  but  were 
fired  upon  by  an  ambufcade  of  about  a  dozen  Indians,  as 
they  were  afterwards  difcovered  to  be.  When  they  drew 
off,  the  pilot  was  mortally  wounded,  Mr.  Belcher  received 
a  fhot  in  his  knee,  and  his  horfe  was  killed  under  him, 
Mr.  Gill  was  ftruck  with  a  mufket-bali  on  the  fide  of  his 
belly  ;  but  b»eing  clad  with  a  buff  coat,  and  fome  thick- 
nefs  of  paper  under  it,  it  never  broke  his  Ikin.  The 
troopers  were  furprifed  to  fee  both  their  commanders 
wounded,  and  wheeled  off;  but  Mr,  Church  perfuaded, 
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at  length  {formed  and  ftampt,  and  told  them  it  was  a 
fliarne  to  run,  and  leave  a  wounded  man  there  to  become 
a  prey  to  the  barbarous  enemy  :  For  the  pilot  yet  fat  on 
his  horfe,  though  fo  mazed  with  the  mot,  as  not  to  have 
fenle  to  guide  him  j  Mr.  Gill  feconded  him,  and  offered, 
though  much  difahled,  to  afiift  in  bringing  him  off.  Mr. 
Church  afked  a  ftranger,  who  gave  him  his  company  in 
that  uthon,  if  he  would  go  with  him  and  fetch  off  the 
wounded  man  :  He  readily  confented,  &  they,  with  Mr.  Gill, 
went,  bui  me  wounded  man  fainted  and  fell  off  his  horfe 
before  they  came  to  him  ;  but  Mr.  Church  and  tjie  ftranger 
difmounted,  took  up  the  man  dead,  and  laid  him  before 
Mr.  Gill  on  his  horfe.  Mr.  Church  told  the  other  two,  if 
they  would  take  care  of  the  dead  man,  he  would  go  and 
fetch  his  horfe  back,  which  was  going  off  the  caufey  to- 
ward the  enemy-,  but  before  he  got  over  the  caufey  he  faw 
the  enemy  run  to  the  right  into  the  neck.  He  brought 
back  the  horfe,  and  called  earneftly  and  repeatedly  to  the 
army  to  come  over  and  fight  the  enemy  ;  and  while  he 
flood  calling  and  perfuading,  the  fkulking  enemy  returned 
to  their  old  itand,  and  all  difcharged  their  guns  at  him  at 
one  clap,  though  every  fhot  miffed  him-,  yet  one  of  the 
army,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  received  one  of  the 
balls  in  his  foot.  Mr.  Church  now  began  (no  fuccour 
coming  to  him)  to  think  in  time  to  retreat :  Saying,  The 
Lord  have  mercy  en  us,  if  fuch  a  handful  of  Indians  mall 
thus  dare  fuch  an  army  ! 

Upon  this  it  was  immediately  refolved,  and  orders  were 
given  to  march  down  into  the  neck,  and  having  paffed 
the  bridge  and  caufey,  the  direction  was  to  extend  both 
wings,  which  being  not  well  heeded,  by  thofe  that  re- 
mained in  the  center,  fome  of  them  miftook  their  friends 
for  their  enemies,  and  made  a  fire  upon  them  in  the  right 
wing,  and  wounded  that  noble  heroick  youth,  Enfign  Sa- 
vage, in  the  thigh,  but  k  happily  proved  but  a  flelh  wound. 
They  marched  until  they  came  to  the  narrow  of  the  neck, 
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at  a  place  called  Keekamuit*  where  tliey  took  down  the 
heads  of  eight  Englijh  men  that  were  killed  at  the  head  of 
Mattapoifet-neck,  and  fet  upon  poles,  after  the  barbarous 
manner  of  thofe  favages.  There  Philiphad  ftaved  all  his 
drums,  and  conveyed  all  his  canoes  to  the  Eaft-fide  of  Mat- 
tapoifet-r'ivcr  hence  it  was  concluded,  by  thofe  that  were 
acquainted  with  the  motions  of  thofe  people,  that  they 
had  quitted  the  neck.  Mr.  Church  told  them  that  Phi- 
lip was  doubtleis  gone  over  to  Pocajfet  fide,  to  ingage 
thofe  Indians  in  rebellion  with  him  -0  which  they  foon 
found  to  be  true.  The  enemy  were  not  really  beaten 
out  of  Mount-Hope  neck,  though  it  was  true  they  fled 
from  thence ;  yet  it  was  before  any  purfued  them.  It 
was  but  to  ftrengthen  themfelves,  and  to  gain  a  more  ad- 
vantageous poll.  However,  fome,  and  not  a  few,  pleafed 
themfelves  with  the  fancy  of  a  mighty  conqueft. 

A  grand  council  was  held,  and  a  refolve  paft,  to  build 
a  fort  there,  to  maintain  the  firft  ground  they  had  gained, 
by  the  Indians  leaving  it  to  them  ;  and  to  fpeak  the  truth, 
it  muft  be  faid,  that  as  they  gained  not  that  field  by  their 
fword,  nor  their  bow  j  fo  it  was  rather  their  fear  than 
their  courage,  that  obliged  them  to  fet  up  the  marks  of 
their  conqueit.  Mr.  Church  looked  upon  it,  and  talked 
of  it  with  contempt,  and  urged  hard  the  purfuing  the 
enemy  on  Pocajfet  fide,  and  with  the  greater  earneftnefs, 
becaufe  of  his  promife  made  to  Awajbonks,  before  men- 
tioned. The  council  adjourned  themfelves  from  Mount- 
Hope  to  Rohohth,  where  Mr.  Treafurer  Soutbworth,  be- 
ing weary  of  his  charge  of  CommiiTary  General,  (provi- 
fion  being  fcarce  and  difficult  to  be  obtained,  for  the  aiv 
jny,  that  now  lay  (till  to  cover  the  people  from  no  body, 
while  they  were  building  a  fort  for  nothing)  retired,  and 
the  power  and  trouble  of  that  poll  was  left  with  Mr. 
Church,  who  {till  urged  the  commanding  officers  to  move 
over  to  Pocajfet  fide,*  to  purfue  the  enemy,  and  kill  Phi- 
\ip,  which  would,  in  his  opinion,  be  more  probable  to  keep 
*  Upper  pan  of  BrifiJ.  poffeffion 
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poneffion  of  the  neck,  than  to  tarry  to  build  a  fort.  He 
was  ftill  reftlefs  on  that  fide  of  the  river,  and^  the  rather 
becaufe  of  his  promife  to  the  Squaw  Sachem  of  8ogkonate> 
and  Captain  Fuller  alfo  urged  the  fame,  until  at  length 
there  came  further  orders  concerning  the  fort  and  withal 
an  order  for  Captain  Fuller  with  fix  files  tocrofs  the  river 
to  the  fide  fo  much  infilled  on,  and  to  try  if  he  could  get 
fpeech  with  any  of  the  Pocajfet  or  Sogkonate  livens,  and 
that  Mr.  Church  mould  go  his  fcconu.  Upon  the  Cap- 
tain's receiving  his  orders,  he  alked  Mr.  Church  whether 
he  was  willing  to  engage  in  this  enterprife :  To  whom  it 
was  indeed  too  agreeabie  to  be  declined  ;  tho?  he  thought 
the  enterprife  was  hazardous  enough  for  them  to  have 
more  men  affigned  them.  Captain  Fuller  told  him,  that 
for  his  own  part,  he  was  grown  ancient  and  heavy  .he  reared 
the  travel  and  fatigue  would  be  too  much  for  hi  u  3  but 
Mr.  Church  urged  him,  and  told  him,  he  would  cheerfully 
excufe  him  his  hardlhip  and  travel,  and  take  that  part  to 
himfelf,  if  he  mjght  but  go  •,  for  he  had  rather  do  any 
thing  in  the  world  than  ftay  there  to  build  the  fort. 

Then  they  drew  out  the  number  affigned  them  and 
marched  the  fame  night  to  the  ferry,  and  were  tranfported 
to  Rhode-Ijland,  from  whence,  the  next  night,  they  got  paf- 
fage  over  to  Pocajfet  fide,  in  Rhode-Tjland  boats,  and  con- 
cluded there  to  difpofe  themfelves  in  two  ambufcadoes  be- 
fore dav,  hoping  to  furpriie  fome  of  the  enemy  by  their 
falling  into  one  or  other  of  their  ambufhments.  But  Capt. 
Fuller's  party,  being  troubled  with  the  epidemical  plague 
Of  luft  after  tobacco,  muft  needs  ftrike  fire  to  fmoke  it  ; 
and  thereby  difcovered  themfelves  to  a  party  of  the  enemy 
coming  up  to  them,  who  immediately  fled  with  great  pre- 
cipitation. 

This  ambufcadedrew  off  about  break  of  day,  perceiv- 
ing they  were  difcovered,  the  other  continued  in  their 
poft  until  the  time  affigned  them,  and  the  light  and  heat 
of  the  fun  rendered  their  ftation  both  infignificant  and 
.     •  -  ~  troublefome, 
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troublefome,  and  then  returned  unto  the  place  of  rendez* 
vous,  where  they  were  acquainted  with  the  other  party's 
difappointment,  and  the  occafion  of  it.  IVfr.  Church  calls 
for  the  breakfaft  he  had  ordered  to  be  brought  over  in  the 
boat ;  but  the  man  that  had  the  charge  of  it  confefled  that 
he  was  afleep  when  the  boats-men  called  him,  and  in  hafte 
came  away,  and  never  thought  of  it.  It  happened  that 
Mr.  Church  had  a  few  cakes  of  rufk  in  his  pocket,  that 
Madam  Cranfton  (the  Governor  of  Rhode- I/land's  Lady) 
gave  him  when  he  came  off  the  ifland,  which  he  divided 
among  the  company,  which  was  all  the  provifions  they 
had. 

Mr.  Church,  after  their  (lender  breakfaft,  propofed  to 
Capt.  Fuller,  that  he  would  march  in  queft  of  the  enemy, 
with  fuch  of  the  company  as  would  be  willing  to  march 
with  him,  which  he  comply'd  with,  though  wish  a  great 
deal  of  fcruple,  becaufe  of  his  fmall  number,  and  the  ex- 
treme hazard  he  forefaw  muft  attend  them. 

But  fome  of  the  company  reflected  upon  Mr,  Churchy 
that  notwithftanding  his  talk  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river, 
he  had  not  fliewn  them  any  Indians  fince  they  came  over. 
Which  now  mov'd  him  to  tell  them,  that  if  it  was  their  de- 
fire  to  fee  Indians,  he  bdiev'd  he  mould  now  foon  fhew  them 
what  they  mould  fay  was  enough. 

The  number  allowed  him  foon  drew  off  to  him,  which 
could  not  be  many,  becaufe  their  whole  company  confifted 
cf  no  more  than  thirty-fix.  They  mov'd  towards  Sogkonate, 
until  they  came  to  the  brook  that  runs  into  Nunnaquohqut 
neck,  where  they  difcover'd  afrelh  and  plain  track,  which 
they  concluded  to  be  from  the  great  pine  fwamp,  about  a 
mile  from  the  road  that  leads  to  Sogkonate.  Now,  fays  Mr, 
Qhu^ch,  to  his  men,  if  we  follow  this  track,  no  doubt  but 
we  fh?.U  foon  fee  Indians  enough  ;  they  exprefs'd  their 
willingnefs  to  follow  the  track,  and  mov'd  in  it,  but  had 
not  gone  far  before  one  of  them  narrowly  efcaped  being 
\ll  with  a  rattle-fnake  :  And  the  woods  that  the  *  track  led 
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them  through  was  haunted  much  with  thofe  fnakes,  whicfl 
the  little  company  feem'd  more  to  be  afraid  of  than  the 
black  ferpents  they  were  in  queftof,  and  therefore  bent  their 
courfe  another  way,  to  a  place  where  they  thought  it  pro- 
bable to  find  fome  of  the  enemy.  Had  they  kept  the 
track  to  the  pine  fwamp,  they  had  been  certain  of  meeting 
Indians  enough  but  not  fo  certain  that  any  of  them  mould 
have  returned  to  give  account  how  many. 

Now  they  pafs'd  down  into  Punkatees  neck  and  in  their 
march  difcovered  a  large  wigwam  full  of  Indian  truck, 
which  the  foldiers  were  for  loading  themfelves  with,  until  Mr. 
Church  forbid  it,  telling  them  they  might  exped  foon  to  have 
their  hands  full,  and  bufinefs  without  caring  for  plunder. 
Then  cr«  fiing  the  head  of  the  creek  into  the  neck,  they  a- 
gain  difcover'd  frelh  Indian  tracks  very  lately  pafs'd  be- 
fore them  into  the  neck.  They  then  got  privately  and 
undifcover'd  unto  the  fence  of  Capt.  Almfs  peafe-field, 
and  divided  into  two  parties,  Mr.  Church  keeping  the  one 
party  with  himfclf,  fent  the  other  with  Lake,  who  was  ac- 
quainted with  the  ground,  on  the  other  fide.  Two  Indians 
were  foon  difcover'd  coming  out  of  the  peafe-field  towards 
them  ;  when  Mr.  Church,  and  thofe  that  were  with  him, 
concealed  themfelves'  from  them,  by  falling  flat  on  the 
ground ;  but  the  other  divifion,  not  ufing  the  fame  caution,, 
were  feen  by  the  enemy,  which  occafioned  them  to  run  ; 
which  when  Mr.  Church  perceived,  he  (hewed  himfelf  to 
them,  and  call'd,  telling  them  he  dcfired  but  to  fpeak  with 
them,  and  would  not  hurt  them :  But  they  ran,  and  Church 
purfued.  The  Indians  climb'd  over  a  fence,  and  one  of 
them  facing  about  difcharged  his  piece,  but  without  efFeft, 
on  the  Englijh  :  One  of  the  EngUJb  foldiers  ran  up  to  the 
fence  and  fir'd  upon  him  that  had  difcharged  his  piece  v 
and  they  concluded,  by  the  yelling  they  heard,  that  the 
Indian  was  wounded;  but  the  Indians  foon  got  into  the 
thickets,  whence  they  faw  them  no  more  for  the  prefent. 
Mr.  Church  then  marching  over  a  plain  piece  of  ground, 
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w'here  the  woods  were  very  thick  on  one  fide ;  ordered 
his  little  company  to  march  at  a  double  diftance,  to  make' 
as  big  a  mow  (if  they  mould  be  difcovered)  as  might  be, 
but  before  they  faw  any  body,  they  were  faluted  with  a 
volley  of  fifty  or  fixty  guns  fome  bullets  came  very  fur- 
prifingly  near  Mr.  Church,  who  ftarting,  looked  behind 
him,  to  fee  what  was  become  of  his  men,  expecting  to 
have  feen  half  of  them  dead,  but  feeing  them  all  upon 
their  legs,  and  brifkly  firing  at  the  fmokes  of  the  enemies 
guns  (for  that  was  all  that  v/as  then  to  be  feen)  He  blef- 
fed  God,  and  called  to  his  men  not  to  dif charge  all  their  guns 
»t  once,  left  the  enemy  jhould  take  the  advantage  of  fuch  an 
opportunity  to  run  upon  than  with  their  hatchets. 

Their  next  motion  was  immediately  into  the  Peafe- 
field.*  When  they  came  to  the  fence,  Mr.  Church  bid  as 
many  as  had  not  difcharged  their  guns,  to  clap  under  the 
fence,  and  lie  clofe,  while  the  other,  at  fome  diftance  in 
the  field,  flood  to  charge  hoping  that  if  the  enemy  mould 
creep  to  the  fence,  to  gain  a  mot  at  thofe  that  were  charg- 
ing their  guns,  they  might  be  furprhed  by  thofe  that  lay 
under  the  fence  -}  but  calling  his  eyes  to  the  fide  of  the 
hill  above  them,  the  hill  feemed  to  move,  being  covered 
over  with  Indians,  with  their  bright  guns  glittering  in  the 
fun,  and  running  in  a  circumference  with  a  defign  to  fur- 
round  them. 

Seeing  fuch  multitudes  furrounding  him  and  his  little 
company,  it  put  him  upon  thinking  what  was  become  of 
the  boats  that  were  ordered  to  attend  him  ;  and  looking 
up  he  fpied  them  afhore  at  Sandy-point,  on  the  ifland  fide 
of  the  river,  with  a  number  of  horfe  and  foot  by  them, 
and  wondered  what  fhould  be  the  occafion,  until  he  was 
afterwards  informed,  that  the  boats  had  been  over  that 
morning  from  the  ifland,  and  had  landed  a  party  of  men 
at  Fogland,  that  were  defigned  in  Punkatees  neck,  to  fetch 
off  fome  cattle  and  horfes,  but  were  ambufcaded,  and  ma- 
ny of  them  wounded  by  the  enemy. 

••  Tiverton  fhore,  about  half  a  mile  above  Fogland ferry,     G  Now 
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Now  our  gentleman's  courage  and  condud  were  botlr 
put  to  the  teit,  he  encourages  his  men,  and  orders  fomtf 
to  run  and  take  a  wall  for  fhelter  before  the  enemy  gained 
it     It  was  time  for  them  now  to  think  of  efcaping  it  they 
knew  which  way.    Mr.  Church  orders  his  men  to  ftnp  to 
their  white  {hire's,  that  the  ifiandeis  might  difcover  them 
to  be  Englimmen  •,  and  then  orders  three  guns  to  be  fired 
diftincl,  hoping  it  might  be  obfervedby  their  friends  on 
the  oppofite  ftiore.    The  men  that  were  ordered  to  take 
the  wall  being  very  hungry,  flopped  a  while  among  the 
peaie  to  gather  a  few,  being  about  lour  rod  from  the 
w?U  •  theenemy  from  behind  hail'd  them  wi:h  a  mower 
of  bullets ;  but  foon  all  but  one  came  tumbling  oyer  an 
old  hedge  down  the  bank,  where  Mr.  Church  and  the  reit 
were,  and  told  him  that  his  brother  B.  Southwortb,  who 
was  the  man  that  was  miffing,  was  killed   that  they  faw 
him  fall  5  and  fo  they  did  indeed  fee  him  fell,  but  it  was 
without  a  mot,  and  lay  no  longer  than  till  he  had  an  op- 
portunity to  clan  a  bullet  into  one  of  t-ne  enemy  s  forehead, 
and  then  came  'running  to  his  company.    The  meanels  of 
the  mM  Powder  was  now  their  gresteft  misfortune ; 
when  they  were  immediately  upon  this;  befet  with  multi- 
tudes of  Indians,  who  poffeffed  themfelves  of  every  rock, 
ftumo,  tree  or  fence  that  was  in  fight,  firing  upon  them 
without  ceafing ;  while  they  had  no  other  fhelter  but  a 
fmail  bank  and  bit  of  a  water  fence     And  yet  to  add  o 
the  difadvantage  of  this  little  handful  of  diftreffed  men, 
the  Indians  alfo  poffeffed  themfelves  of  the  ruins  of  a  ftone 
houfe  that  over  looked  them ;  fo  that  now  they  had  no 
way  to  prevent  lying  quite  open  to  iome,  or  other  of  the 
enemy,  but  to  heap  up  ftones  before  them,  as  they  did, 
and  m  bravely  and  wonderfully  defended  themfelves 
asainft  all  the  numbers  of  the  enemy     At  length  came 
over  one  of  the  boats  from  the  ifland  more,  but  the  ene- 
my plied  their  mot  fo  warmly  to  her  as  made .her  keep 
at  fome  diftance ;  Mr.  Church  defired  them  to  ^thar 
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canoe  afhorc  to  fetch  them  on  board ;  but  no  perfuafions 
nor  arguments  couid  prevail  with  them  to  bring  their  ca- 
noe to  more which  ibme  of  Mr.  Church's  men  perceiv- 
ing, began  to  cry  out,  For  God's  fake  to  take  them  off,  for 
their  ammunition  was  fp'ent,  &c.  Mr.  Church  being  fen- 
fible  of  the  danger  of  the  enemy's  hearing  their  com- 
plaints, and  being  made  acquainted  with  the  weaknefs  and 
fcantinefs  of  their  ammunition,  fiercely  called  to  the  boat's 
mafter,  and  bid- him  either  fend  his  canoe  afhore,or  elfe  be 
gone  prefently,  or  he  would  fire  upon  him. 

Away  goes  the  beat,  and  leaves  them  ftill  to  fhift  for, 
themfelves  ;  but  then  another  difficulty  arofe,  the  enemy 
feeing  the  boat  leave  them,  were  re- animated,  and  fired 
thicker  and  f  after  than  ever ;  upon  which  fome  of  the  men 
that  were  lighteft  of  foot,  began  to  talk  of  attempting  an 
efcape  by  flight,  until  Mr.  Church  folidly  convinced  them 
of  the  impraclicableneis  of  it;  and  encouraged  them  yet, 
tojd  them,  That  he  had  bbferved  fo  much  of  the  remark- 
able and  wonderful  providence  of  God  hitherto  preferving 
them,  that  it  encouraged  him  to  believe,  with  much  confidence, 
that  God  would  yet  preferve  them  \_  that  not  a  hair  of  their 
bead  ffooukl  fall  to  the  ground;  bid  them  be,  patient,  coura- 
geous and  prudently  fparing  of  their  ammunition,  and  he  made 
no  doubt  but  they  Jhould  come  well  off  yet,  &c.  until  his  little 
army  again  refolved,  one  and  all,  to  fray  with,  and  flick  by 
him.  One  Of  them,  by  Mr.  Church's,  order,  was  pitching 
a  flat  ftone  up  an  end  before  him  in  the  fand,  when  a  bul- 
let from  the  enemy,  with  a.full  force,  fcruck  the  ftone, 
while  he  was  pitching  it  an  end  ;  which  put  the  poor  fel- 
low to  a  miserable  ftart,  till  Mr.  Church  called  upon  him 
to  cbferve,  how  God  dire  tied  the  bullets,  that  the  enemy 
could  not  hit  him  when  in  the  fame  place*  yet  could  hit  the 
ftone  as  it  was  ere  tied. 

While  they  were  thus  making  the  beft  defence  they 
could  againft  their  numerous  enemies,  that  made  the  woods 
ring  with  their  conftant  yelling  and  fhouting :  And  night 
C  2  coming 
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conrino  on,  fomebody  told  Mr.  CUrcb,  they  fpied  a  iloopr 
up  driver  as  far  J Gold-Ijland,  that  fcetned to  be  com- 
Kwn  towards  them  :  He  looked  up  and  to! I  them, 

•Gc  ding,  whom  he  knew  to  be  a  man  for  Inland  wof 
certainly  fetch  them  off  if  he  came  The  wmd  bdng  fw 
the  vefiil  was  foon  with  them  •,  and  Captain  Goldmg 
Mr  Church  (as  foon  as  they  came  to  fpeak  with  one  an- 
ther) d  f  red  him  to  come  to  anchor  at  fuch  advance  from 
leJhL  that  he  might  veer  out  his  «"/thkh at  and 
let  Hit  his  canoe,  that  it  might  drive  afhore;  wmcn  direc 

on  Captain  Gelding  obferved-,  but  the  enemy  gave  tan, 
Sawarmfalute/thathis  fails,  colour,  and  to,  were 

not  bear  above  two  men  at  a  time-,  and  when  two  were  got 
aboard,  hey  turned  her  loofe  to  drive  aihore  tor  two  more, 
and  the  Ooop'scompanv  kept  the  Indians  >r>  play  the  white  s. 
but  when  aflaft  it  came  to  Mr.  Chirr cb's turn  to  go  aboard 
h"  had  left  his  hat  andcudafs  at  the  well  wnere  he  went  t 
drink  whenhefirft  came  down;  he  told  his  company, 
t  would  never  go  off  and  leave  his  hat  an 
Indians  ;  they  Jhould  never  have  that  to  ref.eS  upon  mm  . 
Though  he  was  much  difuaded  from  it,  yet  he  would  go 
and  fetch  them.    He  put  all  the  powder  he  had  left  mto 
hb  iun  (and  a  poor  charge  it  was)  and  went  pre.ennng 
11  Sun  at  the  enemy,  until  he  took  up  what  he  went  for, 
a  his  return  he  difcharged  his  gun  at  the  enemy,  to  bid 
Aem  farewel  for  that  time  ,  but  had  not  powder  enough 
to  rarrv  the  bullet  half  way  to  them. 
10  Two  bullets  from  the  enemy  (truck  the  canoe  as  he 
went  on  board,  one  grazed  the  hair  of  his  head  a  httje 
before  •  another  ftuck  in  a  fmall  ftake  that  ftood  nght 
aoainft  the  middle  of  his  bread.  . 
SNow  this  Gentleman  with  his  army,  making  in  all  20 
'.en,  himielf  and  his  pilot  being  numbered  with  them,  got 
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■all  fafe  on  board  after  fix  hours  ingagement  with  goo  In- 
dians •,  whofe  number  we  were  told  afterwards  by  fonie 
of  themfeives.  A  'deliverance  which  thai  good  Gentleman 
eft  en  mentions  to  the  Glory  of  God,  and  his  protecting  pro- 
vidence. The  next  day  meeting  with  the  reft  of  his  little 
company,  whom  he  had  left  at  Pccaffet  (that  had  alfo  a 
fmall  fkirmifh  with  the  Indians,  and  had  two  men  wound- 
ed) they  returned  to  the  Mount-Hope  garrifon-,  which 
Mr.  Church  ufed  to  call  the  looting  fort.  Mr.  Church 
then  returning  to  the  iiland,  to  feek  provifion  for  the  ^  ar- 
my, meets  with  Alderman,  a  noted  Indian,  that  was  juft 
come  over  from  the  Squaw  Sachem's  cape  of  Pocaffet,  hav- 
ing defected  from  her,  and  brought  over  his  family  ;  who 
gave  him  an  account  of  the  ftate  of  the  Indians,  and  where 
each  of  the  Sagamore's  head  quarters  were.  Mr.  Church 
then  difcourfed  with  fome  who  knew  the  fpot  well  where 
the  Indians  faid  Weetamore's*  head  quarters  were,  and  of- 
fered their  Service  to  pilot  him.  With  this  news  he  hard- 
ened to  the  Mount-Hope  garrifon.  The  army  expreffed 
their  readineis  to  embrace  fuch  an  opportunity. 

All  the  ableft  foldiers  were  now  immediately  drawn  off, 
equipped  and  defpatched  upon  this  defign,  under  the  com- 
mand of  a  certain  officer  ;  and  having  marched  about  two 
•miles,  viz.  until  they  came  to  the  cove  that  lies  fouth 
•weft  from  the  Mount,  where  orders  were  given  for  an  halt : 
The  commander 'in  chief  told  them  he  thought  it  proper 
to  take  advice  before  he  went  any  further  •,  called  Mr. 
Church  and  the  pilot,  and  afked  them,  how  they  knew  that 
Philip  xmd  all  his  men  were  not  by  that  time  got  to  Weeta- 
more's  camp  -,  or  that  all  her  own  men  were  not  by  that  time 
returned  to  her  again  ?  With  many  more  frightful  queftions. 
Mr.  Church  told  him,  they  had  acquainted  him  with  as  much 
as  they  knew,  and  that  for  his  part  he  could  dif cover  nothing 
that  need  to  dif  courage  them  from  proceeding  ;  that  he  thought 
v  it  fo  practicable,  ttafhe,  with  the  pilot,  would  willingly  lead 
the  way  to  the  fpot,  and  hazard  the  brunt.    But  the  chief 

*  Squaw  Sachem  of  Pocajfet,  com" 
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commander  infifted  on  this,  That  the  enemies  number  iveu 
Co  ?re*t,  and  he  did  not  know  what  numbers  more  might  be 
added  unto  them  by  that  time  :  And  Us  company  fo  [mall,  that 
he  could  not  think  it  practicable  /*  attack  them  :  Added 
moreover,  lbatifhewaj  Jure  of  killing  all  the  enemy,  and 
knew  that  be  mufi  lofe  the  life  of  one  of  his  men  in  the  aUion, 
he  would  not  attempt  it.    Fray  Sir,  then  (replied  Mr. 
Church)  Pleafe  to  lead  your  company  to  yonder  windmill,  on 
Khode-Mand,  and  there  they  will  be  cut  of  danger  of  being 
killed  by  the  enemy,  and  we  /hall  have  lefs  trouble  to_  fupply 
them  with  provisions.    But  return  he  would,  and  did,  un- 
to the  earrifon,  until  more  ftrength  came  to  them,  and  a 
Hoop  to  tranfport  them  to  the  Fall  river*  in  order  to  vifit 
IPeetamorfs  camp.   Mr.  Church,  one  Baxter,  and  Captain 
Hn'er  an -Indian,  proffered  to  go  out  on  the  difcovery  on 
the  left  wins,  which  was  accepted  ;  they  had  not  marched 
above  a  quarter  of  a  mile  before  they  (breed  three  of  the. 
enemy     Captain  Hunter  wounded  one  of  them  in  his 
knee,  whom,  when  he  came  up,  he  difcovered  to  be  his 
near  kinfman  ;  the  captive  defired  favour  for  his  fquaw ,  ir 
■fne  lhould  fall  into  their  hands, but  afked  none  for  himlelt, 
excepting  the  liberty  of  taking  a  whiff  of  tobacco,  and 
while  he"was  taking  his  whiff,  hiskinfman  with  one  blow 
of  his  hatchet  despatched  him.  Proceeding  to  Weetamore  s 
camp  thev  were  difcovered  by  one  ot  the  enemy,  who 
ran  in  and  gave  information,  upon  which  a  lufty  young 
fellow  left  his  meat  upon  his  fpit,f  running  haftily  out  told 
his  companions,  he  would  kill  an  Englifhman  before  he  eat 
his  dinner;  but  failed  of  his  deiign,  being  no  looner  out 
but  mot  down.    The  enemies  fires,  and  what  inciter  they 
had  was  by  the  edge  of  a  thick  cedar  fwamp,  into  which, 
on  this  alarm,  thef  betook  themfelves,  and  the  Englifi  as 
nimbly  purfucd  ;  but  were  foon  commanded  back  by  their 
chieftanf  after  they  were  come  within  hearing  of  the  cries 
of  their  women  and  children,  and  fo  ended  that  exploit  - 
,  but  returning  to  their  (loop  the  enemy  purfued  them,  ancj 
*  South  part  of  Freetown,   f  Probably  a  wooden  fyifc  wounueu 
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-wounded  two  of  their  men.  The  next  day  they  returned 
to  the  Mount-Hope  garrifon. 

Soon  after  this,  was  Philip's  head  quarters  vifited  by 
fome  other  Englijh  forces  but  Philip  and  his  gang  hid 
the  very  fortune  to  efcape  that  Weetamore  and  her'?  (but 
now  mentioned)  had  ;  they  took  into  a  fwamp,  and  their 
purluers  were  commanded  back.  After  this  Dartmouth's 
diitreffes  required  iuccour,  great  part  of  the  town  being 
laid  defolate,  and  many  of -the  inhabitants  kilFd ;  the  molt 
of  Plymouth  forces  were  ordered  thither  ;  and  coming  to 
RuJfelVs  gari  ifon  at  Pcnaganfet*  they  met  with  a  number 
of  the  enemy  that  had  furrendered  themfelves  prifoners  on 
terms  promised  by  Capt.  Eels  of  the -garrifon,  and  Ralph 
Earl,  who  pervaded  them  (by  a  friend  Indian  he  had  em- 
ployed) to  come  in.  And  had  their  promifes  to  the  Indi- 
ans been  kept,  and  the  Indians  fairly  treated,  it  is  probable 
that  mod  if  not  ail  the  Indians  in  th.ofe  parts  had  foon  fol- 
lowed the  example  of  thofe  who  had  now  furrendered  them- 
felves ;  which  would  hefre  been  a  good  ftep  towards  ti- 
niihing  the  war.  But  in  fpite  of  all  that  Capt.  Eels,  Church 
or  Earl. could  fay,  argue,  plead,  or  beg,  fome  body  elfe  that 
had  more  power  in  their  hands  improved  it  ;  aqd  without 
any  regard  to  the  promifes  made  them  on  their  furrender- 
ing  themfelves,  they  were  carried  away  to  Plymouth,  there 
fold,  and  transported  out  of  the  country,  being  about  e'ight- 
fcore  perfons.  An  adion  fo  hateful  to  Mr.  Church,  that 
he  oppos'd  it  to  the  lofs  of  the  good  will  and  refpecls  of 
fome  that  before  were  his  good  friends.  But  while  thefe 
things  were  acting  at  Dartmouth,  Philip  made  his  efcape, 
leaving  his  country,  fled  over  Taunton  river,  and  Rehcooth 
plain,  and  Petuxet  river,  where  Capt.  Edmunds,  of  Provi- 
dence, made  fome  fpoil  upon  him,  and  had  probably  done 
more,  but  was  prevented  by  the  coming  of  a  fuperior  offi- 
cer, that  put  him  by.  And  now  another  fort  was  built  at 
Pocajfet,  that  prov'd  as  troublefome  and  chargeable  as  that 
at  Mount-Hope  ;  and  the  remainder  of  the  fummer  was  im-^i 

Vln  Dartmouth  "-  Proved 
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proved  in  providing  for  the  forts  and  forces  there  main- 
tained, while  our  enemies  were  fled  fome  hundred  of  miles 
into  the  country,  near  as  far  as  Albany.    And  now  ftrong 
iufpicions  began  to  arife  of  the  Narraganfet  Indians,  that 
they  were  ill  afFecled,  and  defigned  mifchief    and  lb  the 
event  foon  difcovered.    The  next  winter  they  began  their 
hbftilities  upon  the  Engli/h.    The  united  colonies  then  a- 
oreed  to  fend  an  army  to  fupprefs  them  :  Governor  Winf- 
%w  to  command  the  army.    He  undertaking  the  expedi- 
tion, invited  Mr.  Church  to  command  a  company  in  the 
expedition,  which  he  cjeclin'd,  craving  excufe  from  taking 
commiffion,  he  promifed  to  wait  upon  him  as  a  Refcrmado. 
through  the  expedition.    Having  rid  with  the  General  to 
Bofton,  and  from  thence  to  Rehoboth  •,  upon  the  General's 
requeft  he  went  thence  the  neareft  way  over  the  femes, 
with  Major  Smith  to  his  garrifon  in  the  Narraganfet  coun- 
try, to  prepare  and  to  provide  for  the  coming  of  General 
Winflow  •,  who  marched  round  through  the  country  with 
his  army,  propofing  by  night  to  furprife  Pumham*  (a  cer- 
tain Narraganfet  Sachem)  and  his  town  •,  but  being  aware 
of  the  approach  of  our  army,  made  their  efcape  into  the 
defarts     but  Mr.  Church  meeting  with  fair  winds  arrived 
fafe  at  the  Major's  garrifon  in  the  evening,  and  foon  began 
to  inquire  after  the  enemies  reforts,  wigwams,  or  deeping 
"  places,  and  having  gained  fome  intelligence,  he  propofedto 
the  Eldriges,  and  fome  other  brifk  hands  that  he  met  with, 
to  attempt  the  furprifing  of  fome  of  the  enemy,  to  make 
a  preknt  of  to  the  General,  when  he  mould  arrive,  which 
might  advantage  his  defign  :  Being  brifk  blades,  they  rea- 
dily complied  with  the  motion,  and  were  foon  upon  their 
march.    The  night  was  very  cold,  but  bleffed  with  the 
moon ;  before  the  day  broke  they  effected  their  exploit, 
and  by  the  rifing  of  the  fun  arrived  at  the  Major's  garnion, 
where  they  met  the  General,  and  prefented  him  with 
eighteen  of  the  enemy  they  had  captived.    The  General, 
i  pleafed  with  the  exploit,  gave  them  thanks,  particularly  to 
*  Sachem  of  Skatvomet,  or  Warwick' 
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Mr.  Churchy  the  mover  and  chief  actor  of  the  bufincfs ; 
and  fending  two  of  them  (likely  boys)  a  prefent  to  Bofion 
fmiling  on  Mr.  Church,  told  him,  That  he  made  no  doubt 
hut  his  faculty  would  fupply  them  with  Indian  boys  enough 
before  the  war  was  ended. 

Their  next  move  was  to  a  fwamp,  which  the  Indians 
had  fortified  with  a  fort,    Mr.  Church  rid  in  the  Gene- 
ral's guard  when  the  bloody  ingagement  began ;  but  be- 
ing impatient  of  being  out  of  the  heat  of  the  action,  im- 
portunately begged  leave  of  the  General  that  he  might  run 
down  to  the  affiftance  of  his  friends  •,  the  General  yielded 
to  his  requeft,  provided  he  could  rally  fome  hands  to  go 
with  him.    Thirty  men  immediately  drew  out  and  fol- 
lowed him  :  They  entered  the  fwamp,  and  palled  over 
the  log,  that  was  the  pajTage  into  the  fort,  where  they 
faw  many  men  and  feveral  valiant  Captains  lie  (lain  :  Mr. 
Church  fpying  Captain  Gardner  of  Safem,  amidft  the  \vig- 
wams  in  the  eaft  end  of  the  fort,  made  towards  him,  but 
on  a  fudden,  while  they  were  looking  each  other  in  the 
face,  Captain  Gardner  fettled  down,  Mr,  Church  itepped 
to  him,  and  feeing  the  blood  run  down  his  cheek,  lifted  up 
his  cap,  and  calling  him  by  his  name ;  he  looked  up  in  his 
face,  but  fpoke  not  a  word,  being  mortally  mot  through 
the  head  ;  and  obferving  his  wound,  Mr.  Church  found, 
the  ball  entered  his  head  on  the  fide  that  was  next  the  up- 
land, w7here  the  Englifh  entered  the  fwamp,  upon  which, 
having  ordered  fome  care  to  be  taken  of  the  Captain,  he 
defpatched  information  to  the  General  that  the  beft  and 
forwardeft  of  his  army,  that  hazarded  their  lives  to  enter 
the  fort,  upon  the  muzzle  of  the  enemies  guns,  were  mot 
in.  their  backs,  and  killed  by  them  that  lay  behind.  Mr. 
Church  with  his  frnali  company  haftened  out  of  the  fort 
that  the  Englifh  were  now  poffefifed  of)  to  get  a  mot  at  the 
Indians  that  were  in  the  fwamp,  and  kept  firing  upon  thern. 
He  foon  met  with  a  broad  and  bloody  track,  where  the 
enemy  had  fled  with  their  wounded  men;  following  hard 
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in  the  tract,  he  foon  fpied  one  of  the  enemy,  who  clappe4 
his  gnn  a-crofs  his  breaft,  made  towards  Mr.  Church,  and 
beckoned  to  him  with  his  hand-,  Mr.  Church  immediately 
commanded  no  man  to  hurt  him,  hoping  by  him  to  have 
gained  fome  intelligence  of  the  enemy,  that  might  be  ot 
advantage ;  but  it  unhappily  fell  out  that  a  fellow  that  had 
lagged  behind  coming  up,  mot  down  the  Indian,  to  Mr, 
Church's  great  grief  and  difappointment  but  immediately 
they  heard  a  great  fhout  of  the  enemy,  which  feemed  to  be 
behind  them,  or  between  them  and  the  fort  ;  and  difco- 
vered  them  running  from  tree  to  tree  to  gain  advantages  of 
firing  upon  the  Englifh  that  were  in  the  foh.  Mr.  Church's 
great  difficulty  now  was  how  to  difcover  himfelt  to  his 
friends  in  the  fort,  ufing  feveral  inventions,  till  at  length 
he  gained  an  opportunity  to  call  to,  and  informed  a  Ser- 
jeant in  the  fort,  that  he  was  there,  and  might  be  expofed 
to  their  mots,  unlefs  they  obferved  it.  By  this  time  he 
difcovered  a  number  of  the  enemy  almoft  within  (hot  of 
him,  making  towards  the  fort.  Mr.  Church  and  his  com- 
pany were  favoured  by  a  heap  of  bruin  that  was  between 
them  and  the  enemy,  and  prevented  their  being  difcovered 
to  them.  Mr.  Church  had  given  his  men  their  particular 
orders  for  firing  upon  the  enemy,  and  as  they  were  rifing 
up  to  make  their  fhot  5  the  afore-mentioned  Serjeant  in 
the  fort  called  out  to  them,  for  God's  fake  not  to  fire,  fir 
he  believed  they  were  fome  of  their  friend  Indians  •,  they 
clapped  down  again,  but  were  foon  fenfible  of  the  Ser- 
jeant's miftake.  The  enemy  got  to  the  top  of  the  tree, 
the  body  whereof  the  Serjeant  rtood  upon,  and  there  clap- 
ped down  out  of  fight  of  the  fort,  but  all  this  while  never 
difcovered  Mr.  Church,  who  obferved  them  to  keep  ga- 
thering unto  that  place,  until  there  feemed  to  be  a  formi- 
dable black  heap  of  them.  Nozv  brave  boys  (faid  Mr. 
Church  to  his  men)  if  we  mind  cur  hits,  we  may  have  a 
brave  fhot,  and  let  our  ftgn  for  firing  on  them,  be  their  rifing 
to  fire  into  the  fort.    It  was  not  long  before  the  Indians 
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rifing  up  as  one  body,  defigning  to  pour  a  volley  into  ths 
fort-,  when  our  Church  nimbly  flatted  up  and  gave  them 
fuch  a  round  volley,  and  unexpeded  clap  on  their  backs, 
'that  they,  who  efcaped  with  their  lives,  were  fo  furprifed, 
that  they  {tampered,  they  knew  not  whither  themfelves, 
about  a  dozen  of  them  ran  right  over  the  log  into  the  fort, 
and  took  into  a  fort  of  hovel  that  was  built  with  poles, 
after  the  manner  of  a  corn  crib.  Mr.  Church's  men  hav- 
ing their  cartridges  fixed,  were  foon  ready  to  obey  his 
order,  which  was  immediately  to  charge,  and  run  on  upon 
the  hovel,  and  overfet  it,  calling,  as  he  ran  on,  to  fome 
that  were  in  the  fort,  to  affift  him  in  overfetting  it  they 
no  fooner  came  to  face  the  enemies  fhelter,  but  Mr.  Church 
difcovered  that  one  of  them  had  found  a  hole  to  point  his 
gun  through,  right  at  him  ;  but  however  encouraged  his 
company,  °and  ran  right  on,  till  he  was  ft  ruck  with  three 
bullets,  one  in  his  thigh,  which  was  near  half  cut  off  as  it 
glanced  on  the  joint  of  his  hip-bone  another  through  the 
gatherings  of  his  breeches  and  drawers,  with  a  fmall  fiefh 
wound  •,  a  third  pierced  his  pocket,  and  wounded  a  pair 
of  mittens,  that  he  had  borrowed  of  Captain  Prentice  ;  be- 
ing wrapped  up  together  had  the  misfortune  of  having 
many  holes  cut  through  them  with  one  bullet;  but  how- 
ever, he  made  fhift  to  keep  on  his  legs,  and  nimbly  dif- 
charged  his  gun  at  them  that  had  wounded  him ;  being 
difabled  now  to  go  a  ftep,  his  men  would  have  carried  him 
off,  but  he  forbid  their  touching  of  him, ,  until  they  had 
perfected  their  project  of  overfetting'the  enemies  fhelter  ; 
bid  them  run,  for  now  the  Indians  had  no  guns  charged. 
While  he  was  urging  them  to  run  on,  the  Indians  began 
to  fhoot  arrows,  and  with  one  pierced  through  the  arm  of 
an  Englijhman  that  had  hold,  of  Mr.  Church's  arm  to  fup- 
port  him.  The  Englifi,  in  fhort,  were  difcouraged,  and 
drew  back  ;  and  by  this  time  the  EngUJh  people  in  the 
ifort  had  began  to  fet  fire  to  the  wigwams  and  houfes  in 
the  fort,  which  Mr.  Church  laboured  hard  to  prevent; 
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they  told  him,  They  had  orders  from  the  General  to  burn 
them-,  he  begged  them  to  forbear  until  he  had  difccurfed 
the  General  T  and  haftening  to  him,  he  begged  to  /pare  the 
Wigwams,  &c.  in  the  fort  from  fire,  told  him,  the  wigwams 
were  mujket-proof,  being  all  lined  with  bajkets  and  tubs  of 
of  grain,  and  other  provifions,  fufficicnt  to  fupply  the  whole 
army,  until  the  jpring  of  the  year  ;  and  every  wounded  man 
wight  have  a  good  warm  houfe  to  lodge  in,  who  otherways 
would  neceffarily  penfh  with  the  forms  and  cold :  And  more- 
over,  that  the  army  had  no  other  provifion  to  trufi  unto,  cr 
depend  upon  ■,  that  he  knew  that  the  Plymouth  forces  had 
ttotfo  much  as  one  bifkake  left,  for  he  had  feen  their  laft  dealt 
cut,  &c.    The  General  advifmg  a  few  words  with  the 
Gentlemen  that  were  about  him,  moved  towards  the  fort, 
defigning  to  ride  in 'himfelf,  and  bring, in  the  whole  army; 
but juft  as  he  was  entering  the  fwamp,  one  of  his  Captains 
met  him,  and  afked  him,  whither  he  was  going?  He  told 
him  into  the  fort ;  the  Captain  laid  hold  of  his  horfe,  and 
told  him,  bis  life  was  worth  an  hundred  of  theirs,  and  he 
fhould  not  expofe  himfelf    The  General  told  him  that  pe 
fuppofed  the  brunt  was  over,  and  that  Mr.  Church  had'ln- 
formedhim  that  the  fort  was  taken,  &c.  and  as  the  cafe  was 
circumfcanced  he  was  of  the  mind,  that  it  was  mojt  practi- 
cable for  him,  and  his  army  to /belter  themfelves  in  the  fort. 
The  Captain  in  a  great  heat  replied,  that  Church  hedi 
and  told  the  General,  that  if  he  moved  another  ft ep  towards 
the  fort  he  would  fioot  his  horfe  under  him.    Then  brufied 
up  another  Gentleman,  a  certain  Do&or,  and  oppofrd  Mr. 
Cbwcbh  advice,  and  faid,  If  it  were  complied  ^fhj? 
would  kill  more  men  than  the  enemy  had  killed-,  for  (laid  he) 
by  to-morrow  the  wounded  men  will  be  fofiiff  that  there  wilt 
be  no  moving  of  them  :  And  looking  upon  Mr  Church  and 
feeing  the  blood  flow  a-pace  from  his  wounds,  told  him, 
That  if  he  gave  fuch  advice  as  that  was,  he  fhould  bleed  to 
death  like  a  dog  before  they  would  endeavour  to  ftcncb  tn$ 
blood;  though  after  they  had  prevailed  againft  his  advice, 
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they  were  fufficiently  kind  to  him.  And  burning  up  all 
the  houfes  and  provifions  in  the  fort ;  the  army  returned 
the  fame  night  in  the  ftorm  and  cold  :  And  I  fuppofe  that 
ev-ry  one  who  is  acquainted  with  that  night's  march, 
deeply  laments  the  miferies  that  attended  them,  efpecially 
the  wounded  and  dying  men.  But  it  mercifully  came  to 
pais  that  Captain  Andrew  Belcher  arrived  at  Mr.  Smttb  s 
that  very  night  from  Bofton,  with  a  veffel  loaden  with  pro- 
vifions for  the  army,  who  mult  otherwife  have  penfhed  for 
want.  Some  of  the  enemy  that  were  then  in  the  fort  have 
fince  informed  us,  that  near  a  third  of  the  Indians  be- 
lono-ino-  to  all  the  Narraganfet  country  were  killed  by  the 
Englifi  and  by  the  cold  of  that  night,  that  they  fled  out 
of  their  fort  fo  hafcily  that  they  carried  nothing  with  them  : 
That  if  the  Englijh  had  kept  in  the  fort,  the  Indians  would 
certainly  have  been  necefikated,  either  to  furrender  them- 
felves  to  them,*  or  to  have  perimed  by  hunger,  and  the  fe- 
verity  of  the  Seafon*  Some  time  after  this  fort-fight  a  cer- 
tain Sogkcnatc  Indian  hearing  Mr.  Church  relate  the  man- 
ner of  his  being  wounded,  told  him,  "That  he  did  mt  know 
but  he  himfelfwas  the  Indian  that  wounded  him,  for.  that 
he  was  one  of  that  company  of  Indians  that  Mr.  Church 
made  a  foot  upon,  when  they  were  rifing  to  male  a- foot  into 
the  fort.  They  were  in  number  about  60  or  70,  that  jufi 
then  came  down  from  Pumham'j  Town,  and  never  before 
then  fired  a  gun  again  ft  the  Englim  ;  that  when  Mr.  Church 
fired  upon  them  he  killed  fourteen  dead  upon  the  fpot,  and 
wounded  a  greater  number  than  he  killed,  many  of  which 
died  afterwards  of  their  wounds,  in  the  cold  and  liorm  the 
following  night, 

*  The  fwamp  fight  happened  on  December  29,  1675,  in  which  about 
ro  Englim  were  killed  in  the  action,  and  died  of  their  wounds ;  and 
about  300  or  *  co  Indians,  men  women  and  children,  were  killed,  and 
as  many  more  captivated.  It  is  faid  500  wigwams  were  burnt  with, 
the  fort  ;  and  200  more  in  other  parts  of  Narraganfet.  1  ne  p.ace 
cf  the  fort  was  an  elevated  Ground  or  piece  of  upland,  of  pcrhap^  3 
or  4  acres,  in  the  middle  of  a  hedious  fwamp  j  about  feven  mues 
■early  due  weft  from  Narraganjgt  fcuth  ferry. 
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Mr.  Church  was  mov'd,  with  other  wounded  men,  over 
to  Rhcde-JJIand,  where,  in  about  three  months  time,  he 
was  in  fome  good  meafure  recovered  of  his  wounds,  and 
the  fever  that  attended  them  :  And  then  went  over  to  the 
General  to  take  his  leave  of  him,  with  a  defign  to  return 
home. 

But  the  General's  great  importunity  again  perfuaded 
him  to  accompany  him  in  a  long  march  into  the  Ntpmuck* 
country,  though  he  had  then  tents  in  his  wounds,  and  fo 
lame  as  not  able  to  mount  his  horfe  without  two  men's  af- 
fiftance. 

In  this  march,  the  firft  thing  remarkable  was,  they  came 
to  an  Indian  town,  where  there  were  many  wigwams  in 
fight,  but  an  icy  fwamp,  lying  between  them  and  the  wig- 
wams, prevented  their  running  at  once  upon  it  as  they  in- 
tended :  There  was  much  firing  upon  each  fide  before  they 
pafs'd  the  fwamp.  But  at  length  the  enemy  all  fled,  and 
a  certain  Mohegan,  that  was  a  friend  Indian,  purfued  and 
feized  one  of  the  enemy  that  had  a  fmall  wound  in  his  leg, 
and  brought  him  before  the  General,  where  he  was  exami- 
ned. Some  were  for  torturing  him  to  bring  him  to  a  more 
ample  confefhon  of  what  he  knew  concerning  his  country- 
men. Mr.  Church,  verily  believing  he  had  been  ingenuous 
in  his  confeiTion,  interceded  and  prevailed  for  his  efcap- 
ing  torture.  But  the  army  being  bound  forward  in  their 
march,  and  the  Indian's  wound  fomewhat  difenabling  himi 
for  travelling,  it  was  concluded  he  mould  be  khock'd  ori 
the  head  :  Accordingly  he  was  brought  before  a  great 
fire,  and  the  Mchegan  that  took  him  -  /as  allowed,  as  he 
defired,  to  be  his  executioner.  Mr.  Church  taking  no  de- 
light in  the  fport,  fram'd  an  errand  at  fome  diftance  among 
the  baggage-horfes,  and  when  he  had  got  ten  rods^ 
or  thereabouts,  from  the  fire,  the  executioner  fetching  a 
blow  with  a  hatchet  at  the  head  of  the  prifoner,  he  being 
aware  of  the  blow,  dodged  his  head  afide,  and  the  executi- 
oner n/ifiing  his  ftroke,  the  hatchet  flew  out  of  his  hand, 
*  Country  about  Wurceflcr,  Oxford,  Grafton,  Dudkj,  &c. 
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shd  had  like  to  have  done  execution  where  it"  was  not  de- 
figned.  The  prifoner,  upon  his  narrow  efcape,  broke  from- 
them  that  held  Him,  and,*notwith{tanding  his  wound,  made 
uie  of  his  legs,  and  hap'ned  to  run  right  upon  Mr.  Church, 
who  laid  hold  on  him,  and  a  c!ofe  flkuffle  they  had,  but  the. 
Indian  having  no  cloths  on  flip'd  from  him,  and  ran  again, 
and  Mr.  Church  purfued  the  Indian,  although  being  lame, 
there  was  no  great  odds  in  the  race,  until  the  Indian  (tum- 
bled and  fell,  and  they  clofed  again,  fkufRed  and  fought 
pretty  fmartly,  until  the  Indian,  by  the  advantage  of  his- 
nakednefs,  flip'd  from  his  hold  again,  and  fet  out  on  his 
third  race,  with  Mr.  Church  clofe  at  his  heels,  endeavour- 
ing to  lay  hold  on  the  hair  of  his  head,  which  was  all  the 
hold  could  oe  taken  of  him  and  running  thro'  a  fwamp 
that  was  cover'd  with  hollow  ice,  it  made  fo  loud  a  noife 
that  Mr.  Church  expecled  (but  in  vain)  that  fome  of  his 
Engiiflj  friends  would  follow  the  noife,  and  come  to  his  af- 
fifcance.  But  the  Indian  hap'ned  to  run  athwart  a  large 
tree,  that  lay  fallen  near  breaft  high,  where  he  ftop'd, 
and  cry'd  out  aloud  for  help  ;  but  Mr.  Church  being  foon 
upon  him  again,  the  Indian  feized  him  fail  by  the  hair  of 

i,  and  endeavouring  by  twirling  to  break  his  neck, 
but  though  Mr.  Church's  wounds  had  fomewhar  weakened 
him,  and  the  Indian  a  flout  fellow,  yet  he  held  hirn  in  play, 
and  twifted  the  Indian's  neck  as  well,  and  took  the  ad-' 
vantage  of  many  opportunities,  while  they  hung  by  each 
other's  hair,  gave  him  notorious  bunts  in  the  face  with  his 

But  in  the  heat  of  this  fkuitte  they  heard  the  ice 
break  with  fomebody's  coming  apace  to  them,  which  when 
they  heard,  Church  concluded  there  was  help  for  one  or  o- 
ther  of  them,  but  was  doubtful  which  of  them  muft  now 
receive  the  fatal  flroke  ;  anon  fome  body  comes  up  to  them, 
who  prov'd  to  be  the  Indian  that  had  firft  taken  the  Prifon- 
er. Without  fpeaking  a  word,  he  felt  them  out,  (for  it 
was  fo  dark  he  could  not  diftinguifh  them  by  fight)  the 
one  being  clothed,  and  the  other  naked,  he  felt  where  Mr. 

Church's 
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Church's  hands  were  faft'ned  in  the  Netop's  hair,  and  with" 
one  blow  fettled  his  hatchet  in  between  them,  and  ended 
the  ftrife.  He  then  fpoke  to  Mr.  Church,  and  hugg'd  him 
in  his  arms,  and  thank'd  him  abundantly  for  catching  his 
prifoner;  and  cutoff  the  head  of  his  victim,  and  carried  it 
to  the  camp  j  and  giving  an  account  to  the  reft  of  the 
friend  Indians  in  the  camp,  how  Mr.  Church  had  feized  his 
priibner,  &c,  they  all  join'd  a  mighty  fhout., 

Proceeding  in  this  march,  they  had  the  fuccefs  of  killing 
many  of  the  enemy  5'  until  at  length  their  provifions  fail- 
ing, they  returned  home. 

King  Philip  (as  was  before  hinted)  was  fled  to  a  place 
called  °ScattacOok,  between  York  and  Albany,  where  the 
Mcchags*  made  adefcent  upon  him  &  killed  many  of  his 
men, 'which  moved  him  from  thence. 

His  next  kennelling  place  was  at  the  falls  of  Conne&i- 
cut  river,J  where,  fometime  after,Capt.-7«/w  found  him, 
came  upon  him  by  night,  kill  a  him  a  great  many  men, 
and  frighten'd  many  more  into  .the  river,  that  were  hurl'd 
down  the  falls  and  drowned. 

Philip  <*ot  over  the  river,  and  on  the  back  fide  of  Weiu- 
fet  hills  meets  with  all  the  remnants  of  the  Narraganfet  & 
Nipmuckf  Indians,  that  were  there  gathered  together,  and 
became  very  numerous,  and  made  their  deicenu  on  Sudbury, 
and  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  country,  where  they  met  with 
and  fwallowed  up  valiant  Capt.  Wadjworth  and  his  compa- 
ny and  many  other  doleful  defolations  in  thofe  parts.  The 
news  whereof  coming  to  Plymouth,  and  they  expecting 
probably  the  enemy  would  foon  return  again  into  their  co- 
lony 5  the  council  of  war  were  called  together,  and  Mr. 
Church  was  fent  for  to  them,  being  obferved  by  the  whole 
colony  to  be  a  perfon  extraordinarily  qualified  tor,  and  a- 
dapted  to,  the  affairs  of  war.  It  was  propofed  in  council, 
that  left  the  enemy,  in  their  return,  mould  fall  on  Rehoboth^ 
or  fome  other  of  their  out- towns,  a  company,  coniiiting  01 
60  or  70  men,  mould  be  fent  into  thofe  parts  ;  and  Mr. 
•Mobwks.   i  Above  DurfitU.    t  About  Rutland.  Lburt* 
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Church  invited  to  take  the  command  of  them.  He  told 
them,  That  if  the  enemy  returned  into  that  colony  againy 
they  might  reafonably  expecl  that  they  would  come  very  nu- 
merous, and  if  he  fhould  take  the  command  of  men,  he  floould 
not  lie  in  any  town  or  garrifon  with  them,  but  would  lie  in 
the  woods  as  the  enemy  did :  And  that  to  fend  out  Juch  fmall 
companies  againft  fuch  multitudes  of  the  enemy  that  were 
now  mufiered  together,  would  be  but  to  deliver  fo  many  mm 
into  their  hands,  to  be  defiroyed,  as  the  worthy  Captain 
Wadfworth  and  his  company  were.  His  advice  upon  the 
whole  was,  that  if  they  fent  out  any  forces,  to  fend  no 
lefs  than  300  foldiers  ;  and  that  the  other  colonies  fhould 
be  afked  to  fend  out  their  quotas  aifo ;  adding,  That  if 
they  intended  to  make  an  end  of  the  war,  by  fubduing  the 
enemy,  they  muft  make  a  bufinefs  of  the  war,  as  the.  enemy 
did  ;  and  that  for  his  own  part,  he  had  wholly  laid  ajide  all 
his  own  private  bufinefs  and  concerns,  ever  fince  the  war 
broke  out.  He  told  them,  1  oat  if  they  would  fend  forth 
fuch  forces  as  he  fhould  direct  to,  he  would  go  with  them  for 
fix  weeks  march,  which  was  long  enough  for  men  to  be  kept 
in  the  woods  at  once  and  if  they  might  be  Jure  of  liberty  to 
return  in  fuch  a  fpace,  men  would  go  out  cheerfully  and  he 
would  engage  15c  of  the  beft  foldiers  fhould  immediately,  lid 
voluntarily  to  go  with  him,  if  they  would  pleafe  to  add  50 
more ;  and  100  of  the  friend  Indians  %  and  with  fuch  an  ar- 
my, he  made  no  doubt,  but  he  might  do  good  fervice  but  on 
other  terms  he  did  not  incline  to  be  concerned. 

Their  reply  was,  that  they  were  already  in  debt,  and 
fo  big  an  army  would  bring  fuch  charge  upon  them,  that 
they  mould  never  be  able  to  pay  $  and  as  for  fending 
out  Indians,  they  thought  it  no  ways  advifeable,  and  in 
ihort  none  of  his  advice  practicable. 

Now  Mr.  Church's,  confort,  and  his  then  only  fon  were 
till  this  ;time  remaining  at  Duxbury,  and  his  fearing 
their  fafety  there  (unlefs  the  war  were  more  vigorously 
engaged  in)  refolved  to  move  to  Rhode-IJland^  though  it 
D  was 
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was  much  oppofed  both  by  government  and  relations  \  but 
at  length,  the  governor  confidering  that  he  might  be  no 
lefs  ferviceable  by  being  on  that  fide  of  the  colony,  gave 
his  permit,  and  wifhed  he  had  twenty  more  as  good  men 
to  fend  with  him. 

Then  preparing  for  his  removal,  he  went  wkh  his  fmall 
family  to  Plymouth,  to  take  leave  of  their  friends ,  where 
they  met  with  his  wife's  parents,  who  much  perfnaded 
that  fne  might  be  left  at  Mr.  Clark's  garrifon,  (which 
they  fuppofed  to  be  a  mighty  fafe  place)  or  at  leaft  that 
lhe  might  be  there  until  her  foon  expected  lying-in  was 
over,  (being  near  her  time.)  Mr.  Church  no  ways  in- 
clining to  venture  her  any  longer  in  thofe  parts,  and  no 
arguments  prevailing  with  him,  he  refolutely  fet  out  for 
'Taunton,  and  many  of  their  friends  accompanied  them. 
There  they  found  Captain  Peine  with  a  commanded  par- 
ty, who  offered  Mr.  Church  to  fend  a  relation  of  his  with 
fome  others  to  guard  him  to  Rhode-IJland  ;  but  Mr. 
Church  thanked  him  for  his  refpe&ful  offer,  but  for  fome 
good  reafons  refufed  to  accept  it.  In  fhort,  they  got  fafe 
to  Captain  John  Almy\%  houfe  upon  Rhode-IJland  where 
they  met  with  friends  and  good  entertainment.  But,  by 
the  way,  let  me  not  forget  this  remarkable  Providence, 
viz.  That  within  twenty-four  hours,  or  thereabouts,  af- 
ter their  arrival  at  Rhode-IJland,  Mr.  Clark's  garrifon  that 
Mr.  Church  was  fo  much  importuned  to  leave  his  wife  and 
children  at,  was  deftroyed  by  the  enemy. 

Mr.  Church  being  at  prefent  difenabled  from  any  parti- 
cular fervice  in  the  war,  began  to  think  of  fome  other 
employ  but  he  no  fooner  took  a  tool  to  cut  a  fmall 
flick,  but  he  cut  off  the  top  of  his  fore-finger,  and  the 
next  to  it  half  off ;  upon  which  he  fmilingly  faid,  that  he 
thought  he  was  out  of  his  way,  to  leave  the  war,  and  re- 
folved  he  would  to  war  again.  Accordingly  his  fecond 
fon  being  born  on  the  12th  of  May,  and  his  wife  and  fon 
like  to  do  well,  Mr.  Church  embraces  the  opportunity  cf 
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a  pafTage  in  a  {loop  bound  to  Barnftabk-,  who  landed  him 
at  SogkoueJJ'et,  from  whence  he  rid  to  Plymouth  %  and  ar- 
rived there  on  the  firfl  Tuefday  in  June  :  The  General 
Court  then  fitting  welcomed  him,  and  told  him  they  were 
glad  to  lee  him  alive.  He  replied,  he  was  as  glad  to  fee 
them  alive,  for  he  had  feen  lb  many  fires  and  fmoakes  to- 
wards their  fide  of  the  country,  fince  he  left  them,  that 
he  could  fcarce  eat  or  fleep  with  any  comfort,  for  fear 
they  had  ali  been  deflroyed.  For  all  travelling  was  ftop- 
ped,  and  no  news  had  paired  for  a  long  time  together. 
He  gave  them  an  account,  that  the  Indians  had  made 
horrid  defolations  at  Providence,  Warwick,  Pawtuxet,  and 
all  over  the  Narraganfet  country,  and  that  they  prevailed 
daily  againft  the  Englijh  on  that  fide  of  the  country : 
Told  them,  he  longed  to  hear  what  methods  they  defigned 
in  the  war.  They  told  him,  they  were  particularly  glad 
that  Providence  had  brought  him  there  at  that  juncture  ; 
for  they  had  concluded  the  very  next  day  to  fend  out  an 
army  of  200  men,  two  thirds  Englijh,  and  one  third  In- 
dians, in  fome  meafure  agreeable  to  his  former  propofal ; 
expecting  Bofion  and  Connecticut  to  join  with  their  quotas: 
In  fliort,  it  was  fo  concluded,  and  that  Mr.  Church  mould 
return  to  the  ifland,  and  fee  what  he  could  mutter  there, 
of  thofe  who  had  moved  from  Swanzey,  Dartmouth,  &c. 
So  returning  the  fame  way  he  came ;  when  he  came  to 
Sogkonejfet,  he  had  a  mam  put  upon  him  about  a  boat 
he  had  bought  to  go  home  in,  and  was  forced  to  hire 
two  of  the  friend  Indians  to  paddle  him  in  a  canoe  from 
Mlifahetbh  to  Rhode- Ifland. 

It  fell  out,  that  as  thay  were  in  their  voyage  pafling  by 
Sogkonate-point,  fome  of  the  enemy  were  upon  the  rocks 
a  rifhing  j  he  bid  the  Indians  that  managed  the  canoe  to 
paddle  fo  near  the  rocks  as  that  he  might  call  to  thofe 
Indians ;  told  them,  that  he  had  a  great  mind  ever  fince 
the  war  broke  out  to  fpeak  with  fome  of  the  Sogkonate 
Indians,  and  that  they  were  their  relations,  and  therefore 
D  2  they 
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they  need  not  fear  their  hurting  of  them.  And  he  add- 
ed, 'That  he  had  a  mighty  conceit,  that  if  he  could  get  a 
fair  opportunity  to  difcourfe  them,  that  he  could  draw  them 
off  from  Philip,  for  he  knew  they  never  heartily  loved  him. 
The  enemy  hallooed  and  made  figns  for  the  canoe 
to  come  to  them  but  when  they  approached  them  they 
fkulked  -and  hid  in  the  ciifts  of  the  rocks  ;  then  Mr. 
Church  ordered  the  canoe  to  be  paddled  off  again,  left  if 
he  came  too  near  they  mould  fire  upon  him.  Then  the 
Indies  appearing  again,  beck'ned  and  call'd  in  the  Indian 
languages  and  bid  them  come  afhore,  for  they  wanted 
to  "fa*k  with  him.  The  Indians  in  the  canoe  an- 
fwered  them  again  ;  but  they  on  the  rocks  told 
them,  that  the  furf  made  fuch  a  noile  againft  the 
rocks,  they  could  not  hear  any  ttyng  ^hey  faid. 
Then  Mr-  Church,  by  iigns  with  his  hands,  gave  to  under- 
ftar.d,  that  he  would  have  two  of  them  go  down  upon  the 
point  of  the  beach  (a  place  where  a  man  might  fee  who 
was  near  him)  accordingly  two  of  them  ran  along  the 
beach,  and  met  him  there  without  their  arms,  excepting 
that  one  of  them  had  a  lance  in  his  hand  j  they  urged  Mr. 
Church  to  come  afhore,  tor  they  had  a  great  defire  to  have 
fome  difcourfe  with  him.  He  told  them,  if  he  that  had 
his  weapon  in  his  hand  would  carry  it  up  fome  dillance 
upon  the  beach,  and  leave  it,  he  would  come  afhore  and 
difcourfe  them.  He  did  fo,  and  Mr.  Church  went  afhore, 
haled  up  his  canoe,  ordered  one  of  his  Indians  tovftay  by 
it  and  the  other  to  walk  above  on  the  beach,  as  a  centi- 
nel,  to  fee  that  the  coafts  were  clear ;  and  when  Mr. 
Church  came  up  to  the  Indians,  one  of  them  happened  to 
be  honeft  George,  one  of  the  two  that  Awafionh  formerly 
fent  to  call  him  to  her  dance,  and  was  fo  careful  to  guard 
him  back  to  his  houfe  again,  the  laft  Sogk onate  Indian  he 
fpoke  with  before  the  war  broke  out  ■,  he  fpoke  Enghjh 
very  well.  Mr.  Church  afked  him  where  'Awajhcnksw*  ? 
He  told  him  in  a  fwamp  about  three  miles  oft.  Mr.  Chtl™h 
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afked  him,  what  it  was  he  wanted  that  he  hallooed  and 
called  him  afhore  ?  He  anfwered,  that  he  took  him  for 
Church  as  foon  as  he  heard  his  voice  in  the  canoe,  and  that 
he  was  very  glad  to  fee  him  alive,  and  he  believed  his  mif- 
trefs  would  be  as  glad  to  fee  him,  and  fpeak  with  him  ; 
he  told  him  further,  that  he  believed  me  was  not  fond  of 
maintaining  a  war  with  the  Englijh,  and  that  me  had  left 
Philip,  and  did  not  intend  to  return  to  him  any  more  ;  he 
was  mighty  earner!  with  Mr.  Church  to  tarry  there  while 
he  would  run  and  call  her  •,  but  he  told  him  no,  forshe  did 
not  know  but  the  Indians  would  come  down  and  kill  him 
before  he  could  get  back  again  ;  he  faid,  if  Mount-Hope^ 
or  Pocaffet  Indians  could  catch  him,  he  believed  they 
would  knock  him  on  the  head,  but  all  Sogkonate  Indians 
knew  him  very  well,  and  he  believed  none  of  them  would 
hurt  him.  In  Ihort,  Mr.  Church  refufed  then  to  tarry, 
but  promifed  that  he  would  come  over  again,  and  fpeak 
with  Awafoonks,  and  fome  other  Indians  that  he  had  a 
mind  to  talk  with. 

Accordingly  he  app®inted  him  to  notify  Awajhonks^ 
her  ion  Peter ■,  their  chief  Captain,  and  one  Nompajb  (an 
Indian  thatWlr. Church  had  formerly  a  particular  refpec~tfor) 
to  meet  him  two  days  after,  at  a  rock  at  the  lower  end  of 
Captain  Richmond's,  farm,  which  was  a  very  noted  place  ; 
and  if  that  day  mould  prove  rlormy,  or  windy,  they  were 
to  expect  him  the  next  moderate  day,  Mr.  Church  telling 
George  that  he  would  have  him  come  with  the  perfons 
mentioned,  and  no  more.  They  giving  each  other  their 
hand  upon  it  parted,  and  Mr.  Church  went  home,  and  the 
next  morning  to  Newport,  and  informed  the  government 
of  what  had  paffed  between  him  and  the  Sogkonate  In- 
dians, and  defired  their  permit  for  him  and  Daniel  Wil- 
cox (a  man  that  well  underftood  the  Indian  language)  to 
go  over  to  them.  They  told  him,  that  they  thought  he- 
was  mad,  after  fuch  fervice  as  he  had  done,  and  fuch  dan- 
gers that  he  efcaped,  now  to  throw  away  his  life,  for  the 

rogues

rogues  would  as  certainly  kill  him,  as  ever  he  went  over  , 
and  utterly  refufed  to  grant  his  permit,  or  to  be  willing 
that  he  mould  run  the  nfque. 

Mr.  Church  told  them,  That  it  ever  had  been  in  his 
thoughts  fince  the  war  broke  out,  that  if  he  could  difcourfe 
the  Sogkonate  Indians,  he  could  draw  them  off  from  Philip, 
and  employ  them  againft  him ;  but  could  not,  till  now,  never 
have  an  opportunity  to  fpeak  with  any  of  them,  and  was 
wry  loath  to  loofe  it,  &c.  At  length  they  told  him,  if  he 
would  go,  it  mould  be  only  with  the  two  Indians  that 
came  with  him  •,  but  they  would  give  him  no  permit  un- 
der their  hands.  He  took  his  leave  of  them,  refolving  to 
profecute  his  defign  they  told  him  they  were  forry  to 
fee  him  fo  refolute,  nor  if  he  went  did  they  ever  expect 
to  fee  his  face  again. 

He  bought  a  bottle  of  rum,  and  a  fmall  roll  of  tobac- 
co, to  carry  with  him,  and  returned  to  his  family.  The 
next  day,  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting,  he 
prepared  two  light  canoes  for  the  defign,  and  his  own. 
man,  v/ith  the  two  Indians  for  his  company.  He  uled 
Hich  arguments  with  his  tender,  and  now  almoft  broken 
hearted  wife,  from  the  experience  of  former  prefervations, 
and  the  profped  of  the  great  fervice  he  might  do,  might 
it  pleafe  God  to  fucceed  his  defign,  &c.  that  he  obtained 
her  confent  to  his  attempt  •,  and  committing  her,  the 
babes  and  himfelf  to  Heaven's  protection,  he  fet  out. 
They  had  from  the  more  about  a  league  to  paddle  •,  draw- 
ing near  the  place,  they  faw  the  Indians  letting  on  the 
bank,  waiting  for  their  coming.  Mr.  Church  fent  one  of 
his  Indians  afhore  in  one  of  the  canoes,  to  fee  whether 
they  were  the  fame  Indians  whom  he  had  appointed  to 
meet  him,  and  no  more  ;  and  if  fo  to  flay  afhore  and  fend 
George  to  fetch  him  accordingly  George  came  and  fetch'd 
Mr.  Church  afhore,  while  the  other  canoe  played  off  to 
fee  the  event,  and  to  carry  tidings  if  the  Indians  mould 
prove  falfe. 
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Mr.  Church  afked  George  whether  Awajhonks  and  the 
bther  Indians  he  appointed  to  meet  him  were  there  ?  He 
anfwered  they  were ;  he  then  afked  him  if  there  were  no 
more  than  they  whom  he  appointed  to  be  there  ?  To  which 
he  would  give  him  no  direct  anfwer.    However,  he  went 
afhore,  where  he  was  no  fooner  landed,  but  Awajhonks 
and  the  reft  that  he  had  appointed  to  meet  them  there,  rofe 
up  and  came  down  to  meet  him  5  and  each  of  them  fuc~ 
ceffively  gave  him  their  hands,  and  exprefTed  themfelves 
glad  to  lee  him,  and  gave  him  thanks  for  expofing  him- 
felf  to  vifit  them.    They  walked  together  about  a  gun- 
fhot  from  the  water,  to  a  convenient  place  to  fit  down, 
Where  at  once  rofe  up  a  great  body  of  Indians,  who  had 
kin  hid  in  the  grafs,  (that  was  high  as  a  man's  waift)  and 
gathered  round  them,  till  they  had  clofed  them  in  ;  being 
all  armed  with  guns,  fpears,  hatchets,  6rV.  with  their  hair 
trimmed  and  faces  painted,  in  their  warlike  appearance. 
It  was  doubtlefs  fomewhat  furpriiing  to  our  Gentleman  at 
firft,  but  without  any  vifible  difcovery  of  it,  after  a  fmall 
filent  paufe  on  each  fide,  he  fpoke  to  Awajhonks,  and  told 
her,  That  George  had  informed  him  that  Jhe  had  a  defire  to 
fee  him,  and  difcourfe  about  making  peace  with  the  Englifh. 
She  anfwered  yes ;  then  faid  Mr.  Church,  it  is  cuftomary 
when  people  meet  to  treat  of  peace,  to-lay  afide  their  arms,  and 
not  to  appear  in  fucb  hoftile  form  as  your  people  do ;  defired 
of  her,  that  if  they  might  talk  about  peace,  which  he  de- 
fired  they  might,  her  men  might  lay  afide  their  arms,  and 
appear  more  treatable.    Upon  which  there  began  a  con- 
fiderable  noife  and  murmur  among  them  in  their  own  lan- 
guage, till  Awajhonks  afked  him,  what  arms  they  mould 
lay  down,  and  where  ?  He  (perceiving  the  Indians  looked 
very  furly,  and  much  difpleafed)  replied,  only  their  guns 
at  fome  fmall  diftance,  for  formality' 's  fake    upon  which, 
with  one  confent,  they  laid  afide  their  guns,  and  came 
and  fat  down. 

Mr.  Church  pulled  out  his  calabafh  and  afked  Awa-

Jhonks,  whether  Jhe  had  lived  fo  long  at  Wetufet,  as  to  for- 
get to  drink  Occapeches  and  drinking  to  her,  he  perceived 
that  fhe  watched  him  very  diligently,  to  fee  (as  hetho't) 
-whether  he  fw allowed  any  of  the  rum;  he  offered  her  the 
fhell,  but  fhe  defired  him  to  drink  again  firft,  he  then  told 
her,  there  was  no  poifon  in  it, ,  and  pouring  fome  into  the 
palm  of  his  hand,  lipped  it  up,  and  took  the  fhell  and 
drank  to  her  again,  and  drank  a  good  fwig,  which  indeed 
was  no  more  than  he  needed.  Then  they  all  ftanding  up, 
he  faid  to  Awafhonks,  you  won't  drink  for  fear  there  Jhould 
be  poifon  in  it ;  and  then  handed  it  to  a  little  ill-looking 
fellow,  who  catched  it  readily  enough,  and  as  greedily 
would  have  fwallowed  the  liquor  when  he  had  it  at  his 
mouth ;  but  Mr.  Church  catched  him  by  the  throat  and 
took  it  from  him,  afking  him,  whether  he  intended  to  fw  al- 
low Jhtll  and  all  ?  And  then  handed  it  to  Awajhonks,  fhe 
ventured  to  take  a  good  hearty  dram,  and  paffed  it  among 
her  attendants. 

The  fhell  being  emptied,  he  pulled  out  his  tobacco, 
and  having  diflributed  it,<        Degan  to  talk> 

Awafionks  demanded  of  him  the  reafon  why  he  had  not 
(agreeable  to  his  promife  when  fhe  faw  him  laft)  been 
down  at  Sogkonate  before  now,  faying,  that  probably  if  he 
had  come  then,  according  to  his  promife,  they  had  never 
joyned  with  Philip  againft  the  Englifh.  . 

He  told  her  he  was  prevented  by  the  war's  breaking 
out  fo  fuddenly,  and  yet  he  was  afterwards  coming  down, 
and  came  as  far  as  Punkateefe,  where  a  great  many  In- 
dians fet  upon  him,  and  fought  him  a  whole  afternoon, 
tho'  he  did  not  come  prepared  to  fight,  had  but  nineteen 
men  with  him,  whofe  chief  defign  was  to  gain  an  oppor- 
tunity to  difcourfe  fome  Sogkonate  Indians.  Upon  this 
there  at  once  arofe  a  mighty  murmur,  confufed  noife,  and 
talk  among  the  fierce  looking  creatures,  and  all  nfing  up 
in  a  hubbub ;  and  a  great  furly  looking  fellow  took  up 
his  Tomhog,  or  wooden  cutlafh,  to  kill  Mr,  Church,  but 
lome  others  prevented  him. 
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The  interpreter  afked  Mr.  Church,  if  he  underftood 
what  it  was  that  the  grctt  fellow  (they  had  held  of)  laid  ? 
He  anfwered  him,  no.  Why,  laid  the  interpreter,  he  fays, 
you  killed  his  brother  at  Pun'kateeje,  and  therefore  he 
thirfts  for  your  blood.  Mr.  Church  bid  the  interpreter 
tell  him  that  his  brother  began  firft;  that  if  he  had  kept 
at  Sogkonate,  according  to  his  defire  and  order,  he  mould 
not  have  hurt  him. 

Then  the  chief  Captain  commanded  filence,  and  told 
them,  that  they  mould  talk  no  more  about  old  thing:;, 
&c.  and  quelled  the  tumult,  fo  that  they  fat  down  aga?n, 
and  began  upon  a  difcourfe  of  making  peace  with  the 
Englijh.  Mr.  Church  afked  them,  what  propcfals  they 
Kwould  make,  and  on  what  terms  they  would  break  their 
league  with  Philip  ?  Defiring  them  to  make  fome  propo- 
fals  that  he  might  carry  to  his  mailers,  telling  them  that 
it  was  not  in  his  power  to  conclude  a  peace  with  them, 
but  that  he  knew  that  if  their  propofals  were  reafonable, 
the  government  would  not  be  unreafonable;  arid  that  he 
would  ufe  his  interefl  with  the  government  for  them  ;  and 
to  encourage  them  to  proceed,  put  them  in  mind  that  the 
Pequots  once  made  war  with  the  Englijh,  and  that  after 
they  fubjecled  themfelves  to  the  Englijh,  the  Englifh  be- 
came their  protectors,  and  defended  them  againft  other 
nations  that  would  otherwife  have  deftroyed  them,  &c. 
After  fome  further  difcourfe  and  debate,  he  brought  them 
at  length  to  confent,  that  if  the  Government  of  Plymouth 
would  firmly  engage  to  them,  that  they,  and  all  &J  them, 
and  their  wives  and  children,  Jhould  have  their  lives  Jpared^ 
and  none  of  them  transported  out  of  the  country,  they  would 
fubjeel  themf elves  to  them,  and  Jerve  them  in  what  they  were 
able. 

Then  Mr.  Church  told  them,  That  he  was  well  fatisfied 
the  Government  of  Plymouth  would  readily  concur  with 
what  they  propofed,  and  would  fign  their  articles:  And 
complimenting  them  upon  it,  how  pleafed  he  was  with  the 
E  thoughts 
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thoughts  of  their  return,  and  of  the  former  frkndtfiip 

that  had  been  between  them,  f& c.  * 

The  chief  Captain  rofe  up,  and  exprefTed  the  great  va- 
lue 2nd  refpedt  he  had  for  Mr.  Church  ;  and  bowing  to 
him  laid,  Sir,  If  you'U  pkafe  to  accept  of  me  and  my  men, 
and  will  head  us,  we'll  fight  for  you,  and  will  help  you  to  . 
Philip^  head  before  the  Indian  corn  be  ripe  \  and  when  he 
had  ended,  they  all  exprefTed  their  confent  to  what  he 
faid,  and  told  Mr.  Church  they,  loved  him,  and  were  wil- 
ling to  go  with  him  and  fight  for  him,  as  long  as  the 
Englijh  had  one  enemy  left  in  the.  country* 

Mr.  Church  affured  them,  that  if  they  .proved  as  good 
as  their  word,  they  mould  find  him  theirYand  their  child- 
ren's faft  friend.  And  (by  the  way  J  the  friendfnip  is 
maintained  between  them  to  this  day. 

Then  he  propofed  unto  them,  that  they  mould  choofe 
five  men  to  go  ftraight  with  him  to  Plymouth  :  They  told 
him  no  they  would  not  choofe,  but  he  mould  take 
which  five  he  pleafed-,  fome  compliments  palled  about  it, 
at  length  it  was  agreed,,  they  mould  choofe  three,  and 
he  two.  Then  he  agreed,  that  he  would  go  back  to 
the  ifiand  that  night,  and  would  come  to  them  the  next 
morning,  and  go  through  the  woods  to  Plymouth ;  but 
they  afterwards  objeded,  that  his  travelling  through  the 
woods  would  not  be  fafe  for  him  ;  the  enemy  might  meet 
with  them,  and  kill  him,  and  then  they  mould  loofe  their 
friend,  and  the  whole  defign  ruined  befide.  And  there- 
fore propofed,  that  he  mould  come  in  an  Englijh  veifel, 
andthey  would  meet  him,  and'  come  on  board  atSogko- 
nate-pcint,  and  fail  from  thence  to  Sandwich,  which,  in 
fine,  was  concluded  upon. 

So  Mr.  Church  promifing  to  come  as  foon  as  he  could 
poffibly  obtain  a  vefiel,  and  then  they  parted.  He  re- 
turned to  the  ifiand,  and  was  at  great  pains  and  charge  to 
get  a  vefiel,  but  with  unaccountable  difappointments, 
ibmetitjies  by  the  falfencfs,  and  fometimes  by  the  faint- 
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hcartednefs  of  men  that  he  bargained  with,  and  fomething 
by  wind  and  weather,  &c *  until  at  length  Mr.  Anthony 
Low  put  into  the  harbour  with  a  loaden  veffel  bound  to 
the  Weftward,  and  being  made  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Church's  cafe,  told  him,  That  he  had  fo  much  kindnefs  for 
him,  'and  was  fo  pleafed  with  the  bufinefs  he  was  engaged 
in,  that  he  would  run  the  venture  of  his  veffel  and  cargo,  to 
wait  upon  him.  Accordingly,  next  morning  they  fet  fail 
with  a  wind  that  foon  brought  them  to  Sogkonate  point ; 
but  coming  there  they  met  with  a  contrary  wind,  and  a 
great  fwelling  fea. 

The  Indians  were  there  waiting  upon  the  rocks,  but 
had  nothing  but  a  miferable  broken  canoe  to  get  aboard 
in  ;  yet  Peter  Awafhonks  ventured  off  in  it,  and  with  a 
great  deal  of  difficulty  and  danger  got  aboard  :  And  by 
this  time  it  began  to  rain  and  blow  exceedingly,  and  forced 
them  up  the  Sound  ;  and  then  went  away  through  Briftol 
ferry,  round  the  hland  to  Newport.,  carrying  Peter  with 
them. 

Then  Mr.  Church  difmhTed  Mr*  Low,  and  told  him, 
That  inafmuch  as  Providence  oppojed  his  going  by  water, 
and  he  expetled  that  the  army  would  be  up  in  a  few  days, 
and  probably  if  he  jhould  be  gone  at  that  juntlure,  it  might 
ruin  the  whole  dejign  ;  would  therefore  yield  his  voyage. 

Then  he  writ  the  account  of  his  tranfa&ions  with  the 
Indians,  and  drew  up  the  propofals,  and  articles  of  peace, 
and  defpatched  Peter  with  them  to  Plymouth^  that  his  Ho- 
nour the  Governor,  if  he  faw  caufe,  might  fign  them. 

Peter  was  fent  over  to  Sogkonate  on  the  Lord's  Day 
morning,  with  orders  to  take  thofe  men  that  were  chofen 
to  go,  down,  or  fome  of  them  at  lean:  with  him.  The 
time  being  expired  that  was  appointed  for  the  Englifh  ar- 
my to  come,  there  was  great  looking  for  them.  Mr. 
Church  on  the  Monday  morning  (partly  to  divert  himfelf 
after  his  fatigue,  and  partly  to  liften  for  the  army)  rid  out 
with  his  wife,  and  fome  of  his  friends  to  Port/mouth,  un- 
E  2  der 
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der  a  pretence  of  cherrying ;  but  came  home  without  any 
news  from  the  army  :  But  by  midnight,  or  fooner,  he  was 
roufed  with  an  exprefs  from  Major  Bradford,  who  was 
arrived  with  the  army  at  Pocaffet ;  to  whom  he  forthwith 
repaired,  and  informed  him:  of  the  whole  of  his  proceed- 
ings with  the  Scgkonate  Indians..  With  the  Major's  con- 
fcnt  ana  advice,  he  returned  again  next  morning  to  the 
ifland,  in  order  to  go  over  that  way  to  Awafhonks,  to  in- 
form her  that  the  army  was  arrived,  &c.  Accordingly 
from  Sachueefet-Neck  *  he  went  in  a  canoe  to  Scgkonate  % 
told  her  that  Major  Bradford  was  arrived  at  Pccajfet,  with, 
a  great  army,  whom  he  had  informed  of  all  his  proceed- 
ings with  her  that  if  fhe  would  be  advifed  and  obferve 
order  fhe  nor  her  people  need  net  to  fear  being  hurt  by 
them  •,  told  her,  fhe  mould  call  all  her  people  down  into 
the  neck;  left  if  they  mould  be  found  ftraggling  about, 
mifchief  might  light  on  them  ;  that  on  the  morrow  they 
would  come  down  and  receive  her,  and  give  her  further 
orders.  She  promifed  to  get  as  many  of  her  people  to- 
gether as  pofiibly  (he could:  Defiring  Mr.  Church  to  con- 
iider  that  it  would  be  difficult  for  to  get  them  together  at 
fuch  fhprt  warning.  Mr.  Church  returned  to  the  ifland 
and  to  the  army  the  fame  night.  The  next  morning  the 
whole  army  marched  towards  Sogkcnate^  as  far  as  Punka- 
teefe  j  and  Mr.  Church  with  a  few  men  went  down  to  Sog- 
konate  to  call  Awafhonks,  and  her  people  to  come  up  to 
the  Englifh  camp  •,  as  he  was  going  down,  they  met  with 
a  Pocafftt  Indian-,  who  had  killed  a  cow  and  got  a  quar- 
ter of  her  on  his  buck,  and  her  tongue  in  his  pocket  who 
gave  them  an  account,  that  he  came  from  Pocafjet  two 
days  fince  in  company  with  his  mother,  and  feveral  other 
Indians,now  hid  in  the  fwarnp  above  Ncmquid-,f  difarming 
of  him,  hefent  him  by  two  men  to  Major  Bradford,  and 
proceeded  to  Scgkonate.  They  faw  leveral  Indians  by  the 
way  fkulking  about,  but  let  them  pafs    arriving  at  Jwa- 
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fionks  camp,  told  her,  He  was  come  to  invite  her  and 
her  people  up  to  Punkateefe,*  where  Major  Bradford  now 
was  with  the  Plymouth  army,  expecting  her  and  her  fub- 
Jeffs  to  receive  orders,  until  further  order  could  be  had  from 
the  Government.  She  complied,  and  foon  fent  out  orders 
for  fuch  of  her  Subjects  as  were  not  with  her,  immediately 
to  come  in  ;  and  by  twelve  o'  clock  of  the  next  day,  fhe 
with  moft  of  her  number  appeared  before  the  Englijh 
camp  at  PunkaPeefe.  Mr.  Church  tendered  the  Major  to 
ferve  under  his  commiffion,  provided  the  Indians  might 
be  accpted  with  him,  to  fight  the  enemy.  The  Major  told 
him,  his  orders  were  to  improve  him,  if  he  pleafed,  but  as 
for  the  Indians  he  would  not  be  concerned  with  them.  And 
prefently  gave  forth  orders  for  Awafhonks,  and  all  her  fub- 
jects,  both  men,  women  and  children,  to  repair  to  Sand- 
wich, and  to  be  there  upon  peri!,  in  fix  days.  Awafhonks 
,and  her  chiefs  gathered  round  Mr.  Church,  (where  he  was 
walked  off  from  the  reft)  expreffed  themfelves  concerned 
that  they  could  not  be  confided  in,  nor  improved.  He 
told  them,  it  was  beft  to  obey  orders.,  and  that  if  he  could 
not  accompany  them  to  Sandwich,  it  fhould  not  he  above  a 
week  before  he  would  meet  them  there  \  that  he  was  confi- 
dent ihe^  Governor  would  commiffion  him  to  improve  them. 
The  Major  haftened  to  fend  them  away  with  Jack  Havens  * 
(an  Indian  who  had  never  been  in  the  wars)  in  the  front 
with  a  flag  of  truce  in  his.  hand.  They  being  gone,  Mr. 
Church,  by  the  help  of  his  man  Toby  (the  Indian  whom 
he  had  taken  prifoner  as  he  was  going  down  to  Sogkonate) 
took  faid  Toby's  mother,  and  thole  that  were  with  her,  pri- 
foners.  Next  morning  the  whole  army  moved  back  to 
Pocaffet.  This  Toby  informed  them  that  there  were  a 
great  many  Indians  gone  down  to  Wepoifet  to  eat  clams, 
other  provifions  being  very  fcarce  with  them)  that  Philip 
himfelf  waaiexpeded  within  3  or  4  days  at  the  fame  place; 
being  allied  what  Indians  they  were  ?  He  anfwered  fome 
Wectemores  Indians,  fome  Mount-Hope  Indians,  fome  Nar- 
*  Adjoiuing  FflgW-Feny.  raganfet 
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raganfet  Indians,  and  fome  other  Upland  Indians,  in  all 

about  300. 

The  Rhode-TJland  boats,  by  the  Major's  order,  meeting 
them  at  Pocajfet,  they  were  foon  embarked,  it  being  juft 
in  the  dufk  of  the  evening,  they  could  plainly  diicover 
the  enemies  fires  at  the  place  the  Indian  directed  to  and 
the  army  concluded  no  other  but  they  were  bound  directly 
thither,  until  they  came  to  the  north  end  of  the  ifland, 
and  heard  the  word  of  command  for  the  boats  to  bare 
away.  Mr.  Church  was  very  fond  of  having  this  probable 
opportunity  of  furprifing  that  whole  company  of  Indians 
imbraced  ;  but  orders,  it  was  faid,  muft  be  obeyed,  which 
was  to  go  to  Mount-Hope,  and  there  to  fight  Philip.  This 
with  fome  other  good  opportunities  of  doing  fpoil  upon 
the  enemy,  being  unhappily  miffed,  Mr.  Church  obtained 
the  Pvlajor's  confent  to  meet  the  Sogkonate  Indians,  accord- 
ing to  his  promife.  He  was  offered  a  guard  to  Plymouth, 
but  chofe  to  go  with  one  man  only,  who  was  a  good  pilot. 
About  fun-fet  he,  with  Sabin  his  pilot,  mounted  their 
horfes  at  Rehoboth,  where  the  army  now  was,  and  by  two 
hours  by  fun  next  morning  arrived  fafe  at  Plymouth  and 
by  that  time  they  had  refremed  themfelves,  the  Governor 
and  Treafurer  came  to  town.  Mr.  Church  giving  them  a 
fhort  account  c*f  the  affairs  of  the  army,  &c.  His  Honour 
was  pleafed  to  give  him  thanks  for  the  good  and  great  fer- 
vice  he  had  done  at  Sogkonate,  told  him,  He  had  confirmed 
all  that  he  had  promifed.  Awafhonks,  and  had  fent  the  In- 
dian back  regain  that  brought  his  letter.  He  afked  his  Ho- 
nour IVhether  he  had  any  thing  later  from  Awafhonks  ?  He 
told  him  he  had  not.  Whereupon  he  gave  his  Honour  an 
account  of  the  Major's  orders  relating  to  her  and  hers, 
and  what  difcourfe  had  paffed  pro  and  con,  about  them  ; 
and  that  he  had  promifed  to  meet  them,  and  that  he  had 
encouraged  them,  that  he  thought  he  might  obtain  of  his 
Honour  a  commiffion  to  lead  them  forth  to  fight  Philip. 
His  Honour  fmilingly  told  him,  That  he  Jhould  not  want 
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icommijion  if  he  would  accept  it,  nor '  yet  good  Englijh  men 
enough  to  make  up  a  good  army.  But  in  fhort,  he  told  his 
Honour  the  time  was  expired  that  he  had  appointed  to 
meet  the  Sogkonates  at  Sandwich.  The  Governor  afked 
him,  when  he  would  go  ?  He  told  him  that  afternoon,  by 
his  Honour's  leave.  The  Governor  afked  him  how  ma- 
ny men  he  would  have  with  him  ?  He  anfwered  not  above 
half  a  dozen,  with  an  order  to  take  more  at  Sandwich,  if 
.  he  faw  caufe,  and  horfes  provided.  He  no  fooner  moved 
it,  but  had  his  number  of  men  tendering. to  go  with  him, 
among  which  was  Mr.  Jabez  Rowland,  and  Nathaniel 
.SouthworW  i  they  went  to  Sandwich  that  night,  where 
:  Mr.'  Church  (with  need  enough)  took  a  nap  of  ileep.  The 
next  morning,  with  about  1 6  or  18  men,  he  proceeded  as 
far  as  Agawom,  where  they  had  great  expectation  of  meet- 
ing the  Indians,  but  met  them  not  •,  his  men  being  dif- 
couraged  about  half  of  them  returned  ;  only  half  a  dozen 
.  ftuck  by  him,  and  promifed  fo  to  do  until  they  mould 
meet  with  the  Indians.  When  they  came  to  Sippi can  Ri- 
■*ver*  Mr.  Rowland  began  to  tire,  upon  which  Mr. 
Church  left  him,  and  two  more,  for  a  referve  at  the  river, 
that  if  he  fhouM  meet  with  enemies  and  be  forced  jsack, 
they  might  be  ready  to  affift  them  in  getting  over  the*  river.3 
Proceeding  in  their  march,  they  croffed  another  river,  and 
opened  a  great  bay,  -where  they  might  fee  many  miles 
along  Ihore,  where  were  fands  and  flats ;  and  hearing  a 
great  noife  below  them  towards  the  fea,  they  difmounted 
-their  horfes,  left  them  and  creep'd  among  the  bufhes,  un- 
til they  came  near  the  bank,  and  faw  a  vaft  company^  of 
Indians  of  all  ages  and  fexes,  fomeon  horfe-back  running 
races,  fome  at  foot-ball,  fome  catching  eels  and  flat-fimin 
the  water,  fome  clamming,  &c.  but  which  way  >$&m 
fafety  to  find  out  what  Indians  they  were,  they  were  at  a 
:  lofs.  But  at  length,  retiring  jnto  a  thicket,  Mr.  Church 
hallooed  to  them  ;  they  f6on  anfwered  him,  and  a  couple 
.  of  fmart  young  fellows,  well  mounted,  came  upon  a  full 
*  Rocbejieu      "  "  career 
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career  to  fee  who  it  might  be  that  called,  and  came  juft 
upon  Mr.  Church  before  they  discovered  him  ;  but  when 
they  perceived  themfelves  fo  near  Engiijhmen,  and  armed, 
were  much  furpriied,  and  tacked  fhort  about  to  run  as 
faft  back  as  they  came  forward,  until  one  of  the  men  in 
the  bumes  called  to  them,  and  told  them  his  name  was 
Church,  and  need  not  fear  his  hurting  of  them.  Upon 
which,  after  a  fmall  paufe,  they  turned  about  their  horfes, 
and  came  up  to  him  ;  one  of  them  that  could  fpeak  Eng- 
lijlo  Mr,  Church  took  afide  and  examined,  who  informed 
him,  that  the  Indians  below  were  Awajjjcnks  and  her  com- 
pany, and  that  Jack  Havens  was  among  them  ;  whom 
Mr.  Church  immediately  fent  for  to  come  to  him,  and  or- 
dered the  meffenger  to  inform  Awajhonks  that  he  was  come 
to  meet  her  ;  Jack  Havens  foon  came,  and  by  that  time 
Mr.  Church  had  afked  him  a  few  queftions,  and  had  been 
fatisfied  by  him,  that  it  was, Awajjonks  and  her  company 
that  were  below,  and  that  Jack  had  been  kindly  treated 
by  them,  a  company  of  Indians  all  mounted  on  horfe- 
back,  and  well  armed,  came  riding  up  to  Mr.  Church,  but 
treated  him  with  all  due  refpedts.  He  then  ordered  Jack 
to  go  tell  Awajhonks,  that  he  defigned  to  fup  with  her  in 
the  evening,  and  to  lodge  in  her  camp  that  night.  Then 
taking  fome  of  the  Indians  with  him,  he  went  back  to  the 
river  to  take  care  of  Mr.  Howland.  Mr.  Church  having 
a  mind  to  try  what  metal  he  was  made  of,  imparted  his 
notion  to  the  Indians  that  were  with  him,  and  gave  them 
v  directions  how  to  acl:  their  parts  •,  when  he  came  pretty 
near  the  place,  he  and  his  Engltjomen  pretendedly  fled, 
firing  on  their  retreat  towards  the  Indians  that  purfued 
"them,  and  they  firing  as  faft  after  them.  Mr.  Howland 
bdfcg  upon  his  guard,  hearing  the  guns,  and  by  and  by 
feeing  the  motion  both  of  the  Engiifh  and  Indians,  corl- 
clnded  his  friends  were  diftreffed,  was  foon  on  the  full 
career  on  horfeback  to  meet  them,  until  he  perceiving 
their  laughing,  miftrufted  the  truth.    As  foon  as  Mr. 

Church

Church  had  given  him  the  news,  they  haftcned  away  to 
Aivajkoizks.  Upon  their  arrival* they  were  immediately 
conducted  to  a  fhelter,  open  on  one  fide,  whither  Awa-< 
fionks  and  her  chiefs  foon  came  and  paid  their  refpe&s ; 
and  the  multitudes  gave  fliouts  as  made  the  heavens  to 
jing. 

It  being  now  about  fun-fetting,  or  near  the  dulk  of 
the  evening,  the  Netops  came  running  from  all  quarters 
loaden  with  the  tops  of  dry  pines,  and  the  like  combuf- 
tible  matter,  making  a  huge  pile  thereof,  near  -  Mr. 
Church's  fhelter,  on  the  open  fide  thereof  but  by  this 
time  fupper  was  brought  in,  in  three  duties,  viz.  a  cu- 
rious young  bafs  in  one  dim,  eels  and  flat  filh  in  a  fecond, 
and  mell-fifh  in  a  third,  but  neither  bread  nor  fait  to  be 
feen  at  table  but  by  that  time  fupper  was  over,  the 
mighty  pile  of  pine  knots  and  tops,  &c.  was  fil^J,  and 
all  the  Indians,  great  and  fmall  gathered  in  a  ring  round 
it.  Awaftonks  with  the  oldeft  of  her  people,  men  and 
women  mixed,  kneeling  down  made  the  firft  ring  next 
the  'fire,  and  all  the  lufty  ftout  men  (landing  up  made  the 
next,  and  then  all  the  rabble  in  a  confufed  crew  furround- 
ed  on  the  out-fide.  Then  the  chief  Captain  ftepped  in 
between  the  rings  and  the  fire,  with  a  fpear  in  one  hand, 
and  a  hatchet  in  the  other,  danced  round  the  fire,  and 
began  to  fight  with  it,  making  mention  of  all  the  feveral 
nations  and  companies  of  Indians  in  the  country  that  were 
enemies  to  the  Englijh ;  and  at  naming  of  every  particu- 
lar tribe  of  Indians*  he  would  draw  out  and  fight  a  new 
fire-brand,  and  at  fmifhing  his  fight  with  each  particular 
fire-brand,  would  bow  to  him  and  thank  him ;  and 
when  he  had  named  all  the  feveral  nations  and  tribes,  and 
fought  them  all,  he  ftuck  down  his  fpear  and  hatchet,  j 
came  out  and  another  ftept  in  and  acted  over  the  m 
dance,  with  more  fury,  if  poffible,  than  the  firft  and! 
when  about  half  a  dozen  of  their  chiefs  had  thus  acted 
their  parts,  the  Captain  of  the  guard  ftept  up  to  Mr.  Church 
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and  told  him,  They  were  making  foldiers  for  him,  and 
what  they  had  been  Siiikg  was  all  one  /wearing  of  them, 
and  having  in  that  ma,nner  engaged  all  the  ft  out  lufty  men; 
Awafhonks  and  her  chiefs  came  to  Mr.  Church,  and  told 
him,  That  now  they  voere  all  engaged  to  fight  for  the  Eng- 
iifh,  and  he  might  call  forth  all,  or  any  of  them  at  any  timt 
as  he  faw  occofion  to  fight  the  enemy,  and  preiented  him 
••with  a  very  fine  firelock.  Mr.  Church  accepts  their  of- 
fer, drew  out  a  number  of  them,  and  let  out  next  morning 
befo*»  day  for  Plymouth,  where  theyafrived  the  fame  day. 

The  Governor  being  informed  of  it,1  fame,  early  to 
town  next  morning,  and  by  that  time  he  had  Englijhmen 
enough  to  make  up  a  good  company,  when  joined  with 
Mr.  Church's  Indians,  that  offered  their  voluntary  fer- 
vice,  to  go  under  his  command  in  quell  of  the  enemy. 
j4ie  Governor  then  gave  him  a  commifiion,  which  is  as 
follows  : 


fA  PT  A  IN  Be  n  j  am  in  Church,_)w  are  hereby  no- 


.a  company  of  volunteers  of  about  200  men,  Englifh  and  In«- 
dians  the  Englifh  not  exceeding  the  number  of  60,  of  which 
company,  or  fo  many  of  them  as  you  can  obtain,  or  fiall  fee 
.caufe  at  prefent  to  improve,  you  are  to  take  the  command 
and  conducl,  and  to  lead  them  forth  now  and  hereafter,  at 
fuch  time,  and  unto  fitch  places  within  this  colony,  or  elfe- 
where,  within  the  confederate  colonies,  as  you  Jhall  think  fit  \ 
to  difcover,  purfue,  fight,  furprife,  deftr9y,  or  fubdue  our  In- 
dian enemies,  or  any  part  or  parties  of  them  that  by  the  pro- 
evidence  of  God  you  may  meet  with  ;  cr  them,  or  any  of  them, 
j^y  treaty  and  compofition  to  receive  to  mercy,  if  you  fee  rea- 
*m>n  (provided  they  be  not  murderous  rogues,  or  fuch  as  have 
been  principal  aclors  in  thofe  villanies  :)  And  forafmuch  as 
•your  company  may  be  uncertain,  £5?  the  perfons  often  changed, 
you  are  alfo  hereby  empowered,  with  the  advice  of  your  com- 
pany 3  to  choofe  and  CQmmijfionate  a  Lieutenant^  and  to  e- 
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fiablifh  Serjeants,  and  Corporals  as  you  fee  cattfe :  And 
you  herein  improving  your  befi  judgment  and  difcre- 
lion  and  utmoft  ability,  faithfully  to  ferve  the  intered 
of  God,  his  Majeftfs  interefi,  and  the  intereji  of  the  colony  ; 
mid  carefully  governing  your  [aid  company  at  home  and 
abroad,  f  hefe  fhall  be  unto  you  full  and  aixple  commiffion, 
-warrant  and  dij charge.  Given  under  the  public  feat,  this 
24-th  day  of  July,  1676. 

Per  JOS.  WINSLOW,  Governor. 

Receiving  commiffion,  he  marched  the  fame  night 
into  the  woods,  got  to  Middle!? or ough  before  day,  and  as 
foon  as  the  light  appeared,  took  into  the  woods  and  iwam- 
py  thickets,  towards  a  place  where  they  had  fome  reafon 
to  expect  to  meet  with  a*  parcel  of  Narraganfet  Indians, 
with  fome  others  that  belonged  to  Mount-Hope.  Coming 
near  to  where  they  expected  them,  Captain  Church's  In- 
dian fcont^difcovered  the  enemy,  and  well  obferving  their 
fires,  and  poftures,  returned  with  -the  intelligence  to  their 
Captain,  who  gave  fuch  directions  for  the  iurrounding  of 
them,  as  had  the  defired  effect;  furpriiing  them  from  eve- 
ry fide  fo  unexpectedly,  that  they  were  all  taken,  not  fo 
much  as  one  efcaped.  And  upon  a  ftridt  examination, 
they  gave  intelligence^  another  parcel  of  the  enemy,  at 
a  place  called  Munpcnfet-Pond.  Captain  Church  haftening 
with  his  prifoners  through'  the  woods  to  Plymouth,  difpofed 
of  them  all,  excepting  only  one  Jeffery,  who  proving  ve- 
ry ingenuous  and  faithful  to  him,  in  informing  where  other 
parcels  of  Indians  harboured  ;  Captain  Church  promiled 
him,  that  if  he  continued  to  be  faithful  to  him,  he  fhoald 
not  be  fold  out  of  the  country,  but  mould  be  his  waiting 
man,  to  take  care  of  his  horfe,  &c.  and  accordingly  he 
ferved  him  faithfully  as  long  as  he  lived. 

But  Captain  Church  was  forthwith  fent  out  again,  and 
the  terms  for  his  encouragement  being  concluded  on,  viz. 
that  the  country  (hculd  find  them  ammunition  and  prcvi- 
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fion,  and  have  half  the  prifoners  and  arms  they  took:  The 
Captain  and  his  Englifh  foldiers  to  have  the  other  half  of 
the  prifoners  and  arms,  and  the  Indian  foldiers  the  'loofe 
plunder.  Poor  encouragement !  But  after  fome  time  it 
was  mended. 

They  foon  captivated  the  Munponfets,  and  brought 
them  in,  not  one  efcaping.  This  ftroke  he  held  feve°ral 
weeks,  never  returning  empty  handed.  When  he  wanted 
intelligence  of  their  kennelling  places,  he  would  march  to 
fome  place  likely  to  meet  with  fome  travellers  or  ramr>- 
lers,  and  fcattering  his  company,  .would  -lie  clofe  ;  and  fel- 
dom  lay  above  a  day,  or  two,  at  themoft,  before  fome  of 
them  would  fall  into  their  hands,  whom  he  would  compel 
to  inform  where  their  company  was  ;  and  fo  by  his  me- 
thod of  fecret  and  fudden  furprifes  took  great  numbers  of 
them  prifoners. 

The  government  obferving  his  extraordinary  courage 
and  conduct,  and  the  fuccefs  from  Heaven  added  to  it, 
faw  caufe  to  enlarge  his  commifTion  ^  gave  him  power  to 
raife  and  difmifs  his  forces,  as  he  mould  fee  occafion  •,  to 
commiffionate  officers  under  him,  and  to  march  as  far  as 
he  mould  fee  caufe,  within  the  limits  of  the  three  united 
colonies:  To  receive  to  mercy,  give  quarter,  or  not ;  ex- 
cepting fome  particular  and  noted  murderers:  viz.  Philip 
and  all  that  were  at  the  deftroying  of  Mr.  Clark's  garrifon, 
and  fome  few  others. 

Major  Bradford  being  now  at  T aunton  with  his  army, 
and  wanting  provifions,  fome  carts  were  ordered  from 
Plymouth  for  their  fupply,  and  Captain  Church  to  guard 
them ;  but  he  obtaining  other  guards  for  ths  carts,  as  far 
as  Middleborough,  ran  before  with  a  fmall  company,  hop- 
ing to  meet  with  fome  of  the  enemy,  appointing  the  carts 
and  their  guards  to  meet  with  them  at  Nemafcut*  about  an 
fiour  after  fun's  riling  next  morning ;  he  arrived  there 
about  the  breaking  of  the  day-light,  difcovered  a  company 
of  the  enemy  ;  but  his  time  was  too  Ihort  to  wait  for  gain- 
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ing  advantage,  and  therefore  ran  right  in  upon  them, 
furprifed  and  captivated  about  1 6  of  them,  who,  upon  exa- 
mination, informed,  that  Tifpaquin,  a  very  famous  Cap- 
tain among  the  enemy  was  at  Ajfazvempfit  *  with  a  nu- 
merous company. 

But  the  carts  muft  now  be  guarded,  and  the  opportu- 
nity of  vifiting  Tifpaquin  muft  now  be  laid  afide  :  The 
carts  are  to  be  faithfully  guarded,  left  Tifpaquin  mould  at- 
tack them. 

Coming  towards  Taunton,  Capt.  Church  taking  two 
men  with  him,  made  all  fpeed  to  the  town  \  and  coming 
to  the  river  fide,  he  halloo'd,  and  inquiring  of  them  that 
came  to  the  river,  for  Major  Bradford,  or  his  Captains  ; 
he  was  inform'd  they  were  in  the  town,  at  the  tavern. — « 
He  told  them  of  the  carts  that  were  coming,  that  he  had 
the  cumber  of  guarding  them,,  which  had  already  pre- 
vented his  improving  opportunities  of  doing  fervice.  • 

Pray'd  therefore  that  a  guard  might  be  fent  over  to  receive 
the  carts,  that  he  might  be  at  liberty  ;  refuling  all  invita- 
tions and  perfuafions  to  go  over  to  the  tavern  to  vifit  the 
Major  :  He  at  length  obtained  a  guard  to  receive  the 
carts  ;  by  whom  alfo  he  fent  his  prifoners,  to  be  convey'd 
with  the  carts,  to  Plymouth,  directing  them  not  to  return 
by  the  way  they  came,  but  by  Bridgwater. 

Haft'ning  back,  he  propofed  to  camp  that  night  at  Af- 
fawomfet  neck.  But  as  foon  as  they  came  to  the  river  that 
runs  into  the  great  pond  through  the  thick  fwamp,  at  the 
entering  of  the  neck,  the  enemy  fired  upon  them,  but  hurt 
not  a  man.  Capt.  Church's  Indians  ran  right  into  the 
fwamp,  and  fired  upon  them,  but  it  being  in  the  du£k  of 
the  evening,  the  enemy  made  their  efcape  in  the  thickets  : 
The  Capt.  then  moving  about  a  mile  into  the  neck,  took 
the  advantage  of  a  fmall  valley  to  feed  his  horfes  ;  fome 
held  the  horfes  by  the  bridles,  the  reft  on  the  guard  look'd 
jfharp  out  for  the  enemy,  v/ithin  hearing  on  avery  fide,  and 
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fome  very  near  ;  but  in  the  dead  of  tffe  night,  the  enemy- 
being  out  of  hearing,  or  ftill,  Capt.  Church  moved  out  of 
the  neck,  (not  the  fame  way  he  came  in,  left  he  mould  be 
ambufcado'd)  towards  Cufenet*  where  all  the  houfes  were 
burnt ;  and  croffmg  Cujhnet  river,  being  extremely  fa- 
tigued with  two  nights  and  one  day's  ramble  without  reft 
or  fleep  and  obferving  good  forage  for  their  horfes,  the 
Gaptain  concluded  upon  baiting,  and  taking  a  nap  :  Set- 
ting fix  men  to  watch  the  paffage  of  the  river,  two  to 
watch  at  a  time,  while  the  others  flept,  and  fo  to  take  their 
turns ,  while  the  reft  of  the  company  went  into  a  thicket, 
to  fleep  under  the  guard  of  two  centinels  more.  But  the 
whole  company  being  very  drowfy,  foon  forgot  their  dan- 
ger, and  were  faft  afleep,  centinels  and  all.  The  Captain 
nrft  awakes,  looks  up,  and  judges  he  had  flept  four  hours, 
which  being  longer  than  he  defigned,  immediately  roufes 
his  company,  and  fends  away  a  rile  to  fee  what  was  be- 
come of  the  watch  at  the  paffage  of  the  river,  but  they  no 
fooner  opened  the  river  in  fight,  but  they  difcovered  a 
company  of  the  enemy  viewing  of  their  tracks,  where 
they  came  into  the  neck  ;  Capt.  Church,  and  thofe  with 
him,  foon  difperfed  into  the  brufh  on  each  fide  of  the  way, 
while  the  file  fent  got  undifcovered  to  the  paffage  of  the 
river,  and  found  their  watch  all  faft  afleep  :  But  thefe 
tidings  thoroughly  awakened  the  whole  company.  But 
the  enemy  giving  them  no  prefent  difturbance,  they  exa- 
mined their  fnapfacks,  and  taking  a  little  refreshment,  the 
Captain  orders  one  party  to  guard  the  hdrfes,  and  the  o- 
ther  to  fcout,  who  foon  met  with  a  track,  and  following 
of  it*  they  were  brought  to  a  fmall  company  of  Indians, 
who  proved  to  be  Little  Eyes,  and  family,  and  near  relati- 
ons, who  were  of  Sogkonate,  but  had  forfaken  their  coun- 
trymen, upon  their  making  peace  with  the  Englifi.  Some 
of  Capt.  Church's  Indians  afked  him,  If  he  did  not  know 
this  fellow  ?  Told  him,  This  is  the  rogue  that  would  have 
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killed  you  at  AwafhonkV  dance  •,  and  fignified  to  him  that 
now  he  had  an  opportunity  to  be  revenged  on  him,  Buti 
the  Captain  told  -them,  It  was  not  Englijhmen's  fajhion  to 
feek  revenge  and  that  he  Jhould  have  the  fame  quarter  the 
reft  had,  Moving  to  the  river  fide,  they  found  an  old 
canoe,  with  which  the  Captain  ordered  Little  Eyes  and 
his  company  to  be  carried  over  to  an  ifland  ;  telling  him,. 
He  would  leave  him  on  that  ifland  until  he  returned  \  and' 
left  the  Englijh  Jhould  light  on  them.,  and  kill  them,  he  would 
leave  his  coiifin*  Light-foot  ( whom  the  Englijh  knew  to  ba- 
th eir  friend)  to  be  his  guard,  Little  Eyes-  exprelfed  him- 
felf  very  thankful  to  the  Captain.  He  leaving  his  orders 
with  Ligkt-fovt,  returns  to  the  river  fide,  towards  Ponegan- 
fet,  to  Rujfell's  orchard  ;  coming  near  the  orchard,  they 
clapp'd  into  a  thicket,  and  there  Jodg'd  the  reft  of  the 
night  without  any  fire  ;  and  upon  the  morning  light  ap- 
pearing, moves  towards  the  orchard,  difcovers  lome  of 
the  enemy,  who  had  been  there  the  day  before,  and  had 
beat  down  all  the  apples,  and  carried  them  away  ;  difco- 
vered  alfo  where  they  had  lodg'd  that  night,  and  law  the 
ground  where  they  let  their  balkets  bloody,  being,  as  they 
fuppofed,  and  as  it  was  afterwards  difcovered  to  be,  with* 
the  flelh  of  fwine>  &c.  which  they  had  killed  that  day- t 
They  had  lain  under  the  fences  without  any  fires,  and 
feemed,  by  the  marks  they  left  behind  them,  to  be  very* 
numerous ;  perceived  alfo,  by  the  dew  on  the  grafs,  that 
they  had  not  been  long  gone  and  therefore  mov'd  apace 
in  purfuit  of  them.  Travelling  three  miles,  or  more,  they 
came  into  the  country  road,  where  the  track  parted,  one 
parcel  fleered  towards  the  weft  end  of  the  great  cedar 
fwamp,  and  the  other  to  the  eaft  vend.  The  Captairr 
halted,  and  told  his  Indian  foldiers,  That  they  had  heard* 
as  well  as  he,  what  fome  men  had  faid  at  Plymouth,  about' 
them,  &c.  That  nozv  was  a  good,  opportunity  for  eachparty\ 
to  prove  themfelves  :  T he  track  being  divided,  they  Jhould' 
follow  one,  and  the  Englijh  the  other  ^  being  equal  in  number. 
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The  Indians  declined  the  motion,  and  were  not  willing  to 
move  any  where  without  him  ;  faid,  they  fiould  not  think 
tbemfelves  fafe  without  him.  But  the  Captain  infifting  up- 
on it,  they  fubmitted  ;  he  gave  the  Indians  their  choice 
to  follow  which  track  they  pleafed  ;  they  replied,  They 
were  light,  and  able  to  travel,  therefore,  if  he  pleafed,  they 
would  take"  the  weft  track.  And  appointing  the  ruins  of 
John  Cook's  houle  at  Cujhnet,  for  the  place  to  meet  at,  each 
company  fet  out  bnfkly  to  try  their  fortunes.  Captain 
Church,  with  his  Englifh  ibldiers,  followed  their  track  un- 
til they  came  near  entering  a  miery  fwdmp,  when  the  Cap- 
tain heard  a  whittle  in  the  rear,  (which  was  a  note  for  a 
halt)  looking  behind  him,  he  faw  William  Fobes^lan  out 
of  the  company  and  made  towards  him,  who  haft'ned  to 
meet  him  as  faft  as  he  could  ;  Fohes  told  him  they  bad 
difcovered  abundance  of  Indians,  and  if  he  pleafed  to  go  a 
few  fteps  back  he  might  fee  them  himfelf :  He  did  fo, 
and  faw  them  acrofs  the  fwamp,  obferving  them,  he  per- 
ceived they  were  gathering  whortleberries,  and  that  they 
had  no  apprehenfions  of  their  being  fo  near  them  :  The 
Captain  fuppofed  them  to  be  chiefly  women,  and  therefore 
calling  one  Mr.  Billano,  who  was  acquainted  with  the 
ground,  and  the  Indian  language,  and  another  named  Mr. 
Barns ;  with  thefe  two  men  he  takes  right  thro'  the  fwampl 
as  faft  as  he  could,  and  orders  the  reft  to  haften  after 
them.  Capt.  Church,  with  Dillano  and  Bams,  having  good 
horfes,  fpurr'd  on,  and  were  foon  amongft  the  thickeft  of 
the  Indians,  and  out  of  fight  of  their  own  men  :  Among 
the  enemy  was  an  Indian  woman,  who  with  her  hufband 
had  been  drove  off  from  Rbode-IJland,  notwithftanding 
they  had  an  houfe  upon  Mr.  Sanford's  land,  and  had  plant- 
ed an  orchard  before  the  war ;  yet  the  inhabitants  would 
not  be  fatisfied  till  they  were  fent  off  ;  and  Capt.  Church, 
with  his  family,  living  then  at  the  laid  Sr.vford's,  came  ac- 
quainted with  them,  who  thought  it  very  hard  to  turn  of? 
fuch  old  quiet  people  :  But  in  the  end  it  proved  a  provi- 
dence 
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dence  and  an  advantage  to  him  ajid  his  family,  as  you 
may  fee  afterwards.  This  Indian  woman  knew  Captain 
Churchy  and  as  foon  as  fhe  knew  him,  held  up  both  her 
hands,  and  came  running  towards  him,  crying  aloud, 
Church,  Church,  Church.  Capt.  Church  bid  her  flop  the 
reft  of  the  Indians,  and  tell  them,  The  way  to  fave  their 
lives  was  not  to  run,  but  yield  themfehes  prifoners,  and  he 
would  not  kill  them  ;  fo  with  her  help  and  Dillano's,  who 
could  call  to  them  in  their  own  language,  many  of  them 
ftopped  and  -  furrendered  themfelves,  others  fcampering 
and  calling  away  their  bafkets,  betook  themfelves 
to  the  thickets,  but  Captain  Church  being  on  horfe-back 
foon  came  up  with  them,  and  laid  hold  of  a  gun  that  was 
in  the  hand  of  one  of  the  foremoft  of  the  company,  pul- 
led it  from  him,  and  told  him  he  muft  go  back.  And 
when  he  had  turned  them,  he  began  to  look  about  him  to 
fee  where  he  was,  and  what  was  become  of  his  company, 
hoping  they  might  be  all  as  well  employed  as  himfelf, 
but  could  find  none  but  Dillano,  who  was  very  bufy  ga- 
thering up  prifoners.  The  Captain  drove  his  that  he  had 
ftopped  to  the  reft,  inquiring  of  Dillano  for  their  compa- 
ny, but  could  have  no  news  of  them  ;  but  moving  back 
picked  up  now  and  then  a  ikulking  prifoner  by  the  way. 
When  they  came  near  the  place  where  they  firft  ftarted 
the  Indians,  they  difcovered  their  company  ftanding  in  a 
body  together,  and  had  taken  fome  few  prifoners  •,  when 
they  faw  their  Captain  they  haftened  to  meet  him  :  They 
told  him  they  found  it  difficult  getting  through  the  fwamp, 
and  neither  feeing  nor  hearing  any  thing  of  him,  they  con- 
cluded the  enemy  had  killed  him,  and  were  at  a  great 
lofs  what  to  do. 

Having  brought  their  prifoners  together  they  found 
they  had  taken  and  killed  66  of  the  enemy.  Captain 
Church  then  afked  the  old  fquaw,  What  company  they  be- 
longed  unto  ?  She  faid,  they  belonged  part  to  Philip,  and 
part  to  Qunnappin  and  the  Narraganfet  Sachem,  difcovered 
F  '  alfo 


dfoi  upon  her  declaration,  that  both  Philip  and  Qunappin 
were  about  two  miles  off,  in  the  great  cedar  fwamp  ;  he 
inquired  of  her,  What  company  ihey  had  with  them?  She 
aniwered,  Abundance  of  Indians.    The  fwamp,  me  laid, 
was  full  of  Indians  from  one  end  unto  the  other,  that  were 
fettled  there,  that  there  were  ftear  an  hundred  men  came  from 
the  fwamp  with  thsm,  and  left  them  upon  that  plain  to  ga- 
ther wh  or  tie-berries,  and  promifed  to  call  them  as  they  came 
hack  out  0/Sconticut-Neck;  whither  they  went  to  kill  cattle 
and  horfes  for  provifions  for  the  company.    She  perceiving 
Captain  Church  move  towards  the  neck,  told  him,  If  they 
went  that  way  they  would-  all  be  killed.    He  alked  her, 
Where-about  they  cr.ofjed  the  river  ?  She  pointed  to  the  up- 
per pafiing  place,    Upon  which  Captain  Church  paffed 
over  lb  low  down  as  he  thought  it  not  probable  they  mould 
meet  with  his  track  in  their  return-,  and  haftened  toward 
the  ifland,  where  he  left  Little  Eyes  with  Lightfoot.  Find- 
ing a  convenient  place  by  the  river  fide  for  fecuring  his 
prifoners,  Captain  Church,  and  Mr.  Dillano  went  down  to 
&e  what  was  become  of  Captain  Lightfoot,  and  the  pri- 
ioners  left  in  his  charge:    Lightfoot  feeing  and  knowing 
them,  foon  came  over  with  his  broken  canoe,  and  in- 
formed them,  That  he  had  feen  that  day  about  100  men  of 
the  enemy  go  down  into  Sconticut  Neck,  and  that  they  were 
now-  returning  again  :  Upon  which  they  three  ran  down 
immediately  to  a  meadow  where  Lightfoot  faid  the  Indians 
had  paffed,  where  they  not  only  faw  their  tracks,-  but  al- 
fo  them  :  Whereupon  they  lay  clofe  until  the  enemy  came 
into  the  faid  meadow,,  and  the  foremoft  fet  down  his  load 
and  halted,  until  all  the  company  came  up,  and  then  took 
up  their  loads  and  marched  a^ain  the  fame  way  that  they 
came  down  into  the  neck,  which  was  the  nearer!  way  un- 
to their  camp;  had  they  gone  the  other  way  along  the- 
river,  they  could  not  have  miffed  Captain  Church's  track, 
which  would  doubtlefs  have  expofed  them  to  the  lofs  of 
their  prtfbners,  if  not  of  their  lives.    But  as  foon  as  the 
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coaft  was  clear  of  them,  the  Captain  fends  his  Lightfoot  to 
fetch  his  prifoners  from  the  ifland,  while  he  and  Mr.  BiU 
lano  returns  to  the  company,  fentpartof  them  to  conduct 
Lightfoot  and  his  company  to  the  aforefaid  meadow, 
where  Captain  Church  and  his  company  met  them.  Crof- 
fing  the  enemies  track  they  made  all  hafte  until  they  got 
over  Mattapoifet-river*  near  about  four  miles  beyond  the 
ruins  of  Cook's  houfe,  where  he  appointed  to  meet  his  In- 
dian company,  whither  he  fent  Dillano  with  two  more  to 
meet  them  ;  ordering  them,  that  if  the  Indians  were  not 
arrived  to  wait  for  them.  Accordingly,  finding  no  Indians 
there,  they  waited  until  late  in  the  night,  when  they  ar- 
rived with  their  booty.  They  defpatched  a  poft  to  their 
Captain,  to  give  him  an  account  of  their  fuccefs  ;  but 
the  day  broke  before  they  came  to  him ;  and  when  they 
had  compared  fuccefTes,  they  very  remarkably  found  that 
the  number  that  each  company  had  taken  and  (lain,  was 
equal.  The  Indians  had  killed  three  of  the  enemy,  and 
taken  63  prifoners,  as  the  Engli/h  had  done  before  them. 
Both  Englijh  and  Indians  were  furprifed  at  this  remark- 
able providence,  and  were  both  parties  rejoicing  at  it; 
being  both  before  afraid  of  what  might  have  been  the 
unequal  fuccefs  of  the  parties  ;  but  the  Indians  had  the 
fortune  to  take  more  arms  than  the  Englifi.  They  told 
the  Captain,  That  they  had  miffed  a  hrave  opportunity  by 
parting ;  they  came  upon  a  great  town  of  the  enemy,  viz. 
Captain  Tyaflcs  company,  ( Tyafks  was  the  next  man  to  Phi- 
lip :)  They  fired  upon  the  enemy  before  they  were  difcoveredy 
and  ran  upon  them  with  a  fhout ;  the  men  ran  and  left  their 
wives  and  children,  and  many  of  them  their  guns.  They  took 
Tyalks  wife  and  fon,  and  thought  that  if  their  Captain  and 
the  Englifh  company  had  been  with  them  they  might  have 
taken  fome  hundreds  of  them ;  and  now  they  determined  not 
to  part  any  more. 

That  Night  Philip  fent  (as  afterwards  they  found  out) 
'  a  great  army  to  waylay  Captain  Church  at  the  entring  on 
*  In  Rocbejier.         '  F  2  ©f 
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of  Affawompfet  neck,  expecting  he  would  have  returned' 
the  fame  way  he  went  in  ;  but  that  was  never  his  method" 
to  return  the  fame  way  that  he  came  ;  and  ac  this  time 
going  another  way,  he  efcaped  falling  into  the  hands  of 
his  enemies.  The  next  day  they  went  home  >by  Scipi- 
can,  and'  got  well  with  their  prifoners  to  Plymouth.  .  |Mt 

He  foon  went  out  again,  and  this  ftroke  he  drove  mzny 
weeks  >  and  when  he  took  any  number  of  prifoners,  he 
would  pick  out  fome  that  he  took  a  fancy  to,  and  would 
tell  them,  He  took  a  particular-  fancy  to  them,  and  had  chofe 
them  for  himfelf  to  make  foldiers  of  and  ij  any  would  be- 
have  themfelves  well,  he  would  do  well  by  them,  and  they 
fbculd  be  his  men,  and  not  fold  out  of  the  country.  If  he  per- 
ceived they  looked  furly,  and  his  Indian  foldiers  called 
them  treacherous  dogs,  as  fome  of  them  would  fometimes 
do,  all  the  notice  he  would  take  of  it,  would  only  be  to 
clap  them  on  the  back,  and' tell  them,  Come,  csme,  you 
look  wild  and  furly,  and  mutter,  but  that  fignifies  nothing 9 
thefe  my  beft  foldiers  wert  a  little  while  ago  as  wild  and  fur- 
ly as  you  are  now  ;  by  that  time  you  have  been  but  one  day 
along  with  me,  you'll  love  me  too,  and  be  as  brifk  as  a^y  of 
them.  And  it  proved  fo  ;  for  there  was  none  of  them  but 
(after  they  had  been  a  little  while  with  him,  and  feen  his 
behaviour,and  how  cheerful  and  fuceefeful  his  men  were) 
would  be  as  ready  to  pilot  him  to  any  place  where  the  In-' 
dians  dwelt,  or  haunted  (though  their  own  fathers  or 
neareft  relations  mould  be  among  them)  or  to  fight  for 
him,  as  any  of  his  own  men- 

Captain  Church  was  in  two  particulars  much  advan- 
taged by  the  great  Englifb  army  that  was  now  abroad. 
One  was,  that  they  drove  the  enemy  down  to  that  part 
of  the  country,  viz.  to  the  eaft ward  of  Taunton  river,  by 
which  his  bufinefs  was  nearer  home.  The  other  was,  that 
when  he  fell  on  with  a  pufh  upon  any  body  of  the  enemy 
(were  they  never  fo  many)  they  fled,  expecling  the  great 
army.    And  his  manner  of  marching  through  the  woods 

was 


SKrasfuch,  as  if  he  were  difcovered,  they  apoeareo  to  be 
more  than  they  were ;  for  he  always  marched  at  a  wide 
diftance  one  from  another,  partly  for  their  fafety :  And 
.this  was  an  Indian  cuftom  to  march  thin  and  fcattered. 
Captain  Church  inquired  of  fome  of  the  Indians  that  were 
become  his  foldiers,  How  they  got  juch  advantage  tften  of 
the  Engltfh  in  their  marches  through  the  woods  ?  They 
told  him,  that  the  Indians  gained  great  advantage  of  the 
Englijh  by  two  things;  the  Indians  always  took  care  in 
their  marches  and  fights,  not  to  come  too  thick  together ; 
but  the  Englijh  always  kept  in  a  heap  together,  that  it 
was  as-eafy  to  hit  them  as  to  hit  an  houfe.  The  other 
"Was,'  that  if  at  any  time  they  difcovered  a  Company  of 
Englijh  foldiers  in  the  woods,  they  knew  that  there  was 
all,  for  the  Englijh^  never  fcattered  •  but  the  Indians  al- 
ways divided  and  fcattered. 

Captain  Church  now  at  Plymouth,  fomething  or  other 
happened  that  kept  him  at  home  a  few  days,  until  a  poll 
came  to  Marjhjield  on  the  Lord's  day  morning,  inform- 
ing the  Governor  that  a  great  army  of  Indians  were  dif- 
covered, who  it  was  fuppofed  were  defigning  to  get  over 
the  river  towards  Taunton  or  Bridgwater^  to  attack  thofe 
.towns  that  lay  on  that  fide  the  river.  The  Governor 
haftened  to  Plymouth,  raifed  what  men  he  could  by  the 
way,  came  to  Plymouth  in  the  beginning  of  the  forenoon 
exercife ;  fent  for  Captain  Church  out  of  the  meeting- 
-houfe,  gave  him  the  news,  and  defired  him  immediately 
to  rally  what  of  his  company  he  could  ;  and  what  men  he 
had  raifed  fhould  join  them.  The  Captain  beftirs  him- 
felf,  but  found  no  bread  in  the  ftore-houfe,  and  fo.was 
forced  to  run  from  houfe  to  houfe  to  get  houfhold  bread 
for  their  march  ;  but  this  nor  any  thing  elfe  prevented 
his  marching  by  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon  exercife  i 
Marching  with  what  men  were  ready,  he  took  with  him 
the  poft  that  came  from  Bridgwater  to  pilot  him  to  the 
place,  where  he  thought  he  might  meet  with  the' enemy. 

F  £  hi 
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In  the  evening  they  heard  a  fmart  firing  at  a  diftance  from 
them  ;  but  it  being  near  night,  and  the  firing  but  of  fhort 
continuance,  they  miffed  the  place,  and  went  into  Bridg- 
water town.  It  feems  the  occafion  of  the  firing  was,  that 
Philip  finding  that  Captain  Church  made  that  fide  of  the 
country  too  hot  for  him,  defigned  to  return  to  the  other 
fide  of  the  country  that  he  came  laft  from.  And  com- 
ing to  Taunton  river  with  his  company,  they  felled  a  great 
tree  acrofs  the  river,  for  a  bridge  to  pafs  over  on  and 
juft  as  Philip's  old  uncle  Akkompoin,  and  fome  other  of 
his  chiefs  were  paffing  over  the  tree,  fome  brifk  Bridg- 
water lads  had  ambuftied  them,  fired  upon  them,  and 
killed  the  old  man,  and  feveral  others,  which  put  a  flop 
to  their  coming  over  the  river  that  night. 

Next  morning  Capt.  Church  moved  very  early  with  his 
company,  which  was  increafed  by  many  of  Bridgwater* 
that  inlifted  under  him  for  that  expedition,  and,  by  their 
piloting,  foon  came  very  ftill  to  the  top  of  the  great  tree 
which  the  enemy  had  fallen  acrofs  the  river ;  and  the 
Captain  fpy'd  an  Indian  fitting  on  the  flump  of  it  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  river,  and  he  clapp'd  his  gun  u,p,  and  had 
doubtlefs  defpatched  him,  but  that  one  of  his  own  Indians 
called  haftily  to  him,  not  to  fire,  for  he  believed  it  was 
one  of  their  own  men  ;  upon  whith  the  Indian  upon  the 
ftump  look'd  about,  and  Capt.  Church's,  Indian  feeing  his 
face  perceived  his  mifkake,  for  he  knew  him  to  be  Philips 
clapp'd  up  his  gun  and  fired,  but  it  was  too  late,  for  Phi- 
lip immediately  threw  himfelf  off  the  ftump,  leap'd  down 

a  bank  on  the  fide  of  the  river,  and  made  his  efcape.  

Capt.  Church,  as 'foon  as  poffible,  got  over  the  river,  and* 
fcattered  in  queft  of  Philip  and  his  company  :  but  the  e- 
nemy  fcattered  and  fled  every  way-;  but  he  pick'd  up  a 
considerable  many  of  their  women  and  children,  among 
which  was  Philip's  wife,  and  fon  of  about  nine  years  old. 
Difcovering  a  considerable  new  track  along  the  river,  and 
examining  the  prifoners,  found  it  was  §unnappin  and  the^ 
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$$wragnnfets,  that  were  drawing  off  from  thofe  parts  to- 
wards the  Narraganfet  country  ;  he  inquired  of  the  pri- 
soners, Whether  Philip  was  gone  in  the  fame  track  f  They' 
told  him,  They  did  not  know,  for  he  fled  in  a  great  fright 
■when  the  firft  Englifh  gun  was  fired,  and  they  had  none  of 
them  ,[een  or  heard  any  thing  of  him  ftnce.  Capt.  Church 
left  part  of  his  company  there  to  fecure  the  prifoners  they 
got, 'and, to  pick  up  what  more  they  could  find  and  with 
the  reft  of  his  company  haftenedin  the  track  of  the  ene- 
my,  to  overtake  them,  if  it  might  be,  before  they  got  over 
.the  river,  and  ran  fome  miles  along  the  river,  until  he  came 
-to  a  place  where  the  Indians  had  waded  over ;  and  he  with 
his  company  waded  over  after  them  up  to  the  arm-pits 
-  .being  almoft  as  wet  before  with  fweat  as  the  river  could 
make  them  :  Following  about  a  mile  further,  aad  not  o- 
vertaking  them,  and  the  Captain  being  under  neceffity.to 
return  that  might  to  the  army,  came  to  an  halt,  told  his 
.company,  he  muft  return  to  Ms  other  men*  His  Indian  fol- 
diers  moved  for  leave  to  purfue  the  enemy  (though  he 
xeturn'd  faid.  The  Narraganfets  were  great  roguess  and 
they  wanted  to  he  revenged  on  them  for  killing  fome  of 
their  relations  ±  named  T ockamona,  \Awafhonk\  brother) 
and  fome  others.  Capt.  Church  .bad  them  go  and  profper, 
»and  made  Light  foot  their  chief,  and  gave  him  the.  title  of 
Captain  :  Bid  them  go  and  quit  themfohes  like  met :  And 
away  they  fcampered  like  fo  many  horfes.  Next  morning 
. early  they  returned  to  their  Captain,  and  informed  him, 
That  they  had  come  up  with  the  enemy,  and  kiWd  feveral  of 
ihem,  and  brought  him  thirteen  of  them  prifoners  ;  were 
mighty  proud  of  their  exploit,  and  rejoiced  much  at  the 
.opportunity  of  avenging  themfelves.  Capt.  Church  fent 
the  prifoners  to  Bridgwater,  and  fent  out  his  fcouts  to  fee 
what  enemies  or  tracks  they  could,  difcovering  fome  fmali 
tracks,  he  follows  them,  found  where  the  enemy  had  kin- 
jdied  fome  fires,  and  roafted  fome  flefli,  &c.  but  had  put 
mt  their  fires  and  were  gone.  The  Captain  followed 
-  ^^mm:.    F  a  '  them 
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them  by  the  track,  putting  his  Indians  in  the  front ;  fome 
of  which  were  fuch  as  he  had  newly  taken  from  the  ene- 
my, and  added  to  his  company.  Gave  them  orders  to 
march  foftly,  and  upon  hearing  a  whittle  in  the  rear,  to  fit 
down,  till  further  order  :  Or,  upon  difcovery  of  any  of  the 
enemy,  to  flop,  for  his  deiign  was,  if  he  could  difcover 
where  the  enemy  were,  not  to  fall  upon  them  (unlefs  ne- 
ceffitated  to  it)  until  next  morning.  The  Indians  in  the 
front  came  up  with  many  women  and  children,  and  others 
that  were  faint  and  tired,  and  fo  not  able  to  keep  up  with 
the  company  thefe  gave  them  an  account  that  Philips 
with  a  great  number  of  the  enemy,  were  a  little  before. — i 
Capt.  Church's  Indians  told  the  "others,  They  were  their 
prisoners i  but  if  they  would  fubmit  to  order,  and  be  ftill,  no 
cnejhould  hurt  them  :  They  being  their  old  acquaintance, 
were  eafily  perfuaded  to  conform.  A  little  before  funfet 
there  was  a  halt  in  the  front,  until  the  Captain  came  up, 
they  told  him,  They  difcovered  the  enemy.  He  ordered 
them  to  dog  them,  and  watch  their  motion  till  it  was  dark. 
But  Philip  foon  came  to  a  ftop,  and  fell  to  breaking  and 
ping  wood,  to  make  fires  ;  and  a  great  noife  they 
mace.  Captain  Church  draws  his  company  up  in  a  ring, 
and  fat  down  in  the  fwamp  without  any  noife  or  fire.  The 
Indian  prifoners  were  much  furprifed  to  fee  the  Englijk 
foldiers  but  the  Captain  told  them,  If  they  would  be  quiet 
and  not  make  any  difturbance  or  noife,  they  fhould  meet  with 
livil  treatment ;  but  if  they  made  any  difturbance,  or  offered 
to  run,  or  make  their  efcape,  he  would  immediately  kill  them 
all  5  fo  they  were  very  fubmiffive  and  obfequious.  When 
the  day  broke,  Captain  Church  told  his  prifoners,  That 
his  expedition  was  fuch  at  this  time  that  he  could  not  afford 
them  any  guard:  Told  them,  They  would  find  it  to  be  their 
inter  eft  to  attend  the  orders  he  was  now  about  to  give  them  ; 
which  was,  that  when  the  fight  was  over,  which  they  now 
expecled,  or  as  foon  as  the  firing  ceafed,  they  muft  follow  the 
track  of  his  company^  and  come  to  (hem.  (An  Indian  is  next 
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to  a  blood-hound  to  follow,  a  track.)  He  faid  to  them,  & 
would  be  in  vain  for  them  to  think  of  difebedienct,  or  to 
gain  any  thing  by  it,  for  he  had  taken  and  killed  a  great  ma~ 
ny  of  the  Indian  rebels,  and  ftoould  in  a  little  time  kill  and  take 
all  the  reft,  &c.  By  this  time  it  began  to  be  fo  light,  as 
the  time  that  he  ufually  chofe  to  make  his  onfet.  He 
moved,  fending  two  ibldiers  before,  to  try  if  they  could  pri- 
vately difcover  the  enemies  poftures.  But  very  unhappi- 
ly it  fell  out,  that  the  very  fame  time  Philip  had  fent  two 
of  his  as  a  fcout  upon  his  own  track,  to  fee  if  none  dog'd 
them  who  fpy'd  the  two  Indian  men,  and  turned  fhort 
about,  and  fled  with  all  fpeed  to  their  camp,  and  Captain 
Church  purfued  as  faft  as  he  could.  The  two  Indians  fet 
a  yelling  and  howling,  and  made  the  moft  hideous  noife 
they  could  invent,  foon  gave  the  alarm  to  Philip  and  his 
camp  ;  who  all  fled  at  the  firft  tidings,  left  their  kettles 
boiling,  and  meat  roafting  upon  their  wooden  fpits,  and 
ran  into  a  fwamp  with  no  other  breakfaft  than  what  Capt, 
Church  afterwards  treated  them  with.  Captain  Church 
purfuing,  fent  Mr.  Ifaac  Howland  with  a  party  on  one  fide 
of  the  fwamp,  while  himfelf  with  the  reft' ran  on  the  other 
fide,  agreeing  to  run  on  each  fide,  until  they  met  on  the 
further  end,  placing  fome  men  in  fecure  ftands  at  that  end 
of  the  fwamp  where  Philip  entered,  concluding  that  if 
they  headed  him  and  beat  him  back,  that  he  would  take 
back  in  his  own  track.  Captain  Church  and  Mr.  How- 
land  foon  met  at  the  further  end  of  the  fwamp  (it  not  being 
a  great  one)  where  they  met  with  a  great  number  of  the 
enemy,  well  armed,  coming  out  of  the  fwamp  ;  but,  on 
fight  of  the  Engliflj,  they  feemed  very  much  furprifed  and 
tack'd  fhort:  Captain  Church  called  haftily  to  them,  and 
faid,  If  they  fired  one  gun  they  were  all  dead  men  \  for  he 
would  have  them  to  know  that  he  had  them  hem'd  in,  with  a 
force,  fufficient  to  command  them ;  but  if  they  peaceably  fur- 
rendered  they  fhould  have  good  quarter,  &c.  They  feeing 
both  Indians  and  Englifo  come  fo  thick  upon  them,  were 
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fo  furprifed  that  many  of  them  flood  ftill  and  let  the  Eng- 
UJh  come  and  take  the  guns  out  of  their  hands,  when  they 
were  both  charged  and  cocked. 

Many,  both  men,  women  and  children  of  the  enemy, 
were  imprifoned  at  this  time,  while  Philip,  Tifpaquin,  To- 
tofon,  &c.  concluded  that  the  Englijh  would  purfue  them 
upon  their  tracks,  fo  were  waylaying  their  tracks  at  the 
firfl:  end  of  the  fwamp,  hoping  thereby  to  gain  a  fhot 
upon  Captain  Church,  who  was  now  better  employed  in 
taking  prifoners,  and  running  them  into  .a  valley,  in  form 
fomething  fhaped  like  a  punch- bowl,  and  appointing  a 
guard  of  two  files,  treble  armed  with  guns  taken  from  the 
enemy.  But  Philip  having  waited  all  this  while  in  vain, 
now  moves  on  after  the  reft  of  his  company,  to  fee  what 
was  become  of  them.  And  by  this  time  Capt.  Church 
was  got  into  the  fwamp  ready  to  meet  him ;  and  as  it 
happened  made  the  firft  difcovery,  clapp'd  behind  a  tree 
until  Philip's  company  came  pretty  near,  and  then  fired 
■upon  them,  killed  many  of  them,  &  axlofe  Ikirmifti  fol- 
lowed. Upon  this  Philip  having  grounds  fuffkient  to 
fufpeel  the  event  of  his  company  that  went  before  them, 
fled  back  upon  his  own  track  •,  and  coming  to  the  place 
where  the  ambufh  lay,  they  fired  on  each  other,  and  one 
Lucus,  of  Plymouth,  not  being  fo  careful  as  he  might 
have  been  about  his  ftand,  was  killed  by  the  Indians.  In 
this  fwamp-fkirmifh  Captain  Church  with  his  two  men, 
who  always  run  by  his  fide  as  his  guard,  met  with  three 
of  the  enemy,  two  of  which  furrendered  themfelves,  and 
the  Captain's  guard  feized  them ;  but  the  other,  being  a 
great,  ftout,  furly  fellow,  with  his  two  locks  tied  up  with 
red,  and  a  great  rattle-fnake  fkin  hanging  to  the  back 
part  of  his  head,  (whom  Captain  Church  concluded  to  be 
Totofon)  ran  from  them  into  the  fwamp ;  Captain  Church, 
in  perfon,  purfued  him  clofe,  till  coming  pretty  near  up 
with  him,  prefented  his  gun  between  his  moulders,  but 
it  milling  fire,  the  Indian  perceiving  it,  turned  and  pre- 
fented 
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fertted  at  Captain  Church,  and  miffing  fire  alfo  (their 
guns  taking  wet  with  the  fog  and  dew  of  the  morning;) 
but  the  Indian  turning  fhort  for  another  run,  his  toot 
tripped  in  a  fmall  grape-vine,  and  he  fell  flat  on  his  face  ; 
Captain  Church  was  by  this  time  up  with  him,  and  ftruck 
the  muzzle  of  his  gun  an  inch  and  an  half  into  the  back 
part  of  his  head,  which  deipatched  him  without  another 
blow.  But  Captain  Church  looking  behind  him  faw  To- 
tofon,  the  Indian,  whom  he  thought  he  had  killed,  come 
flying  at  him  like  a  dragon;  but  this  happened  to  be 
fair  in  fight  of  the  guard  that  were  fet  to  keep  the  prifon^ 
ers,  who,  fpying  Tot  of  on  and  others  that  were  following 
him,  in  the  very  feafonable  juncture  made  a  mot  upon 
them,  and  refcued  their  Captain  ;  tho'  he  was  in  no  fmall 
danger  from  his  friends  bullets,  for  fome  of  them  came 
fo  near  him  that  he  thought  he  felt  the  wind  of  them.  The 
Ikirmifti  being  over,  they  gathered  their  prifoners  together, 
and  found  the  number  that  they  had  killed  and  taken  was 
173,  (the  prifoners  which  they  took  over  night  included) 
Who  after  thefkirmifh  came  to  them,  as  they  were  ordered. 

Now  having  no  provifions  but  what  they  took  from  the 
jenemyp  they  haftened  to  Bridgwater,  fending  an  exprefs 
before  to  provide  for  them,  their  company  being  now  ve- 
ry numerous.  The  Gentlemen  of  Bridgwater  met  Capt. 
Church  with  great  expreffions  of  honour  and  thanks,  and 
received  him  and  his  army  with  all  due  refpect  and  kind 
treatment. 

Capt.  Church  drove  his  prifoners  that  night  into  Bridg- 
water pound,  and  fet  his  Indian  foldiers  to  guard  them. 
They  being  well  treated  with  victuals  and  drink,  they  had 
a  merry  night ;  and  the  prifoners  laughed  as  loud  as  the 
foldiers,  not  being  fo  treated  a  long  time  before. 

Some  of  the  Indians  now  faid  to  Captain  Church,  Sir, 
you  have  now  made  Philip  ready  to  die,  for  you  have  made 
him  as  poor  and  miferahle  as  he  ufed  to  make  the  Englilh ; 
for  you  have  now  killed  or  taken  all  his  relations.  That  they 

believed 
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believed  he  would  nowfoon  have  his  head,  and  ' that  this  bout 
had  almo/i  broke  his  heart. 

The  next  day  Captain  Church  moved  and  arrived  with 
all  his  prifoners  fafe  at  Plymouth.  The  great  Englifh  ar- 
my was  now  at  T aunton,  and  Major  Talcot,  with  the  Connec- 
ticut forces,  being  in  thefe  parts  of  the  country,  did  con- 
siderable fpoil  upon  the  enemy. 

Now  Captain  Church  being  arrived  at  Plymouth,  re- 
ceived thanks  from  the  government  for  his  good  fervice, 
&c.  many  of  his  foldiers  were  difbanded ;  and  he  tho't 
to  reft  himfelf  a  while,  being  much  fatigued,  and  his 
health  impaired,  by  exceffive  heats  and  colds,  and  wading 
thro'  rivers,  &?<■.  But  it  was  not  long  before  he  was  call- 
ed upon  to  rally,  upon  advice  that  fome  of  the  enemy 
were  difcovered  in  Dartmouth  woods.    He  took  his  In- 
dians, and  as  many  Engltjh  volunteers  as  prefented,  to 
go  with  him  ;  and  fcattering  into  imall  parcels,  Mr.  Ja- 
bez  Rowland  (who  was  now,  and  often,  his  Lieutenant, 
and  a  worthy  good  foldier)  had  the  fortune  to  difcover 
and  imprifon  a  parcel  of  the  enemy.  In  the  evening  they 
met  together  at  an  appointed  place,  and  by  examining  the 
prifoners,  they  gained  intelligence  of  Totofon's  haunt  ; 
and  being  brifc  in  the  morning,  they  foon  gained  an  ad- 
vantage of  Totofon's  .company,  tho'  he  himfelf  with  his 
fon  of  about  eight  years  old  made  their  efcape,  and  one 
old  fquaw  with  them,  to  Agawom,  his  own  country  i  but 
Sam  Barrow,  as  noted  a  rogue  as  any  among  the  enemy, 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Engltjh  at  this  time.  Capt.  Church 
told  him,  That  becaufe  of  his  inhuman  murders  and  barba- 
rities, the  Court  had  allowed  him  no  quarter,  but  was  to  be 
forthwith  put  to  death,  and  therefore  he  was  to  prepare  for 
it,  ^  Barrow  replied,  That  the  fentence  of  death  againft  him 
wasjufl,  and  that  indeed  he  was  afhamed  to  live  any  long- 
*r,  and  deftred  no  more  favour  than  to  fmoke  a  whiff  of 
tobacco  before  his  execution.    When  he  had  taken  a  few 
whiffs,  he  faid,  He  was  ready  j  upon  which  one  of  Capt. 
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Church's  Indians  funk  his  hatchet  into  his  brains.  The 
famous  Tot oj on  arriving  at  Agawom*  his  fon,  which  was. 
the  laft  that  was  left  of  the  family,  (Captain  Church  hav- 
ing deftroyed  all  the  reft)  fell  fick  :  The  wretch  reflecting 
upon  the  miferable  condition  he  had  brought  himfelf  in- 
to, his  heart  became  a  ftone  within  him,  and  died.  The' 
old  fquaw  flung  a  few  leaves  and  brum  over  him,  and 
came  into  Sandwich,  and  gave  this  account  of  his  death, 
and  offered  to  fhew  them  where  me  left  his  body  but 
never  had  the  opportunity,  for  fhe  immediately  fell  fick 
and  died  alfo. 

Captain  Church  being  now  ^Plymouth  again,  weary  and 
worn,  would  have  gone  home  to  his  wife  and  family,  but 
the  Government  being  folicitous  to  engage  him  in  the  fer- 
vice  until  Philip >  was  flain,  and  promifing  him  fatisfaclion 
and  redrefs  for  fOme  miftreatment  that  he  had  met  with 
he  fixes  for  another  expedition  :  He  had  foon  volunteers 
enough  to  make  up  the  company  he  defired,  and  marched 
thro'  the  woods,  until  he  came  to  Pocafet  ;  and  not  fee- 
ing or  hearing  of  any  of  the  enemy,  they  went  over  the 
fercy  to  Rhode- IJland,  to  refrelH  themfelves.  The  Capt.- 
with  about  half  a  dozen  in  his  company,  took  horfe  and 
rid  about  eight  miles  down  the  itland,  to  Mr.  Sandford\ 
where  he  had  left  his  wife  §  who  no  fooner  faw  him  but 
fainted  with  furprife ;  and  by  that  time  me  was  a  little 
revived,  they  fpied  two  horfemen  coming  a  great  pace. 
Captain  Church  told  his  company  that  thofe  men  (by 
their  riding)  came  with  tidings.  When  they  came  up 
they  proved  to  be  Major  Sandford,  and  Captain  Golding  % 
who  immediately  afked  Captain  Church,  what  he  would 
give  to hear  fame  news  of  Philip  ?  He  reply'd,  That  was 
what  he  wanted.  They  told  him,  They  had  rid  hard  with 
fome  hopes  of  overtaking  him,  and  were  new  come  on  pur- 
pofe  to  inform  him,  that  there  was  juft  now  tidings  from 

Mount- 
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This  Agawom  lies  in  Warebam, 
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Mount-Hope ;  an  Indian  came  down  from  thence  (where 
Philip'j  camp  now  was)  on  to  Sand-point,  over  againfi 
TripV,  and  halko'd,  and  made  fignsto  be  fetched  ever  •,  and 
being  fetched  over,  he  reported,  That  he  was  fled  from  Phi- 
lip, who  (laid  he)  has  killed  my  brother  jufi  before  I  came 
arjoy,  for  giving  fome  advice  that  difpleafed  him.  And 
faid,  he  was  fled  for  fear  of -meeting  with  the  fame  his  bro- 
ther had  met  with  :  Told  them  alfo,  That  Philip  was  now 
'  in  Mount-Hope  neck.  Captain  Church  thanked  them  for 
their  good  news,  and  faid,  he  hoped  by  to-morrow  morn- 
ing to  have  the  rogue's  head.  The  horfes  that  he  and  his 
company  came  on  ftanding  at  the  door,  (for  they  had  n©t 
been  unfaddled)  his  wife  muft  content  herfelf  with  a  fbort 
vifit,  when  fuch  game  was  ahead ;  they  immediately 
mounted,  fet  fpurs  to  their  horfes,  and  away.. 

The  two  Gentlemen  that  brought  him  the  tidings,  told 
him,  They  would  gladly  wait  upon  htm  to  fee  the  event  of 
the  expedition-,  he  thanked  them,  and  told  them,  he  mould 
be  as  fond  of  their  company  as  any  men's-,  and  (in  fhort) 
they  went  with  him.  And  they  were  foon  at  T rip's  ferry 
(with  Capt.  Church's  company)  where  the  deferter  was 
who  was  a  fellow  of  good  fenfe,  and  told  his  ftory  hand- 
fomely.  He  offered  Captain  Church  to  pilot  him  to  Phi- 
lip, and  to  help  to  kill  him,  that  he  might  revenge  his 
brother's  death.  Told  him,  that  Philip  was  now  upon  a 
little  fpot  of  upland,  that  was  in  the  fouth  end  of  the  miry 
fwamp,  jurf.  at  the  foot  of  the  Mount,  which  was  a  fpot 
of  ground  that  Captain  Church  was  well  acquainted  with. 
By  that  time  they  were  got  over  the  ferry,  and  came  near 
the  ground  half  the  night  was  fpent.  The  Captain  com- 
mands a  halt,  and  bringing  the  company  together,  he 
afked  Major  Sandford's  and  Captain  Golding's  advice,  what 
method  was  bell  to  take  in  making  the  onlet,  but  they  de- 
clined giving  him  any  advice,  telling  him,  That  his  great  ex- 
perience and fuccefs  forbid  their  taking  upon  them  to  give  ad- 
vice*   Then  Captain  Church  offered  Captain  Golding  that 
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he  mould  have  the  honour  (if  he  would  pleafe  to  accept 
of  it  J  to  beat  up  Philip's  head  quarters.  He  accepted  the 
offer,  and  had  his  allotted  number  drawn  out  to  him,  and 
the  pilot.  Captain  Church's  inftru&ions  to  him  were  to 
be  very  careful  in  his  approach  to  the  enemy,  and  be  fure 
not  to  mew  himfelf  until  by  day  light  they 'might  fee  and 
difcern  their  own  men  from  the  enemy ;  told  him  alfo, 
that  his  cuftom  in  the  like  cafes  was,  to  creep  with  his 
company,  on  their  bellies,  until  they  came  as  near  as  they 
could ;  and  that  as  foon  as  the  enemy  difcovered  them 
they  would  cry  out ;  and  that  was  the  word  for  his  men 
to  fire  and  fall  on.  Directed  him  when  the  enemy  mould 
ftart,  and  take  into  the  fwamp,  they  mould  purfue  with 
fpeed,  every  man  fhouting  and  making  what  noife  they 
could  for  he  would  give  orders  to  his  ambufcade  to  fire 
on  any  that  lhould  come  filently. 

Chaptain  Church  knowing  that  it  was  Philip's  cuftom 
to  be  foremoft  in  the  flight,  went  down  to  the  fwamp,  and 
gave  Capt,/F?7//Ws  of  Scituate  the  command  of  the  right 
wing  of  the  ambufti,  and  placed  an  Engliftman  and  an  In- 
dian together  behind  fuch  fhelters  of  trees,  &c.  that  he 
could  find,  and  took  care  to  place  them  at  fuch  diftance 
that  none  might  pafs  undifcovered  between  them,  charged 
them  to  be  careful  of  themfelves,  and  of  hurting  their 
friends,  and  to  fire  at  any  that  mould  come  filently  thro* 
the  fwamp  j  but  being  fomewhat  further  thro'  the  fwamp 
than  he  was  aware  of,  he  wanted  men  to  make  up  his  am- 
bufcade. Having  placed  what  men  he  had,  he  took 
Major  Sandford  bf  the  hand,  faid,  Sir,  J  have  fa  placed 
them  that  it  is  fcarcepoffible  Philip  lhould'  efcape  them.  The 
fame  moment  a  mot  whittled  over  their  heads,  and  then 
the  noife  of  a  gun  towards  Philip's  camp.  Captain  Church 
at  firft  thought  it  might  be  fome  gun  fired  by  accident ; 
but  before  he  could  fpeak,  a  whole  volley  followed,  which 
was  earlier  than  he  expected.  One  of  Philip's  gang  going 
forth  to  eafe  himfelf,  when  he  had  done,  looked  round 
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him,  and  Captain  Golding  tho't  the  Indian  looked  right 
at  him,  (though  probably  it  was  but  his  conceit)  fo  fired 
at  him,  and  upon  his  firing,  the  whole  company  that  were 
with  him  fired  upon  the  enemies  fhelter,  before  the  In- 
dians had  time  to  rife  from  their  fleep,  and  lb  overfhot 
them.  But  their  fhelter  was  open .  on  that  fide  next  the 
fwamp,  built  fo  on  purpofe  for  the  convenience  of  flight 
on  occafion.  They  were  foon  in  the  fwamp,  and  Philip 
the  foremoft,  who  ftarting  at  the  firfi  gun,  threw  his  pe-. 
tunk  and  powder-horn  over  his  head,  catch'd  up  his  gun, 
and  ran  as  faft  as  he  could  fcamper,  without  any  more 
clothes  than  his  fmall  breeches  and  ftockings,  and  ran  di- 
rectly on  two  of  Capt.  Church's  ambufh'  ;  they  let  him 
come  fair  within  mot,  and  the  Englishman's  gun  miffing 
fire,  he  bid  the  Indian  fire  away,  and  he  did  fo  to  purpofe, 
fent  one  mufket  bullet  through  his  heart,  and  another  not 
above  two  inches  from  it ;  he  fell  upon  his  face  in  the 
mud  and  water,  with  his  gun  under  him.  By  this  time 
the  enemy  perceived  they  were  waylaid  on  the  eaft  fide  of 
the  fwamp,  tack'd  fhort  about.  One  of  the  enemy,  who 
feem'd  to  be  a  great  furly  old  fellow,  halloo'd  with  a  loud 
voice,  and  often  called  out,  lootajh,  Iootajb ,  Capt.  Church 
called  to  his  Indian  Peter,  and  afk'd  him,  Who  that  was., 
that  calVd  fo  ?  He  anfwered,  It  was  old  Anna-won,  Philip9* 
great  Captain,  calling  on  his  foldiers  to  ftand  to  it,  &  fight 
froutly.  Now  the  enemy  finding  that  place  of  the  fwamp 
which  was  not  ambufh'd,  many  of  them  made  their  efcape 
in  the  EngUJJo  tracks.  The  man  that  had  mot  down  Phi* 
Hp,  ran  with  all  fpeed  to  Capt.  Church,  and  inform'd  him 
of  his  exploit,  who  commanded  him  to  be  filent  about  it, 
and  let  no  man  more  know  it,  until  they  had  drove  the 
iwamp  clean  but  when  they  had  drove  the  fwamp  thro', 
and  found  the  enemy  had  efcaped,  or  at  leafl  the  moft  of 
them,  and  the  fun  now  up,  and  fo  the  dew  gone,  that  they 
could  not  eafily  track  them,  the  whole  company  met  toge- 
ther at  the  place  where  the  enemies  night  fhelter  was  ;  and 
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then  Captain  Chureh  gave  them  the  news  of  Philip's, 
death  upon  which  the  whole  army  gave  three  loud  huz- 
zas. Captain  Church  ordered  his  body  to  be  pulled  out 
of  the  mire  on  to  the  upland,  fo  fome  of  Captain  Church's 
Indians  took  hold  of  him  by  his  ftockings,  and  fome  by 
his  fmall  breeches,  (being  otherwife  naked)  and  drew 
him  thro' the  mud  to  the  upland,  and  a  doleful,  great, 
naked,  dirty  beaft  he  looked  like.  Captain  Church  then 
faid,  That  f era/much  as  he  had  caufed  many  an  English- 
man's body  to  be  unburied,  and  to  rot  above  ground,  that 
not  one  of  his  bones  Jhould  be  buried.  And  calling  his  old 
Indian  executionej;,  bid  him  behead  and  quarter  him  ;  ac- 
cordingly he  came  with  his  hatchet  and  flood  over  him, 
but  before  he  ftruck  he  made  a  fmall  fpeech,  directing  in 
to  Philip,  and  faid,  He  had  been  a  very  great  man,  and 
had  made  many  a  man  afraid  of  him,  but  fo  big  as  he  %vas 
he  would  now  ^  chop  his  arfe  fir  him  ;  and  fo  he  went  to 
work,  and  did  as  he  was  ordered.  Philip  ha  vino-  one 
very  remarkable  hand,  being  much  Icarred,  occafioned 
by  the  fplitting  of  apiftol  in  it  formerly;  Captain  Church 
gave  the  head  and  that  hand  to  Alderman,  the  Indian 
who  mot  him,  to  mew  to  fuch  Gentlemen  as  would  be- 
ftow  gratuities  upon  him  \  and  accordingly  he  got  many 
a  penny  by  it. 

_  This  being  on  the  laft  day  of  the  week,  theCapt.  with 
his  company  returned  to  the  ifland,  tarried  there  until 
Tuefday ;  and  then  v/ent  off  and  ranged  thro'  all  the 
woods  to  Plymouth,  and  received  their  Premium,  which 
was  Thirty  Shillings  per  head,  for  the  enemies  which  they 
had  killed  or  taken,  inftead  of  all  wages ;  and  Philip's 
head  went  at  the  fame  price.  Methinks  it  is  fcanty  re- 
ward and  poor  encouragement ;  tho'  it  was  better  than 
what  had  been  fome  timevbefore.  For  this  march  they 
received  Four  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  a  man,  which  was  all 
the  reward  they  had,  except  the  honor  of  killing  Philip, 
This  was  in  the  latter  end  of  Auguft,  i6y6. 

G  Captain 
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Captain  Church  had  been  but  a  litde  while  at  Plymouth, 
before  a  poll  from"  Rehoboth  came  to  inform  the  govern- 
ment, that  old  Annawon,  Philip's  chief  Capc-tin  was  with 
his  company  ranging  about  their  woods,  and  was  very 
ofrenfive  and  pernicious  to  Rehoboth  and  Swanjey.  Capt. 
Church  was  immediately  fent  for  again,  and  treated  with 
to  engage  in  ore  expedition  more-,  he  told  them,  7 heir 
encouragement  was  fo  poor, he  feared  his  foldiers  would  be  dull 
about  going  again  but  being  a  hearty  friend  to  the  caufe, 
he  rallies  again,  goes  to  Mr.  Jab  ex  Rowland,  his  old  Lieu- 
tenant, and  fome  of  his  foldiers  thatufed  to  go  out  with 
him  told  them  how  the  cafe  was  qreumftanced,  and 
that  he  had  intelligence  of  old  Annawon1  s  walk  and  haunt, 
and  wanted  hands  to  hunt  him  ;  they  did  not  want  much 
entreating,  but  told  him,  They  would  go  with  him,  as  long 
as  there  was  an  Indian  left  in  the  woods.  He  moved  and 
ranged  thro*  the  woods  to \  Pocaffct. 

It  being  the  latter  end  of  the  week,  he  propofed  to  go 
on  to  Rhode-IJland,  and  reft  until  Monday  ;  but  on  the 
Lord's  day  morning,  there  came  a  poft  to  inform  the 
Captain,  that  early  the  fame  morning  a  canoe  with  feve- 
ral  Indians  in  it  paffed  from  Prudence- IJland  to  Poppa- 
fquajh  neck.*  Captain  Church  thought  if  he  could  poffibly 
furprife  them,  he  might  probably  gain  fome  intelligence 
of  more  game  ;  therefore  he  made  alipoffible  fpeed  after 
them.  The  ferry-boat  being  out  of  the  way,  he  made  ufe 
of  canoes  ;  but  by  that  time  they  had  made  two  freights, 
•  and  had  got  over  the  Captain,  and  about  15  or  16  of  his 
Indians,  the  wind  fprurig  up  with  fuch  violence  that  ca- 
noes could  no  more  pafs.  The  Captain  feeing  it  was  inv 
pofiible  for  any  more  of  his  foldiers  to  come  to  him,  he 
told  his  Indians,  If  they  were  willing  to  go  with  him,  he 
would  go  to  Poppafquafh,  and  fee  if  they  could  catch  fome 
cf  the  enemy  Indians.  They  were  willing  to  go,  but  were 
forry  they  had  no  Englifh  foldiers  ;  fo  they  marched  thro* 
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the  thickets  that  they  might  not  be  difcovered,  until  they 
came  unto  the  fait  meadow,  to  the  north  ward  of  Briflot, 
town,  that  now  is.  Then  they  heard  a  gun,  the  Cap- 
tain looked  about,  not  knowing  but  it  might  be  fome  of 
his  own  company  in  the  rear  ib  halting  till  they  all  came 
up,  he  found  it  was  none  of  his  own  company  that  fired. 
Now  tho'  he  had  but  a  few  men,  was  minded  to  fend 
fome  of  them  out  on  a  fcout.  He  moved  it  to  Captain 
Lightfoot  to  go  with  three  more  on  a  fcout ;  he  faid  he 
was  willing,  provided  the  Captain's  man  Nathaniel  (which 
was  an  Indian  they  had  lately  taken)  might  be  one  of 
them,  becaufe  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  neck,  and 
coming  lately  from  among  them,  knew  how  to  call  them. 
The  Captain  bid  him  choofe  his  three  companions,  and 
go  ;  and  if  they  came  acrofs  any  of  the  enemy,  not  to  kill 
them  if  they  could  poffibly  take  them  alive ;  that  they 
might  gain  intelligence  concerning  Annawon.  The  Capt. 
with  the  reft  of  his  company  moved  but  a  little  way  fur- 
ther toward  Poppafquajh,  before  they  heard  another  gun, 
which  feemed  to  be  the  fame  way  with  the  other,  but  fur- 
ther off ;  but  they  made  no  halt  until  they  came  unto  the 
narrow  of  Poppafquajb  neck  ;  where  Capt.  Church  left 
three  men  more,  to  watch  if  any  mould  come  out  of  the 
neck,  and  to  inform  the  fcout  when  they  returned  which 
way  he  was  gone. 

He  parted  the  remainder  of  his  company,  half  on  one 
fide  of  the  neck,  and  the  other  with  himfelf  went  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  neck,  until  they  met  5  and  meeting  nei- 
ther with  Indians  nor  canoes,  returned  big  with  expecta- 
tions of  tidings  by  their  fcout ;  but  when  they  came  back 
to  the  three  men  at  the  narrow  of  the  neck,  they  told  their 
Captain  the  fcout  was  not  returned,  had  heard  nor  feen 
any  thing  of  them :  This  filled  them  with  thoughts  of 
what  fhould  become  of  them  by  that  time  they  had  fat 
and  waited  an  hour  longer,  it  was  very  dark,  and  they 
defpaired  of  their  returning  to  them.  Some  of  the  In- 
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dians  cold  their  Captain,  They  feared  his  new  man  Natha?- 
niel  had  met  with  his  eld  Mount-Hoptt  friends,  a; 
turned  rogue.  They  concluded  to  make  no  fires  that  night, 
(and  indeed  they  had  no  great  need  of  any)  for  they  had 
no  victuals  to  cook,  had  not  fo  much  as  a  morfel  of  bread 
with  them. 

They  took  np  their  lodging  Mattering,  that  if  poflibly 
their  fcout  mould  come  in  the  night,  and  whiftle  (which 
was  their  fign)  fom£  or  other  of  rhem  might  hear  them. 
They  nad  a  very  folitary,  hungry  night  *,  and  as  foon  as 
the  day  broke  they  drew  oft  thro'  the  brum  to  a  hill  with- 
out the  neck,  and  looking  about  them  they  efpiecl  one 
Indian  man  come  running  fomewhat-  towards  them  the 
Captain  ordered  one  man  to  ftep  out  and  mew  himfelf. 
Upon  this  the  Indian  ran  right  to  him,  and  who  mould  it 
be  but  Capt.  Light  foot,  to  their  great  joy.  Capt.  Church 
afked  him,  What  news  ?  He  anfwered,  Good  news,  they 
were  all  well,  and  had  catched  ten  Indians,  and  that  they 
guarded  them  all  night  in  one  of  the  flankers  of  the  c/4/Englifti 
garrifon;  that  their  prifcners  were  part  0/Annawon's  com- 
pany, and  that  they  had  left  their  families  in  a  fwamp  above 
MattapoiietNeck.*  And  as  they  were  marching  towards 
the  old  garrifon,  Lightfoot  gave  Capt.  Church  a  particular 
account  of  their  exploit,  viz.  That  prefently  after  they  lejt 
him,  they  heard  another  gun,  which  feemed  towards  the  In- 
dian burying  place,  and  moving  that  way,  they  difcovered 
two  of  the  enemy  fleeing  of  an  horfe.  The  fcout  clapping  into 
the  brufh,  Nathaniel  bid  them  fit  do  :n,  and  he  would  pre- 
fently cell  all  the  Indians  thereabout  unto  him.  They  hid, 
and  he  went  a  little  diftance  back  from  them,  and  fet  up  his 
note,  and  bowled  like  a  wolfc.  One  of  the  two  immediately 
left  his  horfe  and  came  running  to  fee  who  was  there ;  but 
Nathaniel  howling  lower  and  lower  drew  him  in  between 
thofe  that  lay  in  wait  for  him,  who  Jeized  him  ;  Nathaniel 
sont'tnuing  the  fame  note,  the  other  left  the  horfe  alfo,  fol- 
lowing 
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-      his  mate,  and  met  with  the  fame.  When  they  caught 
wo  they  examined  them  apart ,  and  found  them  to  agree 
■  jhry,  that  there  were  eight  mere  of  them  come  down- 
■.into  tm  neck  ,  to -get  provijions,  and  had  agreed  to  meet  at  the 
tury ->/.o  -plo.ee  that  evening.    Thefe  two  being  fame  of  Na- 
s  old  acquaintance,  he  had  great  influence  upon  them^ 
th  his  enticing  ftory,  ( telling  what  a  brave  Captain 
ho  bad,  how  bravely  he  lived fince  he  had  been  with  him, 
and  how  much  they  might  better  their  condition  by  turning  to 
occ.)  psrfuaded  and  engaged  them  to  be  on  "his fide, 
vj  cich  indsea  now  began  to  be  the  better  fide  of  the  hedge, 
tfbey-  wetted  but  a  little  while  before  they  efpied  the  reft  of 
'  :,  conring  tip  to  the  burying  place,  and  Nathaniel  foon 
bowled  them  in  as  he  had  done  their  mates  before. 

When  Capt.  Church  came  to  the  garrifon?  he  met  his 
Lieutenant  and  the  reft  of  his  company  ;  and  then  making 
up  good  fires  they  fell  to  roafting  their  horfe-becf,  enough 
to  laft  them  the  whole  day,  but  had  not  a  morfel  of  bread; 
tho5  fait  they  had,  which  they  always  carried  in  their  poc- 
kets, which,  at  this  time  was  very  acceptable  to  them. 
Their  next  motion  was  towards  the  place  where  the  pri- 
foners  told  them  they  had  left  their  women  and  children, 
and  furprifed  them  all,  and  fome  others  that  were  newly 
come  to  them.  And  upon  examination  they  held  to  one 
ftory,  that  it  was  hard  to  tell  where  to  find  Annawohv  for 
he  never  roofted  twice  in  a  place.  Now  a  certain  Indian 
foldier  that  Captain  Church  had  gained  over  to  be  on  his 
fide,  prayed  that  he  might  have  liberty  to  go  and  fetch  in 
his  father,  who,  he  faid,  was  about  four  miles  from  that 
place,  in  a  fwamp,  with  no  other  than  a  young  fquaw. 
Capt.  Church  inclined  to  go  with  him,  thinking  it  might 
be  in  his  way  to  gain  fome  intelligence  of  Annawon ; 
and  fo  taking  one  Englijbman  and  a  few  Indians  with 
him,  leaving  the  reft  there,  he  went  with  his  new  foldier 
to  look  his  father.  When  he  came  to  the  fwamp  he  bid 
the  Indian  go  to  fee  if  he  could  find  his  father  j  he  was  no 
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fooner  gone  but  Captain  Church  difcovered  a  track  com- 
ing down  out  of  the  woods,  upon  which  he  and  his  little 
company  lay  clofe,  fome  on  one  fide  of  the  track,  and 
fome  on  the  other.    They  heard  the  Indian  foldier  make 
a  howling  for  his  father    and  at  length  fome  body  an- 
fwered  him,  but  while  they  were  liftening,  they  thought 
they  heard  fomebody  coming  towards  them,  prefently 
law  an  old  man  coming  up  with  a  gun  on  hi1  moulder, 
and  a  young  woman  following,  In  the  track  which  they 
Jay  by  :  They  let  them  come  up  between  them,  and  then 
ftarted  up  and  laid  hold  of  them  both.    Captain  Church 
immediately  examined  them  apart,  telling  them,  What 
they  muft  trufi  too  if  they  told  falfe  ftories :  He  afked  the 
young  woman,  What  company  they  came  from  laft  ?  She 
faid,  From. Cap.  Annawon's.    He  afked  her,  How  many 
were  in  company  with  him  when  fke  left  him  ?  She  faid  56 
Or  60.    He  afked  her,  How  many  miles  it  was  to  the  pace 
where  Jhe  left  him  ?  She  faid,  She  did  not  underfiand  miles, 
but  he  was  up  in  Squannaconk  Swamp*    The  old  man 
who  had  been  one  of  Philip's  council,  upon  examination, 
gave  exactly  the  fame  account.    Captain  Church  afked 
him,  If  they  could  get  there  that  night  ?  He  faid,  If  they 
went  prefently,  and  travelled  flout ly,  they  might  get  there  by 
funfct.  He  afked,  Whither  he  was  going  ?    He  anfwered, 
'That  Annawon  had  fent  him  down  to  look  for  fome  Indians, 
that  were  gone  down  into  Mount-Hope  neck  to  kill  provi- 
ftons.    Capt.  Church  let  him  know  that  thofe  Indians  were 
all  his  prifoners.    By  this  time  came  the  Indian  foldier 
and  brought  his  father  and  one  Indian  more.   The  Capt. 
was  now  in  great  ftraight  of  mind  what  to  do  next,  he  had 
a  mind  to  give  Annawon  a  vifit,  now  he  knew  where  to 
find  him  ;  but  his  company  was  very  fmall,  but  half  a 
dozen  men  befide  himfelf,  and  was  under  a  necelTity  to 
fend  fomebody  back  to  acquaint  his  Lieutenant  and 
company  with  his  proceedings.    However,  he  alked  his 
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fmall  company  that  were  with  him,  JVbether  they  would 
g°  wlth  hm*  and£ive  Annawon  a  W*  ?  1  hc.y 
told  km,  They  were  always  ready  to  obey  his  commands* 
&c  but  withai  told  him,  Ihat  they  knew  this  Copt.  An- 
nawon  was  a  great  foldier  ;  that  he  had  been  a  valiant  Cap- 
tain under  Afuhmequin,  Philip'j  father,  and  that  he  had 
hew  Otitis  chief Jan  all  this  war-,  a  very  fub  tie  man,  and 
of  great  refohtio;i,  and  had  often  faid,  that  he  would  never 
be  taken  alive  by  the  Enghih  ;  and  moreover  they  knew  that 
the  men  that  were  with  him  were  refolute  fellows,  fome  of 
Philips  chief  foldiers-,  and  therefore  feared  whether  it  was 
practicable  to  make  an  attempt  upon  him  with  fo  fmall  a 
handful  ofajfiflants  as  were  now  with  him  :  Told  him  fur- 
ther, That  it  would  be  a  pity  that  after  all  the  great  things 
he  had  done,  he  Jhould  throw  away  his  life  at  laft.  Upon 
which  he  replied,  That  he  doubted  not  Annawon  was  a 
fubtle  &  valiant  man  :  That  he  had  a  long  time  but  in  vain 
fought  for  him,  and  never  till  now  could  find  his  quar- 
ters^ and  he  was  very  loath  to  mifs  of  the  opportunity ; 
and  doubted  not  but  that  if  they  would  cheerfully  go  With 
him,  the  fame  Almighty  Providence  that  had  hitherto 
protected  and  befriended  them  would  do  fo  ftill,  CSV. 
Upon  this  with  one  confent  they  faid,  They  would  go. 
Captain  Church  then  turned  to  one  Cook  of  Plymo.uth,  (the 
only  Englijhman  then  with  him)  and  afked  him,  What  he 
thought  of  it?  Who  replied,  Sir,  I  am  never  afraid  of  go- 
ing any  where  when  you  are  with  me.  Then  Capt.  Church 
allied  the  old  Indian,  if  he  could  carry  his  horfe  with  him  ? 
(For  he  conveyed  a  horfe  thus  far  with  him  :)  He  replied, 
that  it  was  impoffible  for  an  horfe  to  pafs  the  fwamps  : 
Therefore  he  fent  away  his  new  Indian  foldier  with  his 
father  and  the  Captain's  horfe  to  his  Lieutenant,  and  or- 
ders for  him  to  move  to  Taunton  with  the  prifoners,  to 
fecure  them  there,  and  to  come  out  in  the  morning  in  the 
fiehoboth  road,  in  which  he  might  expeft  to  meet  him,  if 
he  were  alive  and  had  fuccefs.  • 
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The  Captain  then  afked  the  old  fellow,  if  he  would  pi- 
lot him  unto  Annawon  f  He  anfwered,  that  he  haviaa 
given  him  his  life,  he  was  obliged  to  ferve  him.  He  bid 
him  move  on  then,  and  they  followed.  The  old  man 
would  out-travel  them  fo  far  fometimes  that  they  were 
almoft  out  of  light;  looking  over  his  moulder,  and  feeing 
them  behind,  he  would  halt.  Juil  as  the  fun  was  fettina, 
the  old  man  made  a  full  flop  and  fat  down,  the  company 
coming  up  alfo  fat  down,  being  all  weary.  Capt.  Church 
afked,  What  news  ?  He  anfwered,  that  about  that  time 
ih  the  evening  Capt.  Annawon  fent  out  his  fcouts  to  fee  if. 
the  coaft  was  clear,  and  as  foon  as  it  began  to  grow  dark' 
the  fcouts  returned.  And  then  (laid  he)  we  may  move 
agam  fecurely.  When  it  began  to  grow  dark  the  old  man 
itood  up  again,  Capt.  Church  afked  him,  if  he  would  take 
a  gun  and  fight  for  him  ?  He  bowed  very  low  and  prayed 
him  not  to  impofe  fuch  a  thing  upon  him,  as  to  fight  a- 
gainft  Capt.  Annawon  his  old  friend.  But  fays  he,°I  will 
go  along  with  you,  and  be  helpful  to  you,  and  will  lay 
hands  on  any  man  that  fhall  offer  to  hurt  you.  It  being 
now  pretty  dark  they  moved  clofe  together  ;  anon  they 
heard  a  noife ;  the  Captain  frayed  the  old  man  with  his 
hand,  and  afked  his  own  men  what  noife  they  thought  it 
might  be  ?  They  concluded  it  to  be  the  pounding°of  a 
mortar.  The  old  man  had  given  Captain  Church  a  de- 
fenption  of  the  place  where  Annawon  now  lay,  end  of  the 
difficulty  of  getting  at  him.  Being  fenfible  that  they  were 
pretty  near  them,  with  two  of  his  Indians  he  creeps  to  the 
edge  of  the  rocks,  from  whence  he  could  fee  their  camps  : 
He  faw  three  companies  of  Indians  at  a  little  diflance  from 
each  other,  being  eafy  to  be  difcovered  by  the  light  of 
their  fires.  He  faw  alfo  the  great  Annawon  and  his  com- 
pany, who  had  formed  his  camp  or  kennelling-place,  by 
falling  a  tree  under  the  fide  of  the  great  clefts  of  rocks, 
and  fetting  a  row  of  birch  bufhes  up  againft  it, 
^vhere  he  himfelf,  his  fon,  and  fome  of  his  chiefs  had  taken 
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up  their  lodging,  and  made  great  fires  without  them,  and 
had  their  pots  and  kettles  boiling,  and  fpits  roafting  ;  their 
arms  alio  he  discovered,  all  fet  together  in  a  place  fitted 
for  the  purpofe,  Standing  up  an  end  againft  a  ftick  lodged 
in  two  crotches,  and  a  mat  placed  over  them,  to  keep 
them  from  the  wet  or  dew.  The  old  Annawon' s  feet  and 
his  fon's  head,  were  fo  near  the  arms  as  almoft  to  touch 
them  •,  but  the  rocks  were  fo  fteep  that  it  was  impoffible 
to  get  down,  but  as  they  lowered  themSelves  by  the  bows, 
and  the  bufhes  that  grew  in  the  cracks  of  the  rocks.  Capt. 
Church  creeping  Dack  again  to  the  old  man,  afked  him, 
jf  there  was  no  poffibility  of  getting  at  them  fome  other 
way  ?  He  anfwered,  no  :  That  he  and  all  that  belonged 
to  Annawon  were  ordered  to  come  that  way,  and  none 
could  come  any  other  way  without  difficulty  or  danger  of 
£>eing  mot. 

Capt.  Church  then  ordered  the  old  man  and  his  daugh- 
ter to  go  down  foremoft,  with  their  baikets  at  their  backs, 
that  when  Annowon  faw  them  with  their  baikets  he  Ihould 
not  miftrufi-  the  intrigue.  Capt.  Church  and  his  handful 
of  foldiers  crept  down  alfo  under  the  fhadow  of  thefe  two 
and  their  baikets,  and  the  Capt.  himfelf  crept  clofe  be- 
hind the  old  man,  with  his  hatchet  in  his  hand,  and  ftep'd 
over  the  young  man's  head  to  the  arms  ;  the  young  Anna- 
won  discovering  of  him,  whip'd  his  blanket  over  his  head 
and  lhrunk  up  in  a  heap  :  The  old  Capt.  Annawon  ftart- 
ed  up  on  his  breech,  and  cry'd  out  Howoh,  and  defpair- 
ing  ot  eScape,  threw  himfelf  back  again,  and  lay  filent  un- 
tif  Capt.  Church  had  Secured  all  the  arms,  &c.  And  hav- 
ing Secured  that  company,  he  Sent  his  Indian  Soldiers  to 
the  other  fires  and  companies,  giving  them  inftru&ions, 
what  to  do  and  Say.  Accordingly,  they  went  into  the 
midft  of  them  :  When  they  diScovered  themSelves  who 
they  were,  told  them  that  their  Captain  Annawon  was 
taken,  and  it  would  be  beft  Sor  them  quietly  and  peace- 
ablv  to  Surrender  themSelves,  which  would  procure  good 
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quarter  for  them  •  Otherwife,  if  they  mould  pretend  to 
rdilt-or  make  their  efcape,  it  would  be  in  vain,  and  they 
could  exped  no  other  but  that  Capt.  Church  with  his 
great  army,  who  had  now  entrap'd  them,  would  cut  them 
to  pieces  •  told  them  alfo  if  they  would  fubmit  them- 
Jelves,  and  deliver  up  all  their  arms  unto  them,  and  keep 
every  man  his  place  until  it  was  day  ;  they  would  allure 
them  that  their  Captain  Church,  who  had  been  lb  kind  to 
themfelves  when  they  furrendered  to  him,  mould  be  as 
kind  unto  them.  Now  they  being  old  acquaintance,  and 
many  of  them  relations  did  much  the  readier  give  heed  to 
what  they  faid,  complied  and  furrendered  up  their  arms 
unto  them,  both  their  guns  and  hatchets,  &c.  and  were 
forthwith  carried  to  Captain  Church. 

Things  being  fo  far  fettled,  Capt.  Church  alked  Anna, 
won.  What  he  had  for  fupper  ?  For  (laid  he)  I  am  come 
to  fup  with  you.  Taubut  (faid  Annawon)  with  a  big 
voice ;  and  looking  about  upon  his  women,  bid  them 
haften  and  get  Captain  Church  and  his  company  fome 
iupper;  then  turned  to  Captain  Church  and  alked  him, 
Whether  he  would  eat  cow-beef  or  horfe-beef ;  the  Capt. 
told  him  cow- beef  would  be  molt  acceptable.  It  was  foon 
got  ready,  and  pulling  his  little  bag  of  fait  out  of  his  poc- 
ket, which  was  all  the  provifion  he  bro't  with  him  ;  this 
feafon'd  his  cow-beef  fo  that  with  it  and  the  dried  green 
corn,  which  the  old  fquaw  was  pounding  in  the  mortar, 
while  they  were  Hiding  down  the  rocks,  he  made  a  very 
hearty  fupper.  And  this  pounding  in  the  mortar  proved 
lucky  for  Czpt.Church's  getting  down  the  rocks ;  for  when 
the  old  fquaw  pounded,  they  moved,  and  when  ftie  ceafed, 
to  turn  the  corn,  they  ceafed  creeping,  the  noiie  of  the 
mortar  prevented  the  enemies  hearing  their  creeping,  and 
the  corn  being  now  drefled  fupplied  the  want  of  bread, 
and  gave  a  fine  relifli  with  the  cow-beef.  Supper  being 
over,  Captain  Church  lent  two  of  his  men  to  inform  the 
other  companies,  that  he  had  killed  Philip,  and  had  taken 
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their  friends  in  Mount-Hope  neck,  but  had  fpared  their 
lives,  and  that  he  had  fubdued  now  all  the  enemy  (he  fup- 
pofed )  excepting  this  company  of  Annawon's,  and  now  if 
they  would  be  orderly  and  keep  their  places  until  morn- 
ing, they  mould  have  good  quarter,  and  that  he  would 
carry  them  to  Taunton,  where  they  might  fee  their  friends 
again,  &c.  . 

The  meffengers  return'd,  that  the  Indians  yielded  to 
his  propolals.  Captain  Church  tho't  it  was  now  time  for 
him  to  take  a  nap,  having  had  no  fleep  in  two  days  and 
one  nio-ht  before  told  his  men  that  if  they  would  let  him 
Qeep  two  hours,  they  mould  deep  all  the  reft  of  the  night. 
He  laid  himfelf  down  and  endeavoured  to  fleep,  but  all 
difpofition  to  fleep  departed  from  him.  After  he  had 
lain  a  little  while  he  looked  up  to  fee  how  his  watch  ma- 
naged, but  found  them  all  faft  afleep.  Now  Captain 
Church  had  told  Capt.  Annawonh  company,  as  he  had  or- 
dered his  Indians  to  tell  the  others,  that  their  lives  mould 
all  be  fpared,  excepting  Capt.  Annawotfs,  and  it  was  not 
in  his  power  to  promife  him  his  life,  but  he  muft  carry 
him  to  his  matters  at  Plymouth,  and  he  would  entreat 
them  for  his  life.  Now  when  Capt.  Church  found  not  on- 
ly his  own  men,  but  all  the  Indians  faft  aQeep,  Annawon 
only  excepted,  whom  he  perceived  was  as  broad  awake 
as  himfelf  i  and  fo  they  lay  looking  one  upon  the  other 
perhaps  an  hour.  Captain  Church  faid  nothing  to  him,  for 
he  could  not  fpeak  Indian,  and  tho't  Annawon  could  not 
fpeak  Englijh;  at  length  Annawon  raifed  himfelf -up ,  caft 
offhis  blanket,  and  with  no  more  clothes  than  his  fmall 
breeches,  walked  a  little  way  back  from  the  company; 
Captain  Church  tho't  no  other  but  that  he  had  occafion  to 
eafe  himfelf,  and  fo  walked  to  fome  diftance  rather  than 
offend  Km  with  the  ftink  :  But  by  and  by  he  was  gone 
out  of  fight  and  hearing,  and  then  Captain  Church  began 
to  fufpeft  fome  ill  defign  in  him,  and  got  all  the  guns  clofe 
to  him,  and  crouded  himfelf  clofe  under  young  Annawon, 

'  that 
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that  if  he  mould  anywhere  get  a  gun  he  mould  not  make 
a  mot  at  him  without  endangering  his  ion  j  lying  very 
ftill  a  while,  waiting  for  the  event  5  at  length,  he  heard 
fome  body  coming  the  fame  way  that  Annawon  taene 
The  moon  now  mining  bright,  he  faw  him  at  a  diftance 
coming  with  fomething  in  his  hands,  and  coming  up  to 
Captain  Church,  he  fell  upon  his  knees  before  him,  and 
oflfered  him  what  he  had  brought,  &  fpeaking  in  plain  Enr- 
Ufh,  laid,  Great  Captain,  you  have  killed  Philip,  and  con- 
qiteredhis  country  ;  for  I  believe  that  I  and  my  company  are 
the  la(i  that  war  againsl  the  Englifh,  fo  fuppofe  the  war  is 
ended  by  your  means;  and  therefore  thefe  things  belong  unto 
you:    Thfn  opening  his  pack,  he  pulled  out  Philip's  belt 
cunoufly  wrought  with  wmpm,  being  nine  inches  broad, 
wrought  with  black  and  white  wompom,  in  various  figures 
and  flowers,  and  pictures  of  many  birds  and  beads.  This, 
when  hung  upon  Capt.  Church's  moulders,  reached  his 
ancles ;  and  another  belt  of  wompom  he  prefented  him 
with,  wrought  after  the  former  manner,  which  Philip  was 
wont  to  put  upon  his  head  j  it  had  two  flags  on  the  back 
part,  which  hung  down  on  his  back,  and  another  fmall 
belt  with  a  ftar  upon  the  end  of  it,  which  he  ufed  to  hang 
on  his  breaft ;  and  they  were  all  edged  with  red  hair,  which 
Annawon  faid  they  got  in  the  Mohog\  country.  Then 
vhe  pulled  out  two  horns  of  glazed  powder,  and  a  red  cloth 
blanket.    He  told  Captain  Church  thefe  were  Philip's 
royalties,  which  he  was  wont  to  adorn  himfelf  with  when 
he  fat  in  ftate.    That  he  tho't  himfelf  happy  that  he  had 
an  opportunity  to  prefent  them  to  Capt.  Church,  who  had 
won  them,  &c.  fpent  the  remainder  of  the  nisht  in  dif- 
courfe;  and  gave  an  account  of  what  mighty  ftfcoefc  he 
had  formerly  in  wars  againft  many  nations  of  Indians, 
when  he  ferved  Afuhmequin,  Philip's  father,  &c.    In  the 
morning,  as  foon  as  it  was  light,  the  Captain  marched 
with  his  prifoners  out  of  that  fwarapy  country  towards 
Taunton,  met  his  Lieutenant  and  company  about  four 

miles 
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miles  out  of  town,  who  exprefied  a  great  deal  of  joy  to 

fee  him  again,  and  laid,  it  was  more  than  ever  heexpetted. 
They  went  into  Taunton,  were  civilly  and  kindly  treated 
by  the  inhabitants,  refreshed  and  refted  thcmfelves  that 
ni<*ht.  Early  next  morning,  the  Captain  took  old  Anna- 
won,  and  half  a  dozen  of  his  Indian  foldiers,  and  his  own 
man,  and  went  to  Rhode-IJland,  fending  the  reft  of  his 
company  and  his  prifoners  by  his  Lieutenant  to  Plymouth. 
Tarrying  two  or  three  days  upon  the  iiland,  he  then  went 
to  Plymouth,  and  carried  his  wife  and  his  two  children 
with  him. 

Capt.  Church  had  been  but  a  little  while  at  Plymouth, 
when  he  was  informed  of  a  parcel  of  Indians  who  had 
haunted  the  woods  between  Plymouth  and  Sippican,  that 
did  great  damage  to  the  Englijh,  in  killing  their  cattle, 
horfes,  and  fwine  j  the  Capt.  was  loon  in  purfuit  of  them  : 
Went  out  from  Plymouth  the  next  Monday  in  the  after- 
noon next  morning  early  they  difcover'd  a  track;  the 
Capt.  fent  two  Indians  on  the  track  to  fee  what  they  could 
difcover,  whilft  he  and  his  company  followed  gently  after, 
but  the  two  Indians  foon  returned  with  tidings  that  they 
difcovered  the  enemy  fitting  round  their  fires,  in  a  thick 
place  of  brum.  When  they  came  pretty  near  the  place, 
the  Captain  ordered  every  man  to  creep  as  he  did  ;  and 
furround  them  by  creeping  as  near  as  they  could,  till  they 
mould  be  difcovered,&  then  to  run  on  upon  them  &  take 
them  alive,  if  poffible,  (for  their  prifoners  were  their  pay  :) 
They  did  fo,  took  every  one  that  was  at  the  fires,  not  one 
efcaping.  Upon  examination  they  agreed  in  their  ftory, 
that  the°y  belonged  to  Tifpaquin,  who  was  gone  with  John 
Bump,  &  one  more,  to  Agawom*  &  Sippican,%  to  kill  hor- 
fes, and  were  not  expe&ed  back  in  two  or  three  days. 

This  fame  Tifpaquin  had  been  a  great  Captain,  and  the 
Indians  reported  that  he  was  fuch  a  great  Pauw-au,  that 
no  bullet  could  enter  him,  &x.  Capt.  Church  faid,  He 
.  would  not  have  him  killed,  for  there  was  a  war  broke  out 
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in  the  eaftern  part  of  the  country,  and  he  would  have  him 
favea  to  go  with  him  to  fight  the  eaftern  Indians.  Agree- 
ably he  left  two  old  Squaws,  of  the  prifoners,  and  bid 
them  tarry  there  until  their  Capt.  Tifpaquin  returned,  and 
to  tell  him;  that  Church  had  been  there,  and  had  taken  his 
wife  and  children,  and  company,  and  carried  them  down 
to  Plymouth  ;  and  would  fpare  all  their  lives,  and  his  too, 
if  he  would  come  down  to  them,  and  bring  the  other  two 
that  were  with  him,  and  they  mould  be  his  foldiers,  &c. 
Capt.  Church  then  returned  to  Plymouth,  leaving  the  old 
Squaws  well  provided  for,  and  bilket  for  Tifpaquin  when 
he  returned  :  Telling  his  foldiers  that  he  doubted  not  but 
he  had  laid  a  trap  that  would  take  him.    Capt.  Church, 
two  days  after,  went  to  B  oft  on,  (the  Commifiloners  then 
fitting)  and  waited  upon  the  honorable  Governor  Leverett, 
who  then  lay  fick  ;  who  requefted  Capt.  Church  to  give 
him  fome  account  of  the  war  ;  who  readily  obliged  his 
honor  therein,  to  his  great  fatisfaftion,  as  he  was  pleafed 
fo  exprefs  himfelf ;  taking  him  by  the  hand,  and  telling 
him,  if  it  pleafed  God  he  lived,  he  would  make  it  a  brace 
of  a  hundred  pounds  advantage  to  him  out  of  the  Majfa- 
chufetts  colony,  and  would  endeavour  that  the  reft  of  the 
colonies  mould  do  proportionablv ;  but  ht  died  within  a 

fortnight  after,  and  fo  nothing  was  done  of  that  nature.  

The  fame  day  Tifpaquin  came  in,  and  thofe  that  were  with 
him  ;  but  when  Capt.  Church  retuni'd  from  Bofton,  he 
found,  to  his  grief,  the  heads  of  Annawon,  Tifpaquin, 
&c.  cut  off,  which  were  the  laft  of  Philip's  friends.  The 
General  Court  of  Plymouth,  then  fitting,  fent  for  Captain 
Church,  who  waited  upon  them  accordingly,  and  received 
their  thanks  for  his  <*ood  fervice,  which  they  unanimoufly 
voted,  which  was  all  that  Capt.  Church  had  for  his  afore- 
faid  fervice. 

Afterwards,  in  the  year  1676,  in  the  month  of  Ja- 
nuary, Capt.  Church  received  a  commiflion  from  Governor 
Wihftow,  to  fcour  the  woods  of  fome  of  the  lurking  enemy, 

which 
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which  they  were  well  informed  were  there.  Which  Com- 
million  is  as  follows  : 

T)EING  well  informed  that  there  are  cer- 

tain  -parties  of  our  Indian  enemies  (remains  of  the  people 
or  allies  of  Philip,"  late  Sachem  of  Mount- Hope,  our  mor- 
tal enemy)  that  are  fill  lurking  in  the  woods,  near  fome  of 
our  Plantations,  that  go  on  to  difturb  the  peace  ofhisMajef- 
tfs  fubjetls  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  colonies,  by  _  their 
frequent  robberies,  and  other  infolences  :  Captain  Benjamin 
Church  is  therefore  hereby  nominated,  ordered,  commijfioned, 
and  empo  wered  to  raife  a  company  of  volunteers,  conjijting  of 
Englilh  and  Indians,  fo  many  as  he  fhall  judge  neceffary  to 
improve  in  the  prefent  expedition,  and  can  obtain  :  And  of 
them  to  take  the  command  and  conduSt,  and  to  lead  them 
forth  unto  fuch  place  or  places,  within  this  or  the  neighbouring 
colonies,  as  he  Jhall  think  fit,  and  as  the  providence  of  God, 
and  his  intelligence,  may  lead  him  ;  to  dif cover,  pur fue,  fight, 
furprife,  deftroy,  and  fubdue  our  faid  Indian  enemy,  or  any 
party  or  parties  of  them,  that,  by  the  providence  of  God, 
they  may  meet  with  :  Or  them,  or  any  of  them,  to  receive  to 
mercy,  if  he  Jee  caufe  ;  (provided  they  be  not  murderous 
rogues, or  fucb  as  have  been  principal  atlors  in  thofe  villanies.) 
And,  for  the  prof ecution  of  this  defign,  liberty  is  hereby  grant-

And  forafmuch  as  all  thefe  our  enemies  that  have  been  taken, 
or  at  any  time  may  be  taken  by  our  forces,  have,  by  our  courts 
and  councils,  been  rendered  lawful  captives  of  war,  and  con- 
demned to  perpetual  fervitude  ;  this  council  do  alfo  determine, 
and  hereby  declare,  That  all  fuch  prifoners  as,  by  the  bleff- 
ing  of  God,  the  faid  Captain  and  company,  or  any  of  them, 
fhall  take,  together  with  their  arms  and  other  plunder,  fhall 
be  their  own,  and  to  be  difiributed  amongft  themfelves,  accord- 
ing to  fuch  agreement  as  they  may  be  at  one  with  another  : 
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And  itjhall  be  lawful,  and  is  hereby  warrantable,  for  Um 
and  them  to  make  fale  of  fuch  prifonsrs  as  their  perpetual 
fiaves ;  or  otherwife  to  retain  and  keep  them' as  they  think 
meet,  (they  being  fuch  as  the  law  allows  to  be  kept.)  Finally 
the  faid  Capt.  Church  herein  improving  his  befi  judgment  and 
discretion,  and  utmofl  ability,  faithfully  to  ferve  the  inter -eft 
of  God,  his  Majeftfs  inter  eft,  and  the  inter  eft  of  the  colony  v 
and  carefully  governing  his  f aid  company  at  home  and  abroad  ' 
Tbefi  Jhall  be  unto  him  full  and  ample  commijfion,  warrant 
and  Difcharge.

Accordingly  Gapt.  Church*  accompanied  with  feveral 
gentlemen  and  others,  went  out,  and  took  divers  parties  of 
Indians  ;  ana  in  one  of  which  parties  there  was  a  certain 
old  man  whom  Capt.  Church  ieemed  to  take  particular 
notice  of,  and  aflcing  him  where  he  belonged,  he  told  him 
to  Swanzey  ;  the  Captain  afked  his  name,  who  replied 
his  name  was  Ccnfcience  ;  Confcience,&id  the  Capt.  failingl 
then  the  war  is  over,  for  that  was  what  they  were  fearchinc^ 
for,iC  being  much  wanted-,and  then  returned  the  faid  Con- 
fcience  to  his  poft  again  at  Swanzey,  to  a  certain  perfon 
the  faid  Indian  defired  to  be  fold  to,,  and  ib  returned 
home.

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A  further  account  of  the  a£Hons  in  the 
more  late  wars  again  ft  the  common 
enemy  and  Indian  rebels,  in  the  eaftern 
parts,  under  the  command  of  the  afore-, 
faid  Captain  Benjamin  Church. 

IN  the  time  of  Sir  Edmund  Androffs  government  be- 
gan that  bloody  war  in  the  eaftern  parts  of  New- 
England-,  fo  that  immediately  Sir  Edmund  lent  an 
exprefs  for  Capt.  Church ;  who,"  then  being  at  Little- 
Compton,  received  it  on  a  Lord's  Day,  in  the  afternoon 
meeting ;  going  home  after  meeting,  took  his  horfe  and 
fet  out  for  Boflon,  as  ordered  ;  and  by  funrife  next  morn- 
ing got  to  Braintree,  where  he  met  with  Col.  Page  on  horfe- 
back,  going  to  Weymouth  and  Hingham  to  raife  forces  to 
go  Eaft;  who  faid  he  was  glad  to  fee  him,  and  that 
his  Excellency  would  be  as  glad  to  fee  him  in  B  oft  on  fo 
early :  So  parting  he  foon  got  to  Bofton,  and  waited  upon 
his  Excellency  •,  who  informed  him  of  an  unhappy  war 
broke  out  in  the  eaftern  parts ;  and  faid,  he  was  going 
himfelf  in  perfon,  and  that  he  wanted  his  company  with 
him  :  But  Captain  Church  not  finding  himfelf  in  the  fame 
fpirithe  ufed  to  have,  faid,  he  hoped  his  Excellency 
would  give  him  time  to  conlider  of  it.  He  told  him  he 
might ;  and  alfo  faid  that  he  muft  come  and  dine  with 
him.  Captain  Church  having  many  acquaintance  in  Bof- 
ton,  who  made  it  their  bufinefs  fome  to  encourage,  and 
others  to  difcourage  him  from  going  with  his  Excellency : 
So  after  dinner  his  Excellency  took  him  into  his  room 
and  difcourfed  freely  ;  faying,  that  he  having  knowledge 
•f  his  former  actions  and  fuccelfes  and  that  he  muft  go 
H  with 
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with  him,  and  be  his  fecond,  with  other  encouragements. 
But  in  Ihort,  the  faid  Captain  Church  did  not  accept,  ib 
was  diimhTed  and  went  home. 


fent  for  Captain  Church  to  come  to  B&fton  as  foon  as  hi:  bu- 
finefs  would  permit  whereupon  he  wentto  B cjl on>  &  waited 
upon  his  Honor;  who  told  him  he  was  requeued  by  the 
Council  to  fend  for  him,  to  lee  if  he  could  be  prevailed 
with  to  raife  volunteers,  both  Englijh  and  Indians,  to  go 
Haft  ;  for  the  eaftward  Indians  had  done  great  fpOil  upon 
the  Englijli  inthofe  parts  \  giving  him  an  account  of  the 
miferies  and  fufTerings  of  the  people  there.  Capt.  Church's 
fpirits  being  affected,  faid,  if  he  could  do  any  fervicefor 
his  Honor,  the  country,  and  their  relief,  he  was  ready 
and  willing.  He  was'afked  how  he  would  act?  He  faid, 
He  would  take  with  him  as  many  of  his  old  foldiers  as  he 
couid  get,  both  Englifo  and  Indians,  &c.  ;  The  Gentle- 
men of  Baft  on  requefted  him-  to  go  to  Rhode- I/land  go- 
vernment to  afk  their  afTiftance :  So  giving  him  their 
letter,  and  about  forty  /hillings  in  money,,  he  took  leave,, 
and  went  home  to  Brijlcl  on  a  Saturday,  and  the  next 
Monday  morning  he  went  over  to  Rhode- Ifland,  and  wait- 
ed upon  their  Governor,  delivering  the  letter  as  ordered  j 
prayed  his  Honor  for  a  fpeedy  anfwer  :  Who  faid,  they 
could  not  give  an  anfwer  prefently  •,  fo  he  waited  on  them 
till  he  had  their  anfwer  •,  and  when  he  had  obtained  it,, 
he  carried  it  to  the  Bofton  Gentlemen  •,  who  defired  him 
to  raife  what  volunteers  he  could  in  Plymouth  colony,  and 
R.hode-IJland  government,  and  what  was  wanting  they 
would  make  up  out  of  their's  that  was  already  out  in  the 
eaftern  parts.  The  fummer  being  far  fpent,  Capt.  Church 
made  what  defp^tch  he  ccidd,  and  raifed  about  250  men 
volunteers,  and  received  his  commifTion  from  Governor

The  Firft  EXPEDITION  Eaft. 

BEING  ready,  Major  Church  embarked  wjth  his 
forces  on  board  the  vefTels  provided  to  tranfport 
them  for  Cafco,  having  a  brave  gale  at  S.  W.  and  on 
Friday  about  3  o'clock,  they  got  in  fight  of  Cafco  har- 
bour j  and  difcovering  two  or  three  fmall  fhips  there,  not 
knowing  whether  they  were  friends  or  enemies  ; 
whereupon  the  faid  Commander,  Major  Church,  gave  or- 
ders that  every  man  that  was  able  mould  make  ready,  and 
all  lie  clofe,  giving  orders  hovt  .hey  mould  act  in  cafe  they 

were 
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were  enemies.    He  going  in  the  Mary  floop,  together 
with  the  Refolution,  went  in  firft,  being  both  well  fitted 
with  guns  and  men    coming  to  the  firft  hailed  them,  who 
faid  they  were  friends,  preiently  mann'd  their  boat,  brought 
to,  and  fo  came  along  the  fide  of  them    who  gave  the 
faid  Church  an  account,  that  yefterday  there  was  a  very 
great  army  of  Indians  and  French  with  them  upon  the 
ifland,  at  the  going  out  of  the  harbour,  and  that  they  were 
come  on  purpole  to  take  Cafco  fort  and  town ;  likewife  in- 
form'd  him  that  they  had  got  a  captive  woman  aboard 
(Major  Waldetfs  daughter  of  Pifcataqua )  that  could  give 
him  a  full  account  of  their  number  and  intentions  :  He 
bid  them  give  his  fervice  to  their  Captain,  and  tell  him, 
he  would  wait  upon  him  after  he  had  been  on  more  and 
given  fome  orders  and  directions.  Being  come  pretty  near 
he  ordered  all  the  men  ftill  to  keep  clofe,  giving  an  ac- 
count of  the  news  he  had  received,  and  then  went  afhore, 
where  were  feveral  of  the  chief  men  of  the  town  who  met 
him,  being  glad  that  he  came  ib  happily  to  their  relief; 
told  him  the  news  Mrs.  Lee  had  given  them,  being  the 
woman  aforelaid.    He  going  to  Captain  Davis's  to  get 
fome  refrefhment,  having  not  eat  a  morfel  fince  he  came 
by  Bofton  caftle  ;  and  now  having  inquired  into  the 
flate  of  the  town,  found  them  in  a  poor  condition  to  de- 
fend themfelves  againft  fuch  a  number  of  enemies  :  He 
gave  them  an  account  of  his  orders  and  in  ft  ructions,  and 
told  them  what  forces  he  had  brought,  and  that  when  it 
was  dark  they  fhould  all  land,  and  not  before,  left  the 
enemy  fhould  difcover  them.  And  then  he  went  on  board 
the  privateer,  who  were  Dutchmen    but  as  he  went  call'd 
aboard  every  veflel,  and  ordered  the  Officers  to  take  care 
that  their  men  might  be  all  fitted  and  provided  to  fight, 
for  the  people  of  the  town  expected  the  enemy  to  fall 
upon  them  every  minute,  but  withal  charging  them  to 
keep  undifcovered  ;  and  coming  on  board  faid  privateer 
was  kindly  treated,,  difcourfed  Mrs.  Lee,  who  informed 
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him  that  the  company  me  came  with  had  fourfcore  ca^  I 
noes,  and  that  there  were  more  oi  them  whom  me  had 
not  feen,  which  came  from  other  places,  and  that  they 
told  her  when  they  came  all  together,  mould  makt  up 
700  men.  He  afked  her  whether  Cajieen  was  with  them  ? 
She  anfwered,  that  there  were  feveral  French  men  with 
them,  but  did  not  know  whether  Cafteen  was  there  or  not. 
Hethen  having  got  what  intelligence  me  could  give  him, 
went  afhore  and  viewed  the  fort  and  town,  dilcourftng 
with  the  Gentlemen  there  according  to  his  inftruftiortj 
and  when  it  began  to  grow  dark,  he  ordered  the  Veffels  to 
come  as  near  the  fort  as  might  be,  .and  land  the  lowers 
with  as  little  noife  as  poffible;  ordering  them  as  they 
landed  to  go  into  the  fort  and  houfes  that  flood  near,  that 
fo  they  might  be  ready  upon  occafion  5  having  ordered 
provifions  for  them,  went  to  every  company  ancTordering 
them  to  get  every  thing  ready  ;  they  that  had  no  powder- 
horns  or  mot-bags,  mould  immediately  make  them  ;  or- 
dering the  officers  to  take  fpecial  care  that  they  were  rea- 
dy to  march  into  the  woods  an  hour  before  day  :  And  alfo 
directing  the  watch  -to  call  him  two  hours  before  day  •,  fo 
he  haftened  to  bed  to  get  fome  reft. 

At  the  time  prefixed  he  was  called,  and  prefently  or- 
dering the  companies  to  make  ready,  and  about  half  an 
hour  before  day  they  moved.  Several  of  the  town  people 
went  with  them  into  a  thick  place  of  brum,  about  half  a 
mile  from  the  town  ;  now  ordering  them  to  fend  out  their 
icouts,  as  they  ufed  to  do,  and  feeing  them  all  fettled  at 
their  work,  he  went  into  town  by  fun  rife  again,  and 
defired  the  inhabitants  to  take  care  of  themielves,  till  his 
men  had  fitted  themfelves  with  fome  neceffaries  :  For  his 
Indians  moft  of  them  wanted  both  bags  and  horns ;  fo 
he  ordered  them  to  make  bags  like  wallets,  to  put  pow- 
der in  one  end,  and  fliot  in  the  other.  So  moft  of  them 
were  ready  fc*  action,  (viz.)  the  Second  Indians,  but 
the  Cape  Indians  were  very  bare,  lying  fo  long  at  B  oft  on 

before 
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before  they  embarked,  that  they  had  fold  every  thing  they 
could  make  a  penny  of-,  fome  tying  Ihot  and  powder  in 
the  corners  of  their  blankets.  He  being  in  town,  juft 
going  to  breakfaft,  there  was  an  alarm,  fo  he  ordered  all 
the  ioldiers  in  town  to  move  away  as  raft  as  $iey  could, 
where  the  firing  was  j  and  he,  with  what  me$  more  were 
with  with  him  of  his  foldicrs,  moved  imm^iately,  and 
meeting  with  Captain  Bracket's  fons,  who  ftd  him  their 
father  was  taken,  and  that  they  faw  a  great  army  of  In- 
dians in  their  father's  orchard,  &c.  By  this  time  our 
Indians  that  wanted  bags  and  horns  were  fitted,  but  want- 
ed more  ammunition.  Prefently  came  a  meffcnger  to  him 
from  the  town  and  informed  him,  that  they  had  knock'd 
out  the  heads  of  feveral  calks  of  bullets,  and  they  were  all 
too  big,  being  muiket  bullets,  and  would  not  fit  their 
guns,  aid  that  if  he  did  not  go  back  hirnfelf  a  great  part 
of  the  army  would  be  kept  back  from  fervice  for  want  of 
fuitable.  bullets. 

He  run  back  and  ordered  every  veffel  to  fend  afliore  all 
their  calks  of  bullets  ;  being  brought  knock'd  out  their 
heads,  and  turn'd  them  all  out  upon  the  green  by  the 
fort,  and  fet  all  the  people  in  the  town,  that  were  able,  to 
make  flugs  being  moft  of  them  too  large  for  their  ufe, 
which  had  like  to  have  been  the  overthrow  of  their  whole 
army :  He  finding  fome  frnall  bullets,  and  what  flugs 
were  made,  and  three  fnapfacks  of  powder,  went  imme- 
diately to  the  army,  who  were  very  hotly  engaged  but 
coming  to  the  river  the  tide  was  up  ;  he  call'd  to  his  men 
that  were  engaged,  encouraging  them,  and  told  them  he 
had  brought  more  ammunition  for  them.  An  Indian 
call'd  Captain  Ligbtfoot,  laid  down  his  gun,  and  came 
over  the  river,  taking  the  powder  upon  his  head,  and  a 
kettle  of  bullets  in  each  hand,  and  gorfafe  to  his  fellow 
foldiers.  He  perceiving  great  firing  upon  that  fide  he  was 
of,  went  to  fee  who  they  were,  and  found  them  to  be  two 
of  Major  Church's  companies,  or£  of  EngUJh  and  the  other 
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of  Indians,  being  in  all  about  fourfcore  men,  that  had 
not  got  over  the  river,  but  lay  firing  over  our  men's  heads 
at  the  enemy  j  he  prefently  order'd  them  to  rally,  and 
come  all  together  ;  and  gave  the  word  for  a  Cafco  man  : 
So  one  Swarton,  a  Jerfey  man,  appearing,  who  he  could 
hardly  underftand ;  he  afk'd  him  how  far  it  was  to  the 
head  of  the  river,  or  whether  there  was  any  place  to  get 
over  ?  He  faid  there  was  a  bridge  about  three  quarters  of 
a  mile  up,  where  they  might  get  over  :  So  he  calling  to 
his  foldiers  engaged  on  the  other  fide,  that  he  would  foon 
be  with  them  over  the  bridge,  and  come  upon  the  backs 
of  the  enemy ;  which  put  new  courage  into  them  ;  fo  they 
immediately  moved  up  towards  the  bridge,  marching  ve- 
ry thin,  being  willing  to  make  what  (hew  they  could, 
touting  as  they  marched  :  They  faw  the  enemy  running 
from  the  river-fide,  where  they  had  made  ftands  with 
wood  to  prevent  any  body  from  coming  over  the  river  ; 
and  coming  to  the  bridge,  they  faw  on  the  other  fide  that 
the  enemy  had  laid  logs  and  ftuck  birch  brum  along  to 
hide  themfelves  from  our  view. 

He  ordered  the  company  to  come  altogether,  bidding 
them  all  to  run  after  him,  who  would  go  firft,  and  that 
as  foon  as  they  got  over  the  bridge  to  fcatter,  that  fo  they 
might  not  be  all  mot  down  together,  expecting  the  ene- 
my to  be  at  their  ftands  fo  running  up  to  the  ftands, 
found  none  there,  but  were  juft  gone,  the  ground  being 
much  tumbled  with  them  behind  the  faid  ftands.  He  or- 
dered the  Captain  with  his  company  of  Englijh  to  march 
down  to  our  men  engaged,  and  that  they  mould  keep 
along  upon  the  edge  of  the  marm,  and  himfelf  with  his 
Indian  foldiers  would  march  down  through  the  brum  : 
And  coming  to  a  parcel  of  low  ground,  which  had  been 
formerly  burnt,  the  old  brum  being  fallen  down  lay  very 
thick,  and  the  young  brufii  being  grown  up  made  it  bad 
travelling ;  but  coming  near  the  back  of  the  enemy,  one 
of  his  men  called  unto  him,  their  commander,  and  faid, 

that 
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,that  the  enemy  run  weftward  to  get  between  us  and  the 
bridge,  and  he  looking  that  way  faw  men  running,  and 
making  a  fmall  flop,  heard  no  firing,  but  a  great  choping 
with  hatchets  ;  fo  concluding  the  fight  was  over,  made 
the  beft  of  their  way  to  the  bridge  again,  left  the  enemy 
mould  get  over  the  bridge  into  the  town.  The  men  be- 
ing  moft  of  them  out  (our  ammunition  lay  expofed)  com- 
ing to  the  bridge  where  he  left  fix  Indians  for  an  ambuf- 
cade on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  that  if  any  enemy  of- 
fered to  come  over,  they  fhould  fire  at  them,  which  would 
give  him  notice,  fo.  would  come  to  their  affiftance ;  (but 
in  the  way  having  heard  no  firing  nor  fhouting,  concluded 
the  enemy  were  drawn  off)  he  allied  the  ambufcade,  whe- 
tker  they  faw  any  Indians  ?  They  faid  yes,  abundance. 
He  afked  them  where  ?  They  anfwered,  that  they  ran 
over  the  head  of  the  river  by  the  cedar  fwamp,  and  were 
running  into  the  neck  towards  the  town. 

There  being  but  one  EngUJhman  with  him,  he  bid  his 
Indian  foldiers  fcatter,  run  very  thin  to  preferve  them- 
felves,  and  be'the  better  able  to  make  a  difcovery  of  the  ene- 
my ;  and  foon  coming  to  Lieutenant  Clark's  field,  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  neck,  and  feeing  the  cattle  feeding  quiet- 
ly, and  perceiving  no  track,  concluded  the  ambufcade 
had  told  them  a  falfhood ;  they  haftily  returned  back  to 
the  faid  bridge,  perceiving  there  was  no  noife  of  the  ene- 
my. He  hearing  feveral  great  guns  fire  at  the  town,  con- 
cluded that  they  were  either  affauked,  or  that  they  had 
difcovered  the  enemy  :  He  having  ordered  that  in  cafe 
fuch  mould  be,  that  they  fhould  fire  fome  of  their  great 
guns  to  give  him  notice  ;  he  being  a  ftranger  to  the  coun- 
try, concluded  the  enemy  had  by  fome  other  way  got  to 
the  town  ;  whereupon  he  fent  his  men  to  the  town,  and 
himfelf  going  to  the  river,  near  where  the  fight  had  been, 
alked  them  how  they  did,  and  what  was  become  of  the 
enemy  ?  Who  informed  him  that  the  enemy  drew  off  in 
lefs  than  an  hour  after  he  left  them,  and  had  not  fired  a 
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gun  at  them  fince.  He  told  them  he  had  been  within  little 
more  than  a  gun  mot  of  the  back  of  the  enemy,  and  had 
been  upon  them  had  it  not  been  for  thick  bruihy  ground 
CSV.  Now  fome  of  his  men  returning  from  the  town  gave 
him  the  account,  that  they  went  while  they  faw  the  co- 
lours ftandjig  and  men  walking  about  as  not  molefted 
He  prefently  ordered  that  all  his  army  mould  purfue  the 
enemy,  but  they  told  him  that  molt  of  them  had  fpent 
their  ammunition,  and  that  if  the  enemy  had  engaged 
them  a  little  longer  they  might  have  come  and  knock'd 
them  on  the  head;  and  that  fome  of  rheir  bullets  were  fo 
umizable  that  fome  of  them  were  forced  to  make  OuaS 
while  they  were  engaged.  He  then  ordered  them  to  g?t 
over  all  the  wounded  and  dead  men,  and  to  leave  none 
behind;  which  was  done  by  fome  canoes  they  had  got. 
Captain  /^//  and  his  men  being  firft  engaged  did  great 
jervice,  and  fuffered  the  greateft  lofs  in  his  men  ;  but 
Captain  Southworth  with  his  company,  and  Capt.  Num- 
pofo  with  the  Seconet  Indians,  and  the  mofl  of  the  men  be- 
longing to  the  town  all  coming  fuddenly  to  his  relief, pre- 
vented  Him  &  his  whole  company  from  being  cut  off,  &c. 

By  this  time  the  day  was  far  fpent,  and  marching  into 
town  about  funfet,  carrying  in  all  their  wounded  and  dead 
men,  being  all  fenfible  of  God's  goodnefs  to  them,  in  giving 
them  the  vi&ory,  &  caufing  the  enemy  to  fly  with  fliame, 
who  never  gave  one  fhout  at  their  drawing  off.  The  poor 
inhabitants  wonderfully  rejoiced  that  the  Almighty  had 
favoured  them  fo  much  ;  faying,  That  if  Maj.  CBurchy 
with  his  forces,  had  not  come  at  that  juncture,  they  had 
been  all  cutoff ;  and  faid  further,  That  it  was  the  firft 
time  that  ever  the  eaftward  Indians  had  been  put  to  flight, 
and  the  faid  Church  with  his  volunteers  were  wonderfully 
preferved,  having  never  a  man  killed  outright,  and  but 
one  Indian  mortally  wounded,  who  died,  feveral  more 
being  badly  wounded,  but  recovered. 
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r  After  this  engagement  IVfcj.  Church,  with  his  forces, 
ranging  all  the  country  thereabout,  in  purfuit  of  the  ene- 
jny  ;  and  vifiting  all  the  garrifons  at  Black-Point,  Spur- 
wink,  and  Blue-Point,  and  went  up  Kennebeck  river,  but  to 
little  effect.  And  now  winter  drawing  near,,  he  received 
orders  from  the  government  of  the  Majjachufstts-Bay,  to 
fettle  all  the  garrifons,  and  put  in  fuitable  officers  accord- 
ing to  his  belt  difcretion,  and  to  fend  home  all  his  foldiers, 
volunteers  and  tranfports  which  orders  he  prefently  o- 
beyed.  Being  obliged  to  buy  him  a  horfe  to  go  home  by- 
land,  that  fo  he  might  the  better  comply  with  his  orders. 
The  poor  people,  the  inhabitants  of  Cafco,  and  places  ad- 
jacent, when  they  faw  he  was  going  away  from  them,  la- 
mented fadly,  and  begged  earneftly  that  he  would  fuffer 
them  to  come  away  in  the  tranfports  ;  faying,  that  if  he 
left  them  there,  that  in  the  fpring  of  the  year  the  enemy- 
would  come  and  deftroy  them  and  their  families,  &c.  So 
by  their  earneft  requeft  the  faid  Maj.  Church  promifed 
them,  that  if  the  governments  that  had  now  fent  him,, 
would  fend  him  the  next  fpring,  he  would  certainly  come 
with  his  volunteers  and  Indians  to  their  relief  :  And  that 
as  foon  as  he  had  been  at  home,  and  taken  a  little  care  of 
his  own  bufmefs,  he  would  certainly  wait  upon  the  gentle- 
men of  Bojion,  and  inform  them  of  the  promife  he  had 
made  to  them  ;  and  if  they  did  not  fee.  caufe  to  fend  them 
relief,  to  entreat  their  honors  feafonably  to  draw  them  off, 
that  they  might  not  be  a  prey  to  the  barbarous  enemy. 

Taking  his  leave  of  thofe  poor  inhabitants,  fome  of  the 
chief  men  there  waited  upon  him  to  Black-Point,  to  Capt* 
Seottaway's  garrifon  j  coming  there,  they  prevailed  with 
the  faid  Capt.  Scottaway  to  go  with  him  to  Bojion,  which 
he  readily  ccmpiy'd  with,  provided  the  faid  Church  would 
put  another  in  to  command  the  garrifon  ;  which  being 
done,  and  taking  their  leave  one  of  another,  they  let  out 
and  travelled  through  ail  the  country,  home  to  Bojion  5 
(having  employ'd  himfelf  to  the  utmoft  to  fulfil  his  ia- 
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flfudfcibns  laflr  received  from  Bojton  gentletnen,  which  coft 
him  about  a  month's  i::rvice  over  and  above  what  he  had 
pay  for  from  the  Plymouth  gentlemen  :)  And  in  his  travel 
homeward  feveral  gentlemen  waited  upon  the  faid  Major 
Church*  who  was  obliged  to  bear  their  expences.  When 
he  came  to  B  oft  on  gentlemen,  he  informed  them  of  the 
miferies  thofe  poor  people  were  in  by  having  their  provi- 
sions taken  from  them  by  order  of  the  Prefident,  &c.  Then 
went  home  ;  (laid  not  long  there  before  he  returned  to 
B  oft  on,  where  Capt.  Scott  away  waited  for  his  coming,  that 
he  might  have  the  determination  of  the  government  of 
Bofton  to  carry  home  with  him  ;  and  it  being  the  time  of 
the  Smallpox  there,  (and  Maj.  Church  not  having  had  it) 
taking  up  his  lodging  near  the  Court-Houfe,  took  the  firft 
opportunity  to  inform  thofe  gentlemen  of  the  Court  his 
bufinefs  •,  who  faid  they  were  very  bufy  in  fending  home 
Sir  Edmund,  the  fhip  being  ready  to  fail.  The  faid  Major 
'Church  ftill  waiting  upon  them,  and  at  every  opportunity- 
entreating  thofe  gentlemen  in  behalf  of  the  poor  people  of 
Cafco,  informing  the  necefiity  of  taking  care  of  them,  ei- 
ther by  fending  them  relief  early  in  the  fpring,  or'fuffer 
them  to  draw  off,  otherwife  they  would  certainly  be  de- 
ftroyed,  &c.  Their  anfwer  was,  They  could  do  nothing- 
till  Sir  Edmund  was  gone.  Waiting  there  three  weeks  up- 
on great  expences,  he  concluded  to  draw  up  fome  of  the 
Circum fiances  of  Cafco,  and  places  adjacent,  and  to  leave- 
it  upon  the  Council  Board,  before  the  Governor  &  Coun- 
cil having  got  it  done,  obtained  liberty  to  go  up  where 
the  Governor  and  Council  were  fitting,  he  inform'd  their 
honors,  that  he  had  waited  till  his  patience  was  wore  out,- 
fo  had  drawn  up  the  matter  to  leave  upon  the  Board  be- 
fore them  :  WThich  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  honored  Governor  and  Council  of  the  Maflachufettsv 
Gentlemen, 

WHEREAS  by  virtue  of  yours,  with  Plymouth'* 
defircs  and  commands*  I  went  eaftward  in  the  loft 
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expedition  againft  the  common  Indian  enemy,  where  Provi- 
dence fo  ordered  that  we  attacked  their  greateft  body  of 
forces,  coming  then  for  the  deftrufiion  of  Falmouth,  which 
we  know  marched  off  repulfed  with  conjiderable  damage^ 
leaving  the  ground,  and  never  fince  feen  there,  or  in  any  -place 
adjacent:  The  time  of  the  year  being  then  too  late  to  profe- 
cute  any  further  defign,  and  other  accidents  falling  contrary 
to  my  expectation,  impeding  the  defired  fuccefs.  Upon  my 
then  removal  from  the  province  of  Maine,  the  inhabitants 
were  very  folicitous  that  this  enemy  might  be  further  profe* 
cuted,  willing  to  venture  their  lives  and  fortunes  in  the  J aid 
enterprife,  wherein  they  might  ftrve  God,  their  King  and 
country,  and  enjoy  quiet  and  peaceable  habitations-,  upon 
which  I  promifed  to  fignify  the  fame  to  yourfelves,  and  wil- 
ling to  venture  that  little  which  Providence  hath  betrufted 
me  with,  on  the  faid  account.  The  feafon  of  the  year  being 
fuch  if  fome  fpeedy  aclion  be  not  performed  in  attacking  them9 
they  will  certainly  be  upon  us  in  cur  out  towns  (Gcd  knows 
where)  and  the  inhabitants  there  not  "being  able  to  defend, 
themfelves,  without  doubt  many  fouls  may  be  cut  off,  as  our 
laft  year's  experience  wofully  hath  declared :  The  inhabitants 
there  trufi  to  your  protection,  having  undertaken  govern^ 
ment  and  your  propriety,  if  nothing  be  performed  on  the  faid 
account,  the  bed  way  ( under  correction )  is  to  demohfto  the 
garrifon,  and  draw  off  the  inhabitants,  that  thy  may  not 
be  left  to  a  mercilefs  enemy  ;  and  that  the  arms  and  ammu- 
nition may  not  be  there  for  the  ftrengthening  rf  the  enemy  ; 
who  without  doubt  have  need  enough,  having  exhaufted  their 
greateft  Jlore  in  this  winter  Jeajon.  I  have  per  formed  my 
promife  to  them,  and  acquitted  myfelf  in  jpecifying  the  fame 
to  yourfelves:  Not  that  1  defire  to  be  in  any  aclion  (although 
willing  to  ferve  my  King  and  country)  and  may  pafs  under 
the  cenfure  of  fcandalous  tongues  in  the  laft  expedition,  which 
I  hope  they  will  amend  on  the  fir  ft  opportunity  of  fervice.  I 
leave  to  mature  confideration,  the  lofs  of  trade  and  fifhery  % 
ike  war  brought  to  the  doors  what  a  triumph  it  will  be 
I  to 
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to  the  enemy,  derificn  to  our  neighbours,  bejides  dijhonor  U 
God  and  our  nation,  and  grounds  of  frowns  from  our  Prince^ 
the  fruflration  of  thofe  wbofe  eyes  are  upon  you  for  help,  who 
might  have  otherwife  applied  themfelves  to  their  King. 
Gentlemen,  this  I  i  bought  humbly  to  propofe  unto  you,  that 
I  might  dif charge  my f elf  in  my  truft  from  yourf elves,  and 
promife  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  province,  but  efpecially  my 
duty  to  God,  her  Majefty,  and  my  nation,  praying  for  your 
Honors  profperity,  fubfcribe,

'Major  Church  fakl  moreover  that  in  thus  doing  he  had 
comph  :d  with  his  promife  to  thole  poor  people  of  Cafco, 
and  mould  be  quit  from  the  guilt  of  their  blood.  The 
Governor  was-  pleafed  to  thank  him  for  his  care  and  pains , 
taken  ;  then  taking  his  leave  of  them  went  home,  and  left 
Captain  Scottaway  in  a  very  forrowful  condition,  who  re- 
turned home  lbme  time  after  with  only  a  copy  of  what 
was  left  on  the  board  by  the  faid  Church.  Maj.  Church  not 
hearing  any  thing  till  May  following,  and  then  was  in- 
formed, that  thofe  poor  people  of  Cafco  were  cut  off  by 
the  barbarous  enemy  :  And  that  altho'  they  made  their 
terms  with  Monfieur  Cafleen,  who  was  commander  of 
thofe  enemies,  yet  he  fufifered  thofe  mercilefs  favages  to 
mafTacre  and  deftroy  the  moft  of  them.  To  conclude 
this  firft  expidition  Eaft  I  mail  juft  give  you  a  hint  how 
Major  Church  was  treated  (altho' he  was  Commander  in 
Chief  of  all  the  forces  out  of  Plymouth  and  Bofion  govern- 
ment) after  he  came  home,  for  Plymouth  Gentlemen  paid 
him  but  Forty -two  pounds ;  telling  him,  he  muft  go  to 
Bofion  Gentlemen  for  the  reft,  who  were  his  employers 
as  well  as  they.    Of  whom  he  never  had  one  penny  for 
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all  travel  and  expences  in  raifing  volunteers,  and  fervices 
done  ;  except  Forty  fmllings  or  thereabout,  for  going 
from  Boflon  to  Rhode -Iftand  on  their  bufinefs,  and  back  to 
Bofton  again  :  Alfo  for  fending  a  man  to  Providence  for 
Captain  Edmunds  (who  raifed  a  company  in  thofe  parts) 
and  went  Eaft  mth  them. 

The  ad  EXPEDITION  Eaft. 

IN  the  year  1690  was  the  expedition  to  Canada,  and 
Major  Walley  often  requefted  Major  Church  that  if  he 
would  not  go  himfelf  in  that  expedition,  that  he  would 
not  hinder  others :  He  anfwered  the  faid  Walley,  That  he 
fhould  hinder  none  but. his  old  foldiers,  that  ufed  to  go 
along  with  him,  &c.   And  the  faid  Church  going  down  to 
Charleftown,  to  take  his  leave  of  fome  of  his  relations,,  and 
friends,  who  were  going  into  that  expedition,  promifed 
his  wife  and  family  not  to  go  into  Bofton,  the  fmall-pox 
being  very  rife  there.    Coming  to  Charleftown,  feveral 
of  his  friends  in  Bofton  came  over  to  fee  him  ;  and  the 
next  day  after  the  faid  Church  came  there,  Major  Walley 
came  to  him,  and  informed  him,  that  the  Governor  and 
Council  wanted  to  fpeak  with  him  :  He  anfwered  him, 
That  he  had  promifed  his  wife  and  family  not  to  go  into 
Bofton  j  faying,  if  they  had  any  bufinefs,  they  could  write 
to  him,  and  that  he  would  fend  them  his  anfwer.  Soon 
after  came  over  two  other  Gentlemen  with  a  mefTage,  that 
the  Governor  and  Council  wanted  to  have  fome  difcourfe 
with  him :  The  anfwer  returned  was,  that  he  intended 
to  lodge  that  night  at  the  Gray-hound,  in  Roxbury,  and 
that  in  the  morning  would  come  to  Pollard's  at  the  fouth 
end  of  Bofton  j  which  accordingly  he  did  :  Soon  after  he 
I  2  cams 
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came  thither  received  a  letter  from  the  honorable  Captain; 
$ezvx!!y  to  reqneft  him  to  come  to  the  Council ;  the  afl* 
fwer  he  returned  by  the  bearer  was,  That  he  thought  theref 
was  r,o  need  of  his  hazarding  himfelf  fo  much  as  to  come 
and  fpeak  with  them    not  that  he  was  afraid  of  his  life, 
but  becaufe  he  had  no  mind  to  be  concerned,  and  further 
by  reafon  they  would  not  hearken  to  him  about  the  poor 
people  of  Cafco.    But  immediately  came  Mr.  Maxfield  to 
him*  faying,  That  the  Council  bid  him  tell  the  faid  Church, 
That  if  he  would  take  his  horfe  and  ride  along  the  middle 
of  the  ftseet,  there  might  be  no  danger,  they  were  then 
fitting  in  Council :  He  bid  them  go  and  tell  his  matters, 
not  to  trouble  themfelves,  whether  he  came  upon  his 
head  or  feet,he  was  coming :  However,  thinking  the  return 
was  fomething  rude,  called  him  back,  to  drink  a  glafs  of 
wine,  and  then  he  would  go  with  him.    So  coming  to  the 
Council,  they  were  very  thankful  to  him  for  his  coming 
and  told  him  that  the  occafion  of  their  fending  for  him  was, 
That  there  was  a  captive  come  in  who  gave  them  an  ac- 
count, tnat  the  Indians  were  come  down,  and  had  taken 
poifeffion  of  the  ftone  fort  at  Pejepfcot,  fo  that  they  want- 
ed his  advice  and  thoughts  about  the  matter  whether 
they  would  tarry  and  keep  in  the  fort  or  not  ?  And  whe- 
ther it  was  not  expedient  to  fend  fome  forces-  to  do  fome 
fpoil  upon  them  •,  and  further  to  know  whether  he  could 
not  be  prevailed  with  to  raife  fome  volunteers  and  go,  to 
do  fome  fpoil  upon  them  ?  He  anfwered  them,  he  was 
unwilling  to  be  concerned  any  more  -r  it  being  very  diffi- 
cult and  chargeable  to  raife  volunteers,  as  he  found  by 
experience  in  the  laft  expedition.    But  they  uling  many 
arguments  prevailed  fo  far  with  him,  that  if  the  Govern- 
ment of  Plymouth  faw  caufe  to  fend  him  (he  would  go) 
thinking  the  expedition  would  be  Ihort  ;  took  his  leave 
of  them  and  went  home.    And  in  a  fliort  time  after  there 
came  an  exprefs  from  Governor  Hinkky,  to  requeft  Ma- 
jor Church  to  come  to  Barnjtabk  to  him :  He  having  re- 
ceived 
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ceived  a  letter  from  the  government  of  Bojlon  to  raife  fome 
forces  to  go  Eaft  :  whereupon  the  laid  Major  Church  went 
the  next  day  to  Barnftable,  as  ordered  j  rinding  the  Go- 
vernor and  fome  of  the  Council  of  War  there,  dilcourfed 
him,  concluding  that  he  mould  take  his  Indian  foldiers, 
and  two  Engli/h  Captains,  with  what  volunteers  could 
be  raifed ;  and  that  one  Captain  mould  go  out  of  Ply- 
mouth and  Barnfta'Ae  county,  and  the  other  out  of  Briftol 
county,  with  what  forces  he  -.could  raife,  concluding  to 
have  but  few  officers,  to  fave  charge.  The  laid  Church 
was  at  great  charge  and  expence  in  railing  of  forces.  Go- 
vernor Hinkky  promifed  that  he  would  take  care  to  pro- 
vide vefTels  to  tranfport  the  faid  army  with  ammunition 
and  provifions,  by  the  time  prefixed  by  himfelf,  for  the 
government  of  Bofton  had  obliged  themfelves  by  their  let- 
ter, to  provide  any  thing  that  was  wanting ;  fo  at  the  time 
prefixed  Major  Church  marched  down  all  his  foldiers  out  of 
Briftol  county  to  Plymouth,  as  ordered  ;  and  being  come, 
found  it  not  as  he  expected,  for  there  were  neither  provi- 
fions, ammunition  nor  iranlports ;  fo  he  immediately  lent 
an  expreis  to  the  Governor  who  was  at  Barn/table,  to  give 
him  an  account  that  he  with  the  men  were  come  to  Ply- 
mouth, and  found  nothing  ready  5  in  his  .ret.urn  to  the  faid 
Church,  gave  him  an  account  of  his  difappointmenjts  ; 
.and  fent  John  Lathrop  of  Barnftable  in  a  veiled  with  fome 
ammunition  and  provifion  on  board,  to  him  at  Plymouth 
alio  lent  him  word  that  there  was  more  on  board  of  Sa- 
muel Ailing  of  Barnftable,  who  was  to  go  for  a  tranfport, 
and  that  he  himielf  would  be  at  Plymouth  next  day  ;  but 
Ailing  never  came  near  him,  but  went  to  Billings-gate,  at 
-Cape- cod,  as  he  was  informed.  The  Governor  being 
-come,  faid  to  Major  Church  that  lie  muft  take  fome  of  the 
•open  (loops,  and  make  fpar  decks  to  them,  and  lay  plat- 
forms for  the  foldiers  to  lie  upon  j  which  delays  were  very 
-exoenfive  to  the  fold  Chu?  ch ;  his  foldiers  being  all  vbtun- 
-  teers,  daily  expeded  to  be  treated  by  him?  and  tfce ..India.'/-': 
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always  begging  for  money  to  get  drink  but  he  ufing  his 
utmoft  diligence,  made  what  defpatch  he  could  to  ba 
gone,  being  ready  to  embark,  received  his  commifiion 
and  inftructions  from  Governor  Hinkley,  which  are  as  fol- 
lowed"), viz. 

The  Council  of  War  of  their  Majefties  colony  of  New-Ply- 
mouth, in  New- England : 
5T*0  Major  Benjamin  Church,  Commander  in  Chief  &c. 
"ffirrHEREAS  the  Kenebeck  and  Eaftward  Indians* 
\  Y  with  the  French  their  confederates,  have  openly  made 
war  upon  their  Majefties  fubjetls  of  the  provinces  oj  Maine, 
New-Hampihire,  and  of  the  Mafiachuletts  colony,  having 
committed  many  barbarous  murders,  fpcih  and  rapines  upon 
their  perfons  and  ejiates.  And  whereas  there  are  feme  forces 
cf  foldiers,  Engliih  and  Indians,  now  raifed  and  detached  out 
cf  the  fever al  regiments  and  places  within  this  colony  of  New- 
Ply  mouth,  to  go  forth  to  the  cffiftance  of  our  neigh  hours  and 
friends  of  the  aforefaid provinces  and  colony  oj  the  Maifachu- 
fetts,  fubjetls  of  one  and  the  Jame  crown.  And  whereas  you> 
Eenjamin  Church,  are  appointed  to  be  Major  and  Comman- 
der in  Chief  of  all  the  forces,  Englim  and  Indians,  detached 
within  this  colony,  together  with  fuch  other  of  their  Majef- 
ties fubjetls  as  elfewhere  Jhall  lift  themf elves,  or  Jhall  be  or- 
derly put  under  your  command  for  the  fervice  of  their  Majef- 
ties, as  aforefaid.  Thefe  are  in  their  Majefties  name  to  au- 
thorize and  require  you  to  take  into  your  care  and  ccndutl  all 
the faid  forces,  Englifti  and  Indians,  and  diligently  to  intend 
that  fcr vice,  by  leading  and  exerajing  your  inf  erior  officers 
and  foldiers,  commanding  them  to  obey  you  as  their  chief 
Commander.  And  to  purfae,  fight,  take,  kill  or  defircy  the 
faid  enemies,  their  aiders  and  abettors  by  all  the  ways  and 
means  you  can,  as  you  jhall  have  opportunity,  and  to  accept 
to  mercy,  or  grant  Quarter  and  favour  to  fuch,  or  fo  many  of 
faid  enemies  as  you  Jhall  find  needful  for  promoting  the  deftgn 
aforefaid.  And  you  an  to  obferve  and  obey  alt  fuch  orders  and 
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mfirwBtons,  as  from  time  to  time  youfljcUrcehe  from  the 
Commijfioners  c  f  the  colonies,  or  the  Council  ot  War  of  the 
faid colony  of  New-Ply mouth,  or  from  the  Governor  and 
Council  oj  the  Maiden  Lifetis.  In  tsftimony  whereof  is  rffix* 
ed  the  public  fed  of  this  colony.  Bated  in  Plymouth  the 
fecond  day  of  September,  Anno  Bom.  i6ao.  Annoque  reg~ 
ni  Regis  et  Regin*  Willielmi  et  Maria?,  *&Y.  Secundo.

•'  the  Maffachufetts  colony,  fuoje&s  of  one  and  the  fame 

*  crown  of  England-,  for  our  affillance  of  them  therein  : 

*  Repoftng  confidence  in  your  wifdom,  prudence,  pronels 
c  and  faithfulnefs  in  the  truft  under  God  committed  to 
'  you  for  the  honor  of  his  name,  the  in te reft  of  (Thrift  in 
c  thefe  churches,  and  the  good  of  the  whole  people  ;  pray- 
6  ing  and  expecting  that  in  your  dependance  on  him,  you

*  Jetts  colony,  and  Plymouth,  under  your  conduct,  mall

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c  You  are  to  take  effectual  care  that  the  worfhip.  of 
1  God  be  kept  up  in  the  army,  that  morning  and  evening 
€  prayer  be  attended,  and  the  holy  fabbath  duly  fanctifi- 

*  ed,  as  the  emergency  of  your  affairs  will  admit. 

f  You  are  to  take  ftrict  care  to  prevent  or  punifh 
'  drunkennefs,  curfing,  fwearing,  anc^ll  other  vices,  left 

*  the  anger  of  God  be  thereby  provoSd  to  fight  againft 
'  you.    You  are,  from  time  to  time,  to  give  intelligence 

*  and  advice  to  the  Governor  of  the  Majfachufetts,  and 
f  to  us,  of  your  proceedings  and  occurrences  that  may  at- 
4  tend  you.  And  in  cafe  of  a  failure  of  any  commif- 
f  fion  officers,  you  are  to  appoint  others  in  their  ftead.— 

*  And  when,  with  the  advice  of  your  Council  aforefaid, 
c  you  mall,  after  fome  trial,  fee  your  fervice  not  like  to 
'  be  advantageous  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  public 

*  end  aforefaid  ;  that  then  you  return  home  with  the  for- 

*  ces  ;  efpecially  if  you  mall  receive  any  orders  or  direo 
c  tions  fo  to  do  from  the  Majfachufetts,  or  from  us.  Given 
f  under  my  band,  at  Plymouth,  the  fecond  day  of  Septem- 
f  feer,  Anno  Dom.  1690.

Now  having  a  fair  wind  Maj.  Church  foon  got  to  Pif- 
cataqua,  who  was  to  apply  himlelf  to  Maj.  Pike,  a  worthy 
gentleman,  who  faid,  He  had  advice  of  his  coming  from 
B  oft  on  gentlemen  alfo  he  had  received  directions  that 
what  men  the  faid  Church  mould  want  muft  be  raifed  out 
of  Hampjhire,  out  of  the  ieveral  towns  &  garrifons  j  Maj. 
Pike  aflk'd  him,  How  many  men  he  mould  want  ?  He 
faid  enough  to  makeup  his  forces  that  he  brought  with 
him,  300  at  leaft,  and  not  more  than  350.  And  fo  in  a*, 
bout  nine  days  time  he  was  fupply'd  with  two  companies 
offoldiers.  He  having  been  at  about  twenty  fallings  a 
day  charge  in  expences  while  there.  Now  he  received 
Maj.  Pike's  inftruftions  :  Which  are  as  followeth  : 
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Portsmouth,  in  New-Hampjhire,  Sept.  9,  1690.' 
To  Major  Benjamin  Church,  Commander  in  Chief  cf  their 
Majejlies  forces  now  defigned  upon  the  prefent  expedition 
eaftward,  and  now  refident  at  Portfmouth. 

rHE  Governor  and  Council  of  the  Mafiachufetts  Colony 
repofing  greaUrujl  and  confidence  in  your  loyalty  and 
valour,  fromWhcperience  oj  your  former  anions,  and  of 
God's  prejence  with  you  in  the  fame  :  In  pursuance  of  an  or* 
der,  received  from  them,  commanding  it  :  Thefe  are  in  their 
Majejlies  names  to  empower  and  require  you,  as  Commander 
in  Chief,  to  take  into  your  care  and  conducl  thefe  forces  now 
here  prefent  at  their  rendezvous  at  Portfmouth  and  they 
are  alike  required  to  obey  you  :  And  with  them  to  fail  eaftward 
by  thefirft  opportunity  to  Cafco,  or  places  adjacent,  that  may 
be  mofi  co7mnodious  for  landing  with  jafety  and  fecrecy  ;  and 
to  vifit  the  French  and  Indians  at  their  head-quarters 
at  Ameras-cogen,  Pejepfcot,  or  any  other  place,  according  as 
you  -may  have  hope  or  intelligence  of  the  refidence  of  the  ene* 
my  ;  ufing  always  your  utmoft  endeavour  for  the  preservation 
of  your  own  men,  and  the  killing,  deftroying,  and  utterly  root- 
ing out  of  the  enemy,  wherefoever  they  may  be  found  and 
alfo  as  much  as  may  poffiblybe  done  for  the  redeeming  or  re- 
covering  of  our  captives  in  any  places. 

Tou  being  there  arrived,  and  under/landing  your  way,  to 
take  your  journey  back  again  either  by  land  or  water,  as  you 
fhall judge  moft  convenient  for  the  accomplifhing  of  the  end 
intended  \  and  to  give  intelligence  always  cf  your  motions 
whenfoever  you  can  with  jafety  and  convenience. 

Laftly,  In  all  to  confult  your  council,  the  commanders  or 
tommiffion  officers  of  your  fever  al  companies,  when  it  may  be 
obtained,  the  greater  part  of  whom  to  determine  :  And  fo  the 
Lord  ofHofts,  the  God  of  armies,  go  along  with  you,  and  be 
your  conducl.  Given  under  my  hand  the  day  and  year  above* 
faid.  Per  ROBERT  PlKEUOju 

Being  ready,  they  took  the  firft  opportunity,  and  made 
the  belt  of  their  way  to  Pejepfcot  fort,  where  they  found 

nothing 
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nothing.  From  thence  they  marched  to  Ameras-cogtny 
and  when  they  came  near  the  fort,  Maj.  Church  made  a 
halt,  ordering  the  Captains  to  draw  out  of  their  feveraj 
companies  60  of  their  meaneft  men,  to  be  a  guard  to  the 
Doctor  and  fnapfacks,  being  not  a  mile  from  faid  fort  ;  and 
then  moving  towards  the  fort,  they  faw^^ung  Doney  and 
his  wife,  with  two  E?igljh  captives  :  T^HJaid  Doney  made 
hisefcape  to  the  fort,  his  wife  was  mot  down,  and  fo  the 
two  poor  captives  were  releafed  out  of  their  bondage.— 
The  faid  Maj.  Church  and  Capt.  V/alton  made  no  flop, 
making  the  beft  of  their  way  to  the  fort,  with  fome  or  the 
army,  in  hopes  of  getting  to  the  fort  before  young  Doney  ; 
but  the  river,  through  which  they  mutt  pafs,  being  as  deep 
as  their  armpits  ;  however  Maj.  Church,  as  foon  as  he  was 
got  over,  ftripp'd  to  his  fhirt  and  jacket,  leaving  his  breech* 
es  behind,  ran  directly  to  the  fort,  having  an  eye  to  fee  if 
young  Doney,  who  ran  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river,  mould 
get  there  before  him  :  The  wind  now  blowing  very  hard 
in  their  f  aces,  as  they  ran,  was  fome  help  to  them  ;  for 
feveral  of  our  men  fired  guns,  which  they  in  the  fort  did 
not  hear,  fo  that  we  had  taken  all  in  the  fort,  had  it  not 
been  for  young  Doney,  who  got  to  the  fort  juft  before  we 
did,  who  ran  into  the  fouth  gate,  and  out  at  the  north,  all 
the  men  following  him,  except  one,  who  all  ran  directly 
down  to  the  great  river  and  fails.  The  faid  Church,  and 
his  forces,  being  come  pretty  near,  he  ordered  the  laid 
Walton  to  run  directly,  with  fome  forces,  into  the  fort,  and 
himfelf,  with  the  reft,  ran  down  to  the  river  af  ter  the  ene- 
my, who  ran  fome  of  them  into  the  river,  and  the 
reft  under  the  great  fallls  ;  thofe  who  ran  into  the 
river  were  killed,  for  he  law  but  one  man  get 
over,  and  he  only  crept  up  the  bank,  and  there 
lay  ui  open  fight  ;  and  thofe  that  run  under  the 
falls  they  made  no  difcovery  of,  notwithftanding  feveral  of 
his  men  went  in  under  the  faid  falls,  and  were  gone  fome 
cOnfiderable  time,  could  not  find  them  5  fo  leaving  a 
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watch  there,  return'd  up  to  the  fort,  where  he  found  but 
one  man  taken,  and  feveral  women  and  children,  amongft 
whom  was  Capt.  Hakins's  wite  and  JVorumbos's  wife,  the 
Sachem  of  that  fort,  with  their  children  ;  the  faid  Hakim 
was  Sachs  n  of  Pennacook,  who  deftroyed  Maj.  Walden  and 
his  family,  {omzjjmz  before,  &c.  The  faid  two  women, 
viz.  Hakins's  zdBHVorumbos's  wives,  requefted  the  faid 
Church  that  he  would  fpare  them  and  their  children's  lives, 
pro.nifing,  upon  that  condition,  he  mould  have  all  the 
captives  that  were  taken,  and  in  the  Indians  hands  :  He 
afked  them,  how  many  ?  They  faid,  about  fourfcore  :  So, 
upon  that  condition,  he  promifed  them  their  lives,  &c. 
And  in  the  laid  fort  there  were  feveral  Englijh  captives, 
who  were  in  a  miferable  condition  ;  amongft  them  was 
Capt.  Huckings's  wife,  of  Oyjler-river.  Maj.  Church  pro- 
ceeded to  examine  the  man  taken,  who  gave  him  an  ac- 
count that  moft  of  the  fighting  men  were  gone  to  Winter- 
harbour,  to  provide  provifions  for  the  Bay  oiFundy  Indians, 
who  were  to  come  and  join  with  them  to  light  the  Englijh, 
The  foldiers  being  very  rude,  would  hardly  fpare  the  Indi- 
an's life,  while  in  examination,  intending  when  he  had 
done  that  he  mould  be  executed  :  But  Capt.  Huckings's 
wife,  and  another  woman,  down  on  their  knees  and  beg'd 
for  him,  faying,  He  had  been  a  means  to  fave  their  lives, 
and  a  great  many  more ;  and  had  helped  feveral  to  oppor- 
tunities to  run  away  and  make  their  efcape  •,  and  that  ne- 
ver, fince  he  came  amongft  them,  had  fought  againft  the 
Englijh,  but  being  related  to  Hakins*s  wife,  kept  at  the 
fort  with  them,  he  having  been  there  two  years  ;  but  his 
living  was  to  the  weftward  of  Bojlon.  So,  upon  their  re- 
queft,  his  life  was  fpared,  &rc.  Next  day  the  faid  Church 
ordered  that  all  their  corn  mould  be  deftroyed,  being  a 
great  quantity,  faving  a  little  for  the  two  old  Squaws  which 
he  defign'd  to  leave  at  the  fort,  to  give  an  account  who 
he  was,  &  from  whence  he  came  ;  the  reft  being  knock'd 
on  the  head,  except  the  aforementioned,  for  an  example, 
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ordering  them  all  to  be  buried.  Having  inquired  where 
all  their  beft  beaver  was  ?  They  faid,  it  was  carried  away 
to  make  a  preient  to  the  Bay  of  Fundy  Indians,  who  were 
coming  to  their  afliftance. 

Now  being  ready  to  draw  off  from  thence,  he  called 
the  two  old  fquaws  to  him,  and  gave  eadi  of  them  a  kettle 
and  fome  bifket,  bidding  them  to  telUfee  Indians  when- 
they  came  home,  that  he  was  known  by  the  name  of  Capt. 
Church,  and  lived  in  the  wefterly  part  of  Plymouth  go- 
vernment s  and  that  thofe  Indians  that  came  with  him  were 
formerly  King  Philips  men,  and  that   he  had  met 
with  them  in  Philips  war,  and  drew  them  off  from  him, 
to  fight  for  the  Englijh,  againft  the  faid  Philip  and  his  af- 
fociates,  who  then  promifed  him  to  fight  for  the  Englijh  as 
long  as  they  had  one  enemy  left  ;  and  faid,  that  they  did 
notqueftion  but  before  Indian  corn  was  ripe  to  have  Phi- 
lips head,  notwithstanding  he  had  twice  as  many  men  as 
were  in  their  country   and  that  they  had  killed  and  taken 
one  thoufand  three  hundred  and  odd  of  Philips  men,  wo- 
men and  children,  and  Philip  himielf,  with  feveral  other 
Sachems,  Sec.  and  that  they  mould  tell  Hakins  and  Wo- 
rumbos,  That  if  they  had  a  mind  to  fee  their  wives  and 
children  they  mould  come  to  Wells  garrifon,  and  that 
there  they  might  hear  of  them,  &c.    Major  Church  hay- 
ing done,  moved  with  all  his  forces  down  to  Mequait* 
where  the  tranfports  were  (but  in  the  way  fome  of  his  fol- 
diers  threatened  the  Indian  man  prifoner  very  much*  fo 
that  in  a  thick  fwamp  he  gave  them  the  flip  and  got  away) 
and  when  they  all  got  on  board  the  tranfports  the  wind 
being  fair,  made  the  beft  of  their  way  for  Winter  Harbour, 
and  the  next  morning  before  day,  and  as  foon  as  the  day 
appeared,  they  difcovered  fome  fmokes  rifmg  towards 
Skamatfs  garrifon  :  He  immediately  fent  away  a  fcout  of 
60  men,  and  followed  prefently  with'  the  whole  body  s 
the  fcout  coming  near  a  river  difcovered  the  enemy  to  be 
©n  the  other  fide  of  the  river :  But  three  of  the  enemy 

were 


were  come  over  the  river,  to  the  fame  fide  of  the  river 
which  the  fcout  was  of  •  ran  haflfly  down  to  their  canoe 
one  of  which  lay  at  each  end  of  the  canoe,  and  t*e  third 
itood  up  to  paddle  over:  The  fcout  fired  at  them  and 
he  that  paddled  fell  down  upon  the  canoe,  and  broke  it 
to  pieces,  fo  thajgl  three  perifhed.  The  firing  put  the 
enemy  to  the  ruSfwhb  left  their  canoes  and  provifions 
to  ours ;  and  old  Bwey,  and  one  Thomas  Baker,  an  En£- 
hfimav  who  was  a  prifoner  amongft  them,  were  up  It 
the  halls,  and  heard  the  guns  fire,  expecled  the  other 
Indians  were  come  to  their  affiftance,  fo  came  down  the 
nver  in  a  canoe.;  but  when  they  perceived  that  there 
were  Englijh  as  well  as  Indians,  old  Boney  ran  the  ca- 
noe afhore,  and  ran  over  Baker's  head,  and  followed  the 
reft,  and  then  Baker  came  to  ours  ;  and  gave  an  account 
of  the  beaver  hid  at  Pejepfcot  plain,  and  coming  to  the 
place  where  the  plunder  was,  the  Major  fent  a  fcout  to 
Fejepfcot  fort,  to  fee  if  they  could  make  any  difcovery  of 
the  enemies  tracks,  or  could  difcove'r  any  coming  up  the 
nver  •  who  returned  and  faid  they  faw  nothing  but  our 
Old  tracks  at  the  faid  fort, 

Now  having  got  feme  plunder,  one  of  the  Captains 
faid  it  was  time  to  go  home,  and  feveral  others  were  of 
the  fame  mind  j  and  the  Major  being  much  difturbed  at 
the  motion  of  theirs,  expecting  the  enemy  would  come  in 
a  very  fhort  time,  where  they  might  have  a  great  advan- 
tage of  them,  &c.  Notwithstanding  all  he  could  fay  or 
do,  he  was  obliged  to  call  a  council,  according  to  his  in- 
ftructions,  wherein  he  was  out- voted.  The  faid  Com- 
mander feeing  he  was  put  by  of  his  intentions,  proffered  if 
lixty  men  would  flay  with  him,  he  would  not  embark  a3 
yet ;  but  all  he  could  fay  or  do  could  not  prevail ;  then 
they  moved  to  the  veffels  and  embarked,  and  as  they 
were  going  in  the  vefTels,  on  the  back  fide  of  Mayr-poini% 
they  difcovered  eight  or  nine  canoes,  who  turned  more 
about,  and  went  up  the  river ;  being  the  fame  Indians  that 

the 
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the  Major  expected,  and  would  have  waited  for  •,  and  the 
aforefaid  Captain  being  much  diflurbed  at  what  the  Ma- 
jor had  faid  to  him,  drew  off  from  the  fleet,  and  in  the 
night  ran  aground,  in  the  morning  Anthony  Bracket,  having 
been  advifed  and  directed  by  the  Indian  that  had  made  his 
efcape  from  our  forces,  came  down  near  where  the  afore- 
faid veffel  lay  aground,  and  got  aboard,*%ho  has  proved  a 
good  pilot  &  Capt.  for  his  country.  The  next  day  being 
very  calm  and  mifty,  fo  that  they  were  all  day  getting 
down  from  Maquait  to  Perpodack  ;  and  the  matters  of  the 
veffels  thinking  it  not  fafe  putting  out  in  the  night,  fo  late 
in  the  year,  anchor'd  there  at  Perpodack  •,  the  veffels  being 
much  crowded,  the  Major  ordered  that  three  companies 
mould  go  on  Ihore,  and  no  more,  himfelf  with  Capt. 
Converfe  went  with  them  to  order  their  lodging,  and  find- 
ing juft  houfes  convenient  for  them,  viz.  two  barns  and 
one  houfe  fo  feeing  them  all  fettled  and  their  watches 
out,  the  Major  and  Capt.  Converfe  return'd  to  go  on  board, 
and  coming  near  where  the  boat  was,  it  was  pretty  dark, 
they  chTcovered  fome  men,  but  did  not  know  what  or  who 
they  were  ;  the  Major  ordered  thofe  that  were  with  him 
all  to  clap  down  and  cock  their  guns,  and  he  cali'd  out 
and  afk'd  them  who  they  were  ?  And  they  faid,  Indians  : 
Fie  afk'd  them  whofe  men  they  were  ?  They  faid,  Captain 
Southworth's  :  He  afk'd  them  where  they  intended  to 
lodge  ?  They  faid,  In  thofe  little  huts  that  the  enemy  had 
made  when  they  took  that  garrifon.  The  Major  told  them 
they  mufl  not  make  any  fires,  for  if  they  did,  the  enemy- 
would  be  upon  them  before  day.  They  laugh'd,  and  faid, 
Our  Major  is  afraid.  Having  given  them  their  directions, 
he,  with  Capt.  Converfe,  went  on  board  the  Man  floop  ; 
defigning  to  write  home,  and  fend  away  in  the  morning 
the  two  Hoops  which  had  the  fmall-pox  onboard,  &c.-— 
But  before  day  our  Indians  began  to  make  fires,  and  to 
fing  and  dance  ;  fothe  Major  called  to  Capt.  Southwortb 
togoafhore  and  look  after  his  men,  for  the  enemy  would 
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be  upon  them  by  and  by.    He  ordered  the  boat  to  be 

haled  up  to  carry  him  afhore,  and  call'd  Capt.  Ccmverfe  to 
go  with  him,  and  juft  as  the  day  began  to  appear,  as  the 
Major  was  getting  into  the  boat  to  go  aftiore,  the  enemy 
fired  upon  our  men,  the  Indians,  notwithstanding  that  one 
Philip,  an  Indian ^of  ours,  who  was  out  upon  the  watch, 
heard  a  man  cough,  and  the  flicks  crack  ;  who  gave  the 
reft  an  account,  that  he  faw  Indians ;  which  they  would 
not  believe  ;  but  faid  to  him,  You  are  afraid  :  His  anfwer 
was,  that  they  might  fee  them  come  creeping  :  They 
laugh'd,  and  faid,  They  were  hogs  :  Ay,  faid  he,  and  they 
will  bite  you  by  and  by.  So  prefently  they  did  fire  upon 
our  men  but  the  morning  being  mifty  their  guns  did 
not  go  off  quick,  fo  that  our  men  had  all  time  to  fall  down 
before  their  guns  went  off,  and  faved  themlelves  from  that 
volley,  except  one  man,  who  was  kill'd. 

This  fudden  firing  upon  our  Indian  foldiers  furprifed 
them  that  they  left  their  arms,  but  foon  recovered  them 
again,  and  got  down  the  bank,  which  was  but  low.  The 
Major,  with  all  the  forces  on  board,  landed  as  fall  as  they 
could,  the  enemy  firing  fmartly  an  them  however  all 
got  fafe  afhore.  The  enemy  had  a  great  advantage  of 
our  forces,  who  were  between  the  funriiing  and  the  enemy, 
fo  that  if  a  man  put  up  his  head  or  hand  they  could  fee  it, 
and  would  fire  at  it  :  However  fome,  with  the  Major, 
got  up  the  bank  behind  ftumps  and  rocks,  to  have  the 
advantage  of  firing  at  the  enemy  ;  but  when  the  fun  was 
rifen  the  Major  flipp'd  down  the  bank  again,  where  all  the 
forces  were  ordered  to  obferve  his  motion,  viz.  That  he 
would  give  three  fhouts,  and  then  all  of  them  mould  run 
with  him  up  the  bank  :  So,  when  he  had  given  the  third 
fhout,  ran  up  the  bank,  and  Capt.  Converfe  with  him,  but 
when  the  faid  Converfe  perceived  that  the  forces  did  not 
follow  as  commanded,  called  to  the  Major  and  told  him 
the  forces  did  not  follow  ;  who,  notwithstanding  the  ene- 
my fired  fmartly  at  him,  got  fafe  down  the  bank  again, 
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And  rallying  the  forces  up  the  bank,  foon  put  the  enemy 
to  flight ;  and  .following  them  fo  dole,  that  they  took 
13  canoes,  and  one  lufty  man,  who  had  Jofeph  Ramfdefs 
fcalp  by  his  fide,  who  was  taken  by  two  of  our  Indians, 
and  having  his  deferts  was  himfclf  fcalped.  I  his  being 
a  fhort  and  fmart  fight,  fome  of  our  men  were  killed  and 
feveral  wounded.  Some  time  after  an  *Englifhman,  who 
was  priibner  amongtt  them,  gave  an  account  that  our 
forces  had  killed  and  wounded  feveral  of  the  enemy,  for 
they  killed  feveral  prifoners  according  to  cuftom,  &c. 

After  this  action  was  over  our  forces  embarked  for  Pif- 
cataqua,  and  the  Major  went  to  Wells,  and  removed  the 
Captain  there,  and  put  in  Captain  Andres,  who  had  been, 
with  him  and  knew  the  difcourfe  left  with  the  two  old 
fquaws  at  Ameras-cGgen,  for  Hakins  and  Worumbos  to  come 
there  in  14  days,  if  they  had  a  mind  to  hear  of  their  wives 
and  children  :  Who  did  then  or  foon  after  come  with  a 
flag  of  truce  to  faid  Wells  garrifon,  and  had  leave  to  come 
in,  and  more  appearing  came  in,  to  the  number  of  eight, 
(without  any  terms)  being  all  Chief  Sachems;  and  were, 
very  glad  to  hear  of  the  women  and  children,  viz.  Hakins 
and  Worumbos's  wives  and  children  \  who  all  faid  three  fe- 
veral times  that  they  would  never  fight  againft  the  Englijh 
any  more,  for  the  French  made  fools  of  them,  &c.  They 
faying  as  they  did,  the  faid  Andros  let  them  go,  Major 
Church  being  come  to  Pifcataqua,  and  two  of  his  tran£. 
ports  having  the  fmall-pox  on  board,  and  feveral  of  his 
men  having  got  great  colds  by  their  hard  fervice,  pretend- 
ed they  were  going  to  have  the  frriall  pox,  thinking  by 
that  means  to  be  fent  home  fpeedily  the  Major  being 
willing  to  try  them,  went  to  the  Gentlemen  there,  and  de- 
fired  them  to  provide  an  houfe,  for  fome  of  his  men  ex- 
pected they  mould  have  the  fmal  -pox;  who  readily  did, 
and  told  him,  That  the  s  eople  belonging  to  it  werejuft 
recovered  of  the  fmall-p  >x,  and  had  been  all  at  meeting, 
&c.  The  Major  returning  to  his  Officers  ordered  them 
K  to 
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to  draw  out  all  their  men  that  were  going  to  have  the  fmall- 
pox,  for  he  had  provided  an  hofpital  for  them  :  So  they 
drew  out  17  men,  that  had,  as  they  faid,  all  the  fymp-' 
toms  of  the  fmall-pox  he  ordered  them  all  to  follow  him, 
and  coming  to  the  houfe,  he  afked  them  how  they  liked 
it  ?  Thcv  faid  ve*y  well.  Then  he  told  them  that  the 
people  in  the  faid  houfe  had  all  had  the  fmall-pox,  and 
were  recovered  •,  and  that  if  they  went  in  they  muft  not 
come  out  till  they  all  had  it :  Whereupon  they  all  pre- 
fently  began  to  grow  better,  and  to  make  excufes,  except 
one  man  who  defired  to  ftay  out  till  night  before  he  went 
in,  &c.  The  Major  going  to  the  Gentlemen,  told  them, 
That  one  thing  more  would  work  a  perfect  cure  upon  his 
men,  which  was  to  let  them  go  home  :  Which  did  work 
a  cure  upon  all,  except  one,  and  he  had  not  the  fmall-pox. 
So  he  ordered  the  plunder  mould  be  divided  forthwith, 
and  fent  away  all  the  Plymouth  forces.  But  the  Gentle- 
men there  defired  him  to  ftay,  and  they  would  be  affifting 
to  him  in  raifing  new  forces,  to  the  number  of  what  was 
fent  away  ;  and  that  they  would  fend  to  B  oft  on  for  provi- 
fions  which  they  did,  and  fent  Captain  Plaified  to  the 
Governor  and  Council  at  B  oft  on,  &c.  And  in  the  mean 
time  the  Major  with  thofe  Gentlemen  went  into  all  thofe 
parts  and  railed  a  fufficient  number  of  men,  both  Officers 
and  foldiers  •,  who  all  met  at  the  bank  on  the  fame  day 
that  Captain  Plaifted  returned  from  B  oft  on  whofe  return 
from  the  Bofton  Gentlemen  was,  That  the  Canada  expe- 
dition had  drained  them  fo  that  they  could  do  no  more  : 
So  that  Major  Church,  notwithstanding  he  had  been  at  con- 
fiderable  expences  in  raifing  laid  forces  to  ferve  his  King 
and  country,  was  obliged  to  give  them  a  treat  and  difmifs 
them  :  Taking  his  leave  of  them  came  home  to  Bofton,  in 
the  Mary  Sloop,  Mr.  Alden  Mafter,  and  Captain  Converfe 
with  him,  on  a  Saturday  ;  and  waiting  upon  the  Gover- 
nor, and  fome  of  the  Gentlemen  in  Bofton,  they  looked 
very  ftrange  upon  thern,  which  not  only  troubled  them. 
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but  put  them  in  fome  confternation  what  the  matter  (hould 
be*  that  after  fo  much  toil  and  hard  feryice  couid  not 
have  fo  much  as  one  pleafant  word,  nor  any  money  in  their 
pockets;  for  Major  Church  had  but  eight  pence  left,  and 
Captain  Converfe  none,  as  he  faid  afterwards.  Major 
Qbardf  feeing  two  Gentlemen  which  he  knew  had  money, 
afked  them  to  lend  him  fjrty  /hillings,  telling  them  his  ne- 
ceflity  :  Ytt  they  refufed.  So  being  bare  of  money  was 
obliged  to  lodge  at  Mr.  Alden\  three  nights-,  and  the 
next  Tuefday  morning  Captain  Converfe  came  to  him 
(not  knowing  each  others  circttmftances  as  yet)  and  faid 
he  would  walk  with  him  out  of  town  •,  fo  coming  near 
Pollard's  at  the  fouth  end,  thly  had  fome  difeourfe  ;  that 
it  was  very  hard  that  they  mould  part  with  dry  lips :  Ma- 
jor Church  told  Capt.  Converfe  that  he  had  but  eight  pence 
left,  and  could  not  borrow  any  money  to  carry  him  home. 
And  the  faid  Converfe  faid,  that  he  had  not  a  pinny  lefta 
fo  they  were  obliged  to  part  without  going  to  Pollard's^ 
&c.  The  faid  Captain  Converfe  returned  back  into  town, 
and  the  faid  Church  went  over  to  Roxbury  ;  and  at  the 
tavern  he  met  with  Stephen  Braton,  of  PJoode-IJland,  a 
drover;  who  was  glad  to  fee  him,  the  faid  Church,  and  he. 
"as  glad  to  fee  his  neighbour:  Whereupon  Major  Church 
called  for  an  eight-penny  tankard  of  drink,  and  let  the  faid 
Brhton know  his  circumftances,  afked  him  whether  he 
would  lend  him  forty  fhiliings  ?  He  anfwcred,  yes  :  Forty 
Pounds,,  if  he  wanted  it.  So  he  thanked  hirn,  and  faid, 
he  would  have  but  forty  fhiliings ;  which  he  freely  lent 
him:  And  prefently  after  Mr.  Church  was  told  that  his 
brother  Caleb  Church,  of  Watertown,  w  is  corning  with  a 
fpare  horfe  for  him,  having  heard  the  night  before  tjiat  his 
brother  was  come  in  ;  by  which  means  the  faid  Major 
Church  got  home.  And  for  all  his  travel  and  expences  in 
raifing  foldiers,  and  fervice  done,  never  had  but  14  of 
Plymouth  Gentlemen,  and  not  a  penny  of  Bofion,  notwith- 
standing he  had  wore  out  all  his  clothes,  and  run  himfelf  in 
K  5%  debt, 
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debt,  fo  that  he  was  obliged  to  fell  half  a  fhare  of  land 
in  Tiverton,  for  about  £.  60,  which  is  now  worth  £.  300 
more  and  above  what  he  had. 

Having  not  been  at  home  long  before  he  found  out 
the  reaion  why  Bofton  Gentlemen  looked  fo  difurTected  on 
him  as  you  may  fee  by  the  fequel  or  two  letters  Mai«r 
Church  fent  to  the  Gentlemen  in  the  eaftward  parts :  Which 
are  as  followeth. 

Briftol,  November  27,  1690. 

Worthy  Gentlemen, 
«    J\  CCORDING  to  my  promife  when  with  you  laft, 
jf\  6  I  waited  upon  the  Governor  at  Bofton,  upon  the 
6  Saturday,  Capt.  Converfe  being  with  me.  The  Gover- 

*  nor  informed  us  that  the  Council  was  to  meet  on  the 

*  Monday  following  in  the  afternoon,  at  which  time  we 

*  both  there  waited  upon  them,  and  gave  them  an  account 
6  of  the  ftate  of  your  country,  and  great  neceflities.  They 
«  informed  us,  that  their  General  Court  was  to  convene 

*  the  Wednefday  following,  at  which,  time  they  would 
6  debate  and  confider  of  the  matter  •,  myfelf  being  bound 

*  home,  Captain  Converfe  was  ordered  to  wait  upon  them, 
e  and  bring  you  their  refolves.    I  then  took  notice  of  the 

*  Council  that  they  looked  upon  me  with  an  ill  afpecl, 

*  not  judging  me  worthy  to  receive  thanks  for  the  fer- 

*  Vice  I  had  done  in  your  parts  •,  nor  as  much  as  afked  me 

*  whether  I  wanted  money  to  bear  my  expences,  or  a 

*  horfe  to  carry  me  home.    But  I  was  forced,  for  want  of 

*  money  (being  far  from  friends)  to  go  to  Roxbury  on 
6  foot  but  meeting  there  with  a  Rbode-TJland Gentleman, 
«  acquainted  him  of  my  wants,  who  tendered  me  Ten 
«  Bounds,  whereby  I  was  accommodated  for  my  journey 

*  home  :  And  being  come  home,  I  went  to  the  minifter 
«  of  our  town,  and  gave  him  an  account  of  the  tranfac- 

*  tions  of  the  great  affairs  I  had  been  employed  in,  and 

*  of  the  great  favour  God  was  pleafed  to  mew  me,  and 
«  my  company,  and  the  benefit  I  hoped  would  accrue  to 
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«  yourfelves    and  defired  him  to  return  public  thanks ; 

*  but  at  the  fame  interim  of  time  a  paper  was  prefented 
4  unto  him  from  a  Court  of  Plymouth^  which  was  holder* 

*  before  I  came  home,  to  command  a  day  of  humiliation 
4  thro'  the  whole  government,  becaufe  of  the  frown  of 
4  God  upon  thofe  forces  fent  under  my  command,  and  the 

*  ill  iucceis  we  had,  for  want  of  good  conduct.  All  which 
4  was  caufed  by  thofe  falfe  reports  which  were  polled 

*  home  by  thole  ill  affected  Officers  that  were  under  my 

*  conduct}  efpecially  one  which  yourfelves  very  well 

*  know,  who  had  the  advantage  of  being  at  home  a  week 
f  before  me,  being  fick  of  action,  and  wanting  the  ad- 
4  vantage  to  be  at  the  bank,  which  he  every  day  was 
t  mindful  of  more  than  fighting  the  enemy  in  their  own 
'  country. 

4  After  I  came  home,  being  informed  of  a  General 
4  ppurt  aX>  Plymout.b->  and  not  forgetting  my  faithful  pro- 

*  mife  to  you,  and  the  duty  I  lay  under,  I  went  thither, 
4  where,  waiting  upon  them,  I  gave  them  an  account  of 
4  my  eaftward  tranfactions,  and  made  them  fenfible  of 

*  the  falfe nefs  of  thofe  reports  that  were  ported  to  them 

*  by  ill  hands,  and  found  fome  fmall  favourable  accept- 
4  ance  with  them,  ib  far  that  I  was  credited.  I  pre- 
6  fented  your  thanks  to  them  for  their  feafonably  fending 
4  thofe  forces  to  relieve  you,  with  that  expence  and  charge 

*  they  had  been  at ;  which  thanks  they  gratefully  receiv- 
4  ed ;  and  faid  a  few  lines  from  yourfelves  would  have 
4  been  well  accepted.  I  then  gave  them  an  account  of 
4  your  great  necessities,  by  being  imprifoned  in  your  gar- 
c  rifons,  and  the  great  mifchief  that  would  attend  the 
4  public  concerns  of  this  country  by  the  lofs  of  their  Ma- 
4  jellies  intereft,  and  fo  much  good  eftate  of  ydurs  and 
4  your  neighbours,  as  doubtlefs  would  be  on  the  defert- 
4  ing  of  your  town.  I  then  moved  for  a  free  contribu- 
4  tion  for  your  relief,  which  they  with  great  forwardnefs 
4  promoted  j  and  then  ordered  a  day  of  thankfgiving 

K  3  6  thro* 
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«  thro'  the  government  upon  the  26th  day  of  this  inftanfc 

*  Upon  which  day  a  collection  w&s  ordered  for  your  re* 

*  her  (and  the  places  near  adjacent)  in  every  respective 
c  town  in  this  government-,  and  for  the  good  manage- 
c  mint  ot  it  that  it  might  be  fafely  conveyed  unto  your 
6  hands,  they  appointed  a  man  in  each  county  for  the  re- 

*  ceipt  and  conveyance  thereof.  The  perfons  nominated 
8  ano  accepted  thereof,  are  :  For  the  county  of  Plymouth, 

*  Captain  Nathaniel  Thomas  of  Marjhfield:  For  the  conn- 
c  ty  of  B&rnftabk^  Captain  Jcfeph  Lathrop  of  Barnjlable  ; 

*  And  for  the  county  of "  BriJtoU  myfelf.    Which,  when 

*  gathered  you  will  have  a  particular  account  from  each 
'  perfon,  with  orders  of  advice  how  it  may  be  diipofed  of 
'  for  your  beft  advantage,  with  a  copy  of  the  Court's  or-

*  yourfelves  that  I  now  write  to,  viz.  John  Wheelwright^ 
c  Efq;  Capt.  John  Litrfefield^  and  Lieutenant  Jofeph  btory, 
c  1  dcfer'd  writing,  expecting  every  day  to  hear  from  you 

*  concerning  the  Indians,  coming  to  treat  about  their  pri- 
c  foners  that  we  had  taken.  The  difcourfe  1  made  with 
1  them  at  Arneras-cogen,  I  knew  would  have'  that  effect 
6  as  to  bring  them  to  a  treaty,  which  I  would  have  thought 

*  myfelf  happy  to  have  been  improved  in,  knowing  that 
c  it  would  have  made  much  for  your  good.    But  no  in- 

*  telligence  coming  to  me  from  any  Gentlemen  in  your 
c  parts,  and  hearing  nothing  but  by  accident,  and  that  in 
c  the  latter  end  of  the  week  by  fome  of  ours  coming  from 
'  Bofion,  informed  me  that  the  Indians  were  come  into 

*  your  town  to  feek  for  peace;  and  that  there  was  to  be  a 

*  treaty  fpeedily  ;  but  the  time  they  knew  not.    I  took 

*  my  horle,  and  upon  the  Monday  let  out  for  Bcjlon,  ex- 

*  pecting  the  treaty  had  been  at  your-town,  as  rationally 

*  it  fhould  but  on  Tuefday  night  coming  to  Bojlon, 
e  there  met  with  CaytzwEHJha  Andros,  who  informed  me 

*  that  the  place  of  treaty  was  Saiaty-hock,  and  that  Cap- 
f  tain  Alden  was  gone  from  Bojlon  four  days  before  I  came 

•  there, 
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*  there,  and  had  carried  all  the  Indian  prifoners  with  him, 
«  and  that  all  the  forces  were  drawn  away  out  of  your 
c  parts,  except  12  men  in  your  town,  and  12  in  Pifcata- 
c  qua,  which  news  did  fo  amufe  me,  to  fee  that  wifdom 
i  was  taken  from  the  wile,  and  fuch  imprudence  in  their 
f  actions,  as  to  be  deluded  by  Indians  and  to  have  a 
'  treaty  fo  far  from  any  Englijb  town,  and  to  draw  off  the 

*  forces  upon  what  pretence  foever,  to  me  looks  very  ill. 
'  My  fear"  is  that  tney  will  deliver  thole  we  have  taken, 
t  which,  if  kept,  would  have  been  greatly  for  your  fecu- 

*  nty,  in  keeping  them  in  awe,  and  preventing  them  from 
6  doing  any  hoftile  adion  or  mifchief,  I  knowing  that  the 
'  MngUJb  being  abroad  are  very  earneft  to  go  home,  and 
J  the  Indians  are  very  tedious  in  their  difcourfes,"  and  by 
c  that  means  will  have  an  advantage  to  have  their  captives 
'  at  very  low  rates,  to  your  great  damage.  Gentlemen, 
4  as  to  Rhode-  Band,  I  have  not  concerned  myfelf  as  to 
i  any  relief  for  you,  having  nothing  in  writing  to  fh.ow 

to  them,  yet  upon  difcourfe  with  fome  Gentlemen  there, 

*  they  have  fignirkd  a  great  forwardnefs  to  promote  fuch 
'  a  thing.  I  lying  under  great  reflections,  from  fome  of 
f  yours  in  the  eaftvard  parts,  that  I  was  a  very  cove- 

*  tuous  perfon,  and  came  there  to  enrich  myfelf,  and  that 
6  I  killed  their  cattle  and  barreled  them  up,  and  fent  them 
'  to  Bojlon,  and  Ibid  them  for  plunder,  and  made  mo- 
'  ney  to  put  into  my  own  pocket ;  and  the  owners  of  them 
'  being  poor  people  begged  for  the  hides  and  tallow,  with 
'  tears  in  their  eyes ;  and  that  I  was  fo  cruel  as  to  deny 
«  them  ;  which  makes  me  judge  myfelf  incapable  to  ferve 

*  you  in  that  matter :  Yet  I  do  allure  you  that  the  people 

*  are  very  charitable  at  the  iiland,  and  forward  in  fuch 
'  good  actions,  and  therefore  advife  you  to  defire  fome 
'  good  fuoftantial  perion  to  take  the  management  of  it, 

*  and  write  to  the  government  there,  which  I  know  will 

*  not  be  labour  loft.  As  for  what  I  am  acculed  of,  you 
t  all  can  witnefs  to  the  contrary,  and  i  mould  take  it  very 
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*  kindly  from  you  to  do  me  that  juft  right,  as  to  vindi- 

*  cate  my  reputation    for  the  wife  man  fays,  A  good

rH  E  S  E  come  to  wait  upon  you,  to  bring  the  tenders 
of  my  hearty  jervice  to  yourfelf  and  lady,  with  due  ac- 
knowledgment of  thankfulnefs  for  all  the  kindnejs  and 
favour  I  received  from  you  in  the  eaftward  parts,  when  with 
you.    Since  T  came  from  thofe  parts,  I  am  informed,  by  Capt. 
Andros,  that  yourfelf  and  mcft  ail  the  forces,  are  drawn  off 

from 
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from  the  eaftward  parts    I  admire  at  it,  confidering  that 
they  had  fo  low  efteem  of  what  was  done,  that  they  can  ap- 
prehend the  eaftward  parts  fo  fafe  before  the  enemy  were 
brought  into  better  fubjetlion.    Izvas  in  hopes,  when  I  came 
from  thence,  that  thcfs  who  were  fo  defirous  to  have  my 
room,  would  have  been  very  brifk  in  my  abfence,  to  have  got 
them  fives  Jome  honor,  which  they  very  much  gaped  af- 
ter, or  elfe  they  would  not  have  fpread  fo  many  falje  reports 
to  "defame  me  :  Which  had  I  known,  before  I  left  the  bank, 
J  would  have  had  fatisf action  of  them.    Tour  honor  was 
pleafed  to  give  me  feme  fmall  account,  before  I  left  the  bank, 
offo  ne  things  that  were  ill  reprefented  to  you,  concerning  the 
eaftward  expedition,  which  being  rolled  homelike  a  fnow-b all 
through  both  colonies,  was  got  to  fuch  a  bignefs  that  it  over- 
fh-dowed  me  from  the  influence  of  all  comfort,  or  good  accept- 
ance among  ft  my  friends  in  my  journey  homeward.  But  thro* 
God's  goodnefs  am  come  home,  finding  all  well,  and  my f elf  in 
good  health,  hoping  that  thofe  reports  will  do  me  the  favour, 
to  quit  me  from  all  other  public  anions    that  fo  I  may  the 
more  peaceably  and  quietly  wait  upon  God,  and  be  a  comfort 
to  my  own  family,  in  this  dark  time  of  trouble  ;  being  as  one 
hid,  till  his  indignation  is'overpaft.  I  Jh all  take  it  as  a  great 
favour  to  hear  of  your  welfare  :  Subfcribing  myfelj,  as  I 
am,  Sir,  Tourmoft  affured  friend  and  fervant,

Major  Church  did  receive,  after  this,  anfwers  to  his  let- 
ters, but  hath  loft  them,  except  it  be  a  letter  from  feveral 
of  the  gentlemen  in  thofe  parts,  in  June  following;  which 
is  as  followeth :

rOU  R  former  readinefs  to  expofe  yourfelf  in  the  fervice 
of  the  country,  againft  the  common  enemy  ;  and  parti- 
cularly the  late  obligations  you  have  laid  upon  us,  in

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theft  eaftern  parts,  leaves  us  under  a  deep  and  grateful  fenfe 
of  your  favour  therein  :  And  forafmuch  as  you  was  p  'eafed, 
•when  lafi  here,  to  fignify your  ready  inclination' to  junker  jer- 
vice  of  this  kind,  if  occajion  fhould  call  for  it  :  IVe  therefore 
prefume  confidently  to  proynife  ourf elves  compliance  according- 
ly i  and  have  fent  this  mejjenger  on  purpc/e  to  you,  to  let 
you  know,  that  notwithjianding  the  late  overture  of  peace, 
the  enemy  have  approved  themf elves  .as  perfidious  as  ever, 
and  are  almoft  daily  killing  ana  deftroying  upon  all  our  fron- 
tiers :  The  Governor  and  Council  of  the  MafTacrmietts  have 
been  p leafed  to  order  the  raifing  of  1 50  men,  to  be  forthwith 
defalked  into  thofe  parts  ;  and,  as  we  underfiand  have  writ 
to  y  cur  Governor  and  Council  of  Plymouth  for  further  ajjift- 
ance,  which  we  pray  you  to  promote,  hoping  if  you  can  ob- 
tain about  200  men,  Enghfh  and  Indians,  to  vifit  them  at 
fome  of  their  head  quarters,  up  Kennebeck  river,  or  elfe- 
where,  which  (for  want  of  neceffaries)  was  omitted  lafi 
year,  it  may  be  of  great  advantage  to  us.  We  offer  nothing 
of  advice  as  to  what  methods  are  moft  proper  to  be  taken  in 
this  affair,  your  acquaintance  with  our  circumftances  as  well 
as  the  enemies,  will  direcl  you  therein :  IVe  leave  the  con- 
duel  thereof  to  your  own  difcretion  but  that  the  want  of 
provijion,  &c.  may  be  no  remora  to  your  motion,  you  may 
pleafe  to  know  Mr.  Geafford,  one  of  our  principal  inhabit 
tants,  now  refiding  in  Bolton,  hath  promifed  to  take  care  to 
fupply  to  the  value  of  two  or  three  hundred  pounds,  if  occa- 
jion require :  IVe  pray  a  few  lines  by  the  bearer  to  give  us  a 
profpetl  of  what  we  may  expeel  for  our  further  encourage- 
ment, and  remain,

A  true  copy  of  the  original  Utter  •,  which  letter  was  pre- 
fented  to  me  by  Captain  Hatch,  who  came  exprefs.  : 


Major 
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Major  Church  fent  them  his  anfwer:  The  contents 
whereof  was,  That  he  had  gone  often  enough  for  nothing; 
and  efpecially  to  be  ill  treated  with  fcandals  and  falfe  re- 
ports, when  laft  out,  which  he  could  not  forget.  And 
fignified  to  them,  That  doubtlefs  fome  amongft  them 
thought  they  could  do  without  him,  &c.  .  And  to  mak© 
ftionTof  it, 'did  go  out,  and  meeting  with  the  enemy  at 
Maquait,  were  moil  fliamefully  beaten,  as  I  have  been 
informed. 

The  Third  EXPEDITION  Eaft. 

THIS  was  in  the  year  1692.  In  the  time  of  Sir 
William  Phips's  government :  Major  W alley  being 
at  Bofton,  was  requefted  by  his  Excellency  to  treat  with 
Major  Church  about  going  Eaft  with  him.  Major  Walley 
coming  . home,  did  as  defired  and  to  encourage  the  faid 
Major  ^Church,  told  him,  That  now  was  the  time  to  have 
recompence  for  his  former  great  expences  ;  faying  alfo, 
That  the  country  could  not  give  him  lefs  than  two  or  three 
hundred  pounds.  So  upon  his  Excellency's  requeft  Maj. 
Church  went  down  to  Bofton,  and  waited  upon  him  ;  who 
faid  he  was  glad  to  fee  him,  &c.  And  after  fome  dif- 
courfe  told  the  faid  Church,  That  he  was  going  Eaft  him- 
felf,  and  that  he  mould  be  his  fecond,  and  in  his  abfence 
command  all  the  forces  :  And  being  requefted  by  his  Ex- 
cellency to  raife  what  volunteers  he  could  of  his  old  foldiers 
in  the  county  of  Briftol,  both  EngUJh  and  Indians,  received 
his  commifiion  :  Which  is  as  followeth. 
Sir  WILLIAM  PHIPS,  Knight,  Captain  General  and 
'Governor  in  Chief,  in  and  over  his  Majeftfs  province  of 
the  Maflachufett's-Bay,  in  New-England  : 

To  Benjamin  Church,  Gent.  Greeting. 
?  TJEPOSING  fpecial  truft  and  confidence  in  your 
XV  '  loyalty,  couragq  and  good  conduct  :  I  do  by 
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'  thefc  prefents  conftitute  and  appoint  you  to  be  Major 
«  of  the  feveral  companies  of  militia,  detached  for  their 
4  Majeftiei  fervice  againft  their  French  and  Indian  ene- 

*  mies.  You  are  therefore  authorized  and  required  in 
c  their  Majefties  names,  to  dilchargc  the  duty  of  a  Major, 
c  by  leading,  ordering  and  exercifing  the  laid  feveral  com- 
c  panies  in  arms,  both  inferior  Officers  and  ibidiers,  keep- 

*  ing  them  in  good  order  and  difcipline,  commanding 

*  them  to  obey  you  as  their  Major:  And  diligently  to 
e  intend  the  faid  fervice,  for  the  profecuting,  purfuing, 
c  killing  and  deftroying  of  the  faid  common  enemy.  And 
c  yourfelf  to  obferve  and  follow  fuch  orders  and  direc- 
c  tions  as  you  frull  from  time  to  time  receive  from  myfelf, 

*  according  to  the  rules  and  difcipline  of  war,  purfuant 

*  to  the  truft  repofed  in  you  for  their  Majefties  fervice.

By  his  Excellency's  command, 
Ifaac  Addington,  Seer. 

Returning  home  to  the  county  aforefaid,  he  foon  raifed 
a  fufficient  number  of  volunteers,  both  Englijh  and  In- 
dians, and  Officers  fuitable  to  command  them,  marched 
them  down  to  B  oft  on.  But  there  was  one  thing  I  would 
juft  mention  ;  which  was,  That  Major  Church,  being 
fhort  of  money,  was  forced  to  borrow  fix  pounds  in  mo- 
ney of  Lieutenant  Woodman,  in  Liltle-Ccmpton,  to  distri- 
bute by  a  (hilling,  and  a  bit  at  a  time  to  the  Indian  Ibi- 
diers ;  who,  without  fuch  allurements,  would  not  have 
marched  to  Bofton.  This  Money  Major  Church  put  into 
the  hands  of  Mr.  William  Fobes,  who  was  going  out  their 
commiflary  in  that  fervice,  who  was  ordered  to  keep  a 
juft  account  of  what  each  Indian  had,  fo  that  it  might  be 
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deduced  out  of  their  wages  at  their  return  home.  Com* 
incr  to  Boflon,  his  Excellency  having  got  things  in  a  rea- 
dinefs  they  embarked  on  board  their  tranfports,  his  Ex- 
cellency goino-  in  perfon  with  them,  being  bound  to  Pe- 
mequid;  but  in  their  way  flopped  at  Cafco,  and  buried  the 
bones  of  the  dead  people  there,  and  took  off  the  great 
guns  that  were  there ;  then  went  to  Pemeqmd :  Coming 
there  his  Excellency  afked  Major  Church  to  go  afhore  and 
give  his  judgment  about  erecting  a  tort  there  ?  He  an* 
fwered,  That  his  genius  did  not  incline  that  way,  for  he 
never  had  any  value  for  them,  being  only  nefts  for  de* 
ftruclions :  His  Excellency  faid,  He  had  a  fpecial  order 
from  their  Majefties  King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  to 
erec!  a  fort  there,  &c.  Then  they  went  aihore  and  fpent 
fome  time  in  the  projection  thereof.  Then  his  Excellen- 
cy told  Major  Church  that  he  might  take  all  the  forces 
With  him,  except  one  company  to  ftay  with  him,  and 
work  about  the  fort;  the  Major  anfwered,  that  if  his  Ex- 
cellency pleafed  he  might  keep  two  companies  with  him* 
and  he  would  go  with  the  reft  to  Penobfcot,  and  places  ad- 
jacent. Which  his  Excellency  did,  and  gave  Major 
Church  his  orders,  which  are  as  followeth.

Then  the  Major  and  his  forces  embarked,  and  made 
the  belt  of  their  way  to  Penobfcot ;  and  coming  to  an  ifland 
in  thofe  parts  in  the  evening,  landed  his  forces  at  one  end 
of  the  faid  ifland  :  Then  the  Major  took  part  of  his  forces, 
and  moved  toward  day  to  the  other  end  of  the  faid  ifland, 
where  they  found  two  Frenchmen,  and  their  families  in 
their  houfes ;  and  that  one  or  both  of  them  had  Indian 
women  to  their  wives,  and  had  children  by  them.  The 
Major  prefently  examining  the  Frenchmen,  where  the  In- 
dians were  ?  They  told  him,  that  there  was  a  great  com- 
pany of  them  upon  an  ifland  juft  by ;  and  fhowing  him 
the  ifland,  prefently  difcovered  feveral  of  them.  Major 
Church  and  his  forces  ftill  keeping  undifcovered  to  them, 
afked  the  Frenchmen  where  their  palling  place  was  ? 
Which  they  readily  fhowed  them  ;  fo  prefently  they  placed 
an  ambufcade  to  take  any  that  fhould  come  over.  Then 
fen.t  orders  for  all  the  reft  of  the  forces  to  come;  fending 
them  an  account  of  what  he  had  feen  and  met  withal ; 
ftri&ly  charging  them  to  keep  themfelves  undifcovered 
by  the  enemy.  The  ambufcade  did  not  lie  long  before 
an  Indian  man  and  woman  came  over  in  a  canoe,  to  the 
place  for  landing,  where  the  ambufcade  was  laid,  who 
haled  up  their  canoe,  and  came  right  into  the  hands  of 
our  ambufcade,  who  fo  fuddenly  furprifed  them  that  they 
could  not  give  any  notice  to  the  others  from  whence  they 
came;  the  Major  ordering  that  none  of  his  fhould  offer 
to  meddle  with  the  canoe,  left  they  mould  be  difcovered, 
hoping  to  take  the  mod  of  them  if  his  forces  came  as  or- 
dered, he  expe&ing  them  to  come  as  directed  but  the 
firft  news  he  had  of  them  was,  That  they  were  all  coming, 
though  not  privately,  as  ordered  but  the  veflels  fair  ia 
fight  of  the  enemy,  which  foon  put  them  all  to  flight ; 
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and  our  forces  not  having  boats  fuitable  to  purfue  them, 
they  got  all  away  in  their  canoes,  &c.  (which  caufed  Ma- 
jor Church  to  fay,  he  would  never  go  out  again  without 
furficient  number  of  whale-boats .  which  tor  want  of  was 
the  ruin  of  that  action.  Then  Major  Church,  according 
to  his  inftructions,  ranged  all  thofe  parts,  to  find  all  their 
corn,  and  carried  aboard  their  veflels  what  he  thought 
convenient,  and  deftroyed  the  reft.  Alfo  finding  con- 
fiderablc  quantities  of  plunder,  viz.  beaver,  moofe-fkinsr 
&c.  Having  done  what  fervice  they  could  in  thofe  parts, 
he  returned  back  to  his  Excellency  at  Pemequid ;  where 
being  come,  ftaid  not  long,  they  being  Ihort  of  bread,  his 
Excellency  intended  home  for  Bqfton,  for  more  provifionsj 
but  before,  going  with  Major  Church  and  his  forces  to 
Kennebeck  river,  and  coming  there,  gave  him  further  or- 
ders, which  are  as  followeth  : 

By  his  Excellency  the  Governor. 
T o  Major  Benjamin  Church, 

*  XT'  O  U  having  already  received  former  indructions^ 

jL    6  are  now  further  to  proceed  with  the  foldiers  un- 

*  der  your  command  for  Kennebeck  river,  and  the  places 
c  adjacent,  and  ufe  your  utmoft  endeavours  to  kill,  de- 
'  ftroy  and  take  captive  the  French  and  Indian  enemy 

*  wherefoever  you  fhall  find  any  of  them  ;  and  at  your  re- 

*  turn  to  Pemequid  (which  you  are  to  do  as  foon  as  you 
'  can  conveniently  ;  after  your  belt  endeavour  done  againft 
c  the  enemy,  and  having  deftroyed  their  corn  and  other 
c  provifions)  you  are  to  ftay  with  all  your  foldiers  and  Of- 

*  ficers,  and  fet  them  to  work  on  the  fort,  and  make  what 

*  defpatch  you  can  in  that  bufinefs,  ftavino;  there  until  my 
<  further  order.  WILLIAM  PHIPS. 

Then  his  Excellency  taking  leave  went  for  Bofton,  and 
foon  after  Major  Church  and  his  forces  had  a  fmart  fight 
•with  the  enemy  in  Kennebeck  river,  purfued  them  fo  hard 
that  they  left  their  canoes,  and  ran  up  into  the  woods,  ftill 
putfued  them  up  to  their  fort  at  Taconock,  which  the  ene- 
my 
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my  perceiving  fet  fire  to  their  houfes  in  the  fort,  and  ran 
away  by  the  light  of  them,  and  when  Major  Church  came 
to  the  faid  fort  found  about  half  their  houfes  ftandingand 
the  reft  burnt ;  alfo  found  great  quantities  of  corn,  put 
up  into  Indian  cribs,  which  he  and  his  forces  deftroyed, 
as  ordered.        v  ::<  I 

Having  done  what  fervice  he  could  in  thofe  parts,  re- 
turned to  Pemequid,  and  coming  there  employed  his , 
forces  according  to  his  inftr'u&ions.  Being  out  of  bread, 
his  Excellency  not  coming,  Major  Church  was  obliged  to 
borrow  bread  of  the  Captain  of  the  man  of  war  that  was 
then  there,  for  all  the  forces  under  his  command,  his  Ex- 
cellency not  coming  as  expected  ;  but  at  length  his  Ex- 
cellency came  and  brought  very  little  bread  more  than 
would  pay  what  was  borrowed  of  the  man  of  war  :  So  that 
in  a  fhort  time  after  Major  Church,  with  his  forces,  re- 
turned home  to  Bqfton,  and  had  their  wages  for  their 
good  fervice  done.  Only  one  thing  by  the  way  I  will  juit 
mention,  that  is,  about  the  Six  Pounds  Major  Church 
borrowed  as  afore-mentioned,  and  put  into  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Fobes, .  who  diftributed  the  faid  money,  all  but  thirty 
jhilling*,  to  the  Indian  foldiers,  as  directed,  which  was 
deducted  out  of  their  wages,  and  the  country  had  credit 
for  the  fame  •  and  the  faid  Fobes  kept  the  30/  to  himfelf, 
which  was  deducted  out  of  his  Wages.  Whereupon  Maj. 
W tlky  and  faid  Fobes  had  fome  words.  In  fhort,  Maj.  Church 
was  obliged  to  expend  about  fix  pounds  of  his  own  money 
in  marching  down  the  forces  both  Englijh  and  Indians,  to 
Bofion,  having  no  drink  allowed  them  upon  the  roa,d,  &'c, 
So  that  initead  of  Major  Church's  having  the  allowances 
afore-mentioned  by  Major  W alley ^  he  was  out  of  pocket 
about  twelve  pounds  over  and  above  what  he  had ;  all 
which  had  not  been  had  not  his  Excellency  been  gone 
©ut  of  the  country. 
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The  4th  EXPEDITION  Eaft. 

IN  1696  Major  Church  being  at  Bcfton,  and  belonging 
to  the  Houie  of  Reprefentatives,  feveral  Gentlemen 
requefting  him  to  go  Eaft  again,  and  the  General  Court 
having;  made  acls  of  encouragement,  &rV.  He  told  them, 
if  they  would  provide  whale-boats,  and  other  neceflaries 
convenient,  he  would  :  Being  alfo  requefted  by  the  faid 
General  Court,  he  proceeded  to  raife  volunteers,  and 
made  it  his  whole  bufinefs,  riding  both  eaft  and  weft  in  our 
province  and  Connecticut,  at  great  charge  and  expences  -, 
and  in  about  a  month's  time  raifed  a  fufficient  number  out 
of  thofe  parts,  and  marched  them  down  to  B  oft  on  ;  where 
he  had  the  promife  that  every  thing  mould  be  ready  in 
three  weeks  or  a  month's  time,  but  was  obliged  to  flay 
confiderably  longer.  Being  now  at  Bofton,  he  received, 
his  commimonandinftru&ions;  which  are  as  followeth. 

WILLIAM  STOUGHTON,  Efquire,  Lieutenant  Go- 
vernor, and  Commander  in  Chiefs  in  and  over  bis  Majeftfs 
province  of  the  MaiTachufetts-Bay^  in  New-England  : 
To  Major  Benjamin  Church,  Greeting. 
TI7HEREAS  there  are  feveral  companies  raiftdy 
VV  confifiing  */*  Engliftimen  and  Indians,  for  his  Ma- 
te fly  s  fcrvice,  to  go  forth  upon  the  encouragement  given  uy 
the  Great  and  General  Court,  or  Affembly  of  this  his  Maje- 
ftfs province,  convened  at  Bofton,  the  27th  day  of  May, 
i6q6,  to  profecute  the  French  and  Indian  enemy,  &c.  And 
'Sou  having  offered  yourfelf  to  take  the  command  and  con- 
duel  of  the  faid  federal  companies  :  By  virtue  therefore  of 
the  power  and  authority  in  and  by  his  Majeftf  s  royal  com- 
miffion  to  me  granted,  repofing  fpecial  truft  and  confidence  v; 
your  loyalty,  prudence,  courage  and  good  condutt  ;  /  do  by 
thefe  prefents  conftitute  and  appoint  you  to  be  Major  of  the 
faid  feveral  companies,  both  JEnglifhme*  and  Indians,  raifed 
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for  his  Majefty's  fervice  upon  the  encouragement*  aforefaid* 
Ton  are  therefore  carefully  and  diligently  to  perform  the  duty 
of  your  place,  by  leading,  ordering,  and  exercifing  the  faid 
fever al  companies  in  arms,  both  inferior  Officers  and  foldiers, 
keeping  them  in  good  order  and  difcipline,  commanding  them 
to  obey  you  as  their  Major.  And  y  our f elf  diligently  to  intend 
his  Majeftfs  fervice  for  the  profecuting,  purjuing,  taking, 
killing  or  deftroying  the  faid  enemy  by  fea-or  land;  and  to 
cbferVe  all  fuch  orders  and  inftruZfions  as  you  j%  all  from  time 
to  time  receive  from  my f elf,  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the 
time  being,  according  to  the  rules  and  difcipline  of  war,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  truft  repofed  in  you.  Given  under  my  hand  and 
feal  at  arms,  ^Bofton,  the  third  day  of  Auguft,  1696,  in 
the  eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  our  Jovereign  Lord  William 
the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  God,  of  England,  Scotland,  France 
Und  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.

INSTRUCTIONS  for  Major  Benjamin  Church, 
Commander  of  the  forces  raifed  for  his  jMajejlfs  fervice^ 
againft  the  French  and  Indian  enemy  and  rebels. 

PUR  SUA  NT  to  the  commijion  given  you,  you  are  to 
embark  the  forces  now  jurnijhed  and  equipped  for  his 
Majeftfs  fervice  on  the  prefent  expedition,  to  the  eaft- 
em  parts  of  this  province,  and  with  them,  and  fuch  others  as 
jhall  offer  themfelves  to  go  ' forth  on  the  faid  fervice,  to  fail 
unto  Pi  feat  aqua,  to  join  thofe  lately  defpatched  thither  for 
the  fame  expedition,  to  await  your  coming  :  And  with  all 
care  and  diligence  to  improve  theveffels,  boats  and  men  un- 
der your  command,  in  fearch  for,  profecution  and  purfuit  of 
the  faid  enemy,  at  fuch  places  when  you  may  be  informed  of 
L  2  their 
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their  abode  or  refort,  cr  where  you  may  'probably  expecl  t$ 
find,  or  meet  with  them,  and  take  all  advantages  againft 
them  which  Providence  Jhall  favour  you  with. 

Ton  are  not  to  lift  or  accept  any  foldiers  that  are  already 
in  his  Majefty's  pay,  andpcfted  at  any  town  or garrifon  with- 
in this  province,  without  fpecial  order  from  my f elf. 

Tou  are  to  require  and  give  find  orders  that  the  duties 
cf  religion  be  attended  on  board  the  feveral  veffels,  and  in  the 
fever al  companies  under  your  command,  by  daily  prUyers  unta 
God,  and  reading  his  holy  word,  and  obf er vane e  oj  the  Lord's 
Day,  to  the  utmoft  you  can. 

Tou  are  to  fee  that  your  foldiers  have  their  due  allowance 
of  provijions  and  other  neceffaries,  and  that  the  Jick  cr  wound- 
ed be  accommodated  in  the  beft  manner  your  circumflances 
will  admit.  And  that  good  order  and  command  may  be  kept 
up  and  maintained  in  the  feveral  companies,  and  all  diforders% 
drtmkennefs,  profane  curfing,  fwearing,  difobedience  to  Of- 
ficers^ mutinies,  omiffions  or  neglecl  of  duty,  be  duly  punifhed 
according  to  the  laws  martial.  And  you  are  to  require  the 
Captain  or  chief  Officer  of  each  company,  with  the  clerk  of  the 
fame,  to  keep  <an  exaSl  journal  of  all  their  proceedings  from 
time  to  time. 

In  cafe  any  of  the  Indian  enemy  and  rebels  offer  to  fubmit 
thmfelves,  you  are  to  receive  them  only  at  diferetion  j  but 
if  you  think  fit  to  improve  any  of  them,  cr  any  others  which 
you  may  happen  to  take  printers,  you  may  encourage  them  to 
be  faithful  by  the  promife  of  their  lives,  which  fhall  be 
granted  upon  approbation  of  their  fideliiy. 

Tou  are  carefully  to  look  after  the  Indians  which  you  have 
cut  of  the  prifon,  fo  that  they  may  not  have  opportunity  to 
efcape,  but  otherwife  improve  them  to  what  advantage  you 
can,  and  return  them  back  again  to  this  place.* 

Tou  are  to  advife,  as  you  can  have  occafion,  with  Captain 
John  Gorham,  who  accompanies  you  in  this  expedition,  and  is 
to  take  your  command  in  cafe  of  your  death.    A  copy  of  t  hefe 

injlruclions 
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inftruclions  you  are  to  leave  with  him,  and  to  give  me  an 
account  from  time  to  time  of  your  proceedings.

In  the  time  Major  Church  lay  at  Bofton,  the  news  Came 
of  Pemequid  fort  being  taken  ;  it  came  by  a  fhailop  that 
brought  fome  priibners  to  Bofton,  who  gave  an  account 
alio  that  there  was  a  French  fhip  at  Mcunt-Defart,  who 
had  taken  a  fhip  of  ours  ;  fo  the  difcourfe  was  that  they 
would  fend  the  man  of  war,  with  other  forces  to  take  the 
faii  French  fhip,  and  retake  ours.  But  in  the  mean  time 
M  tj or  Church  and  his  forces  being  ready,  embarked,  and 
on  the  1 5  th  day  of  Auguft  fet  fail  for  P  if  cat  aqua,  where 
more  men  were  to  join  them,  (but  before  they  left  B of 
ton,  Major  Church  difcourfed  with  the  Captain  of  the  man 
of  war,  who  promifed  him,  if  he  went  to  Mount -Defart^ 
in  purfuit  of  the  French  fhip,  that  he  would  call  for  him 
and  his  forces  at  Pifcataqua,  expecting  that  the  French 
and  Indians  might  not  be  far  from  the  faid  French  fhip, 
fo  that  he  might  have  an  opportunity  to  fight  them  while 
he  was  engaged  with  the  French  fhip  :)  Soon  after  the 
forces  arrived  at  Pifcataqua,  the  Major  fent  his  Indian  fol- 
diers  to  Colonel  Gidney,  atTork,  to  be  affifting  for  the  de- 
fence of  thofe  places ;  who  gave  them  a  good  commend 
for  their  ready  and  willing  fervices  done,  in  fcouting,  and 
the  like.  Lying  at  Pifcataqua  with  the  reft  of  our  forces 
near  a  week,  waiting  for  more  forces  who  were  to  join 
them,  to  make  up  their  complement ;  in  all  v/hich  time 
heard  never  a  word  of  the  man  of  war.  On  the  22d  of 
Auguft  they  all  embarked  for  Pifcataqua,  and  when  they 
came  againft  Tork,  the  Major  went  afhore,  fending  Capt. 
Gorham  with  forne  forces,  in  two  brigantines  and  a  (loop, 
to  Winter -Harbour,  ordering  him  to  fend  out  fcouts,  to 
•  fee  if  they  could  make  any  difcovery  of  the  enemy,  and 
to  wait  there  till  he  came  to  them.  Major  Church  coming 
L  3  to 
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to  Fork,  Col.  Gidney  told  him  his  opinion  was,  That  th<»' 
enemy  was  drawn  off  from  thofe  parts,  for  that  the  fcouts 
could  not  difcover  any  of  them,  nor  their  tracks.  So  hav- 
ing done  his  bufinefs  there,  went,  with  what  forces  he  had 
there,  to  Winter-Harbour,  where  he  had  the  fame  account 
from  Captain  Gorbam,  That  they  had  not  difcovered  any 
of  the  enemy,  nor  any  new  tracks  :  So,  concluding  they 
were  gone  from  thofe  parts  towards  Penobfcot,  the  Major 
ordered  all  the  veffels  to  come  to  fail  and  make  the  beft 
of  their  way  to  Monkegin,  which  being  not  far  from  Pe- 
nobfcot, whe/e  the  main  body  of  our  enemies  living  was  * 
being  in  great  hopes  to  come  up  with  the  army  of  French 
and  Indians,  before  they  had  fcattered  and  were  gone  paft 
Penobfcot,  or  Mount -'De fart,  which  is  the  chier  place  of 
their  departure  from  each  other  after  fuch  actions  •,  and 
having  a  fair  wind  made  the  bell  of  their  way,  and  early 
next  morning  they  got  into  Monhegin,  and  there  lay  all 
clay  fitting  their  boats,  and  other  neceffaries  to  embark  in 
the  night  at  Muffel-neck  with  their  boats  ;  lying  there  all 
day  to  keep  undifcovered  from  the  enemy  •■>  at  night  the 
Major  ordered  the  veffels  all  to  come  to  fail,  and  carry 
the  forces  over  the  bay,  near  Penobfcot  •,  but  having  little 
wind,  he  ordered  all  the  foldiers  to  embark  on  board  the 
boats  with  eight  day's  provifion,  and  fent  the  veffels  back 
to  Monhegin,  that  they  might  not  be  difcovered  by  the 
enemy  ;  giving  them  orders  when  and  where  they  mould 
come  to  him.  The  forces  being  all  ready  in  their  boats, 
rowing  very  hard,  got  afhore  at  a  point  near  Penobfcot,  juft 
as  the  day  broke,  and  hid  their  boats,  and  keeping  a  good 
look-out  by  fea,  and  fent  fcouts  out  by  land  ;  but  could 
not  difcover  either  canoes  or  Indians  •,  what  tracks  and 
fire-places  they  faw  were  judged  to  be  feven  or  eight  days 
before  they  came  :  As  foon  as  nigh:  came,  that  they  might 
go  undifcovered,  got  into  their  boats,  and  went  by  Muf- 
fel-neck, and  fo  amongft  Penobfcot  Iflands,  looking  very 
fharp  as  they  went  for  fires  on  the  more,  and  for  canoes,

but  found  neither  •>  getting  up  to  Mathehefiuch  hills,  day 
coming  on,  landed,  and  hid  their  boats  >  looking  out  for 
the  enemy,  as  the  day  before,  but  to  little  purpofe.  N  ighc 
coming  on,  to  their  oars  again,  working  very  hard  turn  d 
the  night  into  day  ;  made  feveral  of  their  new /oilers 
grumble :  But  telling  them  they  hoped  to  come  up  quicK- 
ly  with  the  enemy,  put  new  life  into  them  and  by  day- 
light they  got  into  the  mouth  of  the  river  where  landing, 
found  many  rendezvous  and  fire  places  where  the  Indians 
had  been  5  but  at  the  fame  fpace  of  time,  as  before-men- 
tioned. And  no  canoes  pafled  up  the  river  that  day. 
Their  pilot,  Jofepb  Tork,  informed  the  Major  that  5c>  or 
6o  miles  up  that  river,  at  the  great  falls,  the  enemy  had 
a  great  rendezvous,  and  planted  a  great  quantity  of  corn 
when  he  was- a  prifoner  with  them,  four  years  ago,  and 
that  he  was  very  well  acquainted  there  ;  this  gave  great 
encouragement  to  have  hadfome  confiderable  advantage 
of  the  eiiemy  at  that  place  ,  fo  ufing  then-  utmoft  endea- 
vours  to  get  up  there  undiicovered,  and  coming -  theu 
found  no  enemy,  nor  corn  planted,  they  having  deferted 
the  place.  And  ranging  about  the  falls  on  both  fides  o* 
the  river,  leaving  men  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  faid  river, 
and  the  boats  juft  below  the  falls,  with  a  good  guard  to 
fecure  them,  and  to  take  the  enemy  if  they  came  down 
the  river  in  their  canoes.  The  weft  fide  being  the  place 
where  the  enemy  lived  and  beft  to  travel  on,  they  reiolvecl 
to  range  as  privately  as  they  could,  a  mile  or  two  above 
the  falls  difcovered  a  birch  canoe  coming  down  with  two 
Indians  in  it,  the  Major  fent  word  immediately  back  to 
thofe  at  the  falls,  to  lie  very  clofe,  and  let  them  pais 
down  the  falls,  and  to  take  them  alive,  that  he  might 
have  intelligence  where  the  enemy  was  (which  would  nave 
been  a  great  advantage  to  them  ;  )  but  a  fooliih  ioldier 
feeing  them  pafling  by  him,  mot  at  them,  contrary  to  or- 
ders given,  which  prevented  them  going  into  the  ambui- 
cade  that  was  laid  for  them  ;  whereupon  feveral  more  ot- 
t   a  cur 
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our  men  being  near,  foot  at  them;  fo  that  one  of  "them 
•could  not  Hand  when  he  got  alhore,  but  crept  away  into 
the  brum,  the  other  itepped  out  of  the  canoe  with  his 
paudie  in  his  hand,  and  ran  about  a  rod,  and  then  threw 
down  his  paddle,  and  turned  back  and  took  up  his  gun, 
and  fo  eicaped.  One  of  our  Indians  fwam  over  the  river, 
and  fetched  the  canoe,  wherein  was  a  confiderable  quanti- 
ty of  blood  on  the  feats,  that  the  Indians  fat  on  ;  the  ca- 
noe having  feveral  holes  mot  in  her:  They  ltopt  the  holes, 
and  then  Capt.  Bracket,  with  an  Indian  foldier,  went  over 
the  river,  who  track'd  them  by  the  blood  about  half  a 
mile,  found  his  gun,  took  it  up,  and  feeing  the  blood  no 
further,  concluded  that  he  ftop'd  his  blood,  and  fo  got 
away.  In  the  mean  time  another  canoe  with  three  men 
were  coming  down  the  river,  were  fired  at  by  fome  of  our 
forces,  ran  alhore,  and  left  two  of  their  guns  in  the  canoe, 
which  were  taken,  and  alfo  a  letter  from  a  Prieft  to  Ca- 
fieen,  that  gave  him  an  account  of  the  French  and  Indians 
returning  over  the  lake  to  Mount-Royal,  and  of  their  little 
fervice  done  upon  the  Maquas  Indians  weftward,  only  de- 
molifhing  one  fort,  and  cutting  down  fome  corn,  £sfr.  He 
defiring  to  hear  of  the  proceedings  of  Beborahuel,  and  the 
French  man  of  war ;  and  informed  him  that  there  were 
feveral  canoes  coming  with  work-men  from  Quebec,  to  St. 
Jpbtt^  where  fince  we  concluded  it  was  to  build  a  fort  at 
the  river's  mouth,  where  the  great  guns  were  taken,  &c. 
It  being  juft  night,  the  Officers  were  called  together  to  ad- 
vife,  and  their  pilot  Tcrk  informed  them  of  a  fort  up  that 
river,  and  that  it  was  built  on  a  little  ifland  in  that  river  ; 
and  that  there  was  no  getting  to  it  but  in  canoes,  or  on 
the  ice  in  the  winter  time  ;  This,  with  the  certain  know- 
ledge that  we  were  difcovered  by  the  enemy  that  efcaped 
out  of  the  upper  canoe,  concluded  it  not  proper,  at  that 
time,  to  proceed  any  further  up,  and  that  there  was  no 
getting  any  furtherwith  our  boats ;  and  the  enemy  being 
-alarmed  would  certainly  fly  from  them  (and  do  as  they 

did 
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did  four  years  ago  at  their  fort  at  T aconock  ;  having  fought 
them  in  Kennebeck  river,  and  purfued  them  about  thirty- 
miles  to  T aconock    for  they  then  fet  their  fort  on  fire,  and 
run  away  by  the  light  of  it,  ours  not  being  able  to  come 
up  with  them  at  that  place.  )    Major  Church  then  encou- 
raging his  foldiers,  told  them,  he  hoped  they  mould  meet 
with  part  of  the  enemy,  in  Penobfcot-Bay,  or  at  Mount-De- 
fari,  where  the  French  mips  were.    So  notwithstanding 
they  had  been  rowing  feveral  nights  before,  with  much 
toil,  befides  were  fhort  of  provifions,  they  cheerfully  em- 
barked on  board  their  boats,  and  went  down  the  river, 
both  with  and  againft  the  tide  :  And  next  morning  came 
to  their  veffels,  where  the  Major  had  ordered  them  to 
meet  him,  who  could  give  him  no  intelligence  of  any  ene- 
my. Where  being  come  they  refrefh'd  themfelves  ;  meet- 
ing then  with  another  difappointment,  for  their  pilot  Tork 
not  being  acquainted  any  further,  they  began  to  lament 
the  lofs  of  one  Robert  Cazvley,  who  they  chiefly  depended 
on  for  all  thefervice  to  be  done  now  eaftward  :  He  having 
been  taken  away  from  them  the  night  before  they  fet  fail 
from  B  oft  on  (and  was  on  board  Mr.  Thorp' 's  (loop)  and 
put  on  board  the  man  of  war,  unknown  to  Major  Church  ; 
notwithftanding  he  had  been  at  the  charge  and  trouble  of 
procuring  him.  Then  the  Major  Was  obliged  to  one  Bord, 
procured  by  Mr.  William  Alden,  who  being  acquainted 
in  thofe  parts,  to  leave  his  veffel,  and  go  with  him  in  the 
boats,  which  he  readily  complied  with,  and  fo  went  to 
Najket-point ;  where  being  informed  was  a  likely  place  to 
meet  with  the  enemy   coming  there  found  feveral  houfes 
and  fmali  fields  of  corn,  the  fires  having  been  out  fe- 
veral days,  and  no  new  tracks.  But  upon  Penobfcot  ifland 
they  found  feveral  Indian  houles,  corn  and  turnips,  tho* 
the  enemy  ftiil  being  all  gone,  as  before- mentioned.  Then 
they  divided  and  fent  their  boats  fome  one  way,  and  fome 
another,  thinking  that  if  any  ftraggling  Indians,  or  Cafteen 
himfelf,  mould  be  thereabout,  they  might  find  them,  but 
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it  proved  all  in  vain.  Himfelf  and  feveral  boats  went  ta 
Mcunt-Defart,  to  lee  if  the  French  fhips  were  gone,  and 
whether  any  of  the  enemy  might  be  there,  but  to  no  pur- 
pole  :"  The  mips  being  gone,  and  the  enemy  alfo.  They 
being  now  got  feveral  leagues  to  the  weflward  of  their  vef- 
fcls  i  and  feeing  that  the  way  was  clear  for  their  vellels  to 
pais :  And  all  their  extreme  rowing,  and  travelling  by 
land  and  water,  night  and  day,  to  be  all  in  vain.  The 
enemy  having  left  thofe  parts,  as  they, judged,  about  eight 
or  ten  days  before.  And  then  returning  to  their  vefiels, 
the  Commander  calling  all  his  Officers  together,  to  coniult 
and  reiolve  what  to  do,  concluding  that  the  enemy,  by 
fome  means  or  other,  had  received  fome  intelligence  ot  their 
being  come  out  again  ft  them  ;  and  that  they  were  in  no 
neceffity  to  come  down  to  the  fea  fide  as  yet,  rooofe  and 
beaver  now  being  fat.  They  then  agreed  to  go  fo  far  Eaft, 
and  employ  themfelves,  that  the  enemy, "belonging  to 
thofe  parts,  might  think  they  were  gone  home.  Having 
fome  difcourfe  about  going  over  to  St.  John's ;  but  the 
mailers  of  the  veffels  laid,  "he  had  as  good  carry  them  to 
Old  France,  &c.  which  put  off  that  defign,  they  conclud- 
ing that  the  French  mips  were  there.  Then  the  Major 
moved  for  going  over  the  bay,  towards  Lahane,  and  to- 
ward the  gut  of  Cancer,  where  was  another  considerable 
fort  of  Indians,  who  often  came  to  the  alfiftance  of  our 
enemy,  the  barbarous  Indians  ;  faying,  that  by  the  time 
they  mould  return  again,  the  enemy  belonging  to  theic 
parts  would  come  down  again,  expecting  that  we  are  gone 
home.  But  in  fhorr,  could  not  prevail  with  the  mailers 
of  the  open  floops  to  venture  acrois  the  bay  ;  who  faid  it 
was  very  dangerous  fo  late  in  the  year,  and  as  much  as 
their  lives  were  worth,  &c.  Then  they  concluded  and 
refolved  to  go  to  Senatlaca,  wherein  there  was  a  ready 
compliance  (but  the  want  of  their  pilot,  Robert  Qawley, 
was  a  great  damage  to  them,  who  knew  all  thofe  parts  :) 
However,  Mr.  John  Alden>  matter  of  the  brigant^ne  En- 
deavour, 
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deavour,  piloted  Aem  up  theb,ym  SemBaca -^nd  cornr. 
ino  to  Grinftme-point,  being  not  far  from  SmaSaca ;  then 
came  to  with  all  the  veffels,  and  early  next  morning  came 
to  fail,  and  about  funrife  got  into  town  ;  but  it  being  o 
late  before  we  landed,  that  the  enemy  moft  of  them,  made- 
their  efcape,  and  as  it  happened  landed  where  the  French 
'  and  Indians  had  fome  time  before  killed  Lieutenant  John 
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Vaine,  and  feveral  of  Captain  s  men,  that  weie 

with  faid  Paine.)  They  feeing  our  forces  coming  took 
the  opportunity,  fired  feveral  guns,  and  fo  ran  all  intc  the 
woods,  carried  all  or  moft  jJart  of  their  goods  with  them. 
One  Jarman  Bridgway  came  running  towards  our  lorces, 
with  a  -un  in  one  hand,  and  his  cartridge-box  in  the 
other,  calling  to  our  forces  to  ftop  that  he  might  fpeak 
with  them ;  but  Major  Church  thinking  it  was  that  they 
might  have  fomc  advantage,  ordered  them  to  run  on  ; 
whin  the  faid  Bridgway  faw  they  would  not  ftop,  turned 
and  ran,  but  the  Major  called  unto  him  and  bid  him 
ftop,  or  he  mould  be  mot  down  5  fome  of  our  forces  be- 
in-  near  to  the  faid  Bmdgway,  faid  it  was  the  General 
that  called  to  him  :  He  hearing  that,  flopped ^and  turned 
about,  laying  down  his  gun,  ftqod,  till  the  Major  came 
up  to  him  -,  his  defire  was  that  the  Commander  wou  d 
make  hafte  with  him  to  his  houfe,  left  the  favages  mould 
kill  his  father  and  mother,  who  were  upward  of  ^icore 
years  of  age,  and  could  not  go,*  The  Major  allied  the 
faid  Bridgway  whether  there  were  any  Indians  amongtt 
them,  and  where  thev  lived  ?  He  maked  his  head,  and 
faid,  he  durft  not  tell,  for  if  he  did  they  would  take,  an 
opportunity  and  kill  him  and  his :  So  all  that  could  be 
got  out  of  him  was,  that  they  were  run  into  the  woods 
with  the  reft.  Then  orders  were  given  to  purfue  the  ene- 
my, and  to  kill  what  Indians  they  could  find,  and  take 
the  French  alive,  and  give  them  quarter  if  they  aiked  it. 
Our  forces  foon  took  three  Frenchmen,  who,  upon  examin- 
ation, faid,  That  the  Indians  were  all  run  into  the  woods. 
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The  French  firing  feveral  guns  at  our  forces,  and  ours  at 
them  ;  but  they  being  better  acquainted  with  the  woods 
than  ours    got  away.    The  Major  took  the  abovefaid 
Jarman  Bndgway  for  a  pilot,  and  with  fome  of  his  forces 
went  over  a  river,  to  feveral  of  their  houfes,  but  the  people 
were  gone  and  carried  their  goods  with  them :  In  ranging 
the  woods  found  feveral  Indian  houfes,  their  fires  b?ing 
juft  out  but  no  Indians.    Spending  that  day  in  ranc  inS 
to  and  f-o,  found  confiderable  of  their  goods,  and°bur! 
few  people  j  at  night  the  Major  writ  a  letter,  and  fent  out 
two  French  pnfoners,  wherein  was  fignified,  That  if  they 
xvould  come  in,  they  mould  have  good  quarters.  The 
next  day  feveral  came  in,  which  did  belong  to  that  part 
of  the  town  where  our  forces  firft  landed,  who  had  en- 
couragements given,  them  by  our  Commander,  That  if 
they  would  affift  him  in  taking  thofe  Indians  which  be- 
longed to  thole  parts,  they  mould  have  their  goods  re- 
turned to  them  again,  and  their  eftates  mould  not  be  dam- 
nified ;  which  they  refilled.  Then  the  Major  &  his  forces 
purfued  their  defign,  &  went  further  ranging  their  country, 
found  feveral  more  houfes,  but  the  people  fled,  &  carried 
what  they  had  away  ;  bu  t  in  a  creek  found  a  prize  bark,  that 
was  brought  in  there  by  a  French  privateer.    In  ranging 
the  woods  took  fome  prifoners,  who  upon  examination 
gave  our  Commander  an  account,  that  there  were  fome 
Indians  upon  a  neck  of  land,  towards  Menes  ;  fo  a  party 
of  men  was  fent  into  thofe  woods,  and  in  their  ranging 
about  the  faid  neck  found  fome  plunder,  and  a  confided 
able  quantity  of  whortleberries,  both  green  and  dry,  which 
were  gathered  by  the  Indians,  andhad  like  to  have  taken 
two  Indians,  who,  by  the  help  of  a  birch  canoe,  got  over 
the  river,  and  made  their  efcape.    Alfo  they  found  two 
barrels  of  powder,  and  near  half  a  bumel  of  bullets;  the 
French  denying  it  to  be  theirs,  laid  they  were  the  favages, 
but  fure  it  might  be  a  fupply  for  our  enemies :  Alfo  they 
took  from  Jarman  Bridway  federal  barrels  of  powder, 

with 
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with  bullets,  mot,  fpears  and  knives,  and  other  fupplies 
to  relieve  our  enemies  ;  he  owning  that  he  had  bee  n  a  trad- 
ing with  thofe  Indians  along  Cape-Sable  more,  with  Peter 
Ajjhowy  &c.  in  a  iloop  our  forces  took  from  him  ;  and 
that  there  he  met  with  the  French  mips,  and  went  along 
with  them  to  St.  John's,  and  helped  them  to  unload  the 
faid  mips,  and  carried  up  the  river  provifions,  ammuni- 
tion, and  other  goods  to  Vilbootfs  fort. 

The  Major  having  ranged  all  places  that  were  thought 
proper,  return'd  back  to  the  place  where  they  firft  land- 
ed, and  finding  feveral  prifoners  come  in,  who  were  trou- 
bled to  fee  their  cattle,  fheep,  hogs  and  dogs  lying  dead 
about  their  homes,  chopp'd  and  hack'd  with  hatchets  ; 
(which  was  done  without  order  from  the  Major)  however 
he  told  them,  it  was  nothing  to  what  our  poor  Englife, 
in  our  frontier  towns,  were  forced  to  look  upon  •,  for  men, 
women  and  children  were  chopp'd  and  hack'd  fo,  and 
left  half  dead,  with  all  their  fcalps  taken  off,  and  that  they, 
and  their  Indians,  ferved  ours  fo  ;  and  our  favages  would 
be  glad  to  ferve  them  fo  too,  if  he  would  permit  them  -% 
which  caufed  them  to  be  mighty  fubmiffive,  and  begged 
the  Major  that  he  would  not  let  the  favages  ferve  them  fo. 
Our  Indians  being  fomewhat  fenfible  of  the  difcourfe,  de- 
fired  to  have  fome  of  them  to  roaft,  and  fo  make  a  dance  ; 
and  dancing  in  a  hideous  manner,  to  terrify  them  ;  faid, 
That  they  could  eat  any  fort  of  flefh,  and  that  fome  of 
theirs  would  make  their  hearts  ftrong  :  Stepping  up  to 
fome  of  the  prifoners,  faid,  They  muft  have  their  fcalps, 
which  much  terrified  the  poor  prifoners,  who  begged  for 
their  lives.    The  Major  told  them  he  did  not  defign  the 
favages  mould  hurt  them    but  it  was  to  let  them  fee  a  lit- 
tle what  the  poor  Englifo  felt,  faying,  It  was  not  their 
fcalps  he  wanted,  but  the  favages,  for  he  mould  get  no- 
thing by  them  ;  and  told  them,  That  their  fathers,  the 
Friars  and  Governors,  encouraged  their  favages,  and  gave 

them 
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them  money  to  fcalp  our  Englijh,  notwithstanding  thtfy 
were  with  them  ;  which  feveral  of  our  Englijh,  there  pre- 
fent,  did  teftify  to  their  faces,  that  their  fathers  &  mothers 
were  ferved  fo  in  their  fight.    Rut  the  Major  bid  them 
tell  their  fathers  the  Friars,  and  the  Governors,  That  if 
they  (till  perfifted,  and  let  their  wretched  favages  kill  and 
deftroy  the  poor  Englijh  at  that  rate,  he  would  come  with 
fome  hundreds  of  favages,  and  let  them  loofe  amono-ft 
them,  who  would  kill,  fcalp,  &  carry  away  every  French 
perfon  in  all  thofe  parts,  for  they  were  the  root  from 
whence  all  the  branches  came  that  hurt  us  •,  for  the  In- 
dians could  not  do  us  any  harm,  if  they  did  not  relieve 
and  fupply  them.    The  French  being  fenfible  of  the  Ma- 
jor's kindnefs  to  them,  kiis'd  his  hand,  &  were  very  thank- 
ful to  him  for  his  favour  to  them  in  faving  their  lives  ; 
owned  that  their  Priefts  were  at  the  taking  of  Pemequid 
fort,  and  were  now  gone  to  Lay-hone,  with  fome  of  the  In- 
dians, to  meet  tTie  French  mips,  but  for  what  they  would 
not  tell.    Xhe  Commander,  with  his  forces,  having  done 
all  they  could  in  thofe  parts,  concluded  to  go  to  St/John's 
river,  to  do  further  fervice  for  their  King  and  country, 
embarked  all  on  board  their  tranfports  ;  and  having  a  fair 
wind,  foon  got  to  Monogenefi,  which  lies  a  little  diftance 
from  the  mouth  of  St.  John's  river.   Next  morning  early 
the  Major,  with  his  forces,  landed  to  fee  what  difcovery 
they  could  make,  travelled  acrois  the  woods  to  the  old 
fort  or  falls  at  the  mouth  of  St.  John's  river,  keeping 
themfelves  undifcovered  irqm  the  enemy  ;  finding  that 
there  were  feveral  men  at  work,  and  having  informed 
themfelves  as  much  as  they  could  (the  enemy  being  on 
the  other  fide  of  the  river,  could  not  come  at  them)  return- 
ed back,  but  night  coming  on,  and  dark  wet  weather,  with 
bad  travelling,  was  obliged  to  flop  in  the  woods  till  to- 
wards day  next  morning,  and  then  went  on  board  ;  foon 
after  the  Major  ordered  all  the  ve.Tels  to  come  to  fail,  and 
go  into  the  mouth  of  t  being  done,  it  was  not 
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long  before  the  Major  and  his  forces  landed  on  the  eafi 
fide  of  the  river,  the  French  "firing  brifldy  at  them,  but  did 
them  no  harm  ;  and  running  fiercely  upon  the  enemy, 
they  foon  fled  into  the  woods.    The  Major  ordered  a 
brifk  party  to  run  acrofs  a  neck  to  cut  them  off  from  their 
canoes,  which  the  day  before  they  had  made  a  difcovery 
of  5  fo  the  Commander,  with  the  reft,  ran  dire&ly  towards 
the  new  fort  they  were  building,  not  knowing  but  they 
had  fome  ordnance  mounted.    The  enemy  running  di- 
rectly to  their  canoes,  were  met  by  our  forces,  who  fired 
at  them,  and  killed  one,  and  wounded  Corporal  Canton, 
who  was  taken,  the  reft  threw  down  what  they  had  and 
ran  into  the  woods  •,  the  faid  prifoner  Canton  being  brought 
to  the  Major,  told  him,  if  he  would  let  his  Surgeon  drefs 
his  wound  and  cure  him,  he  would  be  ferviceable  to  him 
as  long  as  he  lived  :  So,  being  drefs'd,  he  was  examined  : 
Who  gave  the  Major  an  account  of  the  twelve  great  guns 
which°were  hid  in  the  beach,  below  high  water  mark  ; 
(the  carriages,  mot  and  wheelbarrows,  fome  flour  &  pork, 
all  hid  in  the  woods  :)  And  the  next  morning  the  Offi- 
cers being  all  ordered  to  meet  together  to  confult  about 
o-oing  to  *Vilboon's  fort,  and  none  amongft  them  being  ac- 
quainted but  the  Aliens,  who  faid  the  water  in  the  river 
was  very  low,  Co  that  they  could  not  yet  up  to  the  fort, 
and  the  prifoner  Canton  told  the  Commander,  That  what 
the  Aliens,  faid  was  true.    So  not  being  willing  to  make 
a  Canada  expedition,  concluded  it  was  nor.  pradicable  to 
proceed.  Then  ordered  fome  of  the  forces  to  get  the  great 
guns  on  board  the  open  iloops,  and  the  reft  to  range  the 
woods  for  the  enemy,  who  took  one  prifoner,  and  brought 
in    who  in  their  ranging  found  there  a  fhallop  haled  in 
a  creek,  and  a  day  or  two  after  there  came  ill  a  young 
foldier  to  our  forces,  who  upon  examination  gave  an  ac- 
count of  two  more  which  he  left  in  the  woods  at  fome  dif- 
tance ;  fo  immediately  the  Major  with  fome  of  his  forces 
jpent  in  purfuit  of  them,  taking  the  faid  prifoner  with 
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them,  who  conveyed  them  to  the  place  where  he  left 
them,  but  they  were  gone.  Then  afked  the  prifbner, 
whether  there  were  any  Indians  in  thofe  parts  ?  Said  No, 
it  was  as  hard  for  Vilboon,  their  Governor,  to  o-et  an  In- 
dian down  to  the  water  fide,  as  it  was  for  him  to&carry  one 
of  thofe  great  guns  upon  his  back  to  his  fort :  For  they 
having  had  intelligence  by  a  pnfoner  out  of  Bofton  gaol, 
that  gave  them  an  account  of  Major  Church  and  his  forces 
coming  out  againft  them.  Now  having  with  a  great  deal 
of  pains  and  trouble  got  all  the  guns,  mot,  and  other 
ftores  aboard,  intended  on  our  defign  which  we  came  out 
firft  for,  but  the  wind  not  ferving,  the  Commander  fent 
out  his  fcouts  into  the  woods,  to  leek  for  the  enemy,  and 
four  of  our  Indians  came  upon  three  Frenchmen  undifco- 
vered,  who  concluded  that  if  the  French  mould  difcover 
them,  would  fire  at  them,  and  might  kill  one  or  more  of 
them,  which  to  prevent  fired  at  the  French,  killed  one, 
and  took  the  other  two  priibners  and  it  happened  that 
he  who  was  killed  was  Sbanekre,  the  chief  man  there,  &c. 
The  fame  day  they  mended  their  whale-boats,  and  the 
fhaliop  which  they  took,  fitting  her  to  row  with  eight 
oars,  that  me  might  be  helpful  to  their  profecuting  their 
intended  defign  againft  the  enemy,  in  their  retaining 
homeward.  Then  the  Commander  ordering  all  the  Of- 
ficers to  come  together,  informed  them  of  his  intentions, 
and  ordered  that  no  vefTels  mould  depart  from  the  flc^t, 
but  to  attend  the  motions  of  their  Commodore,  as  for- 
merly, except  they  were  parted  by  ftorms,  or  thick  fogs, 
and  if  fo  it  mould  happen  that  any  did  part,  when  they 
come  to  Pciffamequady,  mould  flop  there  a  while,  for  there 
they  intended  to  (top,  and  do  bufinefs  with  the  help  of 
their  boats  againft  the  enemy,  and  if  they  mined  that,  to 
Hop  at  Machias ;  which  was  the  next  place  he  intended 
to  (top  at,  having  an  account  by  the  priibners  taken, 
That  Mr.  Lateril  was  there  a  trading  with  the  Indians  in 
that  river.    Encouraging  them,  faid,  He  did  not  doubt 
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but  to  have  a  good  booty  there ;  and  if  they  mould  pafs 
thofe  two  places,  be  fure  not  to  go  paft  Nafi  eg  e -point, 
but  to  ftop  there  till  he  came,  and  not  to  depart  thence 
in  a  fortnight  without  his  orders,  having  great  fervice  to 
do  in  and  about  Penobfcot,  &c.  Then  the  Major  difcourf- 
ed  with  Captain  Brackit,  Captain  Hunewell>  and  Captain 
Larking,  (with  their  Lieutenants)  Commanders  of  the 
forces  belonging  to  the  eaftward  parts,  who  were  to  dif- 
courfe  their  foldiers  about  their  proceeding,  when  they 
came  to  Penobfcot  and  the  Major  himfeif  was  to  dif- 
courfe  his  Indian  foldiers,  and  their  Captains  ;  who  with 
all  the  reft,  readily  complied.  The  projection  being  fudv 
Ipt  when  they  came  to  Penobfcot,  the  Commander  de- 
figned  to  take  what  provifions  could  be  fpared  out  of  all 
the  iloops,  and  put  on  board  the  two  briganrines,  and  to 
fend  all  the  floops  home  with  fome  of  the  Officers  and 
men  that  wanted  to  be  at  home :  And  then  with  thofe 
forces  afore-mentioned  (to  wit)  the  eaftward  men,  and 
all  the  Indians  ;  and  to  take  what  provifions  and- ammu- 
nition was  needful,  and  to  march  with  himfeif  up  into  the 
Penobfcot  country,  in  fearch  for  the  enemy,  and  if  pof- 
fible  to  take  that  fort  in  Penobfcot  river.  Captain  Brackit 
informing  the  Major,  that  when  the  water  was  low  they 
could  wade  over,  which  was  (at  that  time)  the  loweft  that 
had  been  known  in  a  long  time  :  And  being  there,  to 
range  thro'  that  country  down  to  Pemequid;  where  he  in- 
tended the  two  brigantines  mould  meet  them  ;  and  from 
thence  taking  more  provifions,  ( viz.)  bread,  fait  and  am- 
munition-fukable  (to  fend  thofe  two  velfels  home  alfo)  to 
travel  thro'  the  country  to  Nerigiwack,  and  from  thence 
to  Ameras-cogen  fort,  and  fo  down  where  the  enemy  ufed 
to  plant,  not  doubting  but  that  in  all  this  travel  to  meet 
with  many  of  the  enemy  before  they  mould  get  to  Pifca- 
taqua.  All  which  intention's  were  very  acceptable  to  the 
forces  that  were  to  undertake  it,  who  rejoycing,  faid, 
They  had  rather  go  home  by  land  than  by  water,  provid- 
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ed  their  commander  went  with  them-,  who,  to  try  their  fi- 
delity, faid,  He  was  grown  ancient,  and  might  tail  them ; 
they  .all  faid,  they  would  not  leave  him,  and  when  he  could 
not  travel  any  further,  they  would  carry  him.  'Having 
done  what  fervice  they  could  at  and  aoout  the  mouth  of 
St;John*$  river,  refolved  on  their  intended. defign  •* and 
the  next  morning  having  but  little  wind,  came  all  to  fail, 
the  wind  coming  againft  them,  they  put  into  Mufhquafh- 
Cove,  and  the  next  day  the  wind  fbll  being  againft*  them, 
the  Major  with  part  of  his  forces  landed,  and  imployed 
themfelves  in  ranging  the  country  for  the  enemy,  but  to 
no  purpofe.-,  and  in  the  night  the  wind  came  pretty  fair, 
and  at  12  o'clock  they  came  to  fail,  and  had  not  been>ut 
long  before  they  fpied  three  fail  of  veffels ;  expecting 
them  to  be  French,  fitted  to  defend  themfelves,  fo  coming 
near,  hailed  them  :  Who  found  them  to  be  a  man  of  war, 
the  Province-Galley,  and  old  Mr.  Alien  in  a  Hoop,  with 
more  forces,  Col.  Hatjoorne  Commander.  Major  Church 
went  aboard  the  Commodore,  where  Colonel  Hathorne 
was,  who  gave  him  an  account  of  his  commiflion  arid 
orders,  and  read  them  to  him.  Then  his  Honor  told 
Major  Church,  that  there  was  a  particular  order  on  board 
Captain  Southack  for  him,  which  is  as  followeth  :

Bofton,  September  9th,  1696. 

SIR, 

IS  Majeftfs fhip  Orford'  having  lately  furprifed  a 
Frencli  Jhallop,  with  twenty -three  of  the  foldiers  be- 
longing  to  the  fort  upon  John's-river,  in  Nova-Sco- 
tia, together  with  Villcau,  their  Captain,  Providence  feems 
to  encourage  the  forming  of  an  expedition  to  attack  that  fort, 
and  to  difreft  and  remove  the  enemy  from  that  poft,  which  is 
the  chief  fource  from  whence  the  moft  of  our  dij  afters  doijfue, 
and  alfo  to  favour  with  an  'opportunity  for  gaining  cut  of 
their  hands  the  ordnance,  artillery,  and  other  waVlikcftores, 
and  provi/tons,  lately  fupplicd  to  thrm  from  France,  for  creft- 
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hg  a  new  fort  near  the  river's  mouth,  whereby  they  will  he . 
greatly,  ftrtngthened,  and  the  reducing  of  tk em  rendered  more 
difficult,  I  have  therefore  ordered  a  detachment  of  two  new 
Companies,  ccnfijling  of  about  an  hundred  men  to  join  the  forces 
■now  with  you  for  that  expedition,  and  have  commiffionated 
Lieutenant  Colonel  John  Hathorne,'  one  of  the  members  of 
his  Majejtys  fZeuncil,  who  is  acquainted  with  that  river, 
and  in  whofe,  courage  and  condutl  I  repofe  fpecial  trufi,  to 
take  the  chief  command  of  the  whole  during  that  fervice,  be- 
ing  wellajfured  that  your  good  qffietlions  and  zeal  for  his  Ma- 
jefiy's  fervice  will  induce  your  ready  compliance  and  ciffiftance 
therein,  which,  1  hope,  will  take  up  no  long  time,  and  be  of 
great  benefit  and  advantage  to  thefe  his  Majesty's  territories, 
if  it  pleafe  Cod  to  fucceed  the  fame.  Be/ides,  it  is  very  pro- 
bable to  be  the  fair  eft  opportunity,  that  can  be  offered  unto 
yourfelf  and  men,  of  doing  execution  upon  the  Indian  enemy 
and  rebels,  who  may  reasonably  be  expelled  to  be  drazvn  to 
the  defence  of  that  fort.  T  have  alfo  ordered  his  Majefifs 
fhip  Arundel,  and  the  Province- Galley  to  attend  this  fer~ 

Colonel  Hathorne  will  communicate  unto  you  the  contents 
of  his  commiffion  and  infir unions  received  from  my f elf  for 
this  expedition,  which  I  expedl  and  order  that  yourfelf,  Offi- 
cers and  foldiers,  now  under  you,  yield  obedience  unto.  He  is 
to  advife  with  yourfelf  and  others  in  all  weighty  attempts, 
Praying  for  a  bleffmg  from  Heaven  upon  the  [aid  enterprize, 
and  that  all  .engaged  in  the  fame  may  be  under  the  fpecial 
protection  of  the  Almighty  ;  I  am  your  loving  friend,

The  Major  having  read  his  laft  orders,  and  confidcring 
his  commiffion,  found  that,  he  was  obliged  to  attend  All 
Orders,  &c»  was  much  concerned  that  he  and  his  were  pre- 
vented.in  their;  ^intended  projection,  if  carried  back  x.oSt. 
Johns,  Then  difcourfing  with  Colonel  Hathorne,  gave 
>  him  an  Recount  of  what  they  had  done  at  St.  John's,  viz. 
That  as.to  the  demoliming  the  new  fort  they  had  done  it, 
M  2  and 


and  got  all  their  great  guns  and  {lores  aboard  their  veflels ; 
and  that  if  it  had  not  been  thai  the  waters  were  lb  low 
would'-have  taken  the  fort  up  the  river  alio  before  he 
came  away  :  'Told  him  alio  that  one  of  the  prisoners 
which  he  hfid  taken  at  SL  John's,  upon  examination,  con* 
cerning  the  Indians  in  thofe  parts,  told  him,  it  was  as  hard 
for  Vilboon,  their  Governor,  to,  get  one  of  their  Indians 
down  to  the  water-fide,  as  to  carry  one  of  thofe  great  guns 
upcn  his  back  •,  and  that  they  had  an  account  of  him  and 
his  forces  coming  to  thofe  parts  by  a  prilbner  out  of  Ecfion 
gaol  :  Alfo  told  his  honour,  That  if  they  went  back  it 
would  wholly  difappoint  them  of  their  doing  any  further 
fervice,  which  was  that  they  came  for  to  Penobfcot,  and 
places  adjacent;  but  all  was  to.  no  purpofe,  his  Honor 
telling  the  Major  that  he  muft  attend  his  orders  then  re- 
ceived. And  to  encourage  the  Officers  and  foldiers,  told 
them,  They  mould  be  wholly  at  the  Major's  ordering  and 
command  in  the  wholeaction :  And  to  be  fhort  did  go 
back ;  and  the  event  may  be  feen  in  Colonel  Hatborne'% 
journal  of  the  faid  aclion.  Only  I  muft  obferve  one  thing 
by  the  way,  which  was,  That  when  they  drew  off  to  come 
clown  the  river  again,  Colonel  Hatherne  came  off  and  left 
the  Major  behind  to  fee  that  all  the  forces  were  drawn  off ; 
and  coming  down  the  river,  in  or  near  the  Tear,  in  the 
night  heard  a  perfon  hallow,  not  knowing  at  firfl  but  it 
might  be  a  fnare  to  draw  them  into  •,  but  upon  conflagr- 
ation fent  to  fee  who  or  what  he  was,  found  him  to  be  a 
negro  man  belonging  to  Marblebead,  that  had  been  taken, 
and  kept  a  prifoner  amongft  them  for  fome  time.  The 
Major  afked  him,  whether  he  could  give  any  account  ot 
the  Indians  in  thofe  parts?  He  faid  yes,  they  were  or  had 
been  all  drawn  off  from  the  fea  coaft,  up  into  the  woods, 
near  an  hundred  miles,  having  had  an  account  by  a  pri- 
foner out  of  Bofton  gaol,  that  Major  Church  and  hisibrces 
were  coming  out  againft  them  in  four  brigantines,  and 
four- floops,' with  24  pettiaugers,  meaning  whale  boats, 
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which  put  them  into  a  fright,  that  notwithstanding  they 
were  fo  far  up  in  the  woods,  were  afraid  to  make  fires 
by  day,  left  he  and  his  forces  mould vdifcover  the  invokes, 
and  in  the  night  left  they  mould  fee  the  light.  One  thing 
more  I  would  juft  give  a  hint  of,  that  is,  how  thz  French 
in  the  eaftward  parts  were  much  furprifed  at  the  motion 
of  the  whale-boats  ;  faid,  There  was  no  abiding  for  them 
in  that  country  :  And  I  have  been  informed  fmce,  that 
foon  after  this  expedition,  they  drew  off  from  St.  John's 
fort  and  river.  But  to  return,  Then  going  all  down  the 
river,  embarked  and  went  homeward  ;  only  by  the  way, 
Candid  Reader^  I  would  let  you  know  of  two  things  that 
proved  very  prejudicial  to  Major  Church  and  his  forces  : 
The  firft  was,  that  the  government  fhould  mifs  it  fo  much 
as  to  fend  any  prifoner  away  from  Bofton  before  the  expe- 
dition was  over.  Secondly,  That  they  fhould  fend  Col. 
Hathorne  to  take  them  from  the  fervice  and  bufinefs  they 
went  to  do  :  Who,  with  fubmiffion,  doubtlefs  thought 
they  did  for  the.beft,  tho'  it  proved  to  the  contrary.  So 
mall  wind  up  with  a  juft  hint  of  what  happened  at  their 
coming  home  to  Bofton.  After  all  their  hard  fervice  both 
night  and  day,  the  government  took  away  all  the  great 
guns,  and  warlike  ftores,  and  gave  them  not  a  penny  for 
them,  (except  it  was  fome-  powder,  and  that  they  gave 
what  they  pleafed  for)  and  befides  the  affembly  pafled  a 
vote  that  they  ftiould  have  but  half  pay  •,  but  his  Honor 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  being  much  difturbed  at  their  fo 
doing,  went  into  the  town-houfe,  where  the  Reprefenta- 
tives  were  fitting,  and  told  them,  except  they  did  re-af- 
fume  that  vote,,  which  was  to  cut  Major  Church  and  his 
forces  off  their  half-pay,  they  mould  fit  there  till  the  next 
fpring.  Whereupon  it  was  re-aflumed  :  So  that  they  had 
juft  their  bare  wages.  But  as  yet  never  had  any  allow- 
ance for  the  great  guns  and  ftores  •,  neither  has  Major 
Church  had  any  allowance  for  all  his  travel  and  great  ex- 
pences  in  raifingthe  faid  forces  volunteers.

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The  5th  an<3  laft  Expedition  Eaft. 

IN  the  year  r^'og^,  Major  Qburcfe  had  an  account  of 
the  miserable  devaluations  made  on  jpeerficld,  a  town  in 
the  weftward  parts  of  this  province,  i  and  the  horrible  bar- 
barities^ and  crueltie1  exe/cifed  on  thofe  poor  innocent 
people,  by  ;the  French  -and  Indians,  efpecially  of  their 
cruelties  towards  that  worthy  Gentlewoman  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams, and  (everal  others,  whom  they  marched  in  that  ex- 
treme feafort  j  forcing  them  to  carry  great  loads,  and  when 
any  of  them  by  their  hard  ufage  could  not  bare  with  it, 
were  knock'd  on  the  head,*  and  fo  killed  in  cool  blcod. 
All  which  with  fome  other  horrible  inftanccs  done  by  thofe 
barbarous  favages,  which  Major  Church  himfelf  was.  an 
eye-witnefs  to  in  his  former  travel  in  the  eaftward  parts, 
did  much  aftonifh  him.  To  fee  a  woman  that  thofe  bar- 
barous favages  had  taken  and  killed,  expoled  in  a  molt 
brutifh  manner  (as  can  be  exprefs'd)  with  a  young  child 
feized  faft  with  firings  to  her  breaft  which  infant  had  no 
apparent  wound,  which  doubtlcls  was  left  alive  to-fuck  its 
dead  mother's  breaft,  and  fo  miferably  to  perifli  and  die': 
Alio  to  fee  other  poor  children  hanging  upon  fences  dead, 
of  either  lex,  in  their  own  poor  rags,  not  worth  their 
flipping  them  of,  in  fcorn  and  derifion  :  Another  in- 
stance wa?,  of  a  draggling  foldier,  who  was  found  at  Cafco, 
expofed  in  a  fhameful  and  barbarous  manner ;  his  hpdy 
being  flaked  up,  his  head  cut  off,  and  a.hcg's  head  fet 
in  the  room,  his  body  ripp'd  up,  and  his  heart  and  in- 
wards taken  out,  and  private  members  cut  off,  and  hung 
with  belts  of  their  own,  the  inwards  at  one  fide  of  his  bo- 
dy, and  his  privates  at  the  other,  in  fcorn  and  derifion  of 
the  Englijh  foldiers,  &c.  Thefe  and  fuch  like  barbarities 
eaufed  Major  Church  to  exprefs  himfelf  to  this  purpofe, 

That 
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That  if  he  were  Commander  in  Chief  of  thefe  provinces, 
he  would  foon  put  an  end  to  thofe  barbarities  done  by  the 
barbarous  enemy,  by  making  it  his  whole  buhnefs  to  fight 
and  deftroy  thofe  lavages,  as  they  did  our  poor  neigh- 
bours 5  which  doubtlefs  might  have  been  done  if  rightly 
managed,  and  that  in  a  mort  time,  Vc  So  that  theft, 
with  the  late  inhumanities  done  upon  the  inhabitants  pt 
Deerfield,  made  iuch  an  imprefiion  on  his  heart  as  can  no, 
well  be  expreffed  •  fo  that  his  blood  boiled  within  him, 
making  fuch  impulfes  on  his  mind,  that  he  forgot  all  for- 
mer treatments,  which  were  enough  to  hinder  any  man, 
efpecially  thefaid  Major  Church,  from  doing  any  further 
fervice.  Notwithftanding  all  which,  having  a  mmd  to 
take  fome  fatisfaftion  on  the  enemy,  his- heart  being  full: 
Took  his  horfe  and  went  from  his  own  habitation  near 
7o  miles,  to  wait  upon  his  Excellency,  and  offered  hi, 
fervice  to  the  Queen,  his  Excellency  and  the  country  ; 
which  his  Excellency  readily  accepted  of, _  and  defired 
Major  Church  to  draw  a  fcheme  for  the  enfuing  adtion,  or 
actions  i  fo  taking  leave  went  home,  and  drew  it ;  which: 


is  as  followeth

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency, 
sfCCO'RD  ING  to  your  requefi,  when  1  was  lajt 
yl  with  yourfelf and  in  obedience  thereunto   I  pre  lent 
you  with  thefe  following  lines,  that  concern  the  prepa- 
ration for  next  fpring  s  expedition,  to  attack  the  enemy.  Ac- 
cording to  my  former  diretlion^ for  it  is  gooa  to  have  a  jiiU 
ftrokeatthemfirft,  before  they  have  opportunity  to  runforjt, 
for  tbefirfi  of  our.aclion  will  be  our  opportunity  to  dejirey 
"them,  and  to  prevent  their  running  away,  in  way -laying  eve- 
h  fajlagel  and  make  them  know  we  are  in  good  earnejt, 
i  we  being  in  a  diligent  ufe  of  means  we  may  hope  for 
a  bleffwgfrom  the  Almighty,  and  that  Hewdlbepleafed  .0 
put  a  ahead  in  their  hearts,  that  they  may  fall  before  us  und 
perijh  r  Wnr{fr^^^tee  is,  ^  "  ^ 
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i^Jhai  ten  or  twelve  hundred  good  able  Jcldiers,  well 
rquipeJ,  be  in  a  readinefs  fit  for  aSHon,  by  the  firft  of  April 
at  fAr  theft,  for  then  will  be  theiime  to  be  upon  anion. 

i  dly  That  five  and  forty,  or  fifty  good  whale- boats  be 
had  ready,  well  fitted,  with  five  good  oars,  and  twelve  *r 
fifteen  good  paddles  to  every  heat :  And  upon  the  wale  of  each 
boat  five  pieces  offtrong  leather  be  f aliened  on  each  fide,  to 
htp  five  fmall  afh  bars  thro',  that  fo^whenever  they  land, 
the  men  may  fiep  overboard,  and  flip  in  faid  bars  a-crofs, 
find  take  up  f aid  boat,  that  fhe  may  not  be  hurt  againft  the 
rocks  :  And  that  two  fui table  brafs  kettles  be  provided  to 
belong  to  each  boat,  to  drefs  the  men's  victuals  in,  to  make 
their  lives  comfortable.  ' 

3<%>  cf  hat  four  or  five  hundred  pair  of good  Indian  Jhoes 
be  made  ready,  fit  for  the  fervice,  for  the  Englifh  and  In- 
dians, that  muft  improve  the  whale-boats,  and  birch  canoes, 
f  or  they  will  be  very  proper,  and  fafe  for  that  fervice ;  and 
let  there  be  agoodftore  of  cow-hides,  well  tanned,  for  a  fup- 
ply  of  fuch  Jhoes ;  and  hemp  to  make  thread,  and  wax,  to 
mend  and  make  more  fuch  Jhoes  when  wanted,  and  a  good 
ft  ore  of  awls. 

4th ly,  That  there  be  an  hundred  large  hatchets,  or- light 
fixes,  made  pretty  broad,  andfteeled  with  the  beft  fteel  that 
can  be  got,  and  made  by  workmen,  that  may  cut  very  well, 
end  hold,  that  the  hemlock  knots  may  'not  break  or  turn  them, 
to  widen  the  landing  place  up  the  falls,  for  it  may  happen 
ioat  we  may  get  up,  with  fome  of  our  whale-boats,  to  their 
falls  or  head-quarters. 

5thly,  That  there  be  a  fuitable  quantity  of  'J mall  bags,  or 
wallets  provided,  that  every  man  that  wants  may  have  one+ 
to  put  up  his  bullets  in,  of  fuch  a  fize<as  will  fit  his  gun, 
(and  not  be  ferved  as  at  Cafco. )  That  even  man's  bag  be 
fc  marked  that  he  may  not  change  it :  Fey  if  Jo,  it  will  make 
a  great  confuficn  in  afticn, ;  that  every  man's  ft  ore  oj  ball 
bfweighed  to  him,  that  Jo  he  may  be  account  able,  and  may 
net  Jcuander  it  away  ;  and  alfc  his  ftcre  of  powder,  that  fo 

he 
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he  may  try  his  powder  and  gun  before  atlion.  And  that  eve* 
ry  particular  company  may  have  a  barrel  of  powder  to  them- 
felves,  and  fo  marked  that  it  may  by  no  means  be  changed ; 
that  men  may  know  beforehand,  and  may  not  be  cheated  out 
cf  their  lives,  by  having  bad  powder  \  or  not  knowing  how 
to  ufe  it :  And  this  will  prove  a  great  adv&itage  to  the  ac- 
iti$&.  .  mL  W;  ' 

6thly,  That  Col.  John  Gorham,  if  he  may  be  prevailed 
with,  may  be  concerned  in  the  management  of  the  whale-boats, 
he  having  been  formerly  concerned  in  the  eaftern  parts,  and 
experienced  in  that  affair.  And  zvhale-men  then  will  be  very 
ferviceable  in  this  expedition,  zvhich  having-  a  promife  made 
to  them,  that  they  fh all  be  releafed  in  good  feafon,  to  go  horns 
a  whaling  in  the  fall,  your  Excellency  will  have  men  enough, 

7thly,  7 hat  there  may  be  raifed  for  this  fervice  three 
hundred  Indians  at  leaft,  and  more  if  they  may  be  had ;  for 
I  know  certainly  of  my-  own  knowledge,  that  they  exceed  moft 
of  our  Engliih  in  hunting  and  Jkulking  in  the  woods,  being 
always  ufed  to  it ;  and  it  muft  bepraclifed  if  ever  we  intend 
to  deftroy  thofe,  Indian  enemies. 

8thly,  That  the  foldiers  already  out  eaftward  in  the  fer- 
vice, men  of  known  judgment,  may  take  a  furvey  of  them 
and  their  arms  and fee  if  their  arms  be  good,  and  that  they 
know  how  to  ufe  them,  in  floooting  right  at  a  mark  and  that 
they  be  men  of  good  reafon  and  fenfe,  to  know  how  to  manage 
themfelves  in  fo  difficult  a  piece  of  fervice,  as  this  Indian 
hunting  is ;  for  bad  men  are*  but  a  clogg  and  hindrance  to  an 
army,  bei'ng  a  trouble  and  vexation  to  good  Commanders,  and 
fo  many  mouths  to  devour  the  country's  provijion,  and  a  hin- 
drance to  all  good  atlion. 

9thly,  That  fpecial  care  be  had  in  taking  up  the  wh$le- 
loats,  that  they  be  good  and  fit  for  that  fervice  ;  fo  that  the 
country  be  not  cheated,  as  'formerly,  in  having  rotten  boats ; 
and  as  much  ca/re  that  the  owners  may  have  good fatisf atlion 
for  them <    ^tfffi"  ^j*x% 

tothly,  That  the  tenders  or  tranfports,  veffels  to  be  im- 
proved 
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proved  in  this  aclion,  be  good  decked  veffels,  not  too  big,  be- 
caufe  of  going  up  fever al  rivers  having  four  6r  fix  fmall 
guns  a  piece  for  defence,  and  the  fewer  men  will  defend  them : 
And  there  are  enough  fuch  veffels  to  be  had.  ,\ 

nthly,  To  conclude  all,  If  your  Excellency  will  be  pleaf- 
ed to  make  your  f  elf  great,  and  us  a  happy  people,  as  to  ihe  de- 
ftroying  of  cur  enemies,  and  cafing  of  our  taxes,  &c.  be  pleafed 
to  draw  forth  all  thofe  forces  now  in  pay  in  all  the  eaftward 
parts,  both  at  Saco  and  Cafco-Bay  •,  for  thofe  two  trading- 
houfes  never  did  any  good,  nor  ever  -will,  and  are  not  wor- 
thy the  name  of  Queen's  forts  \  and  the  firft  building  oj  them 
had  no  other  effeel,  but  to  lay  us  under  tribute  to  that 
wretched  pagan  crew  and  I  hope  will  never  be  wanted, 
for  that  they  wire  firft  built  for :  But  fure  it  is,  they  are 
very  ferviceable  to  them,  for  they  git  many  a  good^  advan- 
tage of  us  tq  deftroy  our  men,  and  laugh  at  us  for  our  folly, 
that  we  ftjould  be  at  fo  much  ccjl  and  trouble  -to  do  a  thing 
that  does  us  fo  much  harm,  and  no  manner  of  good :  But  to 
the  contrary,  when  they  fee  all  our  forces  drawn  forth,  and 
in  the  purfuit  of  them,  they  \vill  think  that  we  begin  to  be 
rouzed  up,  and  to  be  awake,  and  will  not  be  fatisfied  with 
what  they  have  pleafed  to  leave  ms,  but  are  refolved  to  re- 
take from  them,  that  they  took  formerly  from  us^  jind  drive 
them  out  of  their  country  alfo.  ft  he  which  being  done,  then 
to  build  a  fort  at  a  fuitable  time,  and  in  a  convenient  place 
and  it  will  be  very  honorable  to  your  Excellency,  and  of  great 
fervice.to  her  Majefty,  and  to  the  enlargement  of  her  Ma- 
jeftys  government:  (The place  meant  being  Port-Royal.) 

I2thly,  that  the  objection  made  againfl  drawing  off  the 
forces  in  the  eaftward  parts  will  be  no  damage  to  the  inhabi- 
tants', for  former  experience  teacheth  ^us,  that  fo  foon  as 
drawn  into  their  country,  they  will  prefently  forfake  curs  to 
take  care  of  their  own  :  And  that  there  be  no  failure  in 
making  preparation  of  thefe  things  aforementioned,  for  many 
times  the  want  of  fmall  things  prevents  the  completing  §f 
great  aclions;  and  that  every  thing  be  in  readinefs  before 
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the  forces  be  raifed,  to 'prevent,  charges  \  and  the  enemy  hav- 
ing intelligence :  And  that  the  General  Court  he  moved  to 
make  fi<  italic  ads,  for  the  encouraging  both  Englifh  and 
Indians  ;  that  fo  men  of  bufinefs  may  freely  offer  efiates  and 
concerns  to  ferve  the  publick. 

Thus  hoping- what  [  have  taken  the  pains  to  write  in  the 
fmcerity  of  my  heart  and  good  affection,  will  be  well  accepted 
Imakeboldtofubfcribt,  as  1  am,  your  Excellency's  moft  de- 
voted humble  ferv ant,"      ^  *>•'<       Benjamin  Church. 

Then  returning  to  his -Excellency  prefented  the  laid 
fcheme,  which  his  Excellency  approved  of*  and  return'd 
it  again  to  Maj.  Church,  and  defired  him  to  fee  that  eve- 
ry thing  was  provided,  telling  him  that  he  mould  have 
an  order  from  the  Commiffary  General  to  proceed.  Then 
returned  home  and  made  it  his  whole  bufinefs  to  provide 
oars  an$ pa&dles,  and  a  veffel  to  carry  them  round;  and 
then  returned  again  to  his  Excellency,  who  gave  him  a 
commiflion  ?  Which  is  as  followeth.

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c  both  inferior  Officers  and  foldiers  and  to  keep  them  in 
'  good  order  and  difcipline.  Hereby  commanding  them 
e  to  obey  you  as  their  Colonel  and  Captain  •,  and  with 

*  them  to  do  and  execute  all  acts  of  hoftility  againft  the  faid 
c  enemy  and  rebels.  And  you  are  to  obferve  and  follow 
c  fuch  orders  and  directions  as  you  fhall  receive  from 

*  myfelf,  or  other  your  fuperior  Officer,  according  to  the 

*  rules  and  difcipline  of  war,  purfuant  to  the  trnft  repof- 
c  ed  in  you.  Given  under  my  hand  and  feal  at  arms,  at 
c  Bofton,  the  18th  day  of  March,  in  the  third  year  of  her 
f  Majefty's  reign.

Colonel  Church  no  fooner  received  his  commiffion, 
but  proceeded  to  the  railing  of  men  volunteers,  by- going 
into  every  town  within  the  three  counties,  which  were  for- 
merly Plymouth  government-,  advifing  with  the  chief 
Officer  of  each  company,  to  call  his  company  together, 
that  fo  he  might  have  the  better  opportunity  to  difcourfe 
and  encourage  them  to  ferve  their  Queen  and  country; 
treating  them  with  drink  convenient ;  told  them  he  did 
not  doubt  but  with  God's  bleffing  to  bring  them  all  home 
again  :  All  which,  with  many  other  arguments,  animated 
their  hearts  to  do  fervice,  fo  that  Colonel  Church  enlifted 
out  of  fome  companies  near  twenty  men,  and  others  fif- 
teen. He  having  railed  a  fufficient  number  of  Englijh 
foldiers,  proceeded  to  theenlifting  of  Indians  in  all  thofe 
parts  where  they  dwelt,  which  was  a  great  fatigue  -and 
expence  •  being  a  people  that  need^much  treating,  efpr- 
cially  with  drink,  &c.  Having  enlifted  the  moil  of  his* 
foldiers  in  thofe  parts,  who  daily  lay  upon  him  ,  was  not 
lefs  than  5  /.  per  day  expences,  fome  days,  in  victuals 
and  drink  •,  "who  doubtlels  thought  (efpccial)y  the  Eng- 
lijh) that  the  country  would  have  reimbuvfed  it  again, 
otherwife  they  would  hardly  accepted  it  of  him.  Col. 

Church's 
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Church's  foldiers  both  and  Indians  in  thofc  parts 

being  raifed,  marched  them  all  down  to  Nantofket,  ac- 
cording to  his  Excellency's  directions ;  where  being 
come,  the  following  Gentlemen  were, :  commnTionated  to 
be  Commanders  of  each  particular  company,  viz.  Lieut. 
Col.  Gorhani,  Captains  John  Brown,  Conjtant  Churchy 
James  Cole,  John  Dyer,  John  Cook,  Caleb  WilUamfon  and 
Edward  Church,'  of  the  forces  raifed  by  Col.  Church,  each 
company  being  filled  up  with  Englijh  and  Indians  as  they 
agreed  among  themfelves,  and  by  the  Colonel's  direc- 
tions \  Captain  Lamb,  and  Captain  MirieFs  company, 
who  were  raifed  by  his  Excellency's  direction,  were  or- 
dered to  join  thofe  aforefaid,  under  the  command  of  Col. 
Church.  Matters  being  brought  thus  far  on,  Colonel 
Church  waited  upon  his  Excellency  at  B  oft  on  to  know  his 
pleafure,  what  further  meafures  were  to  be  taken  ;  and 
did  humbly  move  that  they  might  have  liberty  in  their 
inftru&ions  to  make  an  attack '  upon  Port-Royal :  Being 
very  well  fatisfied  in  his  opinion,  that  with  the  bleffing  of 
God,  with  what  forces  they  had  or  mould  have ;  and  - 
whale-boats  fo  well  fitted  with  oars  and  paddles,  as  they 
had  with  them,  might  be  fufficient  to  have  taken  it.  His 
Excellency  (looking  upon  Colonel  Church)  replied,  He 
could  not  admit  of  that,  by  reafon  he  had  by  the  advice 
of  her  frfeje%'s  Council,  writ  to  her  Majefty  about  the 
taking  of  Port-  Royal  fort,  and  how  it  Ihould  be  diCpofed 
of  when -taken,  &c.  However  Colonel  Church  proceed^ 
ing  to  get  everything  ready  for  the  forces  down  at  Nan- 
iajket,  which  was  the  place  of  parade  He  happening 
one  day  to  be  at  Captain  Belcher"*,  where  his  Excellency 
happened  to  come  \  who  was  pleafed  to  order  Col.  Church 
to  put  on  his  fword,  and  walk  with  him  up  the  common  j 
which  he  readily  complied  with:  Where  being  come  he 
faw  two  mortar  pieces  with  fhells,  and  an  ingineer  trying 
with  them,  to  throw  a  fheli  from  them  to  any  fpot  of 
ground  where  he  faid  it  fhould  fall  :  Which,  when  Col. 
&  Church 


Church  had  feen  done,  gave  I^m  gre«*fcncouragement  and 
hopes  that  it  would  promot«i$ieir  going  to  Pcrt-RoyaL, 
which  he  had  folicjfted  tor  ;  and  returning  fronv  thence, 
after  they  had  feen  them  tried,  by  the  faid  engi^c^nd 
performing  what  was  proposed  :  Coming  near  to  Gapt. 
William  Clark's  hoiife,  over  againft  the  hcrfe-fhoe,  His  Ex- 
cellency was  invued,  by.  Captain  Clark  to  walk  over  find 
take  a  glafs  of  wine ;  which  he  was  plealed  toaccept  of, 
and  took  Col.  Church  with  him  •,  and  in  the  time  they 
were  taking  a  glals  of  wine,  Col.  Church  once  more  pre- 
sumed to  fay  to  his  Excellency  •  Sir,  I  hope  that  now  we 
fhall  go  to  Port-Royal  in  order  to  take  it  ±  thofe  mortars 
being  very  fuitable  for  fuch  an  enterprife.  His  Excellen- 
cy was  plealed  to  reply;  Col.  Church  you  muft  fay  no 
more  of  that  matter,  for  the  letter  I  told- you  q£,l  writ  by 
the  advice  of  her  Ivlajefty'si  Council,  now  lies  at  home  on 
the  board  before  the  Lords  CommLTioners  of  her  Maje- 
fly's  foreign  plantations,  &c.  After  ibme  days  every  thing 
.being  ready  to  embark,  Col.  Church  received  his  instruc- 
tions :  Which  are  as  followeth,

in  the  prefent  Expedition,  ■/^fa^  •> 
'  TN  purfuanceof  theCommiflion  given  you  to  take  the 
X  '  chief  command  of  the  )and  and  lea  forces  by  me 
c  raifed,  equipped  and  fet  forth  on  her  Majefty's  fervice, 
'  again(t  her  open  declared  enemiestthe  French  and  Indian 
6  rebels :  You  are  to  obferve  the  following  inilruclions. . 
c  Firit,  you  are  to  take  care,  That  Live  duties  of  re- 

*  ltgion  be  attended  on  board  the  ieverai  velTels,  and  in 
'  the  ieverai  companies  under  your  command,  by  daily 

*  prayers  unto  God,  and  reading  his  holy  word:  And 

'  that 
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that  the  Lord's- Day  be  obferved  and  duly  fan&ified  to 
the  utmoft  of  your  power,  as  far  as  the  circumftances 
and  neceffity  of  the  ferviee  can  admit ,  that  fo  you  may 
have  the  prefence  of  God  with,  aad  obtain  his  bleffing 
on,  your  undertaking. 

4  You  are  to  take  care,  That  your  foldiers  have 
their  due  allowance  of  provifions  afici  other  neceiTaries ; 
that  their  arms  be  well  fixed,  and  kept  fit  for  ferviee, 
and  that  they  be  furnifhed  with  a  fuitable  quantity  of 
powder  and  ball,  and  be  always  in  readinefs  to  pafs 
upon  duty. 

'  -  That  good  order  and  difcipline  be  maintained;  and 
all  diforders,  drunkennefs,  profane  fwearirig,  curfing, 
omiffion  or  neglect  of  duty,  difobedience  to  Officers, 
mutiny,  deiertion,  and  fedition  be  duly  punilhed  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war  ;  the  which  you 
are  once  a  month,  or  oftener,  to  caufe  to  be  publifhed, 
and  made  known  to  your  Officers  and  foldiers  for  their 
obfervance  and  direction  in  their  duty.  Let  notorious 
and  capital  offenders  be  fent  away  to  the  next  garrifens, 
there  to  be  imprifoned  until  they  can  be  proceeded

1  Let  the  fick  arid  wounded  be  carefully  looked  after, 
and  accommodated  after  the  beft  manner  your  circum- 
ftances wiH  admit  of,  and  be  fent  either  to  Cafeo-Fort9 
or  to  Mr.  Peperel's  at  Kittery,  which  may  be  eafieft,  fo 
foon  as  you  can. 

'  You  are  forthwith  to  lend  away  the  forces  and  ftores 
by  the  tranfports,  with  the  whale-boats  to  Pifcataqua9 
on  Kittery  fide,  there  to  attend  your  coming;  whither 
you  are  to  follow  them  with  all  expedition. 

'  You  are  to  embark  in  the  Province- Galley,  Captain 
Soutback  Commander,  and  let  Lieutenant  Colonel  Gcr- 
bam  go  on  board  Captain  Gallop  ;  who  are  both  directed, 
to  attend  your  motion  on  the  French  fide,  after  which 
thev  are  to  return,    Let  the  Commanders  of  all  the 
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c  ftore  floops  and  tranfports  know  that  they  fail,  anchor 
'  and  ferve  at  your  direction.  * 

4  When  you  fail  from  Pifcataqua,  keep  at  fuch  diftance 

*  off  the  Iliore,  that  .you  be  not  abierved  by  the  enemy  to 
4  alarm  them.  Stop  at  Montinicus,  and  there  embark 
'  the  forces  in  the  whale-boats  for  the  main,  to  rang-  that 
4  part  of  the  country*  in  fearch  of  the  enemy, -•  to  Moihu 
4  Defart,  fending  the  veffeis  to  meet  you  there  ;  and  after 
4  having  refrefhed  and  recruited  your  foldicrs,  proceed 
4  to  Macbias,  and  from  thence  to  Pajfamequado;  ancl  hav- 
4  ing  effected  what  fpoils  you  poflibly  may  upon  the  ene- 
4  my  in  thofe  parts,  embark  on  your  vefiels  for  M  s 
4  and  Signeclo,  to  Port-Royal  Gut;  "and  ufe  all  poffibieme- 

*  thods  lor  the  burning'and  deft  roving  of  the  enemies 

*  houfes,  and  breaking  the  dams  of  their  corn  grounds 
4  in  the  faid  feveral  places,  and  make  what  otfer  fpoils, 
4  you  can  upon  them,  and  bring  away  the  prifoners.*  In 
4  your  return  call  at  Pcrtobfcct,  and  do  what  you  can 

*  there,  and  fo  proceed  weitward. 

4  This  will  probably  imploy  you  a  month,  or  fix  weeks ; 
4  when  you  wHl  draw  together  again,  and  by  the  latter 
4  end  of  June  confider  whether  you  can  march  to  Norrig- 
4  wacky  qr  other  parts  of  their  planting,  to  deftroy  their 
4  corn  and  fettlements,  and  keep  the  expedition  on  foot 
4  until  the  middle  of  Augufi  next. 

4  Notwithlf  anding  the  particularity  of  the  aforegoing 
4  mftruction,  I  lay  you  under  no  teilraint,  becaule  I  am 
'  well  afTured  of  your  courage,  care,  caution  and  indu- 
4  ftry  •,  bur  refer,  you  to  your  own  refolves,  by  the  advice  of 
4  your  Commulion  Officers,  not  under  the  degree  of  Cap- 
4  tains,  and  the  feaCommiffion  Captains  (whom  you  will, 
4  as  often  as  you  can,  advife  with)  according  to  the  in- 
4  telligence  you  may  receive,  or  as  you  may  fin4  needful 
4  upon  the  fpot. 

*  You  are  by  every  opportunity,  and  once  a  week  cer- 

*  tainly,  by  fome  means,  either  by  way  of  Cafco^  Pifca- 


1  tcqua>  or  otherwifeto  acquaint  me  of  your  proceedings 
'  and  all  occurrences,  and  what  may  be  further  necefTary 
c  for  the  ferviofi  :  And  to  obferve  fuch  further  and  other 
1  inftructions  as  you  mall  receive  from  myfelf. 

*  As  of  terras- you  may,  ad^ife  with  Captain  Smith  and 
c  Captain  Rsj&rs*,  Commanders  of  her  Majefty's  mips. 

6  Let  your  Minifter,  Commiflary  and  Surgeons  be 
*  treated  tyhhjuii  refpecls.  I  pray  to  God  to  preferve, 
profper  and  fucceed  you. 

6  Given  under  my  hand  at  Bofton,  the  fourth  day  of 
4  May,  1704."  J.  DUD  LET. 

Purfuant  to  his  inftructions  he..fent  away  his  tranlports 
and  forces  to  Pifeataqua,  but  was  obliged  himfelf  to  wait 
upon  his  Excellency  by  land  to  Pifeataqua,  in  order  to 
raife  more  forces  in  the  way  thither ;  and  did  raife  a  com- 
pany under  the  com. 11  and  of  Captain  Harridon  •,  taking 
care  alfo  to  provide  a  pilot  for  them  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy\ 

Colonel  Church  being  directed  to  one  —  Fellows^ 

whom  he  met  with  at  Tpfwicb.  And  going  from  thence 
to  Pifeataqua  with  his  Excellency,  was  chere  met  by  that 
worthy  Gentleman  Major  Winthrop  Hilton,  who  was  very 
helpful  to  him  in  the  whole  expedition,  whofe  name  and 
memory  ought  not  to  be  forgot.  Being  ready  to  embark 
from  Pifeataqua,  Colonel  Church  requeued  the  Com- 
manders of  her  Majefty's  mips,  Captain  Smith  and  Capt* 
Rogers  to  tarry  at  Pifc$t&qua  a  fortnight*  that  fo  they 
might  not  be  difcovered  by  the  enemy  before  he  had  done 
fome  fpoil  upon  them.  Then  moving  in  their  tranfports, 
as  directed,  gotfafe  into  Montinicus,  undifcovered  by  the 
enemy.  Next  morning  early  fitted  out  two  whale-boats- 
with- men,  Captain  John  Cooke  in  one,  and  Captain  Con- 
ft  ant  Church  m  the  other  ;  and  fent  them  to  Green-  Ifiamk 
upon  a  difcovery  •,  and  coming  there  they  parted,  one 
went  to  one  part,  and  the  other  to  the  other  part,  that 
fo  they  mi^ht'not  mifs  of  what  could  be  difcovered  ; 
where  they  met  with  old  Lafaure  with  his  two  ions  Tho- 
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mas  and  Timothy,  and  a  Canada  Indian.  The  enemy  fee-' 
ing  that  they  were  difcovered,  threw  down  their  ducks 
and  eggs,  who  had  got  a  confiderable  quantity  of  each, 
and  ran  to  their  canoes,  getting  into  them,  ftood  directly 
for  the  Main ;  looking  behind  them,  perceived  the 
whale-boats  to  gain  fo  faft  upon  them,  claptfide  by  fide, 
and  all  four  got  into  one  canoe,  which  proved  of  little 
advantage  to  them,  for  the  whale-boats  gained  fo  much' 
upon  them,  and  got  fo  near  that  Capn.  Cook,  firing  at  the 
ileer's-mari,  which  was  the  Indian,  and  happened  to  graze 
his  fkuU,  and  quite  fpoiled  his  paddling:  Upon  which  old 
Lafaure  and  fons,  feeing  «heir  companion's  condition,  fbon 
begged  for  quarter,  and  had  it  granted :  The  two  Cap- 
tains with  their  fuccefs  prefently  returned  to  their  Com- 
mander, taking  care  that  their  captives  mould  not  dif- 
courfe  together  before  they  were  examined  when  bro't 
to  Colonel  Church,  he  ordered  them  to  be  apart,  and 
rirft  proceeded  to'examine  old  Lafaure,  whom  he  found 
to  be  very  furly  and  crofs,  fo  that  he  could  gain  no  man- 
ner of  intelligence  by  him  ;  upon  which  the  Commander 
was  refolved  to  put  in  practice  what  he  had  formerly  dune 
at  Seneclo  ordering  the  Indians  to  make  two  large  heaps 
of  dry  wood,  at  fome  diftance  one  from  the  other,  and  to 
fet  a  large  flake  in  the  ground,  clofe  to  each  heap  ;  then- 
ordered  the  two  fons,  Thomas  and  Timothy,  to  be  bro't, 
and  to  be  bound  to  the  ftakes ;  alfo  ordering  his  Indian* 
to  paint  themfelves  with  colours,  which  they  had  bro'c 
for  that  ufe.  Then  the  Colonel  proceeded  to  examine  firft 
Timothy  ;  and  told  him,  He  had  examined  his  father  al- 
ready i  and  that  if  he  told  him  the  truth  he  would  lave 
his  life,  and  take  him  into  his  fervice-,  and  that  he  mould 
have  good  pay  and  live  well.  He  anfwered,  That  he 
would  tell  him  the  truth  •,  and  gave  him  an  account  of 
every  thing  he  knew  ;  which  was  all  minuted  down  :  He 
being  alked  whether  his  brother  Thomas  did  not  know 
more  than  he  ?  His  anfv/er  was,  Yes,  for  his  Brother 
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Thomas  had  a  commiftionfent  him  from  the  Governor  of 
Canada,  to  command  a  company  of  Indians,  who  were 
gathered  together  at  a  place  where  fome  French  Gentle- 
men lately  arrived  from  Canada,  who  were  Officers  to 
command  the  reft  that  were  to  go  weft  ward  to  fight  the 
Englijh,  and  that  there  was  fent  to  his  father  and  brother 
Tom,  a  corifiderable  quantity  of  flower,  fruit,  ammuni- 
tion and  ftores,  for  the  fupply  of  che  faid  army.  He  be- 
ing afked,  Whether  he  could  pilot  our  forces  to  them  ? 
Said  No  :  But  his  brother  Tom  could,  for  he  had.  hid  it, 
and  that  he  was  not  then  with  him.  The  Colonel  afked 
him,  What  Gentlemen  thofe  were  that  came  from  Canada  ? 
He  anfwered  Monfieur  G  our  dan,  and  Mr.  Sharkee.  Being 
alked  where  they  were?  Anfwered  at  Pajfamequado;  build- 
ing a  fort  there.  Being  alfo  afked,  What  number  of  In- 
dians and  French  there  were  at  Penobfcot  ?  He  anfwered, 
Therevwere  feveral  families,  but  they  lived  fcattering, 
Afked  him'  further,  If  he  would  pilot  our  forces  thither  ? 
Anfwered,  He  would  if  the  Commander  would  not  let 
the  ravages  roaft  him.  Upon  which  the  Colonel  ordered 
him  to  be  loofed  from  the  flake,  and  took  him  by  the 
hand,  told  him,  He  would  be  as  kind  to  him  as  his  own 
father;  at  which  he  feemed  to  be  very  thankful.  And 
then  the  Colonel  proceeded  to  examine  his  brother  T om, 
and  told  him  chat  he  had  examined  his  father  and  brother 
and  that  his  orother  had  told  him  every  tittle  he  knew, 
and  that  he  knew  more  than  his  brother  Timothy  did  ;  and 
that  if  he  would  be  ingenuous  andconfefs  all  he  knew,  he 
mould  fare  as.  well  as  his  brother  j  but  if  not,  the  favages 
mould  roaft  him.  Whereupon  he  foiemnly  promifed  that 
he  would,  and  that  he  would  pilot  him  to  every  thing  he 
knew,  to  the  -\wlue  of  a  knife  and  Iheath  (.which  without 
douot  he  did.)  Then  the  Colonel  immediately  gave  or- 
ders for  the  whale-boats  to  be  ready,  and  went  directly 
over  where  the  faid  goods'  and  ftores  were, .  and  found 
them  as  informed,  took  them  on  board  the. boats,  and 
N  2  returned 
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returned  to  their  tranfports    and  ordering  provifions  to 
be  pur.  into  every  man's  fnapfack  for  6  or  8  days  *  fo  >ft 
the  clufk  of  the  evening  left  their  tranfports,  with  orders 
how  they  mould  act    and  went  directly  for  the  mam  land 
ot  Penobfcot,  and  mcmth  of  that  river,  withtheir  pilots 
-J  urn  and  Timothy,  who  carried  them  directly  to  every 
place  and  habitation,  both  of  French  and  Indians  there- 
abouts, with  the  afliftance  of  one  De  Young,  whom  they 
carried  out  of  Bofton  gaol  for  the  fame  purpofe,  who  was 
very  ferviceable  to  them.    Being  there  we  killed  and  took 
every  one,  both  French  and  Indians,  not  knowing  that 
any  one  did  efcape  in  all  Penobfcot    among  thofe  that 
were  taken  was  St.  Cajleev's  daughter,  who  faid  that  her 
hufband  was  gone  to  France,  to  her  father  Monfieur  Caf- 
teen.    She  having  her  children  with  her,  the  Commander 
was  very  kind  to  her  and  them.    All  the  prifoners  that 
were  then  taken,  held  to  one  ftory  in  general,  which  they 
had  from  Lafaure's  fons    that  there  were  no  more  In- 
dians thereabouts,  but  enough  of  them  at  Pajfamequado  ; 
upon  which  they  foon  returned  to  their  tranfports  with 
their  prifoners  and  plunder.    The  Commander  giving 
order  immediately  for  the  foldiers  in  the  whale-boats  to 
have  a  recruit  of  provifions  for  a  further  purfuit  of  the 
enemy,  giving  orders  to  the  tranfports  to  ftay  a  few  days 
more  there,  and  then  go  to  Mowat-Defart  (and  there  to 
ftay  for  her  Majefty's  mips,,  who  were  directed  to  come 
thither)  and  there  to  wait  his  further  order.    Then  Col. 
Church  with  his  forces  immediately  embarked  on  board 
their  whale-boats,  and  proceeded  to  fcour  the  coaft,  and 
to  try  if  they  could  difcover  any  of  the  enemy  coming 
from  Pajfamequado  ;  making  their  flops  in  the  day-time 
at  all  the  points  and  places  where  they  were  certain  the 
enemy  would  land,  or  come  by  with  their  canoe's,  and  at 
night  to  their  paddles.    Then  coming  near  where  the  vef- 
fels  were  ordered  to  come,  having  made  no  difcovery  of 
the  enemy,  went  directly  to  Mount-Defart,  where  the 
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tranfports  were  juft  come  *  and  taking  fome  provifions 
for  his  foldiers,  gave  direction  for  the  (hips  and  tranfports 
in  fix  days  to  come  directly  to  Paffamequado,  where  they 
Ihould  find  kirn  and  his  forces.  Then  immediately  moved 
away  in  the  whale-  boats,  and  made  diligent  fearch  along 
more,  as  formerly,  infpecting  all  places  where  the  ene- 
my was ,  likely  to  lurk :  Particularly  at  Machias  ;  but 
found  neither  fires  nor  tracks.  Coming  afterwards  to 
the  weft  harbour  at  Pajfamequado,  where  they  entered' 
upon  action  an  account  whereof  Colonel  Church  did  com- 
municate to  his  Excellency,  being  as  followeth: 

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency,  \ 
4  T  Received  yours  of  this  inftant,  October  gib,  with  the 
4  two  inclofed  informations,  that  concern  my  actions 
c  at  Pajfamequado ;  which  I  will  give  a  juft  and  true  ac- 
4  count  of  as  near  as  poffibly  I  can,  (viz.)  on  the  7th. of 
«  June  laft,  1 704.  In  the  evening  we  entered  in  at  the 
6  weftward  harbour  at  faid  Pajfamequado ;  coming  up 
6  faid  harbour  to  an  iiland,  where  landing,  we  came  to  a 
'  French  houfe,  and  took  a  French  woman  and  children, 
«  the  woman  upon  her  examination  faid,  her  hufband  was 
4  abroad  a  filhing.  I  afked  her,  v/hether  there  were  any 
4  Indians  thereabouts  ?    She  faid,  Yes :  There  were  a 

*  great  many,  and  feveral  on  that  ifland.  I  afked  her, 
'  whether  me  could  pilot  me  to  them  r  Said,  No  :  They 
4  hid  in  the  woods.    I  afked  her,  when  me  faw  them ? 

.  4  Anfwered,  juft  now,  or  a  little  while  fmce.  I  afked 
4  her  whether  me  knew  where  they  had  laid  the  canoes  ? 
4  She  anfwered,  No  :  They  carried  their  canoes  into  the 

*  woods  with  them.  We  then  Iiaftened  away  along  more, 
'  ieizing  what  prifoners  we  could,  taking  old  Lotriel  and 

5/  his  fiaajily. 

4  This  intelligence  eaufed  me  to  leave  Col.  Gorham, 
4  and  a  considerable  part  of  my  men,  and  boats,  with 
'  him  at  that  Ifland,  partly  to  guard  and  fecure  thofe 
i  prifoners,  being  fenfible  it  would  be  a  great  trouble  to 

"JBp*  "  -     *  I     7      ^  *  have 
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have  them  to  fecure  and  guard  at  our  next  landing, 
where  I  did  really  expect,  and  hoped  to  have  an  op- 
portunity, to  fight  our  Irdian  enemies  ;  for  all  our 
French  prifoners  that  we  had  taken  at  Penoljcot^  an4 
along  more,  had  informed  us,  T  hat  w hen  we  came  to 
the  place  where  thefcCVrWtf  gentlemen  lived,  we  mould 
certainly  meet  with  the  Savages  tor  fight  us,  thofe  being 
the  only  men  that  fet  the  Indians  againft  us,  or  upon  us, 
and  were  newly  come  from  Canada,  to  manage  the  war 
againft  us,  (pleading  in  this  account  and  information 
their  own  innocency)  and'partly  in  hopes  that  he,  the  laid 
Col.  Gorham,  would  have  a  good  opportunity  in  the  morn- 
ing to  deftroy  fomeof  thofe  our  enemies,  (we  were  inform- 
ed by  the  faid  French  woman  as  above j  with  the  ufe  of 
hi<  boats,  as  I  had  given  direction  :  Ordering ^lfoMaj, 
Hilton  to  pafs  over  to  the  next  I  flan  d,  that  lay  Kali  of 
us,  with  a  fmall  party  of  men  and  boats,  to  furprife 
and  deftroy  any  of  the  enemy  that  in  their-  canoes 
might  go  here  and  there,  from  any  place,  to  make  their 
flight  from  us,  and,  as  he  had  opportunity,  to  take  any 
French  piifoners.  We  then  immediately  moved  up  the 
river,  in  the  dark  night,  through  great  difficulty,  by 
reafon  of  the  eddies  and  whirlpools,  made  with  the 
fiercenels  of  the  current.  And  here  it  may  be  hinted, 
that  we  had  information  that  Lotriel  had  loft  part  of 
his  family  parting  over  to  the  next  ifland,  falling  into 
one  of  thofe  eddies  were  drowned  which  the  two  pilots 
told  to  difcourage  me  :  But  I  faid  nothing  of  that  na- 
ture fhall  do  it  ;  for  I  was  refolved  to  venture  up,  and 
therefore  forthwith  paddling  our  boats  as  privately  as 
we  could,  and  with  as  much  expedition  as  we  could 
make  with  our  paddles,  and  the  help  of  a  ftro#g  tide, 
we  came  up  to  Monfienr  Gourdaris  a  little  before  day  ; 
where  taking  notice  of  the  fhore,  and  finding  it  fome- 
what  open  and  clear,  I  ordered  Capt.  Mirick  and  Capt. 
Cole,  hating  Ettgtijb  companies,  to  tarry  with  feveral  of 
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«  the  boats  to  be  ready,  tttft  if  any  of  the  enemy  mould 
«  come  down  out  of  the  brufh  into  the  bay,  (it  being 

<  very  broad  in  that  place)  with  their  canoes,  they  might 
«  take  and  deftroy  them  :  Ordering  the  remainder  of  the 
«  army  being  landed,  with  myieif  and  the  other  officers,  to 

<  m,r'ch  up  Tnto  the  woods,  with  a  wide  front,  and  to  keep 
6  at  a  confiderable  diftance  j  for  that  if  they  fliould  run 
c  in  heaps  the  enemy  would  have  the  greater  advantage  : 

*  And  further  directing  them  that,  if  poffible,  they  mould 
c  deftroK  the  enemy  with  their  hatchets,  and  not  fire  a 
6  (run.  This  order  I  always  gave  at  landing,  telling  them 

*  die  inconveniency  of  firing,  in  that  it  might  be,  firfr, 

*  dangerous  to  themfelves,  they  being  many  or  them 
£  young  foldiers,  (as  I  had  fome  time  obferved,  that  one 
c  or  two  auns  bein<?  fired,  many  others  would  fare,  at  they 
«  knew  not  what  ;"as  happened  prefently  after)  and  it 

*  would  alarm  the  enemy,  and  give  them  the  opportune 
c  ty  to  make  their  efcape  ;  and  it  might  alarm  the  whole 
«  country,  and  alfo  prevent  all  further  aftion  from  taking 

<  effect.    Orders  being  thus  palled,  we  moved  directly 

*  towards  the  woods,  Leaver's  fon'dire&ing  us  to  a  lit- 

*  tie  hut  or  wigwam,  which  we  immediately  furrounded 

*  with  a  few  men,  the  reft  marching  directly  up  into  the 
4  woods,  to  fee  what  wigwams  or  huts  they  could  difco- 
«  ver  ;  myfelf  made  a  little  ftop,  ordering  the  pilot  to  tell 
4  them  in  the  hut,  that  they  were  furrounded  with  an  ar- 

<  my,  and  that  if  they  would  come  forth,  and  furrender 
6  themfelves,  they  mould  have  good  quarter,  but  if  not, 

<  they  mould  all  be  knocks  on  the  head  and  die:  One  of 
6  them  fnowed  himfelf  I  alked  who  he  was  ?  He  faid, 
«  Gourdaw,  and  begg'd  for  quarter  :  I  told  him,  he  mould 

*  have  good  quarter  •,  adding  further,  That  it  there  were 
«  any  more  in  the  houfe,  they  mould  come  out  Then 
e  came  out  two  men  j  Gourdan  faid  they  were  his  ,ons, 

*  and  afked  quarter  for  them,  which  was  alfo  granted.— 
«  Then  came  but  a  woman  and  a  little  boy  y  me  fell  up- 

-  "  6  r.n 


<  on  her  knees,  begg'd  quarter  for  herfelf  and  children, 
and  that  I  would  not  iufrer  the  Indians  to  kill  them.  P 
told  them  they  mould  have  good  quarter,  and  >not  be 
hurt     After  *  hich  I  ordered  a  fmall  guard  over  them 
andfo  moved  prefently  up  with  the  reft  of  my  company! 
after  them  that  were  gone  before,  but  looking  on  my 
right  hand,  over  a  little  run,  I  faw  fomething  look  black 
jjuft  by  me,  flopped,  and  heard  a  talking,  fteppecfover 
and  jaw  a  little  hut  or  wigwam,  with  a  crowd  of  people 
round  about  it,  which  was  contrary  to  my  former  direc 
^  tions  :  Alk'd  them  what  they  were  doincr  ?  They  re- 
c  Ply'd,  There  wer«  fome  of  the  enemy  in^a  houfe,  and 
woud  not  come  out  :  I  a(k'd,  what  houfe  ?  They  faid 
A  bark  houfe.    I  haftily  bid  them  pull  it  down,  and 
knock  them  on  the  head,  never  afhing  whether  they 
£  were  trench,  or  Indians  j,*faey  being  all  enemies  alike  to 
t  ™e*    f]Pd  Paf?ln£  then  ^  them,  and  feeing  them  in 
great  diforder,  io  many  of  the  aimy  in  a  crowd  together, 
acting  io  contrary  to  my  command  and  direftionrexpo-  • 
ling  themselves,  and  the  whole  army,  to  utter  ruin  bv 
'  their  fo  diiorderly  crowding  thick  together  ;  had  an  e- 
'  nemy  come  upon  them  in  that  interim,  and  fired  a  vol- 
ley  amongft  them,  they  could  nothavemifs'd  a  (hot-,  and 
wholly  neglecting  their  duty,  in  not  attending  my  or- 
ders,  m  fearching  diligently  for  our  lurking  enemies  m 
their  wigwams,  or  by  their  fires,  where  I  had  great 
hopes,  and  real  expeditions  to  meet  with  them. 
'  I  molt  certainly  know  that  I  was  in  an  exceeding 
great  paflion,  but  not  with  thofe  poor  mifcrable  ene- 
^  nnes  j  for  I  took  no  notice  of  hair  a  dozen  of  the  cne- 
my  when  at  the  fame  time,  I  expected  to  be  en^aaed 
with  fomehnnd'SFds  of  them,  of  whom  we  had  a  conti- 
<  nued  account,  who  were  expected  from  Pert  Row!  fide 
In  this  heat  of  adtion,  every  word  that  I  thenYpoke,' 
1  cannot,  give  an  account  of,  and  I  prefume  it  is  im- 
b  pofliblc;    I  flopped  but  little  here,  but  went  directly 
•  1  up 


«  up  into  the  woods,,  hopiiig  to  be  better  employed,  with 

*  the  reft  of  the  army:  I  liftened  to  hear,  and  looked 
«  earneftlyto  fee  what  might  be  the  next  aftion;  but 
\  meeting  with  many  of  the  foldiers,  they  told  me  they 
«  had  difcovered  nothing  ;  we* fetching  a  fmall  compafc 
«  round,  came  down  again.  It  being  pretty  dark,  I  took 
'  notice,  I  faw  two  men  lay  dead,  as  I  thought,  at  the 
6  end  of  the  houfe,  where  the  door  was,  and  immediate- 
4  ly  the  guns  went  off,  and  they  fired  every  man,  as  I 
«  thought,  and  molt  towards  that  place  where  I  left  the 

*  guard  with  Monfieur  G  our  dan.  I  had  much  ado  to  ftop 
«  their  firing,  and  told  them,  I  thought  they  were  mad, 
«  and  I  believed  they  had  not  killed  and  wounded  lefs  than 
«  forty  or  fifty  of  our  own  men.  And  I  allied  them  what 

*  they  mot  at  ?  They  anfwered,  At  a  Frenchman  that  ran 
«  away  :  But  to  admiration  no  man  was  killed,  but  he, 
'  and  one  of  our  men  wounded  in  the  leg  ;  and  I  turning 
«  about,  a  Frenchman  fpoke  to  me,  and  I  gave  him  quar- 

*  ter.    Day-light  coming  on,  and  no  difcovery  made  of 

*  the  enemy,  I  went  to  the  place  where  I  had  left  Mon- 
«  ReuvGourdan,  to  examine  him,  and  his  fons,  who  a- 
«  greed  in  their  examinations  ;  told  me  two  of  their  men 
*■  were  abroad.  It  proved  a  damage ;  and  further  told 
«  me,  That  Monfieur  Sharkee  lived  feveral  leagues  up 
6  at  the  head  of  the  river,  at  the  falls,  and  all  the  In- 

•  *  dians  were  fiftiing,  and  tending  their  corn  there ;  and 
<  that  Monfieur  Sharkee  had  fent  down  to  him,  to 
«  come  up  to  him,  to  advife  about  the  Indian  army,  that 

*  was  to  go  weft  ward  ^  but  he  had  returned  him  anfwer, 
«  his  bufinefsrwas  urgent,  and  he  could  not  come  up  : 
'  And  that  Sharkee,  and  the  Indians  would  certainly  be 
«  down  that  day,  or  the  next  at  the  furtheft,  to  come  to 
«  conclude  of  that  matter.    This  was  a  fhort  night's  ac- 

*  tion,  and  all  fenfible  men  do  well  know,  that  actions 

*  done  in  the  dark  (being  in  the  night  as  aforefaid)  un- 
«  der  fo  many  difficulties,  as  we  then  laboured  under,  as 

6  before 
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c  before  related,  was  a  very  hard  tafk  for  one  man,  mat- 

*  ters  being  circumftanced  as  in  this  a&ion  ;  which  would 
'  not  admit  of  calling  a  council,  and  at  that  time  could 
'  not  be  confined  thereunto ;  at  *mich  time  I  was  tranf- 
<  ported  above  fear,  or  any  fort  of  dread;  yet  being  fen- 

*  iible  of  the  danger  in  my  armies  crowding  fo  thick  to- 

*  gether,  and  of  the  great  duty  incumbent  on  me,  to  pre- 
c  ierve  them  irom  all  the  danger  I  poflibly  could,  for 
'  further  improvement,  in  the  definition  of  our  impla- 
c  cable  enemies  ;  am  ready  to  conclude,  that  I  was  very 
c  quick  and  abfolute  in  giving  fuch  commands  and  or- 

*  ders,  as  I  then  apprehended  mod;  proper  and  advanta- 
6  geous.    And  had  it  .not  been  for  the  intelligence  I  had 

*  received  from  the  French  we  took  at  Penobfcot,  as  be- 

*  fore  hinted,  and  the  falfe  report  the  French  woman  (firft 
'  took)  gave  me,  I  had  not  been  in  fuch  hafte.  1  qucf- 
e  tion  not  but  thofe  Frenchmen  that  were  (lain,  had  the 

*  fame  good  quarter  of  other  prifoners.  But  I  ever  look 'd 
4  on  it  a  good  providence  of  Almighty  God,  that  fome 
'  few  of  our  cruel  and  bloody  enemies  were  made  fen - 
e  fible  of  their  bloody  cruelties',  perpetrated  on  my  dear 
c  and  loving  friends  and  countrymen  ;  and  that  the  fame 
6  meakire  (in  part)  meeted  to  them,  as  they  had  been 
c  guilty  of  in  a  barbarous  manner  at  Beerfield,  and  I  hope 
c  juftly.    I  hope  God  Almighty  will  accept  hereof,  aU 

*  though  it  may  not  be  eligible  to  our  French  implacable 
<  enemies,  and  fuch*  others  as  are  not  our  friends.  The 
«  foregoing  journal,  and  this  fliort  annexment,  I  thought 
6  it  my  duty  to  exhibit,  for  the  fatisfadion  of  my  friends 
6  and  countrymen,  whom  I  very  faithfully  and  willingly 
'  ferved  in  delate  expedition  ;  and  I  hope  will  find  ac- 

*  ceptance  with  your  Excellency,  the  honorable  Coun- 
£  cil  and  Reprefentativ.es  now  affembled,  as  being  done 

*  from  the  zeal  I  had  in  the  faid  fervice  of  her  Majefly, 

*  and  her  good  fubjefts  here.    /  remain  your  moft  humble 
and  obedient  Servant,  Benjamin  Church." 

This 
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This  night's  fervice  being  over,  immediately  Colonel 
Church  leaves  a  fufEcient  guard  with  Gourdan,  and  the 
other  priioner.%  moved  in  iome  whale-hpats  with  the  reft, 
and  as  they  were  going  fpied  a  fmall  thing  upon  the  wa- 
ter, at  a  great  diftance,  which  proved  to  be  a  birch  ca- 
noe, with  two  Indians  iti  her  -,  the  Colonel  prefently  or- 
dered the  lighted  boat  he  had  to  make  the  beft  of  her 
way,  and  cut'them  off  from  the  more but  the  Indians 
perceiving  their  defign,  run  their  canoe  aihore  and  fled. 
Colonel  Church  fearing  they  would  run  directly  to  Sbar- 
kee,  made  ail  the  expedition  imaginable  ;  but  it  being  ebb 
and  the  water  low,  was  obliged  to  land,  and  make  the 
beft  of  their  way  through  the  woods,  hoping  to  intercept 
the  Indians,  and  get  to  Sharkers  houfe  before  them  j 
which  was  two  miles  from  where  our  forces  landed.  The 
Colonel  being  ancient  and  unwildy,  defired  Serjeant  Edee 
to  run  with  him,  and  coming  to  feveral  trees  fallen, 
which  he  could  not  creep  under,  or  readily  get  over,  would 
lay  his  breaft  againft  the  tree,  the  faid  Edee  turning  him 
over,  generally  had  cat-luck,  falling  on  his  feet,  by.  which 
means  kept  in  the  front ;  and  coming  near  to  Sharkee's 
houfe,  difcovered  fome  French  and  Indians  making  a  wear 
in  the  river,  and  prefently  difcovered  the  two  Indians 
aforementioned,  who  called  to  them  at  work  in  the  river  % 
told  them  there  was  an  army  of  EngUJh  and  Indians  juft 
by  ;  who  immediately  left  their  work  and  ran,  endeavour- 
ing to  get  to  Sharkers  houfe   who,  hearing  the  noiie,  took 
his  Lady  and  child,  and  ran  into  the  woods.    Our  men 
running' brifkly  fired  and  killed  one  of  the  Indians,  and 
took  the  reft  prifoners.    Then  going  to  Sharkers  houfe 
found  a  woman  and  child,  to  whom  they  gave  good  quar- 
ter :  And  finding  that  Madam  Sharkee  had  left  her  filk 
clothes  and  fine  linen  behind  her,  our  forces  were  defirous 
to  have  purfued  and  taken  her  3  but  Colonel  Church  for- 
bad them,  faying  he  would  have  her  run  and  fuffer,  that  me 
might  be  made  fenfiblc,  what  hardftiips  our  poor  people 
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had  fuffered  by  them,  fcfc.    Then  proceeded  to  examine 

t  Pruf°iieri,ne;vly  taKn'  Wh°  §UVe  him  the  ac- 
count he  had  before,  of  the  Indians  being  up  at  the  fails 
C  c.  It  being  ]uft  night  prevented  our  attacking  of  them 
that  night.  But  next  morning  early  they  moved  up  to  the 
talis  .(which  was  about  a  mile  higher  :)  But  doubtlefs  the' 
enemy  had  fome  intelligence  by  the  two  aforefaid  Indians, 
before  our  forces  came  fp  that  they  all  got  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  river,  and  left  fome  of  their  goods  by  the  wa- 
ter-fide, to  decoy,  our  men,  that  fo  they  might  fire  upon 
them  •  which  indeed  they  effected  :  But  through  the  -ood 
Providence  of  God  never  a  man  of  ours  was  killed,&and 
but  one  (lightly  wounded.  After  a  fhort  difpute  Colonel 
Lhurco  ordered  that  every  man  might  take  what  they 
plealed  of  the  fifji  which  lay  bundled  up,  and  to  burn  the 
reft,  which  was  a  great  quantity.  The  enemy  feeing 
what  our  forces  were  about,  and  that  their  flock  of  fifh 
was  deftroyed,  and  the  feafon  being  over  for  getting  any 
more  fet  up  a  hideous  cry,  and  fo  ran  all  away  into  the 
woods  ;  who  being  all  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river 
ours  could  not  follow  them.  Having  done,  our  forces 
marched  down  to  their  boats  at  Sharkers*  and  took  their 
prisoners,  beaver,,  and  other  plunder  which  they  had  aot 
and  put  it  into  their  boats,  and  went  down  to  Gourdan\ 
houfe,  where  they  had  left  Lieutenant  Colonel  Gorham* 
and  Major  Hilton*  with  part  of  the  forces  toward  the 
pnfoners,  (and  kept  a  good  look-out  for  more  of  the  • 
enemy)  who,  upon  the  Colonel's  return,  gave  him  an 
account  that  they  had  made  no  difcovery  of  the  enemy 
fince  he  lerr  them,  fcV.  Juft  then  her  Majefty's  mips 
and  rranfports  arriving  :  The  Commanders  of  her  Ma- 
jelly  s  mips  told  Colonel  Church  that  they  had  orders  to 
go  direftly  for  Port-Royal  Gut*  and  wait  the  comino-  of 
fome  ftorc-fhips,  which  were  expected  at  Port-Royal  from 
TaI  and  Colone*  Church  advifing  with  them,  pro- 
poted  that  it  was  very  expedient  and  fcrviccable  to  the 

Crown, 
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Crown,  that  Captain  Soutback  in  the  Province  Galley 
fhouM  accompany  them,  which  they  did  readily  aeqiiiefce 
with  him  in.  Upon  which  the  Colonel  immediately  em- 
barked his  forces  on  board  the  tranfports,  and  himfelf 
on  board  Captain  Jarvis  ordering  the  Commiffary  of 
the  (lores,  the  minirter,  furgeons  and  pilots  all  to  embark 
on  board  the  fame  veffel  with  him  -}  ordering  all  the  whale-^ 
boats  to  be  put  on  board  the  tranfports,  and  then  to  come 
to  fail.  The  (hips  ftanding  away  for  Port-Royal  Gut,  and 
Colonel  Church  with  the  tranfports  for  Menis.    In  their 

way  the  Colonel  inquired  of  their  pilot  —  Fellows^ 

what  depth  of  water  there  was  in  the  creek,  near  the  towwn 
of  Menis  ?  He  anfwered  him  that  there  was  water  e- 
notrgh  near  the  town  to  float  that  veffel  they  were  in  at 
low  water.  So  when  coming  near,  Colonel  Church  ob- 
ferved  a  woody  rfland  between  them  and  the  town,  that 
they  run  up  on  the  back  fide  of  the  faid  iiland,  with  all 
their  tranfports  undifcovered  to  the  enemy,  and  came  to 
anchor.  Then  the  Colonel  and  all  his  forces  embarked 
in  the  whale-boats,  it  being  late  in  the  day,  moved  di* 
redly  for  the  town,  and  in  the  way  afked  for  the  pilot, 
whom  he  expected  was  in  one  of  the  boats ;  but  he  had 
given  him  the  flip,,  and  tarried  behind.  The  Colonel  not 
knowing  the  difficulties  that  might  attend  their  going  up 
to  the  town  j  immediately  fent  Lieutenant  Giles,  who  could 
fpeak  French,  -  with  a  flag  of  truce  up  to  the  town,  with  a 
fummons,  which  was  wrote  before  they  landed,  expecting 
their  furrender :  Which  is  as  followeth : 
Aboard  Her  Majeftfs  Ship  Adventure,  near  the  Gut  of 

Menis,  June  20,  1704. 
An  agreement  made  by  the  Field  Officers  commanding  Her 
Majejly's  forces  for  the  prefeni  expedition  againft  the 
French  enemies,  and  Indian  rebels. 
Agreed, 

rHAT  a  declaration  or  fummons  be  fent  on  fhors  at  Me*  . 
nis  and  Port- Royal,  under  &  flag  of  truce, 

Particularly,  VFe 
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We  do  declare  to  you,  the  many  cruelties  and  barbarities 
that  you  and  the  Indians  have  been  guilty  of  towards  us,,  in 
laying  wo  fie  our  country  here  in  the  Eaft,  aP  Caico,  ana  the 
places  adjacent  :  Particularly,  the  horrid  atlion  at  Deer- 
field,  this  loft  winter,  in  killing,  mafjacreing,  murdering  and 
fcalping,  without  giving  any  notice  at  all,  cr  opportunity  to 
afk  quarter  at  your  hands  ;  and,  after  all,  carrying  the  re* 
mainder  into  captivity  in  the  height  of  winter,  (of  which 
they  kill'd  many  in  the  journey)  and  expo  fed  the  reft  to  the 
hardfhips  of  cold  fc?  famine,  worfe  than  death  itfelf  t  Which 
cruelties  we  are  yet  every  day  expofed  unto,  and  exercifed 
with.  , 
.■Jve  do  alfo  declare*,  That  we  have  already  made  fomc  be- 
ginnings of  killing  andfcalping  fome  Canada  men,  (which 
we  have  not  been  wont  to  do  or  allow)  and  are  now  come 
with  a  great  number  of  Englifh  and  Indians,  all  volunteer sy. 
with  resolutions  to  fubdue  you,  and  make  you  fenfible  of  your 
cruelties  to  us,  by  treating  you  after  the  fame  manner. 

At  this  time  we  expert  our  men  of  war  and  tranfport  Jhipi 
to  beat  Port-Royal.  (We  having  but  lately  parted  with 
them.) 

In  the  laft  place,  We  do  declare  to  you,  that  inafmucb 
tis  fome  of  you  have  /hewn  kindnefs  to  our  captives*,  and  ex- 
prefs'd  a  love  to,  and  defire  of  being  under  the  Englifh  govern- 
ment, We  do  therefore,  notwithjianding  all  this,  give  you 
timely  notice,  and  do  demand  a  furrender  immediately,  by  the 
laying  down  your  arms,  upon  which  we  promife  very  good 
quarter    if  not,  you  muft  expeel  the  ut'mofi  feverity. 


To  the  Chief  Commander  of 
the  town  of  Men  is,  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  Cf?  we  ex- 
pert your  anfwer  pofitively, 
within  an  hour.

Then  moving  to  the  creek,  expecting  to  have  had 

water 
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water  enough  for  the  boats,  as  the  pilot  had  informed 
them,  but  found  not  water  enough  for  a  canoe  ;  fo  were 
obliged  to  land*  intending  to  have  been  np  at  the  town 
before  the  hour  was  out,  that  the .  fummons  expreffed  : 
(For  their  return  was,  That  if  our  forces  would  not  hurt 
their  eftates,  then  they  would  furrender,  if  otherwife  in- 
tended, they  mould  right  for  them,  &c.)  But  meeting 
with  feveral  creeks  near  20  or  30  feet  deep,  which  were 
very  muddy  and  dirty,  fo  that  the  army  could  not  get  o- 
ver  them,  was  obliged  to  return  to  their  boats  again,  and 
wait  till  within  night  before  the  tide  ferved  them  to  go 
up  to  the  town ;  and  then  intended  to  go  up  pretty  near  the 
town,  and  not  to  fall  to  till  morning,  being  in  hopes  that 
the  banks  of  the  creeks  would  fheker  them  from  theene-: 
my  ;  but  the  tides  rjfing  fo  high  expofed  them  all  to  the 
enemy,  who  had  the  trees  and  woods  to  befriend  them:—* 
And  fo  came  down  in  the  night  and  fired  imartly  at  out 
forces  ;  but  Col.  Church  being  in  a  Pinnace  that  had  st 
fmaH  cannon  placed  in  the  head,  ordered  it  to  be  charged 
feveral  times,  with  bullets  in  fmall  bp-  ,  and  fired  at  the 
enemy  which  made  fuch  a  rattling  amongft  the  trees,  that 
caufed  the  enemy  to  draw  off ;  and  by  the  great  provi- 
dence of  Almighty  God,  not  one  of  our  forces  was  hurt 
that  night  y  (but,  as  I  have  been  informed,  they  had  one 
Indian  killed,  and  fome  others  wounded,  which  was  fome 
difcouragement  to  the  enemy. );  Next  morning,  by  break 
of  day,  Col.  Church  ordered  all  his  forces  (and  placed 
Maj.  Hilton  on  the  right  wing)  to  run  all  up,  driving  the 
enemy  before  them,  who  leaving  their  town  to  our  forces, 
but  had  carried  away  the  beft  of  their  good*,  which  were 
foon  found  by  our  foldiers.  The  bulk  of  the  enemy  hap- 
pening to  lie  againft  our  right  wing,  caufed  the  hottefl: 
difpute  there,  who  lay  behind  logs  and  trees,  till  our  for- 
ces, and  Major  Hilton^  who  led  them,  came  on  upon  them, 
and  forced  them  to  run  \  and  notwiri*  (landing  the  Iharp 
firing  of  the  enemy,  at  our  forces,  by  the  repeated  provi- 
dence 
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dence  of  Godj  there  was  never  a  man  of  ours  kill'd  or 

wounded. 

Our  foldiers  not  having  been  long' in  town  before  they 
found  confiderable-  quantities  of  ftrong  drink  (both  bran- 
dy and  claret)  and  being  very  greedy  after  it,  efpecially 
the  Indians,  were  very  diforderiy,  firing  at  every  pig, 
turkey  or  fowl  they  law,  of  which  were  very  plenty  in  the 
town,  which  endangered  our  own  men  :  Colonel  Church 
perceiving  the  diforder,  and  tiring  of  his  own  men,  ran  to 
put  a  ftop  to  it,  had  feveral  fhot  come  very  near  him  ;  and 
finding  what  had  occafioned  this  diforder,  commanded  his 
Officers  to  knock  out  the  heads  of  every  cafk  of  ftrong  li- 
quor they  could  find  in  the  town,  to  prevent  any  further 
difturbance  amongfl:  his  army  ;  knowing  it  was  impoffible 
te  have  kept  it  from  them,  efpecially  the  Indians,  if  it 
was  faved,  &c.  Then  fomV-of  the  army,  who  were  defi- 
rous  to  purfue  the  enemy,  having  heard  them  driving 
away  their  cattle,  requefted  the  Colonel  to  let  them  go ; 
who  did :  And  gave  fhem  their  orders.  Captain  Ccoke^ 
and  Captain  Church  to  lead  the  two  wings,  and  Lieute- 
nant Barker,  who  led  the  Colonel's  company,  in  the  cen- 
tre: And  the  faid  Captain  Cooke,  and  Captain  Church  de* 
fired  Lieutenant  Barker  not  to  move  too  fall  ;  fo  that  he 
might  have  the  benefit  of  their  afliftance,  if  he  had  occa- 
fion  •,  but  the  faid  Lieutenant  not  being  fo  careful  as  he 
fhould  have  been,  or  at"  leait  was  too  eager,  was  fhot 
down,  and  another  man  which  were  all  the  men  that 
were  killed  in  the  whole  expedition.  Towards  night  Co- 
lonel Church  ordered  fome  of  his  forces  to  pull  down  fome 
of  the  houfes,  and  others  to  get  logs  and  make  a  fortifica- 
tion for  his  whole  army  to  lodge  in  that  night,  that  fo  they 
might  be  together  :  And  juft  before  night  ordered  fome 
of  his  men  to  go  fee  if  there  were  any  men  in  any  of  the 
houfes  in  the  town  •,  if  not,  to  fet  them  all  on  fire  •,  which 
was  done,  and  the  whole  town  feemed  to  be  on  fire  all  at 
once,  &c.    The  next  morning  the  Colonel  gave  orders  to 
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bis  men  to  dig  down  the  dams,  and  let  the  tide-  in  to  de* 
flroy  all  their  corn,  and  every  thing  that  was  good,  ac^ 
Cording  to  his  in  ft  ructions  and  to  burn  the  fortification 
which  they  had  built  the  day  before :  And  when  the  tide 
ferved  to  put  all  their  plunder  which  they  had  got  into 
the  boats.  Then  ordering  his  foldiers  to  march  at  a  good 
diftance  one  from  another;  which  caufed  the  enemy  to 
think  that  there  were  no  lefs  than  a  thoufand  men  (as  they 
faid  afterwards;  and  that  their  burning  of  the  fortifica- 
tion, and  doing  as  they  did,  cauied  the  enemy  to  think 
that  they  were  gone  clear  off,  and  not  to  return  again. 
But  it  proved  to  the  contrary,  for  Colonel  Church  and 
his  forces  only  went  aboard  their  tranfports,  arid  there 
ft  aid  till  the  tide  ferved  ;  in  the  night  embarked  on  board 
their  whale-boats,  landed  fome  of  his  men,  expecting 
they  might  meet  with  fome  of  the  enemy  mending  their 
dams  ;  which  they  did,  and  with  their  boats  went  up  an- 
other branch  of  the  river,  to  another  town  or  village  ; 
upon  fuch  a  furprife  took  as  many  prifoners  as  they  could 
defire.  And  it  happened  that  Colonel  Church  was  at  the 
French  Captain's  houfe  when  two  gentlemen  came 
poft  from  the  Governor  of  Port-Royal  to  him,  who  was 
the  chief  Commander  at  Menk,  with  an  exprefs  to  fend 
away  two  companies  of  men  to  defend  the  King's'  fort 
there ;  and  to  give  him  an  account,  That  there  were 
three  Englijh  men  of  war  come  into  Port-Royal  Gut  or 
harbour  •,  and  that  the  men  fent  for  muft  be  polled  away 
wich  all  fpeed.  Colonel  Church,  as  was  faid  before,  be- 
ing there,  treated  the  two  gentlemen  very  handfomely, 
and  told  them,  He  would  fend  them  back  again  poll:  to 
their  mafter  upon  his  bufinefs ;  and  bid  them  give  him 
his  hearty  thanks  for  fending  him  fuch  good  news,  that 
part  of  his  fleet  was  in  fo  good  a  harbour.  Then  read- 
ying the  fummons  to  them  that  he  had  fent  to  Menh  t 
Further  added,  That  their  Mafter  the  Governor  of  Port- 
Royal  muft  immediately  fend  away  .a  poll  to  the  Goyer- 
O  "  nor 
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nor  of  Canada,  at  Quebec,  to  prevent  his  further  fending 
any  of  his  cruel  ana  bloody  French  and  favages,  as  he 
had  done  lately  upon  Deerfield,  where  they  had  commit- 
ed  iuch  horrible  and  bloody  outrages  upon  thofe  poor 
people,  that  never  did  them  any  harm,  as  is  intolerable 
to  think  of ;  and  that  for  the  future,  if  any  fuch  hofti- 
lities  were  made  upon  our  frontier  towns,  or  any  of  them, 
He  would  come  out  with  a  thoufand  lavages,  and  whale- 
boats  convenient,  and  turn  his  back  upon  them,  and  let 
his  lavages  fcalp  and  roait  the  French;  or  at  lean:  treat 
them  as  their  lavages  had  treated  ours  :  Alio  gave  them 
an  account  of  part  of  that  action  at  Pafjamequado,  and 
how  that  his  foldiers  had  killed  and  fcalped  fome  Canada 
men  there,  and  would  be  glad  to  ferve  them  fo  too,  if  he 
would  permit  them,  which  terrified  them  very  much,  fcri 
The  two  French  Gentlemen  that  came  poft  made  folemn" 
promifes  that  they  would  punctually  do  the  Colonel's  mef- 
fage  to  their^Governor.  So  with  the  defire  of  the  French 
people  there,  that  the  Governor  might  have  this  intelli- 
gence, Colonel  Church  difmilfed  them,  and  fent  them 
av/ay  •,  telling  the  fame  ftory  to  feveral  of  the  prifoners, 
and  what  they  muft  expect  if  fome  fpeedy  courfe  was  not 
taken  to  prevent  further  outrages  upon  the  Englijh.  The 
number  of  prifoners  then  prefcnt  (which  were  confider- 
able)  did  unanimoufly  entreat  of  Colonel  Church,  that  he 
would  take  them  under  the  protection  of  the  crown  of 
England ;  making  great  promifes  of  their  fidelity  to  the 
fame,  begging  with  great  agony  of  fpirit  to  fave-their 
lives,  and  to  protect  them  from  his  lavages,  whom  they 
extremely  dreaded  :  As  to  the  matter  of  the  favages,  he 
told  them,  it  would  be  juft  retaliation  for  him  to  permit 
his  favages  to  treat  the  French  in  the  fame  manner,  as  the 
French  with  their  favages  treated  our  f  riends  in  our  fron- 
tier towns :  But  as  to  his  taking  them  under  the  protec- 
tion of  the  crown  of  England,  he  utterly  refuled  it,  urg- 
ing to  them  their  former  perfidioufneis  -9  they  alio  urging 

to 
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to  him,  that  it  would  be  impofiible  for  any  French  to  live 
any  where  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  if  they  were  not  taken 
under  -the  Englijh  government ;  for  with  the  benefit  of  the 
whale-boats,  (as  the  Englijb  called  them)  they  could  take 
and  deftroy  all  their  people  in  the  town  of  Menis,  in  one 
night :  But  he  replied  to  them,  It  mould  never  be  5  al- 
ledging  to  them  that  when. they  were  fo  before,  when  Port- 
Royal  was  taken  laft  by  the  Englijh,  that  k  proved  of  ve- 
ry ill  confequence  to  the  crown  of  England,  and  the  fub- 
je&s  thereof  in  our  frontiers  ;  for  that  our  Englijh  traders 
fupplying  them,  enabled  them  (which  opportunity  they 
improved)  to  fupply  the  Indians,  our  bloody  enemies ; 
and  therefore  he  could  make  no  other  terms  of  peace  with 
them  than  that  ;  If  the  French  at  Menis,  Signed 0  and  Ca- 
nada, would  keep  at  home  with  their  bloody  favages,  and 
not  commit  any  hoftilities  upon  any  of  our  frontiers,  we 
would  return  home  and  leave  them  ;  for  that  we  lived  at 
a  great  diftance  off,  and  had  not  come  near  them  to  hurt 
them  now,  had  not  the  blood  of  our  pofcr  friends  and 
brethren  in  all  the  frontiers  of  our  province  cried  for  ven- 
geanceefpeciaily  that' late  unheard  of  barbarity  com- 
mitted upon  the  town  of  Deerjieldi  which  wrought  fo  ge- 
nerally on  the  hearts  of  our  people,  that  our  forces  came 
out  with  that  unanimity  of  fpirit,  both  among  the  Englijh 
and  our  favages,  that  we  had  not,  nor  needed  a  preffed 
man  among  them.  The  Colonel  alfo  telling  them,  That  if 
ever  hereafter  any  of  our  frontiers,  Eaft  or  Weft  were  mo- 
lefted  by  them,  as  formerly,  that  he  would  (if  God  fpared 
his  life)  and  they  might  depend  upon  it,  return  upon 
them  with  a  thoufand  of  his  favages,  if  he  wanted  them, 
all  volunteers,  with  our  whale-boats,  and  would  purfue 
them  to  the  laft  extremity.  The  Colonel's  warm  difcourfe 
with  them  wrought  fuch  a  confternation  in  them,  which 
they.difcovered  by  their  panic  fears  and  trembling,  their 
hearts  fenfibly  beating,  and  rifing  up  as  it  were  ready  to 
choke  them  confeffed  they  were  all  his  prifoners,  and 
O2  begged 
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begged  of  him,  for  J  E  S  U  S  fake,  to  fave  their  lives, 
and  the  lives  of  their  poor  families  j  with  fuch  melting 
terms,  as  wrought  relentings  in  the  Colonel's  breaft  to- 
wards them  ;  but  however,  he  told  them,  That  his  intent 
was  to  carry  as  many  prifoners  home  as  he  could,  but  that 
he  had  taken  fo  many,  they  were  more  than  he  had  occa- 
fion  for,  nor  defired  any  more  and  therefore  he  would 
leave  them.  The  Colonel  revolving  the  next  day  to  com- 
plete all  his  action  at  Merits,  and  fo  draw  Off.  Accord- 
ingly, fent  his  orders  to  Colonel  Gorham,  and  Major 
Hilton,  with  ail  the  Englifh  companies  both  officers  and 
foldiers,  except  fome  few,  which  he  thought  he  might 
have  occafion  for  to  go  with  the  Indian*  in  the  whale- 
boats  up  the  eaftward  river,  where  a  third  part  of  the  in- 
habitants lived  ;  that  fo  he  might  prevent  any  reflection 
made  on  them,  in  leaving  any  part  of  the  iervice  undone. 
And  therefore  in  the  evening  ordered  all  the  whale-boats 
to  be  laid  ready  for  the  night's  fervice  ;  and  accordingly 
when  the  tide  ferved,  he  went  with  his  Indians  up  the 
river,  where  they  did  fome  fpoil  upon  the  enemy  going 
up.  In  the  morning  feveral  of  their  tranfports  came  to 
meet  them,  to  their  great  rejoicing,  whom  they  went 
on  board,  and  foon  came  up  with  the  whole  fleet,  with 
whom  they  joined,  bending  their  courfe  directly  towards 
Port-Royal,  where  they  were  ordered.  Coming  to  Pgrt- 
Roydl  Gut,  where  their  fhips  were,  and  calling  a  coun- 
cil according  to  his  inftruclions,  drew  up  their  refult :. 
Which  is  as  followeth.

than  he  advantage  we  can,  or  are  likely  to  obtain,  feeing  the 
enemy  hath  jmb  timely  notice,  and  long  opportunity  0  pro- 
vide themfelves  againfl  us,  by  our  Jhips  lying  here  in  theroad 
ebout  twelve  days,  before  we  could  jom  them  from  Utm,, 
there  we  were  during  that  time,  and  being  fo  very  manh 
provided  with  neceffaries  convenient  for  fuch  an  undertaking 
iithfofmall  a  number  of  men,  not  being  above  four  Mn- 
Ared  'capable  and  fit  for  ferviceto  land-  ff^f""^? 
Ill  the  intelligence  we  can  get\from  both  Enghlh  and  French 
trifoners,  that  the  fort  is  exceeding  firong.

formation'both  of Trench  and  Englifh pnfoners  the  enemy 
Jhwmg  a  greater  number  of  men  and  much  better  provded 
to  recive,  than  they  are  to  attack  them,  We  do  believe  it  is 
fcr  thefervice  of  the  crown,and  the  prefervation  of  her  ^ 
jeftfs  fubjecls  to  aft  as  above  mentioned,  Thomas  $tmtey 
George  Rogers,  Cyprian  Southack.

Being  all  ready,  the  Colonel  with 
ins  transports  and  forces  went  up  the  bay  to  ShneSo 
where  they  needed  not  a  pilot,  bring  feveral  of  them  well 
acquainted  there  ;  (and  had  not  met  with  fo  many  diffi- 
culties at  Mem,  had  if  not  been  that  rheir  pilot  deceived 
them  i  who  knew  nothing  of  the  matter,  kept  out  of  the 
way  and  landed  not  with  them,  &e.  And  coming  to  %- 
the  enemy  were  all  in  arms  ready  to  receive  them. 
Col.  Church  landing  h.s  men;  the  Commander  of  the  ene-

formerly 
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formerly  been  Colonel  Cbarcb's  prifoner*  and  carried  to 
Bojlon;  but  returned,  who  feemed  very  glad  to  fee  him  : 
She  had  with  her  two  Tons  that  were  near  men  grown  : 
The  Colonel  ordering  them  apart,  examined  the  woman 
firft,  who  gave  him  this  account  following,  That  ftie  had 
lived  thereabouts  ever  flnce  the  fleet  went  by,  and  that 
flie  had  never  feen  but  two  Indians  fince,  who  came  in 
a  canoe  from  Norrigwock  \  who  alked  her,  what  made 
her  to  be  there  alone  ?  She  told  them,  She  had  not 
feen  a  Frenchman  nor  an    Indian,    except  thofe  two 
fince  the  Englijh  mips  went  by.    Then  the  Indians  told 
her  there  was  not  one  Indian  left,  except  thofe  two, 
who  belong  to  the  Gut  of  Canjo,  on  this,  fide  of  Ca- 
nada-, for  thofe  friars  coming  down  with  the  Indians  to 
M.  Gordans,  and  finding  the  Frenchmen  flam,  and  their 
hair  fpoiled,  being  fcalped,  put  them  into  a  great  confterna- 
tion-,  and  the  friars  told  them  it  was  impoffible  for  them 
to  live  thereabouts,  for  the  Engli/h  with  their  whale-boats 
would  ferve  them  all  fo  \  upon  which  they  all  went  to 
Norrigiwock  :  Alfo  told  her  that  when  the  Englijh  came 
alono- through  Penobfcoi,  they  had  iwept  it  of  the  inhabi- 
tant£  as  if  it  had  been  iwept  with  a  broom,  neither  French 
nor  Indians  efcaping  them  %  Further  told  her,  That  when 
their  fathers,  the  friars,  and  the  Indians  met  together  at 
Norrigwock  they  called  a  council,  and  the  friars  told  the 
Indians,  i  hat  they  muft  look  out  for  fome  other  country, 
for  that  it  was  impoffible  for  them  to  live  there  ;  alfo  told 
them  there  was  a  river  called  Mcffippee,  where  they  might 
live  quietly,  and  no  Englijh  come  near  them:  It  being  as 
far  beyond  Canada,  as  it  was  to  it,  &c.  and  if  they  would 

fo  and  live  there,  they  would  live  and  die  with  them, 
ut  if  not  they  would  leave  them,  and  never  come  near 
them  again.    Whereupon  they  all  agreed  to  go  away 
which  they  did,,  and  left  their  rough  houftioldftuff,  and 
eorn  behind  them,  and  went  all,  except  thofe  two  for  Ca- 
nada, 
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nada.  Alfo  her  Tons  giving  the  fame  intelligence,  fo  we 
hail  no  reafon  to  think  but  that  it  was  true. 

Colonel  Church  having  done  what  he  could  there,  em- 
barked on  board  the  tranfports,  and  went  to  Mount-Be- 
fart,  found  no  fhips  there,  but  a  rundlet  rid  off  by  a  line 
in  the  harbour,  which  he  ordered  to  be  taken  up  and 
opening  of  it  found  a  letter,  which  gave  him  an  account 
that  the  ihips  were  gone  home  for  Bcfton.  Then  he  pro- 
ceeded and  went  to  Penobfcot ;  where  being  come,  made 
diligent  fearch  in  thofe  parts  for  the  enemy,  but  could 
not  find  or  make  any  difcovery  of  them,  or  that  any  had 
been  there  finte  he  left  thofe  parts,  which  cauied  him  to 
believe  what  Be  Boijjes  wife  had  told  him  was  true. 

I  will  only  by  the  way  juft  give  a  hint  of  what  we'heard 
iince  of  the  effects  of  this  expedition,  and  then  proceed  : 
Firft,  That  the  Englijb  forces  that  went  next  to  Norrig- 
wock,  found  that  the  enemy  was  gone,  and  had  left  their 
rough  houmola  ftuff  and  corn  behind  them ;  alfo  not  long 
after  this  expedition,  there  were  feveral  gentlemen  fent 
down  from  Canada,  to  concert  with  our  Governor  about 
the  fettling  of  a  cartile  for.  the  exchange  of  prifoners  j  and 
that  the  Governor  of  Canada  has  never  fince  lent  down  aq 
army  upon  our  frontiers  (that  I  know  of)  except  fome- 
times  a  fcout  of  Indians  to  take  fome  prifoners,  that  he 
might  be  informed  of  our  ftate,  and  what  we  were  acting, 
iff.  and  always  took  care  that  the  prifoners  f0  taken 
mould  be  civilly  treated,  and  fafely  returned,  as  I  have 
been  informed  ;  that  fome  of  the  prifoners  that  were  taken 
gave  an  account  j  fo  that  we  have  great  caufe  to  believe 
that  the  meffage  Colonel  Church  fent  by  the  two  French 
gentlemen  from  Menis,  to  the  Governor  of  Port- Royal, 
took  effect,  and  was  a  means  to  bring  peace  in  our  bor- 
ders, fcff.  Then  Col.  Church  with  his  forces  embarked 
on  board  the  tranfports,  and  went  to  Cafco-Bav,  where 
they  met  with  Capt.  Gallop,  in  a  veffel  from  Boftcn,  who 
had  brought  Col.  Church  further  orders  s  which  was  to 

fend 
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fend  Tome  of  his  forces  up  to  Norrigwock,  in  purfuit  of 
the  enemy  but  he  being  fenfible  that  the  enemy  were 
gone  from  thence,  and  that  his  foldiers  were  much  wore 
out,  and  fatigued  in  the  hard  fervice  they  had  already 
done,  and  wanted  to  get  home,  called  a  council,  and 
agreed  all  to  go  home,  which  accordingly  they  did. 

To  conclude  this  expedition,  I  will  juft  give  a  hint  of 
fome  treatment  Colonel  Church  had  before  and  after  he 
came  home.  For  all  his  great  expences,  fatigues  and 
hardfhips,  in  and  about  this  expedition,  (viz.)  He  re- 
ceived of  his  Excellency  Fifteen  Pounds,  as  an  earnelt  pen- 
ny towards  raifmg  volunteers.;  and  after  he  came  to  re- 
ceive his  debenture  for  his  Colonel's  pay,  there  was  2wj 
Shillings  and  Four  Pence  due  to  him  and  as  for  his  Cap- 
tain's pay,  and  man  Jack,  he  has  never  received  any 
thine-  as  yet.  Alfo  after  he  came  home,  fome  ill- minded 
perfons  did  their  endeavour  to  have  taken  away  his  life, 
for  that  there  were  fome  of  the  French  enemy  killed  this 
expedition  but  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  the  ho- 
norable Council,  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  faw  caufe 
to  clear  him,  and  gave  him  thanks  for  his  good  femes 
done. 
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Colonel  CHURCH. 

COLONEL  BENJAMIN  CHURCH  was 
born  in  1639,  at  Duxbury,  near  Plymouth,  of  re- 
putable parents,  who  lived  and  died  there.  His 
father's  name  was  Joseph,  who,  with  two  of  his 
brethren,,  came  early  into  New-England,  as  refugees  fron* 
the  religious  opprefiion  of  the  parent  ftate.  Mr.  Jofepb 
Church,  among  other-  children,  had  three  fons,  Jofeph9 
Caleb,  and  Benjamin.  Caleb  fettled  at  Water  town  the 
other  two  at  Seconet,  or  Little-Compton.  Benjamin,  the 
Hero  of  this  hiftory,  was  of  a  good  {fature,  his  body  well 
proportioned,  and  built  for  hardinefs  and  activity.  Al- 
though he  was  very  corpulent  and  heavy  in  the  latter  part 
of  his  life  \  yet  when  he  was  a  young  man,  he  was  not 
fo,  beings  then  active,  fprightly  and  vigorous.  He  car- 
ried dignity  in  his  countenance— thought  and  acted  with 
a  rational  and  manly  judgment — which,  joined  with  a 
naturally  generous,  obliging  and  hofpitable  difpofition, 
procured  him  both  authority  and  efteem,    He  married

Mrs.  Alice  Southworth,  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter 
Mrs.  Rothbotham,  and  five  fons,  viz.  °  ' 

Thomas  Church,  the  author,  or  publifher  of  this  hiftory 
and  father  of  the  Honourable  Thomas  Church,  Efq-,  now 
Jiving  in  Little-Compton. 

Conftant  Church,  a  Captain  under  his  father  in  the  eafl> 
ern  expedition,  and  in  the  militia  ;  and  of  a  military 
and  enterprizing  fpirit. 

Benjamin  Church,  who  died  a  batchelor. 

Edward  Church,  whofeonly  fon,  now  living,  is  deacon 
Benjamin  Church  of  Bofion,  who  furnifhes  thele  memoirs 
of  the  family. 

Charles  Church,  who  had  a  numerous  iffue. 

Colonel  Church  was  a  man  of  integrity,  juftice,  and 
uprightnefs,  of  piety  and  ferious  religion  :  He  was  a 
member  of  the  church  of  Briftol  at  its  foundation,  in  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Lee's  day.  He  was  conftant  and  devout  in 
family  worfhip,  wherein  he  read  and  often  expounded 
the  fcriptures  to  his  houfhold.  He  was  exemplary  in  ob- 
ferving  the  iabbath,  and  in  attending  the  worfhip  and  or- 
dinances of  God  in  the  fancluary.  He  lived  regularly, 
and  left  an  example  worthy  of  the  imitation  of  hispofte- 
rity.  He  was  a  friend  to  the  civil  and  religious  li- 
berties of  his  country,  and  greatly  rejoiced  in  the 
revolution.  He  was  Colonel  of  the  militia  in  the  county 
of  Briftol.  The  feveral  offices  of  civil  and  military  truft, 
with  which  he  was  inverted  from  time  to  time,  through  3 
long  life,  he  difcharged  with  fidelity  and  ufefulnefs. 

The  war  of  1675  was  the  moft  important  Indian  War 
that  New-England  ever  faw.  Philip  or  Meiacomet  (a  fon  of 
good  oldMAssAsoiT,&his  2d  fuccefTor)  had  wro't  up  the 
Indians  of  all  the  tribes  through  New-England,  into  a 
dangerous  combination  to  extirpate  the  Englijb.  It  was 
one  of  the  lafl  works  of  the  Commijjfioners  of  the  United 
Colonies  (a  council  which  fubfifted,  the  great  fecurity  of 
New-England,  from  1643  to  1678)  to  break  up  this  con- 

m  federacy. 
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federacy.  An  army  of  1000  Englijh  was  on  foot  at  once, 
tinder  the'  command  of  Governor  Winjlow.  Whoever 
defires  further  information  concerning  this  war,  may  con~ 
fult  Mr.  Hubbard's  hiftory  of  it.  The  part  Col.  Church 
acted  in  it  is  exhibited  in  this  plain  narrative,  given  by 
his  fon  two  years  before  his  father's  death. 

Colonel  Church  perfectly  underftoed  the  manner  of 
the  Indians  in  fighting,  and  was  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  their  haunts,  fwamps,  and  places  of  refuge  on  the 
territory  between  Narraganfet  and  Cape-Cod :  There  he 
Was  particularly  fuccefsful :  Qn  that  field  he  gathered  his 
laurels.  The  furprifal  and  feizure  of  AnnaWon  was  aR 
a&  of  true  boldnefs  and  heroifm.  Had  the  eaftern  In- 
dians been  furrounded  with  Englijb  fettlements,  there  h 
reafon  to  think  that  he  would  have  been  more  fuccefsful 
among  them.  But  on  a  long  &  extended  frontier,  open  to 
immenfe  defarts,  little  more  has  ever  been- done  by  troop's 
of  undoubted  courage,  than  to  aroufe  and  drive  off  the 
Indians  into  a  wide,  howling  wildernefs ;  where  it  was? 
as  much  in  vain  to  feek  them,  as  for  Cdfar  to  feek  the 
Cauls  in  the  Hircinian  forefts. 

The  prefent  edition  of  this  hiftory  is  given  without  any 
alterations  in  the  body  of  it  it  being  thought  Deft  that 
it  fhould  go  down  to  posterity,  (like  the  Peripks _  of 
Hanno)  with  its  own  internal  marks  of  originality. 
However,  in  the  margin  the  editor  hath  given  the  Eng- 
UJh  names  of  the  places  defcribed  byTndian  names  in  the 
narrative    and  alio  fome  few  notes  and  illuftrations. . 

After  Philips  war  Colonel  Church  fettled  and  lived 
£rft  at  Brislol,  then  at  Fall-River,  laftly  at  Seconet,— in? 
each  of  which  places  he  acquired  and  left  a  large  eftate, 
Having  ferved  his  generation  faithfully,  by  the  will  o£ 
-  God,  he  fell  afteep,  and  was  gathered  to  his  fathers.  He 
died  and  was  buried  at  Little-Compton.  The  morning  be- 
fore his  death  he  went  about  two  miles  on  horfeback,  to 
vifit  his  only  fifter  Mrs.  Irijh,  to  fyrnpathize  with  her  on

the  death  of  ?her  only  child.  After  a  friendly  and  pious 
vifit,  in  a  moving  and  affecting  manner  he  took  his  leave 
of  her,  and  laid,  "  It  was  a  laft  farewell ;  telling  her  he 
was  perfuaded  he  mould  never  fee  her  more  Jbut  hoped 
to  meet  her  in  heaven/'  Returning  homeward,  he  had 
not  rode  above  half  a  mile  before  his  horfe  Humbled, 
and  threw  him  over  his  head  :  And  the  Colonel  being 
exceeding  fat  and  heavy,  fell  with  fuch  force  that  a 
blood  veiTel  was  broken,  and  the  blood  guflied  out  of  his 
mouth  like  a  torrent.  His  wife  was  foon  brought  to 
him ;  he  tried  but  was  unable  to  fpeak  to  her,  and  died 
in  about  twelve  hours.  He  was  carried  to  the  grave  with 
great  funeral  pomp,  and  was  buried  under  arms,  and 
with  military  honours.  On  his  tomb-ftone  is  this  infcrip- 
tion :  r
